To ihe year 587 he marched again towards Hindoo Stan ^ 
and proceeding to Tlberhind c^ulekl/ 

‘ succeeded in paining poseeislon of that 

clQ*. vhleh he garrisoned with a chosen deuchmenh under 
^le command of Mulkk T.k, and returned towards Gblzae. 
When he had proceeded hall way, be received Information 
that Pitlu Ral. prince of Ajmlre, and Candu Rtl. king of 
XTohly, having formed an alliance wlib several other Rajas, 
were advancing wUh an army consisting of lao^o horse aod 
3000 elephaniBk towards his l^w conquest of Tlberhind> 

Mohammad not at all ioiimidated by this intelligence, 
immediately retraced bis steps, aod met the hoatile squadrona 
on the banka of the Sursuuy, fourteco miles from Thannasar, 
and.eighty mites from Dehly. 

Upon the flrst onset, ihe wings of the Mohammedan army 
finding themselves omdankod by choir opponents cetired, lUl,. 
having fofned I0 the rear, they formed a complete circle. 
The SlndooSr Hndlng their adveraarles so much inferior In- 
numbers, advanoed wilb gnat boldness; tad Caodu Ral, king 
of Dehly, having diacoveied Mohammed, advanced against, 
him upon his war elepbanl. The Mussulman general, not 
lose anxious to contend with his rival, spurred qn bis ifeed,. 
and. by a blow from bis lance, struck out one of his lesth; at, 
the same time the king of Dehly severely wounded hlgoppoflenr

Upon the retreat of Mohammed, the allied Kajaa continued 
ibeii march to Tiberhind, which they besieged for sixteen 
months, and were at length obliged to grant a most honou^a' 
blecapUulationlothe garrison. 

After this unexpected defeat, Mobaoimed retired lo GhUne, 
whence ha proceeded to Ghor, the capiial of hii brother; 
from whom he received such an addition 10 hitforceSfas 
rendered his army one of the moat formidable that had ever 
entered Hindocaian. 

Kis force is said to have consisted of iao,ooi hone 1 a 
complete armour, and a vast number of irregular cavalry. 
With these he marched, in martial array, first to Ohizne, and 
thence towards India. Upon bis arrival at Lahore, be dee-' 
patched a nobleman, named Huraxa, with ao oetocuatjoua 
deejaratioo of against the Hindooiprinces. ThSSe, havlug 
been prepared for the event, advanced with an army consisting 
o! 300,000 horse, 3000 elephants atid an immense hOK 
tnfenuy. The two arniiBtencamped Insight of etch other, 
and on the rormer field of'battle, being only aeperated hy the 
rivar Surautty.

Seeing ibh foinddable array, Mohammed pretended to 
retreat; by which maacuuvre, having Induced the Hlndooa to 
bre^4h«tf line, he wheeled round on them with hia most 
eeletd fquadrona, nnd in a abort time carried terror and de¬ 
feat though'ali their ranks. 

Cendu Rah king of Dehly, and many other prii^cea, were 
slain on the field of Hide. ?iuu Rai, Raja of Afthire, was 
taken prisoner, and afterwards put to death. The^oUof 
the*OSnBp< which was immensely rich, fell into the hande of 
ftha^aqtfaj'ore; and' the forts of Sorsutty, Samana, Xhoratn, 
and Hanil, turrerrdered after the victory. 

Mohammed proceeded in person, and took possession of 
Admire, ha^ng barbarousiy put many thousands of the 
onfonunate inhabitants to the sword, reserving the rest for 
elawy^ hut- upon the promise of a large tribute from Sola, 
the Jbn bfRlUg Rah he made over the country to him, and 
released hl« capeivea, 

He then turned hia victorious standards towards Pehly, 
with the Intentlbn Of plundering that city; but was prevailed 
on .by (he> «ORof thd late Raja, at the expense of a great sum 
of money and valuable presents, ro abandon bis design. 

Mobammed Chen left his faithful slave and general, 
Cuttub, in the fon of KhOram, with a considerable array, and

of Sowallic, which form ihe norihen bounritry of part 
of Hindooattn, plundering: «ld ravaging all iho counule# ift 
his vtiy io Ghisne. 

. Aiipr the recom of Mohammed, Eu$ geneml Ciihub who 
afterwards became highly draiingntshed in 
^ the annale of India advanced^ intheye« 

589, from Kboram, and took from ihe son of Candu Ral *e 
Imperial city of Dehly. He tbenca proceeded to Meiat, 

, which he captured in a short dme; and hiving subdued the 
foiltesa of Kolc, ( now called Ailyghur)/ between the River* 
Jumna and Ganges, took up hie residence for some rime In 
tbai place. 

Ifl the year 591, Mohammed Ghory again advanced 
Into Hicidoostan, but met with, no 0 piK 4 i- 
A. D. 1194 - rill he had reached Etayi on Ac 

bank of the Jumna, where he was encountared by Roy Joy, 
prince of Canuoug*. The Hindoos were, however, defeafsd 
by the vaoguard udder Cuttub: and much plunder was aeiied 
by the conquerors. Atter this skirmish, the Mohammedtna 
advanced and took the fort of Assy, In which they found 
tmmonK ireasuras. Thence they proceeded to Benaws, 
which they easily captured ; and eiAer wantonly or tealcmJly 

broke down and destroyed, all the idols and temple* of that 
celebrated seat of Hindu learning. Mohammed tho return¬ 
ed lo Kola, where be again confirmed Cultab as his vicerc^ 
in Ihdia; and hence, laden with treasure, he took the route 
of Ghisne, 

Scarcely had Mohammed cfosasd the Indus, when one ert 

the relations of Plitu Rah late king of Ajmire whose rime 
was Hlmraje, rebelled against Gola, the son of hi* prince, and 
ocmpelled him w ttU refuge wiih Cuitub the Mohaamedift 
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geotTBl. The iMlei ttumedUtely ^vanced wUb » con- 
»id«raibU army to AjmiTe, where he qulcWy re-esublisVied- 
Go)a in hie auUiorUy. 

The flame year, Culwb invaded the province ol GuJrat, 
aod, having vanquished Raja Blm Deo, took ample revenge 
{or the defeat (he Mohammedan arms had siUtalned in the 
year 574. After plundering (hat rich country, ho returned in 
triumph to Deihy. 

In the year 599, Mohammed, for the laat time, entered

Whin Mohammed Ghory had departed this lifc» bis 
nephew Mahmood assumed the Impariaf 
lilies at Ghor; but eensiblt of bia owa 
want of power, be thought It more prudent to conciliaK 
the irlendship of CuUub, the viceroy of Hlndoosian, 
fdibougb originaUy ^ slave of bis uncle's, than, by aaserf'tbg 
Ms claim to those domuiioas, to raise up a'dangerouj rival to 
his authority. He therefore sent to Coitub all ibe enaigoi of 
royalty vis., a thtone, an umbrella, standards, drums, and the 
Utle of Sultan. 

CuUub received these honours with proper respe^ and 
mounted the throne at Lahore, on the sod

One evening, (he Sultan, lutvlQg , 
made considerable presents to his attendants and slaves, gave 
to> Cuctub a forger sum than to any other of the boys; but as 
soon as (he eocnpeny broke np Catlub distributed bis 
present among the inferior servants of the palace, saying, that 
as the Sultan’s favour supplied all bis nanu, he had no use 
for money. This conduce behtg reported to the Sultan, he 
was much pleased and promoted Cutlub to etand at the eido 
of his throne and by degrees nieed hlro to the conhdentlftV 
office of Master of tho Horse. 

In one of the expeditions of Mohammed Gboiy sgainit 
the king of Khuaristo, CuUub, being detached wUh a party of 
boras to procure forage, was, after exhibiting many proofs of 
T^Our, taken prlsocu, and carried before the Khoarlrm 
monsrcb« ^bo ordered him to be secured vrltb iron (^ns.

before him. 

The Sultan wae much pleased with Cuttub'e conduct and, 
having conferred on him a drees of honour, appointed hi ere 
lo command the first division of the army. 

Wrth tkii division, which consisted of his own troopi he 
totally defeated Jychund, the Raja Of Benares, who fell In the 
. heat of the bottle. The number of slain wau 10 great, thsc 
for a long time the body of the prince could not be found, 
but eras sC length recognised by his artidclal teeth, which 
were fisted with wedges of gold. 

Ailer dtli victory (be Sultao proceeded to the cl^ of 
Benares, aod demolished ossrly one Ihoussod Hindu temples. 
He then laid waste this country to the hDundories of Bengal •, 
and after securing all the elephants, treasure, and property 
belonging to the Raja, (great pan of which was found in the 
fort of Assy)i he rshtrnsd towards Ohirne, leaving CuCtub 
as Viceroy of HindooMn.

The first chief who exalted the banners oE Mohammed In 

' , , the fertile plalDS Of Bengal, was Mohammed 

Kholljy. This person was an 
Inhablum of Ohor, a city in tbe dlstrfet o£ 
Ourmseir, on the nortWn boundaiy of Afghan)elan, and the 
tribe of ftbuiijy.* Nature had not been favourable to Bukh< 

tyai la hie fonnailon: he was llUhivoured, and of a mean

Qiittod to tbe Viceroy, end by him proposed to Mohamoed 
Bul^htyar, who dreading the Imputatioa of cowardice more 
tbsQ death* foolishly agreed to try the contest.

'Urged* 
on by \U driver, it mtdo a charge atBukhtyar, wbo d«ictetoualy 
avoided, and, at the same moment, euock the elephant with his 
bnule^axe with each force on the trunk, that the «nimaV 
screamed out and ran off. Shouts of wonder and ecclantatlOh 
resounded through the palace; end the Viceroy nor only 
prciented the General with large sum of money himself, 
but ordered all the noblea to present him with an offeriog of 
congratulation. The sum collected on this occasion was 
of coniideTabla valuo ; but the General, scorning to be (hue 
enriched, added a sum of hie own, and made a donatlOR* 
of the whole to the inferior eervanis of the court.

In the course of a year. hIoh*m>ned BuWi^af, having: 
completely subdued Bengal, and aiationed garrUona in all thn 
strong places, was seised with the mad ambUion of adding the 


fnaterlats, which are less marketabic, and more difficult to 
septfraie than those of the ordinary brick-buildings, which 
have been, and continue to be, an article of metchandlie; 
and are transported, to Morshedabad, Maulda, and other 
places, for the purpose of building. These bricks are Of the* 
men solid, texture of any I ever saw; and have preserved the 
sharptress pf their edges and smoothness of their surfaces, 
through a series of ages. The situation of Gour was Kfghly 
convenient for the capital of B<ingai and Behar, as united 
under one government: beiog nearly centrical with nspeei co* 
lbs populous parts of those provinces; and near the junction 
principal rivers that compose that extraordinary inlaad 
navlgaflon, for which those provinces are fa'med: and, 
morooverj Seoured by the Ganges and other rivers, on tbs 
oAlyr quuter from which Bengal has any cause for 
apprehension."

Moheamed. being either anxious n bnisH Ms undertaking. 
Or giving little create to the promtsea of the Rt}a. declmad 
me cdfer; and proceeded for afteen days ttarough oarrow 
tlUleys and over tofty mounta^os, dll at length the army 
enteied an extensive plain of Thibet, well cultivated and 
inhabited.

The amour of these people was entirely composed of 
bamboos, sewed or tied together with raw silk.

After a bard day'e Contest, the Mussulman forces were 
obllgod to retire to their camp, without any other fruit of 
victory than a few prisoners; from whom they leirued, that, 
at the distance of fifteen miles, there wet a very Urge and 
strongly fortified ci^, called Kurmpuitun. which was Inhabited, 
by Brahmans and Bootaneers; that their prince was a 
Christian, but that he had U his service an innumerable 
«riny oC brave Taruri well versed In the use of the bow and 
flpear y that & thousand or fifteen hundred horses were daily 
eoldin Its market; and that (he species o! horse, called 
Tanyan, or Taagan, known in Bengal, was brought from

This {QUlllgence verj much atarmed MohaiQmed 
Bukbtyar, ehese irmy was considerably reduced byhtlsve 
andbude. He therefore called a oouacU o! war^ In vhlch 
ft was resolved that (hey should Immediately retire, 4 ad return 
At A more favourable opportuoity, with a greater force. 

Two boars before day, Che Muisulmaus silently comownc- 
ed their r^eat; but as soon as the tnhabiCants of the country 
were aaare o! their intentions, they set fire to all the forage 
and grain which was on their route, and threw varloat 
obstacles In their way. At length, after suffering the greatest 
hardship, tbe Mussulmans arrived, on the fifteenth day, at 
'the banks of the river which they had crossed: but bov great 
'Nvas the diiappoimneaC d Mohammed Buktyar, to find tbac 
the cfBcers, to whom he had entrusted the defence of (be 
bridge, having quarrelled wUb each other, bad abandoned 
'their post; and (bat the Insidious Raja of l^mroop,* now

Iq ibla dilemma, Mob&mmed ordered hie Uoopa to lake 
poeieflsioD of a large Hladoo temple, which was in th^ 
vtelalt^, and which contained many matey Idols of gold and 
sUrer \ whllit a party .were employed In cutting down 79 pd 
and bamboos, to form rafts foe crossing the river, During 
this tine, the Raja of Kamroop, having collected a Ivge 
army, surrounded the Muesulmans; but knowing that hla 
troop! ooaM not withstand the clo«e attack of their invaders, 
he ordered them to construct a line of c)reumvaitation» 
dbtppoeed of stakes interwoven «Uh bamboos, at a consider¬ 
able distance round the leoipte, end thus to starve their 
eaemies to death. 

When the MuseulmaDS saw thie wall rising on all skdaa 
of th^, they called out to their Coninander: "0 we remain 
longer here, we shell all be caught lo the net of these lohdele/' 
So sskyjng, they made a sudden charge upon aha Hindoos, 
and cut their ^ay through the unfinished stockade; they than 
retreeted to the banks of the river, and each man employed 
himself in devising some means of getting over, whilst the 
Hindoos annoyed there from a distance with th^r arrows. 

One of the troopers having ridden some way up the banka 
s ^ of the river, discovered a place which for 

Cestr^Sd’ a^he * dlsUncc was fordable. The arOl^ 
seeiug this, and suppoaing that the feed 
attended icroie thd rlVsr, impefuoissty 
rushed §ftet him; nor did they discover their misrake tfQ tod 
late.

«hd«ftvoured to allevlatr hit wanis, and'to Rritft^teUs 
ftorrowa ; but melancholy and digappomunenl overwhftlmed 
him; and a few days after hia anlval at Deoco^ In BeBg«i),he 
ftunk under the pressure of hU ca! am idea, amidit the 
execration and darsea of the orphans and widova i>£ She 
Midlers who bad tallen a eacriSee to bis insatiable umbjtion.

Aly Mordan Khulijy, goverpor of Baraool, who 'vUt 
hereafter be noticed in this history, was suspected of bsTiQg 
abortened the days of Mohammed Bukbtynr,^ by stsd>bing him 
while he lay in a nace of etttpefaptlon; bat as there does sot 
appear to have beea sufficieot Induce ment for so fool a deed, 
tbe. story may, with probablll^, be itoputed, to the* 
■aacblnaiions of his rivals, or to the sangpit^ chaucter 
erhicb he afterwards evinced.

Mohamtaed Sheran wee e person of food fftmUx> of the 
ttibe of Rhalljy, end hed glTco many proofs of ecctvity end 
velour. Itl8fBleted» that, after the Mussidman forces bad 
taken posieesion of the cfty of t^uddeh, ftnd troops were 
occupied bi collecting the flpol! from sl] the neighbouring 
vilUges,. Mobtmhied Sheran was for three days abwnr, 
without any person knowing wbu was become of him. As 
Mohammed Bukbtyar esteemed bfm one of his best offlceri, 
he much regretted his loss, and sent a number of people fo 
search for his body. Some of these, enterings wood, dls* 
covered Mohammed Shenn, mounted on horseba^, with hfs 
spear ht his hand, driving before him e body of thirty war- 
’elephimrs belonging to the Kejt» rhe driven of wbon were 
endeavouring to cany them off, bot had been compelled by 
kbfs indefatigable officer to relum towards the city. This 
ace of bravery raised him high m the opinion of Mohammed 
Bukh^ar : be promoted him to the commend of hie army; 
and when he set out on hii unfonunste Mpudltlon, he left 
Sheranat lucknowty, ai hli Pepny Id the gdyernment. 

When Mohammed Sbetan was informed of the death of 
hie master, he marched widt the troops under bis command 
to Deceote, with an lotemlon of seising Aly Mordan, who was 
strongly suspected of having murdered the late Governor; 
but that Chief, alarmed at hli approach, ded to his government 
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of Gftraool. where he mftde sone reaiBUnce; he wai 
however M leng^th mken prlioner, and consigaed to the 
charge of Baba lepahany Comll. After event, 

Mohftoimed Sheren returned to Luck&owtyi where the 
Muiiutnan comm end ere being aeeembkd, fh«y unanltnouely 
elected hfm to be their Chief, on condition of each receiving 
s certain dlalrict or/effJ, for the eupport of thefr troops. On 
this occaaion Mohamned 3heran usomed the enelgnaof 
royalty, and took the title of Aza Addeeo. 

In the meantlme> Aly Murdan; having bilbed the Cat well* 
in whcM charge be had been left, made hieeecape to Dathy ^ 
where he laformed Cuttub Addeeo, who had just then ^ssuraed 
the title of Emperor of Blndooatan, of the state of aCalrf In 
Bengal. 

The Emperor, ieaioue of Ma authori^,ha\ing bean vhns 
lUgbied, ordered Kemar Roumy, Governor of, Oud* ■»' 
proceed to fiengal, and to make a new division of the disff/Cb 
amongst the Xbulljy Chiefs. He was also diwend to 
establish in that country an tispetlal Dawan, lo receive the 
royal proportion of the roveitusB. * 

On the approach of the Inperlfid armyi. .ooe of the &buUjy 
Chief I, named Blssan Add SO Avas>.to whoso-lot bad ^tailen 
the district of Gungowtry, or Xuthoury, joined the >Oyal 
nandard, and waa confirmed in the govetACientofDeocQlcf. 
but the other Chiefs, disdaining sobwiaslon, opposed lUour 
Boumy : they were however defeated, and fied towards Coook 
Beyhai, where, quarrelUng amongst tbemselvea, Moharniped 
Sheran falJ by one of their swords.

AlyMurden Shulijf, wfan wa$ luapected cf the murder of 
Mohammed Bukhtyar. wa$,a man nf great activity, courage 
and fMolation; and on maklhg hfs escApe from Bengal, waa 
graototJfly received at the Court nf l^ly, where he arrived 
{uik aa the Bmpel^r, CutHib' Addeen, wae ntting onC tor 
Ghtfne. He liamedlately offered hla aervlcea to attend the 
royal iKrrup;an'd h if request having been compiled with, ha 
to a short time lntmuaced himself »o mueb' Into the good 
graces of the Sultan, that he becatna one of hla greatest 
favoorlKS. 

Although Cattub Addeen was ar /Nt successful In driving 
away hig vlvtl Sldose. and in gaining possessfoh of the city 
df Ghisne^, he #ae fthalfy 'ohitged to relinquish It, and to

and other ensigns of royalty, caused himulf to b« proclMmed 

King of Bengal, under the title of Sulun AJa Addaeo. 

Previous to this event Aly Mutdan had been esteemed a 

vigilant and brave ofScer, but hie bead, now became turned 

with vanity. On hts public court days he used to talk of rhe 

Kings of Persia, Khoraasto, and Dehly, as his Ibferiors; and 

went so far as tb bestow provinces of their dominions 09' 

hie menialeervants. ' 

It Is related, tital one day a merchaut complained to the 

new klng> of having lost, all hi a property by shipwreck or 

some other aeddent. The king asked of what country he , ^ 

'was; and when Informed that he was a Perscau, he desired 

minister Immediately lo'draw out a patent, coDstltathtg 

Oierchant Governor ofbpahan. The minister, not darling 
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4ay that Ispahan was the property, of another monarchy ret^^ 
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an adjoining apartment, under pretence of preparing the 
pftteat; but aonn after returned, and represented to hta 
• tnajet^, that the merchant wee truely gtateful for the iavout 
confemd, but that, it was requliiio he ahould^ attended by 
a proper eecort of troopi, and eboutd enter on bis goveratnenc 
hi a dignified style, he begged to be further assisted wUh a 
evtm of mdaey, for the purpose of purchasing horsei and 
equipments. Aly Murdao felt blmssif outwitted; bu(ra(heh 
that) lover hii dignity, he ordered a large aum to be given to. 
the fellow. 

Had the Oonduet of this king b«ea restricted to such 
ladfcroua actions, It might have been excused by his subjects, 
though very offensive to the neighbouring monaichs; but be 
extended the hand of rapine and murder not only to the 
Hindoo?, but unjustly put several of the Shulljy nobles 
to death. Their patianes being at length 
exhausted, they assassinsted him, In the 
Second year of his ’impohlc reign, and the do^th yw of 
the Hejira.

This Chief was descended of a good famfly, who resided* 
at Ghor in Persia. When ho arrived Vt 
Addean. the age of maahoodr he travelled lowtirdl- 
Toorklstan, in order (o improve hts for¬ 
tune j and one day, having climbed an bill called Pooshteh 
A/ros he there found two Derveishes, who putting rbelr trust:

tn thexesr 739 , Bbiram Khan died At Sunergong, at a

A. D. 1738, conquered great pun of the Dekkan, was 
bushy occupied In transferring Itls capital from Dolby to 
DowIeUbad.* This Occasion presented a ravomable oppof' 
tunity to Takher Addeen, the armour-bearer of Qhiram Khan, 
ndtonly to assume the government of Sanergong without

When intelftgence of this event was carried to Court; the

tbeir leader. On this event, Aly Mubarick sent a petition to the 
Emperor, stating hi a success against the rebel, and sollcftlng 
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he mfglu be confirmed in the governoioDt; bub 
wUbaut \r&jtiiigfor the senctlon of the Eoiperor, he took th^* 
^ ^ ^ ^ title rf Ail Add een, arid, 4 dmclng againeb 
Fikher Addeen Jq the ;ear 74 ^. took hlnk 
prtaonei, and caused him to be potto death. The reign of 
fakher Addeerii If such It may be termed, was only two yeaie 
and five month a. 

Aly Mubaxick was assassinated, at tho expiretlno of a yeac

The Tulip^ should wash his body after his decease. The- 
king soon after recovered; but the other women of the 
aeraglio, envious of the favourites, conferred on these ladles 
Use opprobrious title ot Gbossaly (Washers of the dead); In 
eonseciuence of which the favourites complained to the king, 
who, after musing for sometime uttered the following 
eKtetBporary hemistich: 

Cupobearer i Ut as sing the praises of Che Cypress, the Roaa». 
and Ihe Tulip— ’ 

but, .after several lUempts, he could not rinisb die verse: oor 
could any of the poets of his court write an ode on dtw 
sublect to his latlsfaclion.

Of H ’ i bri d * special meaaunger to the celebrated 
Pmi JieAa Haflt Shlfas in Persia.

After which he finished the ode, still to be found in bis

Sultan Chyia Addeen : it is your business lo complain of the dis« 
lance that separates you." 

But, as Hsfi: was IndiSarent to alJ worldly pursujtlj and was 
beeidoi afraid of undertaking so long a voyage, he declined 
the king's generoua offer.* 

Ghyae Addeen was a fellovr-sladent o£ the celebrated 
Mint Cuttub ul Atium; they both studied theology under 
Hamldaddeen^ the hermit of Nagore 
A. D, 1373, (Blrthoom.) Ho rolgned with much re¬ 
putation . aU years and some months, and died in the 
year 795'

Heeiv aided by all the Mohammedans, whose numbers and 
bravery were very formidable. 

’ 'Whatever ney have been the ceofe of the prince's 
abandoning the rdolatary of the Hindoos, he proved himself 
a zealous disciple of tho Klussulm&n fafth; for haviRg* Invited 
the celebrated Shaikh ^ahed from Sunor^ng:, he consulted 
him on ait hla spiritual affairs, and resigned his conscience' 
to his direction. 

Jelal Addeen removed again the seat of government from 
foodu^ to Gour, and expended large sums of money In 
improving that city.

of eight days put him to death, and raised to the throne a youth 
who was A descendant of Ityae Khaje Saltan Sbums Addeen 
Bhengara* on whom they conferred the title of NasIrSbah. 

On the unexpected elevation of this prlaee to the sovereignty 
wll the adherents of the Bhengara family and many other 
zealous Mohammedans, .who during the reigns of the 
Hindoo dynasty had lived In retirement now assembled round 
the throne, aod gave Co It such stability, that Nasir Shah 
enjoyed a long and undisturbed reign. 

This prince constructed ibe foriidcatiODS round dis of 
-Oour ; the gates of which are still id existence; and the founds-

htulk Andiel, Seeing he bad now no hopes of eafety 
but In perpeirailng the murder, reiunted to she Sultan’s 
apartmeoti, and in a few mioutei finlsbed tbfi aboeloux 
deed. He then aent for Shan Johan the Vj&ler,. and 
conauUed with him what further was re^^uielte to be doue. 

The Vtsler waeol opinioa that U would be proper (0 pjadd 
on the throne the Infant son of Futteh Shsh (then only two 
years of age), and ibst a person should be nominued to 
administer the affsics of government during his minority. 

Mulk Andlel having acquiesced In this proposal, he immsdiatelf 
summoned aJI the Other Chiefs; and on hie obujoing ihcir 
assent, they all repaired to the apartments of tha widow Of 
Futleb Sbab, where, In a respectful manner, they Informed her 
of their deienninatlon { and requested her to nominate a 
proper person to be the guardian of her Child, 

The widow, alarmed at the Invidious Situation b which the 
nomination of a regent might {dace her, and teffeciiog on the 
distant pros peoi of her son auceoedlng qtMetlj to the thioae 
ia eo unstable a government, nplled, that, on (he murder Of 
her husband, she had made a vow to God, that whatever 
petson revenged his death should have her Suffrage to be 
king. 

Thia sentiment was probably expected by the Chiefs ^ and 
MuUc.Andiel, although an Abyssinian ilave, was unanimoul* . .w, 
ly electsd to be ihair monarch.

As' Mulk Andiel, during the long period that ho had serv¬ 
ed in the ermles ol Berbek Sheh end Futnh Sbeh^ hed 
fre^oeotly given proob ol his velour end skill In vrar, vas well 
SQpported b7« numerous bod^ of nis own eountrjrmen, and 
beloved for bis generosUj by the common people eod 
soldiery, none of the Afghan or Turkish Chiefs dared to rebel 
against him. 

The lollowlog anecdote oi bis liberality is ihuscolated. 
Oa some public occaslon> the king having ordered a Tao 
( 100 , 000 ) of rupees to be distributed to the poor, the 
ministers thought he was too profuse of the public treasursi 
whlelmight probably arise from his little knowledge of the 
value of money, or the amount be bad ordered: Cbey there* 
fore, piled the money m one of the apartcnents through 
which he was to pass, In hope that he would notice it, and ba 
surprised at the quantity of Silver. Whea the klag entered 
Che apariiaent, and saw the heap of money lying there, he 
askad what it was; and od being told It was the sum he had 
tbar mwalog ordered to be given to the poor, be said, ''Is 
this all ? it iMOO tltUe : give them double Ibe quantity/' The 
relnlsters were avonished at hit prodigality, but were obliged

cruelty or oppression that this tyrant did commit: till 9X 
length, in the year 903. all tbd Chiefs, 
AD.»497*®‘ headed by the ^sler, Syed Huueln, 
•Sherief of Mecca, rebelled against hia, and besieged bio tn 
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tbia capItU i bu( Mutufflc Sh'ab, bavio; ia bta Mrvic« ft corp^ 
of 5>oco wftlUinouaUd AbjaBinians, and a 3,000 Afghan and 
Beo^l tfodpr, defended tbu dtp of Oour for foQr months, 
with great ruoluilon: and vhensTer bo made prltonera of 
flsr ofrebels, he nok pleasure la beheading thorn himself. 
Tfao somber of persona he is said Co have put to death In 
ftls mkaaer Is Ifictedible. 

At length, chinking himself able to contend with his. 
adverfiarloB in the held, ho marched ouc of tbe cUy and on gag* 
ed them. A blood/ battle snsuod, In which MuzufRr Snah 
lost hU Ufa and the plaina of Gour were strewed with ad,000 
of &e llain.

The plenipotentiaries met In the town of Eat; and iQ 
ft few days concluded a treaty, the terms of which were, that 
the emperor should reUtn Bchar, Tirhoot, Sircar Saron, and 
all the other countries lie had subdued, provided be did not 
invade Bengal ; and that neiUiur party ^ould aupport. or in 
any manner assist, the enemies of the other. The treaty .. 
Slaving been ratified by both moaarobs, the Emperor return ad

WAS chosen by the Chiefs to be their monarch. As a proof oi 
Oie benevolence of hla disposition It fa stated, that Instead of 
coiifinthg bis biethrea. or depriving them of their sight, as la 
the common curtorn gf the East, he treated them with the 
greansc sffecdon, and dooUed the aiiowsnees granted them by 
Ibeir father. 

The diatraeted sate of the court of Dehly, occasioned by 
the approach of the Moghcla, under the celebrated Babett 
preaendng a favourable oppcrunliy ot recovering some of the 
dUiilcts, which bad foimeriy belonged to Bengal, Kusasrit 
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SbAh.brokft ihs Mttiy hU father had COTtratted with (be- 
empeicr Sekuader ; aad having invaded Tirkooti and put the 
Kaja to death, be apppomud bis B(Ki*in*lnv,'Ala'Add«(n, to the 
govenuneot. He then proceeded tgninse Hajypore and having 
eubdued It, gave U \a charge of another 8on-ln*lai», nanled' 
Mukhdoon Alum : after which ha ctoesed iheGengee, add took' 
pdeeaulon of the fort and diertlct of Idonghlr, which ha' 
enlruBled lo one of ble beet generals named Cuttuh IChas. 

When, in the year 93J, the emparor Baber dafeaied and*

Afghan to the Moghul dynaety,* many of the Chiefs of lha 
former nation sought employment and protection fn Beng^ \ 
oven i^hmood Lody, the brother of Sultan Ibrebim, wsd 
compelled to ecelc rofugc at the court of Gour. All there 
persons were caosi hospiiBbly received, and bad penslona 
assigned Chen, suitable to their rank and former aUuation. 

Mahmood having brought with him one of the daughters 
of the late Bmperor, the king took her in marriage, and made 
great rejoicings on the occaAion. This eireumsUnee* added

Barlyla the year 93d, Mahciood (brother of Ibrahim);

river Soane. Mahmood, dispirited by bis defeat, retreated 
to Bengal; and Kusserlt, alarmed at the approach of the 
Kogbula, sent an andiaasador ro Implore the Emperor’s 
'ra«ey. 


As tbe rainy season was approaching, and the affairs of 
the upper provinces retiulred the presence of Baber, who bad 
advanced as far as the to^n of Mooneer (at the mouth of the 
Soane), he graciously condescended to make peace, on 
condition that the Afghans should remain ^ulet, and that 
the king of Bengal shciiJd no longer give any assistance to 
^ ^ Mahmood. These terms having been 

^ ’ ratified by both monarchs the Emperor 
returned to Agra, where be died In the month of Jummad of 
the following year, A. >I ^37. 

The death of Baber served as a signal to rouse the 
Afghan Chiefs once more to attempt the recovery o£ the 
empire. Mahmood, tbe son of Dirja LobanI, took possession 
of Behar; and Mahmood, the brother of the emperor Ibohlm* 
having collected an army of his countrymen, Drat defeated \ 
Joneid Burlaes the Moghul governor of Joanpoiw, and then 
took possession of that province, SulUn BehadiK of GuaeraC 
•also advanced at the head of a large force, and took the fort 
of Mlndu, whence be detached an army of ^,000 men CO

NoiwIChsraoding Kusserit Shah was by descent a Syed 
{descendant of Mohammed), he was naturally of a croeL 
disposition ; and was frequently guilty of such acts of tyranny, 
as not only to give disgust to his subjects, but to tender him 
hateful to his private servants. At length, having gone-one 

day to pay his devotion at the tomb of his father in the city 

of Gour, and one of the eunuchs having givea him sofne- 
offence, be threatened severely to punish tbe fellow oa his 
return to the palace : but the other eunuchs, tired out with his 
brutal behaviour, espoused tbe cause of their eompanloo, and, 
before the king could carry his threats into wecutiop, thjy 
put a period to his e:tlatence. ^. 

Kusserlt Shah reigned ihlrteenychrs, and was dsiaainsfed'

Wae one of the eighteen sons of Sultan Ala Addeen; and ^ 
during the whole reign of the lata king, 

• 1533 4 conducted himeeU in the most exemplary 
manner : but scarcely was his brother deposited In ibe tomb, 
when he entered into machinations against hie nephew, and 
oeeaed rM till he had Imbroad hla band^iu murder. This 
fftgldoua conduct did not however pase unrevatthd; tor 
yatfertflam Aalucn, govemor of Hajypore, ralaeo^se rcaa- 
darda of rebellion, and united himaelf In the bonds ^ friend*

Mahmood Shah, in ordof to punUh Share lot die aasls- 
tanee afforded to the rebel, ordered Cuttub Kbajx goveroor of 
Monghlr, to Invade Behar. As the force* ol Sbere were ipferL- 
oriothoMOf Bengal, Cuttub Khan flattered hlmaelMalS an 
-easy cooqueel: be therefore rejected ad overturei^or peate, 
and made a spirited attack on' the army of Behat. Bt« 
fortune did not iavour bla vriehea; he wai shortly pierced by 
an arrow, and fall from his elephant On seeing this accfdem 
*Jswrmy fled; and the whole of h(s elephant,,anlllery, and 
baggage, became the pluoder of his adversary. 

This defeat was a severe disappointment to the king pf 
Bengal; he however assembled a more numerous army, li® 
command of which he entrusted to Ibrahim Khan, the aoft 
of the unfortunate general. 

At this dme, an event occurred which flattered the vanit? 
of the king of Bengal, and gave him every reason to hope for 
success. Jellal, the young king of Behar, disgusted with 
the overbeaiing and Insolent conduct of the regent Sh«e 
fled from Behar, attended by a mimber of bis follbifflfs; and 
took refuse In the Bengal camp, whence be sebt oftjers to 
all bis adherents to afford no manner of assistance w Sbere 

This event having much diminished ibe force of' the 
regent, be was obliged to shut himself in the fort of Behar • 
the fonifledtloaa of which were only ramparts composed of 
raud.

' During, this period, Mahmood sent various messeogeri (o^ 
ebe Emperor Homayon, to implore his speedy assistance ; but 
teventl months having elapsed without any appearance of the 
Mogul forcesr and pmvisloos becoming very scayce In die 
dry, MahiDood Shah embarked on board a last-rowing boat, 
and was conveyed to Hsjypore.

•camp during the period that the empoMr Homayoo was 
bealezlog the lort of Cbunar. 

Homay 9 n» touched with the toiifortunes of the royal 
fugitive, received him in the most gracious manner*; and 
promised that, as soon as he bad taken the fortress, he would 
^proceed to fiangal, and reinstate him In hla kingdom, 

Early In the year the Enpcror, having succeeded ia

Jellal, ihe ton of Share Khan. 

Not dlepinted by each difficultiei, Jebangiro made an 
attack upon the oDtrenehmonQ ; but after loalng a nurnbv^ of 
mea» he waa himself severely wounded, and compelled 10 
ictrekt towards tbs main army. 

The Emperor, Initated at such unexpected opposition., 
advanced hutlly tovards the passes, vow!eg veogeanos 00 
the garrison; whilst Jellal Khan, alarmed at the approa^ of 
the Moghuie, abandoned tbs entreaohmenu, and, in a< 
p«jUanliDOus manner, retreated with the whole oi hlB army, 
to Join bis father at Gour. 

BdahmOod. the expelled king of Bengal, who accompanied 
tbfl arihy, upon hla arrival at Colgong, having heard that the 
Afghans had murdered his two sons, who were taken prisoners 
on the esptare ot his capital, was so affected by the In* 
tslligence, that he died after a few daya' iUosss. 

The reign of this prinoe, including the period of his ex¬ 
pulsion, was five years. The inscription on the mosque 
erected by him, and still ezistirg at Saadullapore,* clearly 
ascertains that he was the son of Sultan Ala Addeen Hussein 
Shah ; although some authors have expressed doubts of bia< 


origin. With him terminated the line of Independent kings of 
Bengal, who ruled that country for two hnndred and four 
ytfttst for although several of the rukrs of Gour afterwards 
iflumed the tUle of king, they were not masters of the whole 
of the province, nor was their right acknowledged by tbeir 
coDtemporarles ; end consequently they 
A, O. nfi 9 ‘ cannoi be considered as absolute swe- 
reigns. Tbis event occurred in the year of the Hejira 945. 
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The emperor Homa^oo. having secured the impoftAfiC 
puaes which beve been always cojuldere'A 
as ihe keys ol Bengal, coruinued bis rearcb' 
CO Gou^'; but She re Khan» fearing to trust either to its forti- 
Acailons, or to the bravery of hie own troops agelnet the 
Moghuls, collected ell the treasure and valuable eSeclw 
belonging to the kings ol Bengal,* and retreated, with Iho 
whole of hlB Afghans, by the way of Jarcuitd, or BOUlh*'WflSt 
range of mouniains, to his native dlsDlct of Sehsaram, where 
In a short time, by a bold and sucesasful scraiageo. he reader- 
ed himself master of the impregnable and ertensive fortress 
of Rhotas. • 

. Upon the arrival of the Emperor at Gour; the gates we^ 

thrown open, and be was received by the iftbabitains 
every testimony of joy and satisfaction. Homayon was also 
much gratified by his easy conquest of so valuable a province. 
Orders were Immediately Issued for the lUutbeh to be retd in 
all the mosques, proclaloiing bis secessions to the klngdoi&> 
of Bengal: he also directed the name of the city to be chang¬ 
ed , .to Jtmtiahad (the city of Paradise); and, (o* 
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coinmBinarftte the ordered *! new coina^ to be struck 

bearing hie oim tUleii end the aew iiBme of that city. 

The Emperor wme, i<o fact, ao much infatuated hy hit new 
conquttt, that he speot thue vep* iT^^orUat months in 
Iwtdriouj gratl^cstcOna; during which (ihte hla enemiea neie 
atrtfTfgthenlng tbemMivea Id every ouarter, and Shere Khan 
was even mthin; preparailone to oppose Ms nturn> 

Repeated InielJIgcnce of the meehlnetloss of Me enemlei 
at length routed the Emperor from hit lethargy; and although 
It me the height of ^he rainy reaaoni when the roads of 
Bengal were covered wliU water, and the rivers swollen by the 
torrents from the mountains, he perceived the absolute 
necessity of returning to Agra. He there* 
A. O. isw* year 946, appointed Jehangire 

Cooly Beg governor of Bengal, with five * thousand select 
Moghul cavalry to support his authority; and having with 
some difficulty crossed the Ganges, proceeded by easy stages 
towards the western pan of his Empire, 

The Moghul cavalry, unaccustomed to the sultry weeiher 
of Bengal and exposed to consunr Tains and excessive fatigue, 
become languid, and perished in great numbers* This 
clrcumstance, added to the rebellion of the Emperor's 
brothers, emboldened Sbsre Khan, elated by his success 
against Rhoiss, 10 contend once more for the kingdom of 
Bengal. Ha collected the dispersed Afghans from every 
qtarter, and having thrown up entrenchments on the banks 
of the CurrUmnasia river, al a place called Chowaar, opposed 
the further progress of the Emperor. For nearly three 
months, the Moghul army remained in this situation. Id a state 
of Inactivity, neither daring 10 storm the Afghan omrenchaianu, 
nor possessing the means of re'CrossIng the Gauges, by which 
they might have taker) another route. Such a state was 
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ruinoiu to the £isp«T0r^8 eSe'irs: he therefore readily accepted 
ao overture aud 6 b; Shere Khan» of Mnding ui egem to 
settle terns ol peace. The pious dervleh Kheloelj preceptor 
to Shore, became the biermedUtor. A treat; was drawn out.* 
by which Homayon resigned to Shore Khact the sovoMlgnty 
of Sehar and Bengai, upon condition that he would no-longer 
oppose hia march, nor aesist his enemiei. Thli treaty having 
been duly ratidedi much rejolctog took place ia both camps, 
but especially among the Moghuls, who were exhiuabsd by 
continual alarmi, and anxious to return to their boi&ei. But 
the Very night on which the treacherous Share had sworn 
by the Koran, not to iojure the Moghuls, he suddenly attached 
their camp, aud, having Lakeo them completely by surprise, 
slew many of them, and compelled the rest to flee la all 
directions. 

The Emperor, with a few of his friends, escaped by 

^ swimming their horses across the Ganges 

but eight thousand Moghuls perished In 
tbe attempt. This memorable event occurred in the 
year 946.

wae to maintain five hundred horse. Hussein had eight aoaw:

«VVice. r 
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occa^on, reqQBitiog him lo Miid back ki* <oa, that be might 
be educated. But.all that Jemmal could eay had no effect 
upon Ferid. Joanpore, he said, wai a better place for luairuc- 
tion than Sebsaram ; and he affirmed that he would attend to 
lettera of hU ovn aqcnd. Thia he did to lo much purpose, 
that be aoco could repeat the vorka of (he celebrated poet 
Sadl» and waai bealdea. a proficient lo all tbe leainlDg 
of the country. He, however, employed most of hie 
time In history and poetry, being supported by the libecallcy 
of Jemmal. 

After three or four years had elapsed, Huaseln came to 
Joaopore; and, by tbe mediation o! friends, the father and eon 
arere reconciled. Hueseln gave Fecid the charge of hia estate, 
and remained bimiclf at Joanpore. Ferid, when he look leave 
of hie father, said, That tbe stability of government depended 
“on justice; and that it would be his greatest care not to 
“violate ft, either by oppressing the weak, or permitClng the 
“strong to infringe the laws with impunity/' When he arrived 
at his jagier, he actually piU this resolution In practice, by 
rendering justice to the poor, and reducing to order such o6 
his semindara ss opposed bis authority. He, by this means, 
had his revenues punctually paid, and his country well 
.oulcivated. His reputation grew apace; for all his actions 
discovered uncommon genius and resolution. 

Hussein coming to visit h 1 s estate, was extremely well 
pIstMd with the managemenf of hia son, and therefore 
cootinued him In hia office. But the father had a favourite 
concubine, by whom he had three $oaa, SoUoian, Ahmed, and 
Mudda; indtheold man was extremely fond of her. She 
told hid, that now her son Solimaa was grown up he ought 
to provide for him. Day after day ebe continued Co tease 
Hussein for tbe auperintendency of tbe pergutinahs for 
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Solcmin. This gave the old Amyr gjm coocero, knowing 
tho superior abilities of Fetld< The son, hearing that the 
dOQieetic peace of bis father was destroyed, by the Inportunl- 
(les of his favoujUe, made \ voluolary rei;gciat)on of bis trust 
which was accordingly conferred upon Sollmto. 

Fsrid, and his brothsr Niaatn, set oot iminadbtely foe 
Agra, and entered Into the service of Dowlati one of^e 
principal omrahs of the emperor Ibrahim. Perld. by h 1 s good* 
behaviour, soon insinosted himself Into hli master's aSeotjon. 
Dowlal one day desired him to tell him what he was most 
deli rods to obtain, ofietiog te use his interest with the king ln< 
bis favour. Ferid replied, that aa his father was now in hlB 
dotage, a&d wholly guided by an artfal mislreiB, who had 
deprived both him and h!i brother of ibelr patrimonlaL 
inheritance, and had procured* their estate for hsr own 
apurlous offspring, if Dowlat would I therefore, by hie Intereit 
at court, procure the royal grant of the estate in bis name, 
be would promise to provide for bis father, and maintain five 
hundred good borse for ibe service of the empire. Dowlab 
accordingly preferred this request to the emperor Ibrabiin, 
who replied, chat he rouat be a bad man indeed who r^Hed 
and undermined the Interest of .his owb father. Dowfat 
retired In silence, and Inforned Ferid of the snewer ho liad' 
received, but comforted him with a promise of taking another 
opportunity to urge his request. In the mean lime, the father 
of Ferid died, and Dovrlat obtained the emperdi’a gnnt, with, 
which the two brothers so( oug to Sebssjam with a grsadi 
retinue. 

Soliman, upon the anlval of his brothers, quitted 'the* 
country, going off to Mohammed, one of the Afghan fami^;^ 
of Soor, and his relation, who held (he district of C^hond, 
kept up a force of 1509 borse, to whom he complained 0^ die- 
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'^t^sviour of F«fld. Mohamiaed told htm. that Baber {ntecd- 
iog ro tt2v«^ Hlndoe^UJ), a ^ar b«I»e»n thu prince and rhe 
•erspecop^ahlin ivu uuvoidabte j dw therefore, if he should 
'^Mocnpeny him, when called 10 the Impirial arm^, he would 
* anjeavour CO get him redreie. Soil mao wai too fmpident to 
‘iNrit s^lopg in eoapense^ MaHaEnraed therefore sent a person 
>{0 Fbrid, 10 treat about a reeOnellHdob. Fertd topltrd, chat 
he was willing to ^Ivehli brocbet a proper ehars of bli fither'e 
inheritBOCai but that he muei be excuMd from pardfig with 
any ai bl» power; repeauog, at the seme ctme, the old adage, 
trhae 'Two sworda oouid never rest la one scabbard." Soilman 
iVOuidDOtbe nHrfied without a share of the government ■, and 
therefore nothing wae settled between the brothers. This 
frritated Mohammed so mucii, that he resolved to compel 


Ferid to ibe measures which he himself Irad proposed. Ferld 
being infonoed of his resolmioo, began to provide for hfs own 
security; but news arriving of the emperor 
' * Ibrahim’s defeat and death, the whole 

country was thrown into confusion; A. H. 9^?. 

Ferid resolved not to lie idle in the midat of (he troubles 
’which ensued. He joined Par Khan, the son of DIria Lobeol, 
, who had subdued Behar and assumed the

«($her«Knaa royal dignity, under the name of Sultan 
' Mohsnmed, or Mshmood, As that 

-xnoAat^ WM oob day on a hunting party, he roused an 
enormove ^er; Which Feild Immediately attacked, and killed 
with one blow of bis sabre. For this bold sictfon, which done 
in fdahmood's pTeKnce, be was honoured with the this 
of Shere Khao.* 'Share rose gradually to great iailueoce 
.and &vour, in Mshmood’s service. He was even appointed

pumluloiL to £0 to b!i est^, ftnc£ wu detained thm ^ 
'buciofiss till long after hU kave. of abunce had expiced'. 
ScUitn Udahmood, diSBitufied with this boba^our, ^psoached 
diimoDeday, m publlCr with the breach of prostise; and 
Mohammed of the family of Soot, being presw tbM 
opportunity of accusing him of treasonable desighj) and Tith 
favouTing the interest of Mahiaood the soq of the cnnppror 
Sekundei.* Tbe Sultan was by this insane so incaneed 
against him, chat be intimated, at the time, a design to deprl^ 
•bin of his estate, and to confer it upon his brother S^msOr 
AS a just punishment for bis Oifence, aod the only thing that 
oould briog bln to a propsr sense of his duty. 

Sultan Mahmood, however, hpvlng a great esteen ioc 
f^here, against whom nothing was yet proved, laid aside the 
violent measure to which ha was instigated by bCohammed. 
He nevercheleas. by way of alarming She re, gave orders to his 
accuser to inquire into his father's estate, and to make an 
equal division of it among ail the brothers. Mohsonued, 
glad of this order, seot one of! his servants to ShsHi, ro 
acquaint him that hia brothers, according to the kingfr 099 )^ 
mande, were 10 have their proportionf,K dlvidairdp of 
>eetase, which he had hitherto so unjustly Withhold them. 

* The accidental occurreca of three persons of the ssm'e 
name renders this part of the history a Uule obscure. The 
first was Mahmood Shah, king of Dengal. Tbe secoctd, 
Sultan Mahrnood, son oi a famous general natcad Dlrif' 
Lobant) who,, in the revolution occasioned by the Invk^n 
of Baber, aelsed upon the province of Behar. The third va> 
of the Toyal Afghan family of Lody, and brother of the lest 
onperor of that dyottty. 
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Sb«re returned for ansver, (hat Mohamieed was verf mnch 
Tnisraken tnrhJamatter:that ibere was no hereditary estates 
JO IjxHi, as in Ghor^ for that all Ihb laad helooged to the 
kli;^, vhleh he disposed of at pteaitrre : tbit as be binaelf bad 
a persons] grant of hia estate, hit brethrsn were entlrsly out of 
thecpMstton ! that he, however, had already connoted to give 
t0< his brother Sohman a part Of the money and noveabfei, 
ocoording to law. 

When the Tneseet^sr returned «Itb this answer, Mohairun- 
ed, who was then at Chorid, was enraged at so direct a refusal, 
and aiaing ali bis forces^ sent them against Shere, ui^der tho 
coQmMd of Shadi, hla adopted slave, accompanied by 
Shere’e brothers, Solicnan and Ahmed. Shadi's orders were 
to take possession of the country, and to leave a force with 
SoUmsQ, to protect him in the estate. This resolution being 
quickly taken, Shere bad not time to collect his people; but, 
upon the hrst alarm, he wrote CO one Malleck, hia deputy In 
the district of Khuaapore Tondab, to harass the enemy with 
what troops he had, but to avoid an action till he joined him 
in person. Malleck, desirous of dlsllutruishing himself, gave 
them battle, and lost tats life and the victory. The unexpected 
disaster weakened Siiere sc much, that he was in no condition 
to oppose Mohammed ^ be therefore abandoned the country, and 
(ted to Jiinied Blrlass, governor ol Currah aod Manlckpore 
on the part oi the emperor Baber. He madefiirlaas a taaodsome 
preseai, was taken Into favour, and obtained a body of troop* 
to recover hie BStaies. With these he defeated Mohammed, 
who fled to the monotalns of Ahotas; so that be not only 
possessed himself of his own territory, but added several 
other districts to bis jagler, which he now professed tO’bold 
of the Moghul emperor, Baber. Having rewarded the 
Moghuls who bad assisted hire; he permitted them to return 
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to the^f niasttr. Hf, &t ibe sftine time» levied troopi, ead 
W 48 joli^d br his fonoer Irlendi, nh^i )»d fied to the hiJb, 
ivhich rsodered hioit very ioE^ijdBble lo chose parts. 

Shere, having thus established hlmselt In his estate, peiv 
formed an act of generosity, which, if it was net intended to 
s!eceive the world, does him iDuch honour. He reoaded hie 
enemy Mohammed, who bad ded; aad put Mm in possession 
of hie fonner estate. This generous treeimern convectad hts 
greatest enemy Into one of b)i best friends, Sheie^ having 
settled bis affaire, left hie brother Nlsam in charge of Ms 

dbtrict, and paid a visit to bit benefactor, Janeld Blrlaaa, at 

Currsh. Slriass was then going to Agra, and Shera resolved 
to accompany bim thither. He was, upon this occasicn, 
introduced to the emperor Baber, and attended that prince in 
bis eKpeditlot) to Chinderi. 

After Shece had sCaid some time in the Moghul camp,. and 
observed their manners and policy, he one day toM a friend 
that he thought It would be an easy matter to drive those 
toreignera cut of UlndoostsR. His friend asked him wbat reason 
he had to think so ; Shore replied, ‘That the emperor hftnseff, 
‘^though a man ot great parts, was but very little ae^^uslDted 
*' with (he policy of Hindoos can ; and that the minister; who 
“ held the reins cf government, would be too much bUssed in 
‘‘•favour of his own interesc, to mind that of the public. That 
“ (berelore, if ibc Afghans, who were now at enmity among 
“ themselves, <ould be brought \o mulual cooeerd, the wp^ 
" was completed; and should fortune ever favour him, he 
“imagined himself equal Co the task, however diffieuli ft 
“ might at present appear.** His friend burst out into a loud 
laogh, and began to ridicule this vma opinion. Shore* ^ fstf 
days after, had, at tbe emperor s table, some solid dished act 
before him, and only a spoon to eat vrlUt. He called for a 
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«orva«U htd crdan oot tg supply him Mrtt on*. 
Sture, Ml <• Ine hit diimer. ar««r hli without core> 

mony', and^ Cutting op hlitnMr, mBde ihottrty (ue*!. without 
mmdiDe^ those who d(v«rtod thsKtsdret «t dttr odd bsbfcvlour. 
'When he bad done, the emphvoE, **110 had been mDerking- 
htiaimr^r» turned to AmyrShidife, and ieid. *^blB Afghan 
'*le tut to be dlKonoened wkb trifles, end la likely eo bo 
great man." 

Sbere, pereetvlfig by these wordt that the emperor had 
been ieioicaed of Ms prls^te diaeouteo with hts friend, fled> 
to the ean^ihat night, and went to bli own eaute. He wrote 
tram thenee to bJa benefactor, Juneid Blrlass, thet aa 
]^lohamfrred had prevailed on SoUan Mohammed, king of 
Behtr, to send troops agaiasl hie fegier, he had In haste left 
the emparor's camp without w-aiiing upon him for leare. He 
by this aea&a. amused Juneid fiirlaes, prevented his chastising 
htet» at <be same time made up maRers with Mtbmood, 
»iA<whoin he became a greater favourite than before, 

Sultan Uahmood of Behar, dying a short time after, 
was succeeded by bis son Jeilal, a minor. The young prince's 
moiheMhe Sultans Dudit, acted as regent, and conferred the* 
*j>rincipal otflces in the government upon 8liere. The 
Sultana dying aoon after, the administration 
rw^e?B*haT. ^sh wholly into the hands of Shere. 

A.D. iS 334 > Mukhdoom Aalum,*^ the governor of 
Hajypore, on die pare of the Mafimood Sbab, k(&g of Bengal 
being gutUy of some misdemeanor, threw himself under 
Sben's proteotfOn. Mahmood, to revenge ^Is insult, ordered. 
Cuccub* govenoT of Mongier. with a great force against Behar. 
As the forces of Bebsr were tnconslderible in coroparlspn pA 
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vhose of 6«nj^, mde atny «voyUT«a for occotniho* 
dtUng the diffsroncea, but to no eflAGt. Fmdinf no ftfgM* 
menu could prevail buc the »»ord, he^ reeoKed to lued (ht- 
unequal encounter, In which hit superior eldll end biwery 
acquired hkn a complete vletory< Cutttfb* 
A, 0.1533 4 wistitia, and all hie freMura, eliphtnfe, 
and etmp equipage taken, which greatly advanced the poHdOah 
design of Shere. 

After thie victory, the Chlefa oi tha ?atan tribe of Lbhmt, 
the cousId oI Jellal the yeuog king of Behar, anvying the 
fcprtune of Share formed the oooiplracy to take away hie life. 
Shere dlKOveredthe plot, and taxed Jellal,with It, who was 
indeed privy to It, being very jealoua of the great mduence 
of hie mlnliter. He told the young prince on thIe ooeaelon, 
tbac there was no necaailty tor taking aucb a base method of 
getting disengaged from hie servant; for lba( if be should but. 
once signify bis ineMnatlon, he VM ready to ,rceigo that gov^' 
ecnmcQi: which he had lately so suceeaefuily protected. The 
prince, either euapeeting his sincerity, or being equally eug* 
pictoua of the other omrahs, would by no meaoe cooiant to. 
hie resignation. This so irSacb dleguited thn conapimote,. 
that they took every possible meaiure to usake a breadi. 
’between the prince and his minister. Shere, dodlng that he 
had no security but in maintainlog hla power by the uRllmiied. 
‘use he made of it, justly excUed the prince's jealously to such 
a pitch, that one night, the prince, accompanied by hie' 
^ ^ OBirahs, (led to Cdahmood of Bengal, and 

Implored hie aid to expel SKere, who had 
usurped hlB throne.* 

Sbere, by this eventt became lord of all Behar, and geeiw 
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laore ftodmorefocmld»bl». OaoTKjiwas At Uiab 
> go»ciT)oi ot tb« »cons f)rc C^uii«r^ ho hod 

hoid {of bloiloK ovor 1^00 tho d««tA of ibnhlra Lodja 
•onpitoro^ HiodooMoc. Hit iriio, Lo&i Moliekl, who woa 
bmntj«k£or whom ho o vtry grsot oSouion, being 
eovttihy hit other «vlvo» by whom h« had cblldron, ihey 
^Ridgated iheir tODi to aiako away with her : but o»o o( tho 
tool, who had undorukahtho murder, mined hit i>low, and 
•OAly iaflioted a alight wound. Tajl alarmed b; her Ofleei 
^laao rohoroaeiatinee, and draw hie eword lo kill hie eon. 
The 500 ) eaalng no means o£ eecepa. assaulted hl$ father* and 
alew bun. Tha eons Tajl ware yet Wo young to be cn- 
tsuftted frith the govemneiu; and LodI MaJlekl drew 
the relna Into her own bands, by bex addrexa amoog the 
Chiefs and Zemindars. Shere, Informed cl these tronsoc' 
Uooi, set a treaty of marriaga oo foot virh Lo4f MolJahi, 
wliicti was soon concluded,. Sbere by these means obrelnad 
possession of Cbunar and Che dependant dlat^cts, which was 
a treat acquisition to his power, there being a consider¬ 
able treasure In die piece. 

Much about this time : Mabmood the sen of the emperor 
.Sehonder Lody, having embraced the protection of Kana 
Slnha. by bis asslscanee* and that of Haeaen ol Mewar. 
advanced against emperor Baber, and was defeated at Jinveh, 
Mabmood, flying tu Chi tor, was flora thence Invited by the 
Chiefs ot the tribe of Lody, wJio were gathered together at 
Htna, and ^ them proclaimed king. He soon made himself 
fnasteroS ell Behu. Shore, perceiving that he could not 
draw the omrahs over f^m Mahmood’s Inceresr, end thts be 
had not aufSplant force Co oppose him, submlited to his 
authority, and by that means saved a part of Behar, which tbe 
Sultan permuted b<^ In, Mahmood rold Um, at the 
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eamo liras, thii if he *vauld effeciually assist h(in fn recovering: 
Joanpore from (he Moghuls, he. ia return would make over 
the province of Beher to h[m ( and a concract to that 'effect 
wae drawn up and executed between them. 

Shsre, eoaie time after, obtained leava to turn to 
Seheeram, to ]cv^ troops; and M&htnood. oitrchb^ with an 
army against the MuguulSi eeni hia orders to join. Sut ae 
Shore delated for seme Ume. the Sultan persuaded' by Ms 
omrahs that he was playing a Iccea gairve. oiarchad his army 
through Shere^s esiau on hla way to jeanpore. Shete 
came out to meet lilm^ hud an eiegaut emertaincaeni pro¬ 
vided f'pr bis receptinn, aod then mardied with him to 
Joanagore. The troops of the emperor Homayon quitted 
4 be province upon their approach, go that (He Afgaos, took 
posseseinn of the eounrry as far as T.ucknow. 

rioixiAyon lay, at this time, before Cal linger, in Buadei- 
cund I and hcirin;^ cf ihe progress ol the Afghans, he tnareh- 
ed Kgamet them. h!ahmood having, on tills occaaion, given 
a superior command to Be in Baes'td, Sbere. who thought 
him seif i loused, beiTSyed his muter; aod wrote a private 
ieiter, the night before the action, to liindoo Beg^ one of tbe 
Moghul gene rale, acquainting him. ''Hiatbe eeieeoed him. 
'*self a eervanl of Baber's fansily. to whom he owed his 
''advancement i and that lie would be the cause of defeating 
''the Afghans nexi day," Ht drew oS hie troops Id the aciioo, 
vrhich occasioned Mshinoods's defeat, for which service he 
vras greatly favoured by Koraayon. Mahmood. after thie 


defeat retreated to Pelna, retired (ram the 
A. 0, ts44. and, In the year 949. died in Orissa. 

Homayon, after this victory, returned to Agra, and sent (ho 
noble Hindoo Beg to f^here, to demand possession of the fCK, 
•of. Obunar. Sheic eicused Mmaelf, and obliged Hindoo Bieg 
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to Hocoaj’On returned iainiediaKl/ whh b)9 wboift 

armj'to bee(eg:< Chnntr; and having invesud It, ho reCQWod 
% lettor from Share, ecx^uaintfog hitn, 'That he esteemed him- 
"wif one of tba aervsnie of CDo houOe of £aber, from whom. 
*‘hefir8( obtained a government; and ihal he had evinced 
'*bla £de]it;, by having beeh the occasion of che )Ar« victory . 
^'ibai therefore. If the king would permit him to reuiii) the 
^'government of the fort, be was wiUingto pay him Che proper 
"revenucB of (he lands which he held ; and wouM send hiv 
"son Cuttub, with (iva hundred hmsu, to, he maliUained at 
"his own ezpence. In the emparor^a Service." Ae. at this 
joneCure, (be affaira of Guxerai, by the conquests of Uehndur, 
required the king’s presence, and considering also the 
atrengili of Cliunni, liomayon conseniud to these terms ; and 
accordingly, being laiaed by Cuitubs the son of Share, wUh 
five hundred horse, he marched towards Hehadur, The king, 
however, had scarcely reached Guterat, when Cuttub deser¬ 
ted with el! bis hot86» and returned to his fslher. Shcre 
immediately rtlsed wlial forces he could, ehd reduced llebur. 
Not satisfied with hla succese. he persued his fortune, and 
pcncireied into the heart of Uengal, having fought with tUe 
omrabs of lhac country several sharp battles, before he could 
make himself mostcr of tbe passes, which were defended a 
whole month. 

Mahmood of Bengal shut himself up In Cour, the capital, 
which Sbere for a loug time besieged, One Of the suRlindara 
of Baber having raised a disturbance, ho left Kbuae Khan t» 
carry on the siege, and ralurneri to Bebsr. Provisions be¬ 
coming at length very scarce in Gour, Mahmood lied In a 
boat to Ha|ypora; and Shere, having settled affairs In Behar, 
reioiacd and pursued blin. Mahmood being necessitated to give 
battle, was defeated ; and being wounded In the sngagemcnif 
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(ledtehlQ kingdpn], which icnmciibknly fell Into tho bftnd» 
oi th« conqueror.*

Shure suut an artful ambnssador to hin a aecood time, with 
aorue handsome presents acquainting him. that it was only

''Bengal, be would made proper acknowledgtQenB for the 
" lavour on his return ^ but If he should lose his Ufe ia tbe

" hule, bis Ibveterate enemies." Berkie, suffering himself 
to be deluded by his evariee, deternined, when once tn

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consented to Shera’s request. The AFghen, hivtng provided 
coveted chaire,* filled ih«»n all» Bxeept two or ih«e 
whloh were lo go firet, with armed men and arms. He 
at the sams time filled Qve’btindred money-baga v?lch leaden 
bullets, and appointed some of his best soldiers to carry 
them, in the disgulM of akvea, with stieka in tketr hands, 
who were inrended In appearance to help to carry the trea- 
aure up the mountain. The men who earr\e<l the close chaira 
were dlegulaed in the same manner. Thla linin accordingly 
set out; and the first and second chair being examined at 
the paM, wera found to Coulain only old women, ro that 
further ekamlnatlon was neglected, riie raju, In the niean 
tine, was busy In counting the bags, which he now reckoned 
part of his own (online. When the chnirs readied the house 
which the raja had appointed, rhe wolves rushed out among 
the sheep, and began to dye the fold with their blood. The 
porters used their staves, tJii they supplied t]\emselves with 
arms from the chairs, Tliey easily mastered ihu garrison, 
who were 03 their guard; and admitted Shere, who was en¬ 
camped at a small distance. Herkis, lilmsclf, with n few 
fullovrers, found meaxia to escape Into the woods, bv a pri¬ 
vate pAsssgo behind tlie fort. 

Thus fell one of the irost imprcgnnblv rorlresses ici the 
world ioto the hands oUShere. together with much treasure,

Rhotas is built upon tha level top of a mountain. The 
only entrance to It Is a very nariow road, through a steep 
ascent of two miles, froirv the foot of the hill to the gates, 
which are three In number, one above another, defended by

He there 
rerrived advices that his brother. Prince Hindal, had 're* 
voiiad in hia governinenCs of Agra and Mewat; that he bad 
pul 10 rleaihShalk Phoul, the only man ol consequence who 
would not bTseh his alleglsnce to the emperor; and had 
coined money in his own name. Homayon therefore left 
jehAnglre Cooly Beg, wlto five thousand horse, In Gour, end 
retired towards Agra. a 

By the ezcei*iivc rains and bad roads, diW * king’s' 
cavalry and brasu of burihen perished in great nUcaben 
on hiA march, through failgue and want of forage. Shere, 
w^o hid now raised a numerous army, entrenched 
himsell at Chowiar, 00 the banka. of (be rivet CurrufflnanSil^ 
in a place by which the king must oF necessity pass; and, by

where, on the tetb nf the month Mohur 

rem, 947. the empire of Hlndooatan was 

again transferred from the Moghuls to the Afglians, by the 

total defeat of the unfortunate Homayoa. 

When Sbero Sbah found It requlalte to proceed agsinsL 
tbs emparor, he entrusted the government of Bengal to a 
Chief named.Kbiser Khan, This person, 
fired by that ambition which seams to 
torment every Mohammedan bosom, 
shortly after the departure 0! hla patron, 
united blmaelf in marriage with a daughter of MahmoQd Shab, 
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the lue king ot BeagtI. 67 this eonneiloQ he concllUted » 
number of the dependents of the late dj^nsst/ ; and, flattered 
by their aueDlloo, he assumed a degree -of Hate and conse* 
<^ueoc» whiob soon aroused the. jealousy and vigilance of 
Shete Shah ; vhd, judging of the sentiments bf others by his 
own conduct, thought It requisite to clip the tHogs of the 
^ ^ ambition of his deputy 1 be Iberefore, in 

the year 948, returned to Seoga}; and 
Khixer Khan, having advanced some days' jouniey from the 
capital to meet him, was eeieed, and all bis wealth conflseatbd. 
Aher this, Sbere proceeded to Gotir, and subdivided the 
kingdom of Bengal Into seveml provinces. 

Bengal Bob^ivtdad 

tote prcvlnew. to each of which he nominated a dirtincC 
governor. He then appotated Casy 
Farylet, a pereon celebrated for hie learning, policy, and piety, 
to superintend the whole, to preserve unanimity amongst Ibe 
governors, and to report to him on their conduct. Having 
thus settled the affairs of Bengal to his own satisfaction, 
Shere Shah returned, at tire end of the year 948, to Agra. 


The prudent measures established by this monarch kept 
Bengal ih a state of tranquility and happiness during die 
ninalndei of his life, whlcli was terminated by the explosion 
a shell, as he was besieging the fort of Callihgin'' 1 q 
B uodelcund, on the islh an the month 

Sbete’s dMiH, 

A. D, 1545 Rubby*a)*Avul, A, H, 95*. He spent 


fifteen years In a military life before he 
modoted the throne ; and he sat upon the musnud five yeaa^ 
Bs emperor of Hindoostan. 

The character of Sbere is almost equally divided between 
virtue and vibe. ‘ Public justice prevailed in the Ein^Om, 
while private acts ol treachery dishonoured the hands of the 
king. He «seemed to have made breach of faith a rctytS 
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prop«ny» which he woutd hy no meene p«rmU hie eubiecu to 
share with him. We ought, perhapFt. to ascribe thie vice to 
the ambUlon of Shore. Had he been born to the throne, he 
might have been jtietr ta he was valient and politic in war; 
had he conlined hti mind to hie eetatOi he might have 
, merited the character d( a vlriuotM chief; bat hie greaineas 
Oil mind made him look up to (he empire, aad be cared not 
by what steps he was to ascend. 

Sherf left many monuments of hia magnldceoce behind 
btm. From Sonargsum, In Bengal, to tbst branch of tbe 
Indus called the Nilab which is fKtsen hnndred coas,* ho 
bntlt ceravanserslB at every stage, and dug a well at the end 
of evety coss. Besides, he raised many magnlAceni mosques 
fbr tbe worship of God on the highway, wherein he appointed 
readers of the iCoran, and pnets. He ordered, that at every 
stage all travellers, without diatlncUon of eouniry or religion, 
should be entertained, accordiog to their quality, at the public 
expenee, He at the same time planted rows of fruiiireea 
along llte roads, to proserve travellers from the scorching 
heat of the sun, ai well as lo gratify tbeir taste, Horu*posta 
>vere placed at proper distances, for forwarding quick Intelli¬ 
gence to government, and for the advantage of trade and 
correspondsnes : this establishoicnt was new In India. Such 
was the public security during his reign, that travellers and 
mfrehants, throwing down their goods, went without fear to 
to sleofron the highway. 

It la aald, that Shevr being told bis heard grew white,, 
replied, was true thit he had obtained tb| empire towards 
the evening,'’ He divided his time into lour equal parts ous 
he appropriated to the dlatributlon of public justice, one to

Ths Afghan tribe of Kerany bad bee a peculiarly diatin^.

Xhtuipore Tondah. Solimac's elder brother, Tij Khan 
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Kciarif. wu governor of Sumbul diir)ng ch« reign oftho 
emperor Selim Sbah ; but, cm going ro p&y liie respects at 
ibe court of Alohemmed Adlli he was so disgusted witb the 
COsduct of ibet Infamoos moweb and bis Vi»er.* that Ao 
resolved to Sbondon tbe sarvica of so unworthy a master, and 
retire to his paternal estates. !r his progrew towards 
l^oujopore, he seised a hundred elepbsnta balonglnn to the 
emparor, ar>d a large sum of the .public money ; (he former 
ha distributed amonest bis brethren and relations, and lh« 
tatter he disbursed in raising troops to oppose Mimu, the 
imperial Visler, who earns In pursuit of him. They fought in 
ibe vicinity ol Chunar: but, although the Kerany tribe were 
tvbrsied, they retired with their wealth and plunder to HoujO' 
pore: and the Ifuperial army being compelled to march, 
against a more powerful enemy, chay ramained unmolested, 
Soliman Kerany, the seconii brother, whs appointed hy 
Selioi Shah lo the government of Behar ,* and upon Che death 
of that laonarcb, not opIy/eCoeed to acknowledgv tliu authority 
of bis successor, W Sttmulated hit brotW Ta) Khan also to 
quit the imperial servioe, and to join him with hie adherents. 
The consequence of hie advice has been alrendv related. 

When, In the year pds, the emperor Mohammed Adit 
^ ^ advanced into Dohar,’ Soliman joined hie 

troops to those of the king of Bengal, and 
contributed much to the victory gained ovf*r the imperial armK 
ia tbe vicinity of Mongler. He continued nn good terms with 
t^obadu^ Shah, and his brother Jellal Addeen ; hut when the 
son of ibe latter waa asaasainued by Ohyas Addeen, he 
detached a weiUappoInled army, under the command of * his 
brother, Taj Khen Kerany, to take possession of Bengal.

The siege 
hadxonlinued nearly tix mombe, when the emperor Akbar 
arriving at Joaopore, Putteh Khan» the governor of Rhotae, 
implored hie aBaiatance : promising to deliver up the keya oh 
the ganiaoD to any of hie Majesty's servant" who might be 
sent for that purpose. Akbar, anxious to get pokeessloii of eo 
Important a place, Immediately eenl oft a chosen detachment 
of Moghuls to raise the siege- In the mean time, the klnjr 
of Bengal* fearM ot encountering the Imperial aroiK. retreated 
to his own country; and the emperor, desirous to prevent his 
aiding the rebellioua Ushcc Chiefs, sent an ambaseador* 
named Mohammed Khan Seisiany, to cultivate his friendship. 
The emperor at the same period sent ambassador to the 
Rafa of Orissa, to form a treaty with him; and to desire, 
should Sollman join the rebels, that the Raja would 
Immediately Invtide Bengal, and depend upon him lor 
support and asaistance. 

In the year 975, the emperor being engaged in the 
western provinces, Sollman invaded Urissa, 

K. D. tS^ 7 *« shortly subdued that province. But 

this oonqaesi was stained by an act of the grossest treachery; 
for having Invited xo^ conference Sultan Ibrahim, who for a 
short period bad been emperor of Debly, and after various 
misfortunes had acqulred an establishment in that country, he 
basely assassinated him.*

A chosen detachment of 3,000 mao. furnished wUb scalfng 
ladders. uader the command of Khan Alum, to Xinck 
tbarfortfesa; and Raja CSajoty, a aefolndu of that district, who 
had under bii cammaad a aumber of spearmen and irregular 
etytJrf, and who h|d offered his Mrvleei to Ute ettpetor., 
wasdirecmd fo co^penfe with tbe Moghuigeaetif. 
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The tHack was mWe m rh© most spltU«ii mifiUj; an4 
’wti© obsemd bj the emperor, by mean? of % teleioope, 
from a trfttrtryoft the b«nk ot the river; bat tt Fotfeh Khltt,' 
4hQ governor ol Itfljypore, defended blmeolf greil 
teislOtlon, the Imperial troopi were, atisly exhativted,* when 
^e t^peror deepetched three Isr^e boati filled' vl^ vdlus- 
teers, to their aerlsta&ce. Upon the arrival ot this fel^foue- 
ment, the Moghule renewed tbair attiele; and, after kuilng 
the governor ini the greater pare of the garriwo, catHed the 
^lae«. 

Kban Alum, Having succeeded In Me emerprtse. ordered 
the beade oi the governor and of all The eUln to bs put on 
board a boat, and aem to tbe emperor; who Immediately 
forwarded them toPaood Khao, with an inaincstion, that soeh 
shortly would he hla fate, unless be submftted to the imparlsf 
4rms. Daood Khan, who was naturally of a timid dlrposltfbn 
was BO much affected by the eight of the heads of his brave 
eroope, that he resolved to abandon Patna, and taka refuge In 
Bengal. He. In eonsequence, embarked all hla treaiure and 

^ ^ ^ valuables, and In the middle of the night of

made his escape Oy mesoe of qulck^rowlog boailr. 

The girriBon, which constited. of above ao,0bo’ men 
finding tbemeelvea abandoaed by fhair king, fled la all 
•dlrecciona; and the rOads were so crowded with horses, 
cartiag^a, and elephanta, that pax numbert of the lower 
orders were trampled tp death. To complete theU mis¬ 
fortunes, the bridge over the river Poonpoon broke dowa^ 
which' gave the Moghul cavalry an opportunity of coming up 
with the hlndmdet'Of tfaen, sad left thefri only the option ot 
being hewn to pieces by the swordt of tbeir onemreA or of 
beUig diitw&ed la tbe elver/ ' 
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Tho ^fo^ku:s pursueiJ tbe r«nainder of the fu2lt{vs» fl». 
hf u £)erKiponi Dearly AfCf irnlee irotn Patna, aoA seized 
upoh 400ebpbania and many other'Vkluabla Utldei. \ 
*rhe .^pvor remained sk d^t at Deniapore.; 4 nd> 
pMvjoua-' to bla. leaylng it, » rewm to Agra^ ^pointed 
Monaim ^ao, aiim bore the lofty dde of Khaci RhaDarv' 
^ord q^.ldrdjl). to the govemmeBt of Baber And Bvagal; and 
jo uidicion to the troops which that nobleman had previously 
with ^Im, lie ordered lo,^ chosen cavalry, under tho- 
coratoand of Kaja 7 cdermut, to join him. He also pro* 
seated blrn wifh ^Hh« boats and stores which were brought 
from A|Ta, aod ordered him to pursue and eairpste Daood 
ithan and hia adherents from those provinces. 

Upon the arrival of Daood Rhan at the pass of Teiria* 
gurry, he etopt to ekamlne the state of the fortlAcilione : wltlv 
which be waS' so well contended, ihac he told the garrUon bfr 
deperuled upon th^r . stopping the progre&a ofbisenemiea 
for a year; and^that at all events he expected they would 
dafhnd themselves ^. tbe* laat extiemity i after which he 
proceeded with a mote traaquU mind to Tondah, bis capital. 

The hopes of the king were, however, much disappointed ; 
fdronthe approach of the Imperial gefieral, the Afghans, 
ietrfed by the horrid exam pie > made of the garrison of 
;^ypor^ could not'bo brought to stand the assault, but 
shatumly took to^ /light T and Moaalm I^han obtained

with hie cavalry, and on the 4th of Jummad 
^ssany (^tb month), 982, took poeMeeion oP the capital oP 
• fiengal without oppoaltloo. 

Some days alter this event, the Imperial genera! despatched 
Raja Todermtil, with t welUappolcted ati&y, b pui^U 
the fugitive king; end at the same time detached 'Mujenun 
Khan Kakeahelan with e cooeiderable lorcc, to take poaieslftb 
6i Gboragot, the jagier or estate of Sollman Moogely, ta 
Afghan Chief of eoneidarable eoneequence. But thl^ 
raeaiUre was not eo easily clfecCed; for the Afghans, 
fighting In defence of ibeif property aod families, bchavtid 
with great courage, and slew a tnukitude of their enemies* 
Ac length, overpowered by numbere, they were nearly all 
extirpated, and their wives and cbildren made ciptives. 

Mojeoun Khan confiscated all the Afghan eatalea, and 
divided liiem amoagst hb own dependents of the tribe of 
J^ikeebelan ; bvt encouraged hie eoldlere to unite themselves 
in marriage with the Afghan females, and took for h la Son < 
the daughter of Soliman Mungely, the deceased i^fe£ , ^ 

The Kaja Todermul having advanced to' ht^afun, 
(Bheerbhoora), there received Intelligence that Paood Kiian 
had baited at Ryo Kesary, end, Instead of continuing hie 
retreat, was collecting his dispersed troops, with an intentioa 
•of again opposing the imperial arms. This news conpell^d 
the Ra]a to halt, and trs send off an express to Monalm Khui 
at T^dah. 'the imperial governor, immediately on raeely* 
lag this unexpected intelllgeoce, detached s second army, 
under the command of Mahmood Cooly Kbao, lo the asafst 
aance of the Raja; who, after ihe arrival of the leihforceuiefir. 
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proceeded to Gutlior, viiich «u twsnij miles from 
Kesery. He there leetned thet Joneld, e cousiq of the Hag 
of Bengal, who was celebrated for Hb caurage and i&trepidUf, 
bad arrived with a aumber of bla fQlioweri at that>plaoe, o& 
hiB way to join the king. The aotblng too Uttie conse* 
^ence on h)a eaemy, ordered two brigades under fh» 
oommandof Abal COBiIovvo attack Jofistdi but ^ey wer» 
fdpulted with mb eh dligrate atrd slaugbcar, and tho Raja was 
cbmpSlled CO march whh ftH bis tbree to their attlatahca. The 
AfgbMB, upable to oppoao euch a nccnber of enemtesv 
dlipeiged'tlSUiMtvea In ibo woods, wd on the following day 
elUcte? fheit juiictloo with (be king. 

Imznediatcly affer tills event, (he pusillanimous Daood 
Kfiati again retreated; and the Moghul Chiefs advanced to 
Mldnapore. a town which has since given Ks name to the 
dinrict Tormcrly called Jellasir. At this place the imperlai 
army hailed for eoBie days; during which time Mohammed 
Ccoly Khan died > and dlssentiona brsaking out immediately 
afttr imongai the Mcgbul Chiefs, (be Raja Todermul. who 
wM Is fact an al\en amongst them, and wm always dubious 
of his own authority, having ealled a council of the principal 
officers of the army, dstennined to return ra Burdwao. and 
there to wale for further Instructions from the governor* 
^«nl. 

'"When tbie dlssgreeable Intelligence was COtnmunlcaUd 
to Monalm Eban, he ordered a second reinforcement, ueder 
th« command of eome oslebratad officers, to join the Rija» 
aufd made pre^arktioTu to follow with sR the Moghul Forces 
(bet emdd pmlbly be sparad from the defence and prctCCHOn 
of tbs new)y*conquflred domlalons. 

The Raja, having bocivJoined by the confederate fbress. 
sgato advanced to Midnapore, and thertce to Suhhtore. M 
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the rscelved fnfordistion (bac tb« kinf of

Benu94, ifrhere h^ was resolved bo defend the iMt 

txtrmitf. 

Tbil «vwt caused the Raja again to hall, and vrah Che 
liCOBtion of the gcvernor-general^ who, prooeedii^ kom 
Togdah bf rapid marchea, ahonlj unhad hla foroai with tboae 
of the Raja; and tbe whole of the Imperial an^ Aen 
advanced towards CuRaok. , ' > 

On the aotb of the month Zykad (nth month ). g99, ike 
Moghuls came In sight of the Afghan 
' camp, which was covered fn front by strong 

entrenchoienta; but as Daood Khan had resolved to risk the 
fMe of another battle, he drevouc his army In front ot chOi 
camp, and waited with great determiaatlon the attack of rhfr 
enemy, The numbers on both sides were nearly equal* bu( 
the Afghans had two hundred furious elephants placed along 
their line, by whose strength they hoped to break through the 
squadrons of their opponents, and to clear a road for the 
more active operations of their cavalry, 

On the other side, Mon aim Khan had brought with hitff 
a nucnbar of swivels and small guns mounted upon carrb^edt 
much more dreadful in their effect cban the* ehatgai^tfre 
huge animals. 

This battle was contended with greater cbstfnacy than 
had evet occurred between the two nations : for althoQ^ the 
guos succeeded la putting the slephancs to the routs, and 
dcIvlBg dienv back on their own line, yet the Afghan caVlUfy 
charged wicb Such resolution, that the Moghul line tvas 
thrown into great confusion, fiieir command hSm^eble^ was 
wounded, and ids horse beOem!ng unmanageable, he nsrro 
escaped being .captured. 
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M Itnfrhj Qujv Khan* and sav^cal of (lie beat 
Afghan offioeu having’ fallen, H&ood Khan waa alarmed, 
and fled (o> tho fore of Cutuci:j UaviDg* Ma camp.to bo slan¬ 
dered b/ the en«cci7. 

The M6ghuli» although vlctora* had aoSered so much in 
this engagement, that they did not punue the fugUlvea, but 
ha^ed tin daje on the field ol battle, (o bury their dead, and 
' (0 arrange plant for lending avay their woanded<. Tftoy 
afienrardi proceeded, by eaiy stages, till they reaebadtha 
banks of thftJVtahanud^, one mile from Cuttack, where they 
enCVhped) and commenced malting prepiratlom for the siege 
of the ida. 

Paood Khan, now drirea to the extemity of his dominions, 
apd aware that Cuttack was Ms lest stake, was much alarmed 
for'die consequence; sad, by the ed«lce of his counsellors, 
resolved to throw himself upon the clemency of ihe victors. 
He therefore sent an ambassador Co (be Imperial general, who 
represented that U was contrary to every principle of the 
Teflon, of the followers of Mohammed to extirpate choir 
brethren ; and that It would well accord with the emperor’s 
liberality, to allow his master to retain a small portion ol 
his former domlolons, in which he and his arlherenis might 
their lives la peace and quietness, and be numbered 
Mnongst the imperial servants. 

VZIto eloquence of the ambaesador, and Che justness of his 
reprelffOtsdon, cogecher with a wish of terminating the war, 
Induced'Mofialm Khan to accede (c the proposal; and bp

On the folloffiog day, Daood Eban« dtttndod by several 
ol his Chiefs, left the fort, and was reoelved in ihe Moghul 
<UDp with every mark of raepact and attention^ The troops 
irere drawn out to nlute him ", and all the Chiefs, seated, 
aceordiog (o (hole rank, In the tent of audience, waited his 
approach. When he arrived at the bounds of the camp, b« 
was met by several oSlcers; and as he approached the place 
of Interview, Monaicn Khan advanced a considerable distaace 
to embrace him. 

Paood Khan was highly gratldad by these marhs of kind- 
flees i aad unbuckling hit esrard, gave it to tbe general, 
saying, *' aS my oppoiitjtlon has been the cause of such a 
'^Iciead beieg wounded, 1 hsncelorward relicquieb the title 
“of a soldier." MoDalmiKhan took his band, and led hlmfo 
the seat of honour. After a short time, an elegant entertain¬ 
ment was brought in; and the king having feasted, the 
subject of tbe treaty was Introdoced.

After this con 9 >ere&tlDS, many costly presents were brought 
In by the attendants, and hid before the king J who having 
signified bis accepteaoein Che usual manner, took hi* leftvev 
and was attended TO the bouodt of the camp with rhe SAthe 
ceremonies S9 he entered It. 

MODafm Khan, being anxious to return to the sold of 
govetnenent, marched on the following day ; and ow the i8ih

Jifftnalm Rhan, having heard mneb of ihe anetent an^ 
desolate tiiy of Gout, went to view It;

IrOfn Tendu), lo aitDatioTTj and its many princely edifiCea, 
that be resolved again to render It the seat 
of government. To effect this plan, aUbougii it was then the 
TOMCU Oi the rains, he ordered the troops and all the 
publfocMcers to remove from Tondah to Sour.

Moniim Kbaxi was a nobleretn highly reapeetOd! and held’ 
the litlea of Army^al-Ofiiaib and Sepah Satar for feutteen 
years. During hie g^amcnent of Joanpore, he expended 
much money on public oulldlngi; and the celebrated bridgo > 
at that city edll stands a manument of hi a magniAcen^il?' 
nr>d of the eld 11 of die architect.* Ashe died without heirs, 
hie Imfliense weaJih became the proper^ of cbe crown. 

The death of Monalm Khan served as a signal for a general 
ineutteciion of the Afghans. They aeietD^

As Boon as intelligence of death of MoAsIm Kban leached ' 
the imperial court, the emperor appointed Hussein Cooly

Bengal, with the litie of Khan Jehan : but the principal part of

Sar)y In the year 984, the new governor, who daring his 
^ ^ march had been }Oind by all the expelled 

Moghuls, came In front of the pose of 
Xeritagury. which he found was garrisoned hy g.ooo chosen 
Afghans. Ho hBaitaied not to attack the entrenchmencs, end 
by superiority of courage and numbers, succeeded In getting 
possession of thetn, at the expense of the lives of many of his 
men;for, on this occasion, tha Afghans fought with great 
spirit, and the major proportioo of the gurritoa fell In the 
Conquest. 


The king of Bengal had token post, wUb the greater part 
of his array, In the strong situation of Agm&hel (now called 
lUjemahel), protected on one flank by the mountains, 
and on the other by the river Ganges. In this position 
Be defended him self for several months, tiU the Moghul 
governor, having been reinforced by the Imperial 
troops of Fihra, ilrhooc, aod other places, on the loth 
otRul^y-abAkhir C4th month), 984, made & general assault 
updrt the Afghan lines; ahd by the assistance of egma 
art!Ileiy Sint by water from Agra succeeded In forcing them.

at other limes possasing Utcie or no influence beyond the 
town or city ia which they resided,—often insulted, and 
even murdered, by their menial servaats.

had absorbed the whole, HfusufOr KhaR, in thetre^ year, sent 
to eoVti five lacs of rupees In specie, a nuorber of elephaota 
and a ^rge culketlon of the valuable manufacturea and natural 
productions of that country. ' - 

Ic has been before slated, that when In the jeiar*9$9> 
Monaira Khan had taken possesalon of the capital of Beng^ 
he detached Mujeiiun Khart Kaheshelan to talce pottesslonbf 
Ghoragot; and thalttie said Chief, having performed the service 
immediately divided the jagiera oc eacatea of the Aighana 
amongst his own followers, 

This system of nilUtary service was perfectly congenial to 
the wishes of the Moghuls ; and every Chief, in suscesalon, 
esmbiished himself and his dependents In the district to whlel) 
he had been first appolhted; and the late governor Khan Johan, 
being only tolfdtous about eatlrpatlog the Afghans, allowed 
them to continue in undisturbed possession, fiui when the 
new syatem of finance was intfoduesd by the ISmperor AkMr, 
the governor Was dlre^d to call upon these officers fvr 
muster-returns of their brigades, and to demand front them 
balance oC revenue exceeding thw'Amount'requtftd <$9r the 
rvgulaf pay men c of the army.' 'He was further ordered 
frequently to change die jagietfej-to prevent the troop establish- 
log thsmselvM m>any one placsv^ ' ' ' 

The first psrsuns to whom these orders were communtested 
we re. KhwVisdy Kh tfft) who had Obtained possession of J e I iaSore, 
and Babtf'^SKMff Miho hid vucoMded tb thtf command Of 4 he 
hiab^ miceldwWn 1n Ghofsgof.. These ChieA remofu* 
nited sriiRf^^y ^Inse ths^'ordlfre; hut • she goesrn^ 
coftflnufrlg ua^hd»<hy :thei$«MlciHdlOM,..ch^-shaved (hiittr

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heads aod havkig put on mourning, declared ihev ^uld pare 
vitb their japsrs oo?)’ with their Jives. 

The/ then* crowed the river, andi bevjng taken posMseron 
of the cit/ of Ooursent expresses to (heir adberenu, to join 
them vlth all possible deepatch, and to seise upon any of the 
imperfal treasore which they might find in the districts 
through which they passed, 

The governor, much alarmed at these proceedings, secured 
all the boats on the western side of the river, and endeavour* 
ed to collect a body of iroope on which he might depend, In 
the mean time, the emperor, having been informed of the 
mmln/, and apprehensive lest it might become general 
thoughout the army, sene an order to the governor, reprimand* 
inghimfor the harshness of his conduct, paoegyrislog the 
former fidelity and attechmeot of (be tribe of Kakeshelan, and 
assuring the mutineera of the imperial forgiveness' if they 
would return eo their ailegianoe and duty, 

However hurt the feelings of the governor might be at the 
receipt of this order, he immediately forwarded U to the 
rebels, who, pretending Implicit obedience to the imperial 
maodate, only requested that Ibe governor would send to 
them Kisvy Khan, the paymaster*general, and Putter Doss, 
the superintendent of the revenue, to assure them of hla 
forgiveness and reconcillatluQ; but no sooner bad these 
officers croseed the river, than they were thrown into confine* 
pient, and the rebels became more unreasoiuible in ihefr 
demands. 

At the same time that the alteration had taken place la the 
fioanclil syitem of fiengaj, a separate paytaaater*geQeral, and 
\ auperlnteadent of revenue, bad been appointed tp {be province 
of BebaT; aad tlutie offioerf, having ajio endesyoured ro 
carry Into eiecutlOfl. (he Mdera pf the gave much 
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offe&c« to tbo zniliur? comuanders; (be troops in'Behkr roM 
in sroiB, a>nA, placing Masoom Ca&oolf «c their head, puttbe 
aupefintecdent of the reveous to daatb, and caused (he pay* 
•master to flee. They afterwards advanced (o Territfonj, aaef, 
having forced the pass* effected a Juactloo with the mutineera 
•of Bengal. 

The rebels then laid siege to Tondah; the fortififiaHost b£ 
which being very weah, and tbs garrison every day deserting' 
to the enemy the governor was corapelled to yield without any 
conditions* He was Immediately murdered, and all hle wealth 
.plundered by the Inaorgents. Having discovered, amongst 
the state prlsonera a nobleman, named Slef Ad deen Hussam, 
who had bcca banished to Bengal by the emperor, the 
inaurgsntd released him, and dlgDlfled him with the tIUe of 
generalissimo. 

By this unexpected and strange event, the provinces of 
Beborand Bengal were again tom from toe bands of the 
emperor; and Ahbar had now to contend against 30,000 cavalry 
ol his own nation and subjects, and for a cause lo which h« 
•could not hope (or the cordial co^peratioa of hia army. Thia 
event occurred In the year gflS. Thehilto* 
rians of Ahbir have endeavoured tO throw 
the blame of this rebellion upon the governor, who, in fact, 
4ppear8 merely to have obeyed the orders ol hla court

When iliB Hftja arrived ai JoaiiporB, Uic governor, Moham* 
gred Masoocn I''vnio)udy, a Moghul oHicer came UUC to meet 
.bioi, And displayed to him a corpaof j,ooo chosen cavalry» 
all In complete armour with which bn oftered to join the 
Imperial troops. Although the Raja perceived that ho was a 
vain young man, full of his uwn consequence, and upon 
whocn little dependence could be placed, he nevertbelesa 
thought it belter to take with him so suspected a character, 
than To leave him with such a iorco in (he rear of his army: 
he therefore accepted hfs offer, and, by/lattery and eltention, 
endeavoored to attach htm to the royal cause, 
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The poU^ioil condact of Akbar, Iq employing Che Ulndai) 
Cbicfs, was Attended ffith Uie moit eeluUTy effecte: they vefe 
elvr»ya Aoconpunied by a Urge body eUher of their own oUn, 
or of RefApoocs (the mtllmry tribe), who not only served to 
support the Moghul iroope, now inadequate to renin in sub* 
jaction 60 extended tn empire, but were ilio useful u a check 
upon the latter, when refractory or dlsflatUDcd. 

The Rjtjft continued hie march without oppoeltioti till ho

covered the front Of bU Rtny. This precaution was nol 
unnecessary: for In a few days two of his Moghul cbiofi with 
(hair co/pe, deserted to the enemy. Both armies remained la 
this situation for savetal montba, and frequent ikirmisbea Cook 
place between their light troops.' At length the Raja, by hla 
mfluence amongst tbs Hindoo zesiindera ptevalled fqyon (hem 
•fio longer to supply the rebels with provisions; promising 
to pay them ready-money lor every thing they brought to 
'hla camp «this he was enabled to do by the ecrentlonof the 
emperor, who sent him 500,000 rupees lo specie, by poet. 
The combined eftecli of ilmUarlty of cetigioo and ready- 
money paymcUi. worked so effectually oa the seSlIpdare, 
that famlae shortly found Us way into the rebel camp, and.^, 
compelled the Chiefs to sepsxate, io order to obtalfv' 
deed. T^e dlstreia of the rebels was furthfr IncrepiMtk ab..

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U)i8 time by the death of Babe Khao, the Chief of the 
Salresheltns. 

Mmoota Cabuly proceeded to Behar. Jebbaburdyi who 
had SQCceeded to the command of the Kakuhelana^ returned 
to Ehuaapore Tondah: and Anb Behadur made a sudden 
march by a circuitous route, on Patna, In hopes oi sorprising. 
that ci^ which was only garrisoned by a small party of loyaUsts. 

The Raja having obtained accurate inteJIlgence of tbeir 
proceedings, sent a chosen detachment to reinforce Fatna, and 
proceeded with the main body of bis army cowards Behar. 
When arrived within one march of that city, the rebels made 
an attack by night upoit his army, <n hopes of taking him by 
surprise; but they met with so warm a reception, that, after 
losing a number of their men, they were compelled to retreat; 
and aa the fortifications of Behar could afford them no> 
security, they abandoned that province, and continued their 
route to Bengal. Thus, by the prudent and political 
measures of the Raja, the province of Behar was, In the first, 
campaign, restored to the imperial auchoclcy. 

The Eaja cantoned his army, during’the rainy season of 
A. D do. vicinity of Hajypore: and 

wrote to the emperor, th&l the Viaiei Shah 
bChOfoOr had caused a great defection in hla army, by calUug 
OD aovera] of the chiefs who aceompauled him, Co account 
iortaiances due by them in their former commands; that such* 
condoctf at a-time when defeccion was so general amongst the 
croopi, was In she highest degree iiDpolitic, and, If perseverech 
jo, mast, by habiting the army, tend to the ruin of the 
imperial :• he*^rAar added, that; In censequeffoe of 
the demand mads oh Masoom Feranhidy, he had been obUg- 
edf to allow him to retura with his troops to his govb^omeni

The repreBenuilone of the RAja were lo aacsibl;^ Telt bf 
the emperor that he immediately depoadd th« ^^eT: and, aa' 
the throrta cf Akbar at no period 90 ababen aa by the 
rebellion here deacilbad, the emperor found hiraaalt under 
neceDBity of be^gio; tbe Mrvlcei of o!d oraraba who were jn. 
diagrace, or had retired from tbe court in dlsguat. Aaeba 
Khan Mirta Koke, a nobleman of great repute, ^ai requdtftptl 
to take tbe command of 5,000 botee, and toproceed|«B 
governor, to Behar. The emperor went bimaelf to the houae 
of Sbereif Kban Atke, and having conferred on him an 
honorary dreaa, invited him to return to court, and aaaltt him 
with bis coonela. 

In order to recoooila Mattbom Ferunjudy, he was prooiot' 
ed to the government of Oudh; and Teraocm Khan, another 
of the ditfiaiisJied generals In Raja Todermul's ahny, was 
appointed to Jcanpore. Tbe former accepted the appoint* 
ment, but, aoon after bia airlvat io Oudb, raieed the 
acandarda of rebel tloa. The governor of Jooay and Fnag, 
now called Allahadad, having also rebelled, Raja Toderniil 
waa obliged to detach part of bia army, under the dom* 
mand of Shabbaz Khan, to aaalst in qu^Uog the diatur- 
bancea In Oudh, This icaportam service was effected in the 
last month of tbe year 9S8, by the cota> 

A. D, i 58 i* overthrow of Maaoom Fernnjudy, 

and the capture of his family and all his wealth. 

It may appear eatraordlnary, that a prince possesaed of ao 
niucb bravery and activity aa tbe emperor Akbar, should not 
have placed himself at the bead of the army, to put down so 
serloui a rebellion; bat, upon a reference to tbe History of 
Hmdooalan, it will be found, that hie attention was atthe aitse 
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time difitracKd by Olsturbaxices Mtlwa ftnd GuMca£;aod 
tbat bl6 own brother, Mirza Mobammed Hakeem, mediUted 
an inmioo of HmdoostaR from Cabul. 

Shan, Having arrived with hla army at Behar. 
eajJeevoured, more by reconcliiaton than by force, to bring 
the rebels back to iheir duty; but, fall!og 
A, D. is8*. gucceae, he proceeded Ui ibe year ^po, to 

Agra to meet the emperor after hla return from Cebul and 
there laid before bli majesty a full end melancboly ataremefit 
Ot the eastern provinces. 

. The emperor having taken Into mnUira deliberation the 
d^geroua state of Bengal, and the evil conesqneacea of divid- 
authority, superseded Raja Todermul, and apnotnted Aaalm 
Khan, whose title was now changed to Khan Xaaim, to rbe 
united government of Bengal, B^ar, and Orissa. He, at the 
same time, commanded all tbe troops at the capital, which bad 
not'baeo on the expedition to Cabul to eitend the aew governor, 
firmly to re*establlah the lopetial authority In those 
pc^lncea.

* It la probable that Khan Aasim reetoret^ to thjtip ^eir 
lands oa certain condition ; as ^r. P. Buohaban, who has been 
lately employed by the Ben gal government In taking a auilstioal 
survey of the country on the north-east of the river Ganges, 
was aurprisetl at the number of Mobamraedana which he found 
in lho84 districts. These are, Id all UkeUbood, the descendants, 
of the Afghans and Kakeshdana, softened, In the course of two 
centuries, by intermixture with the Hindoos; for, besides thfr 
children which they had by Hindoo women, they daedfd 
puTchaae a number of boya during a scarcity, and edneafb 
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Mesoom Ctbaty forsaking him, bo vas obliged XO seek

As soon aa Khan Aasln had {aken poaeeaslon of Bengal, 
his attention was directed cowerda those troublesome

a conaldermble army to expel them frhm 
those districts ; but the chief to whom he enirueled the comm* 
and of the expedition, oot feeling hImeeU sufficiently powerful

from Agra were anxious to accompany him back they refused to* 
pursue the Afghans into Orissa, and the whole 'krmj ’ 
returned to Tondab.

After IChan Aaelm had assumed the command of (he 
imperial aimy, Shahbas Khan was detached, with several

\n reward for these services, the emperor was pleased »

to raise his son-io-law, U'c emperor's grandson, to the imperial 
•throne—His conduct forghrea—R«*appointed governor of Bengal ; 
but Mon afterwards re*cafled to court. 

When Intelligence of the death of VIeior Khan rewiied 
the imperial court, whl^ el that period waa la the Punjab, 
the emperor Akbar was pleased to bestow the governmeni of 
Beher and Bengal on Raja Man Sing, whose sister was mar- 
lied to the prince Selim (afterwards emperor, under die title ol 
Jehangire); but as the Raja was then employed against the 
Afghans of Paishawor, order? were sent to Sayld Khan, who 
commtAded at Patna, Co assume the governmeoi till the 
anWalof the Raja, to whom iaslructiona were also given to 
proceed to Bengal with all possible despatch. 

Man Slog an-lved at Patna in year 997, Here ha learned. 

A, D. *589, Foordn Mull Khedurye, zemlnder o£ 

Hajypore, had taken advaotago of tho 
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{lUturbinces Is that country, lii order to coneidanbJe 

'wealth; and that havlog collected aniimeroue arm^, ho had 
aseuned a degree of InHuenca Incompatible with hie sttoatlon. 
Oa Ible account, the Raja, being resolved to subdue Che tpirlt 
of Insurrection which had so long disturbed the quiet of rhe 
eastern provinces, immediately marched hli array Into the 
'territories ol the zemindar, and ccaipelled him to tahe refuge 
4d his brt; whence Poorun Mull, Inticoidated by the number oi 
the imperial forces> sent a most humble measage, olTering to 
disband his arm/, to pay a large sum of money, and ca gi^e 
up all his etepHants, provided the Raja would pardon him 
and allow him to retain bis zemindary. 

These terms were acceded to by the Raja, who 1 tnme> 

•dlately forwarded the elephants and money by one of his 
agenta to court. This event was considered as an auspleioue 
omen by the emperor who for a considerable lime bad 
received only morUfylng intelligence from Bengal; and an 
'honorary dress and congratulatory letter were sent to the Raja. 

Some of the Moghul officers In Gboragot, having extended 
the hand of rapioe over the district of Jessore, the Raja sent 
his son, Juggut Sing, to punish them. Tbe Moghul Chiefs, 
finable to oppose the imperial army, dispersed, and coocealed 
themselves in the woods; but Juggut Sing eelted their 
granaries, and fifty*four elephants, the latter of which were 
•imiaediately forwarded cd coun« 

Man Sing having an ut^favourable opinion of the climate 
of Bengal, continued to reside In Behar, and allowed Sayid 
dChan to remain as his deputy at Tondah. 

About tills period, the Raja caused the important fortress 
•of Rhotaa to be put Into complete repair ; and added (0 tbe 
Cortfficationa a lofty atone gateway, part of which is still Stand- 
■ing. He also erected a house for bli own occasional retidence ' 
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deepened wd t^psiired the reservoirs o( weler, aud laid oot a 
handsODH^ ^rdan in tlie PeraiaD style. 

In tS)e T^sT 993 * the Raja pUnfnd an expedition for the 
' recovery of Orlue out oE the hands oi (he

of Behtr, at Bhag:a1pb('e, He marched through the wastetn hills

Sayld Rhed tO march with the troops of Bengal by 
the route of Cotvs, and A form a junction nlth btm 
ac Burdwah. ITpbn Ms arrival at this place, he received an 
apology from hti deputy, Stating, that he had expcrienoed so 
much dlfhcaky and delay In equipping his army, ha was 
a&aldthe'raley seasOil would set In before any thing could ho 
effected against thij'Afghans ; and therefore strongly advised 
the Raja to canton his army till the conclusion of the nine, 
when he would immediately join him. * The Raja was moeh 
. disappointed' at this intelligence ; but seeing no remedy, ho 
directed cantonments to be huilt for the army at Jehanabad, 
on the banks of the Dalklsor river, not many’nailes distant 
from tire present Calcuiia. 

Whilst the royal'army was In tbce situation, waiting the 
junction of tbe deputy-governor of Bengal, Cnitulu Kban 
ordered a division of his troopa to advance to Dherpore 
widch Was wUhIn flffy miles of Jehanabad, and to piQnder 
the country In that vicinity. To put a stop to the ‘ravages of

with coofixsioD it the disgncQ,and with eorrov oo OOMant Of 
h(a soa who was carried prisoner toBlasactpore, ind, icoord- 
Ingto report which prevelled for some had been pitf to 
death. 

Foiiuaataiy foi the royal cause, Cuttuli Khin, who had 
been for aonetlme much indisposed, died a few days after 
this events and as his chUdren were not iRlved at the age 
of manhood* the Afghan Chiefs released the soc of the lUjs, 
and through hliri} sued for peace. As the rainy season was 
not yet tennlnated, and the Raja found himsslf unable to 
undertake auy active measures, he readily listened to their 
proposals; lo consequeactf of which the Bonir of Cuttulu Khan, 
attended by Xhuaje Isia, tbclr minister, visited the ELaia, aad 
presented him with one hundred aad fifty elepbaais, and. many 
other cosdy articles. They thin agreed, it allowed to retain. 
4jaiet posiesaioc Of OritM. 10 Stamp the colQ lo the name ot 
(he emperor, and to prefix his name to all public edicts: 
further, In complement to the Raja, they agreed to'give up 
to him the temple of Jagerntut and Its domala, held sacred 
by all modoos. The latter ardcle highly flattered the Raja 
aad his Brahmin counsellors : and Lhe young Afghans, after 
being treated with every mark of respect aad attention, were 
clothed io dresses of honour, and permitted to reArn to 
Orissa ; soon after which the Raja broke up bis caotonmaata* 
and returned ;o Behar. 

Although the emperor was displeased at the wa&t of eoergy 
evS&ced by tbs Raja oa this occasion, ho would oot dlssoffo

Having obtained the royal sanction. Raja Man Sing, rn 
^ ^ the year looo, ordered ell the troops oi 

Behar to proceed, by the western road, 
Calidd* the Jercund route, to ^ndllapoTe. whilst he himself, 
om'barked with a chosen detachment, io boats; and, proceed* 
ing down the Ganges, compelled Sayid Khan his deputy in 
Bengal, to unite bis lorces on this expedition. 

The Afghans, alarmed at these preparations, assembled 
alf'their forces : and having retreated across the Subanreek& 
liver, there the approach of chelr enemies. The con^ 
rending armies continued for some time encamped opposite 
each other, and daily skirmishes took place between their 
light troops. At length the natural impatience of the Afghans 
qwcame their prudencd ; they re-crossed the river, aod, 
jilhdng too mneh dependence upon their elephaQts, rushed 
wlfh'violence and precipitation upon the royal army, which 
b«lt^ drawn up with much skill in battle array, having a 
numhero^'gnia posted along the front, waited with coolness 
the aS^ncb erf ih O' eo emy: 

' * Arelroih the royal ariUIery soon threw the elephfnte 
Into ccAhistOq, and drove them'back with terror and dismay 
on Che Afghan fine ; Che squadrons of which havMg opened 
and allowedi'^h^ '^e^rMtS to pass, made a desperate ^eyge 
upon the Moghuls ybobthe latter, being superior la nunber6>> 
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resisted tbeni* VigCpUr. Tbo cAoYsit fktled nesr^ tba

The KaJs pursued the «neiby, end nvtt day posMS- 
Al9n cf the city of jellftBOre. At this plaee/Sayid KUn. 
d«puty*governof of Bangftt, tired ofihe campaign, and enybua 
of UiQ reputation of his superior oflicer, lefc the army Vhhout 
permission, and relumed to Tondah. 

HotwIthUandlng this defecilon, the Kija continued to 
pursue the foglrlves, and coatpeDed them to lake refuge tn 
Cuttack, a nrong fortreaa, which was tharv in poMcaeba of 
Ramchund, the zemindar of the country, who had restored or 
citanged Iti name to Sarlngghur. 

The Kaja having Invested the fortress Co all sides, left his 
army to carry on the siege, and embraced that oppoitunliy of 
going to pay his devotions at the holy temple of Jageraaut. 

Whilst engaged m these solemn duties, he recoived several 
overtures from Ramchund and the Afghans In Cuttack : and 
upon his return Co that place, fluding little progress had been 
made la the selge, he consented to giaut them peace> upon 
condition, that the Afghans should give up all (heir elephanis, 
and promise to conduct themselves, In futnre, as ^ihful 
subjecis of the emperor; and (bat the eetnlndar Should pay 
ihe tevenuM Of the district Into the royal treasury t In return 
for which, Jaglere vrere assigned to the Afghan Chiefs ^n the 
d^trior'of'Khaleefsbad, flod the sumlndar wm allowed to 
retaio poanssroir of Cuhack and rd dependeRclei. 
the province et Orissa was again annexed (0 the Imperial' 
doDiinlans, tbd'the Raji obulfied moch Credit ibr ^a 
eTerllcns. 

After thh'apfeni^d cdhquekl, ike Raja'returxtfdjn (rlya;g^ 
to Sebar, whence be despatched iH eJepbauti, taien ' 
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the Afghan^, to th« Imperil pre^u. Ho ihon determined 
upon rekfog chftT^ oS both the governments of Behar and 
Bengal fand fixed upon the titf of Agmabel, the name .of 
which he changed to lUjeii)ihel,CpAl^e of sovereignty ). as 
the capital of the tbtee'proviDcea.* In this place he bulU a 
palace, and constructed a rampart of bricky strengtheAed with 
bastions, all round the towAj the situation of. ^blch has been 
before described In the reigo of Daood Rhan Serany* As 
the city Increased in sise and celebrity, the Mahommedani. as 
a compliment to the emperor, dignified it with the cl Lie oi 
Akbarnagur. 

When the Kaja retorned towards Behar, he left a con¬ 
siderable force, under the command of his son, Juggui Sing, 
upon the frontier of Orlisa; and in the

year 2001, the semlodai Ramchund having 
failed in his engagem tors, the Moghul army agaio entered 
bis country, and lock the forts of Jorwe, Subhal, Kharegbur. 
and several other places. In the mean time, some exactions 
ba^ng been made from the Afghans, wbo by the tnary of 
peace bad been allowed to retain their jagiers they again 
.rebelled, and, having adveuced into Bengal, plundered the 


royal port of Ssatgong, In the vicinity oi the town now called 
Hoogly. 

These events again called tbe Baja Into the field; but 
finding it was Impolitie to render tbe Afghans desperate, he 
allowed them to retorn to their .Jagiera; the semindar of 
OrUsa^ having made an apology for his past conduct, was also 
fbrpven ; and peace was once more restored to that unhappy 
province, the inbabicants of which had been so olCan

^ ^ Orleaa, and a portion of ica revwue uetgn* 

j * ‘'SgoA cd for hlajagiar and lor the payment of 

5,000 troops supposed to be under his command. Tha 2^ftja 
Man Sing was confirmed ae the young ptlnce*s deputy i and 
Sayld Khan removed from Bengal, and appointed comiaand^ 
ant of the troops In Behar. During this year, lUjaMan 
Sing paid a visit to the empeior, and returned tp bis govern- 
ntent loaded viiih honours. 


In the yeer j 004, Luchmen Narain, the Raje of Cooch 
Behar, whose territorry bounded on the 
* * east by the river Burbampooter, on the 

South by Ghoragoti on the west b> Tliboot, and on the north 
by the mouriUins of Thibet and Assam, and who is said to 
have possessed an army of ico.ooc infantry, 4000 cavalry, 
700 elephants, and 1000 war boats, came to visit the Raja 
Man Sing, and professed himself a vassal of the emperor. 
This conduct gave offence to his relatione and neighbourffiig 
pripoes; they united against him; and compelled hfmto 
take refuge In his fort, whence be wrcpfe to the gevertior.of 
Bengal, requesting him.to send a force to hie relief. 

This event gave the Moghuls the first oppocLuaity of enter- 
Ing.Copcb Behar. A consldetahle detachment was seat, under 
the coounend of JehasKhaiti who quickly dispersed the 
rebels, released the Reje,, a°d returned to Bengal loaded with 
plunder. .

The cause of Raja Men Slog's reeigoalion of so nluable 
ft govenmeflc, Id wblob be wts coaeldered u ettabllibed for 
life, «Hl be elucidated by tho following extract from ch» 
History of Mlndooetan. 

^ "When ladlepoeitlOD of tbe emperor Akbar rendered hitri' 
Incapable 0! atlendifig to public busineSi, the whole weight of 
government fell on Khan Aaaiin, the Visler. Selim, Akbar’s 
only surviving son, notwltbetand Ing the dlepulea which he 
forraerly had with hie father, wnt edit looked upon a« Ihe heir 
of the empire; bat the Virier’s daughterbeiagmarriedto- 
Khnserq, the eldest eon of Selim, that mcniater was desirous 
p1%Slng the reins of government in the baode of hit son* 
inOaw. He was supported In this scheme by many of the 
nobles: the most enrerpriaing and powerful of whom was 
Raja Man Sing, whose sister was mother of Khusero, The 
‘ Raja, frora the antiquity of bis family, and Me own addreee, 
commanded all the Hcodoo iotexest in the empire ; and ho 
bad, at that very tlcne, twenty thousand of his native subjects, 
of the Kajepcct tribe, Id and near the environs of the capital, 
prepay p.eucute his orders.

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him, and iurr«d hla face Co a forel^ country. Kia 
consisted of one sorry horse, and a very sniaii sum oi 
money, which bad proceeded {ram the sale of his olhes 
effects^ Placing his wife upon the hone, he walked by her side* 
Sbe happened lo be , with child and epuld ill endure tba 
fatigue of so great a jouroey, Their scanty pitiauce of money 
Was sooo expended: they had even eubslated foe some days 
upon charity when they arrived on the skirts of^hegfreat 
solitudes which separate Tartary from the family of Timur, In 
7 ndla< No house wss (here to cover cheat from the Inclemency 
of the weather; no hand to relieve their wants. To return, was 
certaitL mkery;'to proceed, apparent destruction. 

They bad fasted three days: to complete their misforluno, 
the wife of Aiass was taken In labour. She began to reproach 
her husband for leaving his native country at an unfortunate 
hour, for exchanging a quiet, though poor life, for the Ideal 
prospect of wealth In a dlKaut country.

He gave har child Into her arms and ns 
he was Informing her of the wooderfui escape of the Inlaat. 
some travelleri appeared and soon relieved them ot all Ihelt 
wants. They proceeded gradually and came to I.ahoro. 

The emperor Akhar at this time kept hia court 
at Lahore. Asuf Shan, one of that monarch's principal 
omraha, altendcd then the preaence. He was a distant rela* 
tlon to Aiass*, and he received blm with attention and 
frlondslilp. To employ him, ha made him his owa socretary. 
Alaas soon ‘reoomtnended himself to. Asui In Chat ai^lon ;

The daughter, who bad been born to Alass in ibe desert, 
T^cetscd, soon after hid arrival at Lahoi^e, the name of Mbec 
ut'Kissai or (he Sun of vcmeo. 5 bia had tosM rlfthr tc Ute 
a|>peMstion ; for in beauty she. evcallad all the ladles of the- 
east. She voa educated with the utnoet care and attention. 
In mualc, in dancipg^ln poetry^ in painUngi she had no equal 
emong her sea. Her dlspoeUion was volaiije, her wit lively 
and eatlrlsil, hex spirit lofty sad uncontrolled. SeUxn, thfr 
prince.*roysL. visited one day her father. When the public 
entertel&meai was over, when ell, eiccpt the principal 
guests, were wUhdiawa, and wine , was brought on the 
rahle, the ladies, according to CDStoqi, were loirodaoed m 
ibuii veils. The ambition of hfhar*u|.NIssa aepired to a. 
conquest of the prince. She sung—he was in raplureei ebe 
danced—he could hardly be restrained by the rulee of 
decency, to bis place. Her Stature, her shape, her gait, had 
Tt^lsftd bis ideas Of her beeiuty to Che highest pitch. When 
bis eyes seemed Co devour her, she, as by acoldeni, dropt her 
veil ; and shone upon him, at once, with all her charms. The 
confusion, which she eoold well feign, Qn the occasion, 

* heigh lened the beduty of her face. Her timid eye .by steal tli 
fell upon die prloce end kindled all his soul Ixuo love. He 
waa sUeni for the remaining, part of the evening, She eodea- 
veui^co confinp by har wit, the cohquen which the chacios 
of her get^n had made. 

Selii^'* distracted with bis passion, bzjev not what couiae 
fotahe.. Mhflr*ri-Ni«a bad been baUoihsd, by herfatbet*.. 
to Aly Coqly^S^ W ,>^«ua, a TurKomani^ s^ablenao ol great - 
renown. Selim applied to his father AJtbar, who atanHy 
refused to wmcnit>% ,Injustice dtougb itLifavOur.bf tho' 
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heir of bis throDA, Tti» priQoo'railrod abubed; and 
NijB& became tKe wifd of Share Affuiu The fitter, however, 
suffered tit bis prospecu of life, fornot having toide avoluawy • 
Teeignetion of the lady to the anamourad prince. Though 
Selin dvxst make no open attack upon hie. ionupKc rlyafi 
during* the Ufa of Akbar, men in office worshipped ^ flglog 
aun, and threw uecamulatad disgrace oo Share Afgun^ Ra 
becaToe disgustad, and left tha court of Agra, HatftKltsd 
into the province of PangaJ and obtained, from tha Subabdaf ' 
of that country, iba auperiniandency ot the district of Bijrdwart< 
The passion for Mlier-uf-Nlssa, which ScUtn had repress* 
cd from a respect And fear of his fhther, returned with 
redoubled violence when he himself mounted the chrone of 
India, Ha was now absolute; no subject could thwart Me 
will'and pleasure. He recsiled Shore Afgua froin tho, 
retreat. He was afraid, however, 10 gO 89 Diuph agalait ihs 
current of the public Opinion as 19 deprive that amyr Of his 
wife. Share was InJlaxIble; uo man of honour ia India can part 
with his spouse, and retain his life. Hie mcrodlbie stceoglh 
and bravery had rendered Sherc exi/emely popular. He was> 
naiursUyhiph'Spirlted and proud ; and it was not ro be expeotad. 
th^ he would yield lo indignity and public s^oo, Hijt family,, 
and bis former reputation were high. Borpdf nobl^ paiflhts 
in TurkomanU, he bad spent his youth Ip Per^s ; and had 
served, unoommoQ renown, Shaw Iqniael, the third of 
The .Sufyiye* line. His original Ttime was Aata Jlilo, .but 
having kUiod a lion, he was dignified wbh the title of Sbece 
Afgun, 01 the overthrower of tbe lion,. Under the latter oamo 
he becama fampui in Indija. lAthewais of Akbar, he had 
.ftevfld with, great reputation. He had distingulahed htmaelS:. 
In a pUtiouJat tnaaner undei Khan KhanaJt) at the, taUrtg.df*. 
' Si&d.bi exhiUting prodigies of* penonaJ strength aod .f aloii^.. 
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PrefArmeQts hftd bften hnpod upoo him ; and he was hSgMf 
•esleenied at court duriog the life of Akbar, who laved in 
others that daring intrepIdiQr for which he blmeelf was 
lenowoed. 

Jebaitgice kept hie court at Dehlf when he called Sbere 
•A£gun to tbe praeenee. He received hint graolotuly and 
'Conferred new bonoura upon hiin. Share Afgun^ natural ly 
open and generoiu, auepected not the eroperor'e intentloos. 
Time, he thought, had erased the memorf of Mber-uUKlasa 
'from Jehanglre's mind, Hawse deceived : the monarch was 
received to remove hie rival; but the means he used were at 
'Oaee ungenerous and diagraeefut. He appointed a day for 
hunting; and ordered the hunt of an enormous tiger to be ex- 
.piored. Kewa was soon brought that a tiger of an extraordinary 
size was discovared In the for cat of Hldarbiti. This savage,'It 
was eaid, bed Carried off many of the largest oxen (ron the 
neighbouring vlllagei. The emperor dlrecled tbllher hie 
match, attended by Shore Afgun, and all his piincipel officers, 
with tbelr train of dependants. Having, according to the 
'Custom of the Moghul Tartars, surrounded the ground for 
mtny miles, they began to move toward the centre, on all 
^ ildes. The tiger was roused : h^s roaring was heard In all 
•quarters; and the eenperor hastened to the place. 

, The nobdlty be lug assembled, Jehanglre called aloud, 
among you will advance singly, tad allack this tiger 
ThOy looked on one another In ilieoce : than all turned their 
•eyes on Shore Afgun. He seemed not to uoderstand their 
meaning. At length three Omrahs staited fort\ from the 
Cle, and, eactilichig fear to shame, fell at the eiDperor'fr''s 
feet, and begged permission to try singly their strength 
against the formidable animal. The pride of Shore Afgm 
•arose. He had lo^^ined that pOM durst attempt a deed so 
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'dibgeroua. h^Qd'ftiie after the refosfil of the noblei, (he 
honour «eT the eoterprfse would devol?e 1 o coOrSt on hU batide 
BetilirM hadofferred theraseivs for the cotnbai^ and theT’ 
were honnd in honour to ineiet on their prior Aftald of 
'loaIii;|> hla froraer renown Shore Af^n began that in the pre> 
«enoc : **to attack an animal wUb weapone i« both vnoian]; 
and unfair. God haa given to man limbe and 8 ine« 9 i 4 »w«tt 
aa to tigers: he baa added reason to the former, to coDdMthls 
strength/' The other omrahs objected In vain, 'lhat all mao 
inferior to the tiger ia strength, and that he could he 
overcome only with ateel." will convince you of your 
mlatakeB/’ Shore Afgun replied; and, throwing down his 
aword aod shield, prepared to advance uaarmod. 

Though the emperor was, in secret, pleased with a pro¬ 
posal full of danger to Shore, be made a show of diaaonding 
him from the enterprise, Sbere was determined. The 
monarch, with feigned reluctance, yielded. Men knew not

They according to cuitorn. rillred eaohtobiaomi 
home. An old porter only remained, oi the men-iervantiv' 
under the nme roof with Share. The assaasins were no 
airangen to a circumsiance common In India. They made 
their observations upon the house : they found that there was 
a room on the right hand within the principal door, which 
Shere used as a writiog chember. This room comreunicatid, 
by a narrow passage, with the sieeplng apartmenls. When it' 
was dark, they took advantage of the old porter’s absence, and 
conveyed themselves, without discovery, into the bouse. 

The principal door being bolted at the usual hour, Shere 
and hii family went to bed. Some of (he aasassine, when they 
thought he was fallen asleep, stole silently into bis apart* 
ment. They prepared to plunge their daggers into his bodA

Scarce, one-hali escaped without a wound. Tba old maiib 
who had givei) warolog, did not atumptto fly. Share took iklm 
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hf th« band, pniead, ind lhin!c«d him for hir behaviour 
uid having tliquired sbout those who hirtd the ateasilns* 
dilDttesed him, wiUihaodiome presents, to reUte the psrtlcul&ra 
abroad. » 

t'rhe fame oi thil gallsot exploit reeoundcd through the 
whcde empire, ^ere ooi^d not stir abroad for the mob, who 
, pressed around him. He, however, thought proper lo retire 
from the capital of i^ngal to his old reeldence at Burdwan. " 
Ke hoped Co live there In obscurity and safety, with his be¬ 
loved Mher-ul'Mlaai. Ke was deceived : the. Subadar ol 
Bengal bad received his government for the pupose of remov* 
ing.tho unfortunate Sbere; and be was not ungrateful. After 
deUberating with hlisaelf about the means, he at last fell upon 
i an eFfectusl cKpedienl. Settling the affair of hia government 
at Rajemabel, which was at that time the capital ol Bengal, 
he resolved with a great retinuo, to cnahe rha tocu.oftho 
dapeodani provinces. In his route, be came to Burdwan. 

* He made no aecret Co his principal ofheere. that he had the 
onp'eror's orders for diapatehing Sbere. That devoted amyr. 
bearing' that the Subahdar was entering the town in which 
he resided, mounted blS horse, and, with two servants only, 
went to pa^ his respect*. The Subahdar received Shere with 
affected ponteness. They rode, for sometime, side by side ; 
aiid' dieir conversation tamed upon Indifferent affairs. The 
Sdhahdar suddenly stopped : he ordered bis elephant of 
stafe-49 be brought; which be mounted, under a pretence of 
appearing wUH becoming pomp in the city of fiurdwan. Shere 
Stood sttll,* wKen the Subahdar was aicendlog ; and one of the 
pikemen^piet^ndlng that Shere wae In the way, struck hli horse, 
and began 'to. dstve him before him.

Sbeie bad no time to loae 2 he apurr^ 
hla horse up to the elephant, on which the Subabdar waa 
mounted, and, having broken down the ttmUary or oaitla, 
cut him in two ; andthui the unlortunate Cuttub becraw the 
vietirnof hla own seal to please the emperor. Share did hot 
rest here : he turned hie eword oo tbe other officers. Tfio 
Drat that fell by hla hands waa Aba Khan, a native <St 
Cash ml re, who was an amyr 0/ five thousand horae. Four 
other noble a ahared the same fate: a death attended every 
blow from the band of Shere. The remaining Chiefa were 
at once aatoniabed and fiighiened : they fled to a distance 
and formed a cireie around him. Some began to gall him 
with arrows; others to Are with their muaqueU. His horfe, \ 
at length, being shot with a ball In the forehead, fell under 
him. The unforCunaie Shere, reduced to the last eTtremlty, 
began to upbraid them wlih cowaidice, Hej invited them 
severally to single combat; but he begged In vain. He had 
already received some wounds; he plainly saw hie approach* 
ing iats. Turning hla face towards Mecca, he took up some 
dust with his hand ; and for want o 7 water, threw i\, bj way 
0! ablution, upon hla head. He then stood up, seemingly 
unconcerned. Six ball entered bla body in different places, 
before fell. Hla enemies had scarcely courage to come 
near, till they saw him in the last agonies of death. They 
praUed his valour to the aklei * but, (n adding to hla rcpilOa* 
cloii, they took away from iheli own. 

The officer, who succeeded the deceased Subahdtt 
is the command of the trcnops, hastened to the bouse of

WhSA intelligence of the death of Cuitub Addeen Khan 
reached the emperor, he was much alii Icted. as he was ever 
found him a failhfnl and deroied eervant; and, U Is said, that 
on thla occasion, Jehangire made a vow he would never see 
the la4y who had been, though uncontoioualy, the cause of 
hii iayourite'a death : but the beavHy and attractions of that 
apcottpUahed female made him change his re«olutlon, and, 
many years, she, conjointly with him, ruled the empire of 
India. A clrcamslance so oncommon in an Asiatic govern- 
roenf Is ibos recorded on the coin of that period :

In bla dlapoaltlon were blended the oppoalte quaUtldi of 
<plely and cruelty; he conatanily retained m hie eerViMa 
hundred persons who could repeal the Koran by heart, and who 
at the end of every repclitlon, beatowed on him the merit aris¬ 
ing therefrom.* He also attended prayera five timee daily, and 
-waa much employed in religious offices : bul, as a judge, he 
was inexorable. While engaged In prayers be frequently, by 
a motion of hla hand, gave dte signal for the flogging, bapging. 
or beheading a culprit. He was at all times attended by a 
hundred trumpetera. who, whenever the villager disput¬ 
ed with him respecting thelt tents, used to make so 
.dreadful a noise ae terrified the rustics inlo suboilMion. 
He was also constantly accompanied by a hundred OMh- 
nuTian archers, who could bring down the smalleH Wfd 
in Its fUgbt, and who were resdy to pierce with lhait 
.arrows any person pointed out In the crowd: In short,

Su^n Khusero, and takes possession of Patna—The governor 
frtturos, and puis the impostor to death—Islam Khan dies. 

In the year of the Heslra loSy, the Government of 
Bengal belpg vacant by the death of ibe 
’ late occupant, the emperor was pleased^ 

to prcnnoin Khan to that offlee ; he at the same time 

appoiated Afsul Khan to the charge of Behar. 

The firM act of Islam Khan’s authority was the removal’

A^ltboughthe oriental hUicrians have oot aligned an^ 
reason for Islam Khan’s changing the Mat of goyamtxwnl* 
bis motives are aaclsfaccorily accounted for in the anuiU^of 
Portuguese Asia. , 

It appears, that at the coRclusion of the idth cemuiy« •»' 
nuaber of Portuguese were seRled on the 
coast of Arracan and Chittagong^ many of 
these had entered into the service of the >native princes; and, 
from their knowledge of maritime affairs, and by tbelr des* 
perete bravery, had reason to considerable oonmandtf and 
had obtained extenttve grants of land^ both on the contlneot 
and in the adjacent Islands. 

The treacherous or turbulent conduct of ^these stdrenturere 
having given olTence to the Raja of Arracan, he, early In the 
year lOid, determined to extirpate them 
from his dominions; many were In conse-- 
quence pat to death, but a number of them escaped. In nine or 
ten small vessels, to the islands at the mouth of the river 
Ganges, where, for sometlrne, they lived by piracy.^ 

This conduct having attracted the notice of Fuiteh Khao, 
the Moghul commander of the island of Sun deep, he ordered 
all the Portuguese inhabitants and Other Christians on thp 
Island to be seized and put to death. He then embarked,.

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« with 600 soldiers, oa beard fortjr vawela, and want in pttmit 
oi iha pirates.

of thefr ships and the uie Of (heir oanBon, oounrer^balanced 
advantage of numbers; and after a hard foaght contesi.

Th I e unixpecced victory raised the htme o( the pirates; 
•nod,. In conaequeoce, their countryiaen and Cbrinlan converts 
^iaed them from all quarterti They elected for their Chief 
,*> obtnnon sailor, named Sebaetian Oonsales, and deteraiinad 
to secure for themselves, a , pensanent settlement, by taking 
possession of the island of Suodeep. 

In the year 1016, the whole Portuguaae force, consisting 
of 400 men, landed at Sundeep; upon 
A D*'*6’flp. ' whi<^b the brother of PutteH Khan, with 

the Mohammedan troops, cook refuge 
In a small fort, while the Hindoo inhabitants remaiaed 
neutral apeeutors of the contest ] but as the garrison 
expected no quarter, they defended themselves witit 
great resolution, and the siege was protracted for a con- 
alderftbie time : at length, a Spanish ship having cast anchor 
•at the island, the captain of her agreed to assist the Portuguese; 
and paving at night, landed fifty of his men, he marched with 
lighted fetches, and drums beating ; and, being joined by the 
^orfOguese, they attacked the fort, emcred it, and put ibo 
wbolo of the garrison to the sword. The nuives of the 
fsldndff tmnfldiBUly submitted, and were granted security of 
their llvoeand property, on condlibn of delivering ap all the 
•Mabommedsns : of diesa rooo were brought to the fort, and,

ivell mounted with oaniton, and »a ble governuenCWIabn* 
•ducted with equity, many tnerchanu reaorted Co the lilud, 
and, by thair eommeree eoniributad much to Increase hta 
Tftvanue, 

Tba nflfghbourin'fr Chlefa, eaten iehed at the prodigioua 
lueceia of Gonaftlei, sought his friendship, and deprecated 
hie nratfi; but, aa he waa Of an intractable and covetous 
•disposition, he listened not to their friendly overtures: and 
although he was under great obllg:atlon6 to the Raja of 
Bfttualdy who had first given refuge to the Porruguese In their 
distress, be ungratefully seized upon the islands of Shahbiz* 
pore and Paielbanga, which belonged to that Chief; by which 
means his territories became as extensive as those of soma 
independent princes ; and, eonsisdog entirely of idanda, were 
ftftCUM from the attacks ot an anemy, aa long as the Petto- . 
guest were masiera of the sea.* 

About this period, an event occurred which coritrlbuted 
much to the fame and riches of the piratei. ^ Anaporatn^ a 
brother of the king ol Arraean, wbo waa governor of one of

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the districts in thsi country having been guUty of aom» 
mlfidcQieanour, 0 ed. and took rofoge at Sandeep wh«te bo 
prevailed upoa Sebastian GoDSoJeii by the promise of a large 
sum of money, and bit Sister in marriage* to espouse bia- 
caafe> flhd to assist him In the recovery of his government 
Gonsoles, In consequence, sect e detachment of ctoopsi and 
eeverai shipsi with Anaporatn, to the eoost of Arraotn; bus 
they were ao vigorously Opposed, that they were obliged to 
return without cfiecling any thing more than bringing oS the 
wealth and ftcnilf of Anaporm, who, in compliance with hlS 
promise, paid Gonzales a large sum of money, and permitted 
h)s siator to turn Chrlettan, and to become the wife of the 
pirate. The prince, shorlly after this event, died, not without 
suspicion of having been poisoned ; end all hie wealth fell Into 
the hands of Gosoales. 

Tbe following year, the Raja of Arraoan, having determln* 

. ^ ^ ed to invade Bengal, sent an envor to

euDuevp, to conclude a treaty of peace 
with the pirates, and to request their eo< operation against the 
MogbuHorces: he was also authorised CO demand the wife 
and children of the deceased prince. The lauer reqoest was 
immediately complied with; and the lady, having been 
carried to ChittAgOOg, was married to the governor of that 
place. 

A. Isttgud was shortly after concluded between the Raja 

and the portugueso ; by which it was stipulated, chat the 
Raja should invade Bengal with a large army by land; and, 
that the Portuguese should eo*operate by sea, and with their 
small vessels protect and guard the passage of the rivers. 
The Raja also agreed eoplace his own fleet under the com*- 
motid of GoDSrieSi provided the latter gave his nephew O a 
hostage for its safe tetum, Ic was farther stipulated, that 
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«hftC«v«r conq«»ts were coftd^ should be equally dividvd 
>between (he cootiaedDf parties. Ever^r ^ing having been 
Mhied to their mu teal sauifactiOQ, cheJoocabined foreee 
proceeded (owards Bengal, and, without oppffiitlon, took 
.posfenlon of the couotrj in ihe vjcinitj of Lu^tpore and 
Sulloah on the eastern side of the river Megna^ but a 
numerous army of the Moghul troops soon afwr arrtving, 
the Arracanners were defeated with great slaughter^ end the 
(Pcrtugueee, having neglected to occupy the rivers with thefr 

g;onboace, Che former were pursued nearly se far as Chitta* 

gong; and Che Uaja, with grate dilTieuIty, effeciad his escape 
upon an elephants 

Such were, probably, (he cirOumstances which Induced 
Islam Khan to change the seat of gOTcrnmeut, and to Ax hit 
residence at Dacca ; where, by his alertness in opposing the 
invaders upon all occasions, he %o much recommended 
himself to the emperor, that he was promoted (o ihs rank of 
eommander of 5,000 horse. Foriunaie, indeed, it was for 
Cbe Inhabitants of Bengal, chat they at thal lime posMssed so 
active and enterprising a governor; for scarcely were their 
minds heed from the incursions oi die Mughs, when chey 
were threacened by an enemy from the opposite quarter. 

In the year loso, the Afghaii Chief, Osman Khan, son of 
Cuhulu Kliaa,* evinced slsns of hU

turbulent and unbroken ' spirit, la order 
to bfiflg him to a proper sense of his duty, the govoroor 
had the tnodetation to send to hicn an ambassador, who, in 
aa eloquent speech, attempted to convince the Af^on^ of 
the/oily of drawing on themseivei tbe {mperial arinsv and. 
<he little chande there was oNgaia shaking off the MoghoV 
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yolie, which lie aMOrtdd prefsed !^h(er on them thao any 
other c1«4i of his majetty'e subjecti; ebat, united in the faith* 
of Mohamoiedr U was their due/} as ihsioferlor power, Co beod 
' c«, and endeavour to imitate tH&h the conquerors : tbac 
agJ^ope rise and faU by doatirty : that for ifa hundred yeara. 
the A^itana bad ruled Hindoosne wiab deepotic sway ; hoti 
chat fate had jiow conaignod the sceptre to the haddi of the 
Mogbuli: they ought, therefore, fo bear their lot aieb 
.. humility and resignation, and bend down in submission to 
tbe Divine decree. Had this address been made to soy 
other Bsdon, ic Is possible Ic might have been auended with 
effect; but as, to the present day, the Afghans have never 
be«to able to '^convert tbeir swords into plougtveharea,'’ and, 
of the d^ndants of the numerous bands of that tribe who- 
formerly overran I^engal, not a man is to be found who wil^ 
condescend lo cultivate the ground, the rhetoric of tbe 
aiubasaador was thrown to the winds. The haughty Osmaiw 
Khap, at the head of 20,000 Afgharts, considered hioiseir 
M a second Alexander, and breathed nothing but war and 
independence. 

The govnnor, having been thus foiled in amice ble* 
Overtures, lost not another moment In making pTeparulona. 

subdue this haughty spirit: he fitted out a numerous and 
weR-bppouited army, the command of which he entrusted 
toSbi^set ^bao, a brave and experienced officer, with orders 
to expel the whole of the turbulent Afghans from Ori&H. 

Upon the approach of cbe royal army, Osman Khta 
advanced to the banks of the Subanreeka river, the nejgh* 
bourhood of which abounded with swamps and quagmkes,. 
and was consthluSstLy unfavourable for the operations of tbe 
Moghul cavalry. The imperial general, however, advanced 
in battle array, and found the Afghans drawn out ready ti>< 
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racftivc him. 0«7»o M tiU ia ftoat. 

of tbfl coliuDfli deatinad for ihid i and^ upoAiha aignal, 
beiug giveot thflM furious aniindi advanced/ acdiboradown 
evcr^ thli^ baforfl them. Syed Adam and.IfClkhtf Ehan^ 
wh& eommanded the right and left wings of th« loiperial^ 
armf, with a number of other Chiefs of notctj wtfe ^ooa« 
extended on the plain. Kotvith&tandiag greaC lUiltiber 
of the rebels had beccme the food of the blood 
sword, and wars fallen in the dust of deatrucrlon.* Otronc. 
dated by the death of so many Of tha royal Chiefs, and 
regardless of the number of his own people who were slaio, 
being preceded by a celebrated elepbaot named Bukbteh, 
advaoedd in person into ihe heat of the action; but being 
exceediBgly corpulent, hb rode a quiet elephant, carrying an* 
amMary, or covered seati from which he diichargael hit 
arrows wilh great execution. Having at length, reached the 
puat of Shujael Khan, the imparial cominaader-in'Chief, be 
ordered the driver of the wRr*elBphajit to trample Chat 
odlcer, a)id tha small party which surrounded him, under 
foot. Shv^jnet Khan, perceiving bia intention, spurred on his 
horse, and wounded the elephant with bis spear; he then 
drew his sword, and Inflicted four other wounds on the 
animal; but the furious beast, only more Irritated by hli > 
wounds, made :i desperate chnrge, and overthKW the 
geoeraVs horse. Shujaat, however, extricated htmiell from 
his steed, and, bravely standing his ground, wounded the 
elephant tw^ca on Che foreleg, which brought bln upon his

Shujaot ZhaD) hftviag thin narrowly eecapod from to 
unvquAl a coauat. reoiotinted hW hona, and shewed hlmsaU 
‘(0‘hia troops, who were nruch dlspiilted, aad beginning to 
fetit'e. At this crlali, «hen*a numter of the royal generals 
•having been killed and coAny more dJaabUd by wounds, a 
•univenal panic pervaded the army, by chance, a Mogbul 
•ball, from aone unknown hand, struck Osman io the fope* 
hesd^ but the wound not proving immediately mortal he 
cooH&ued, while he had any strength remaining, to 
stimulate his ireops to fight: at length, becoming raini, he 
was obliged to retire; and the Afghans, seeing theli’ Cliiera 
elsphatlt moving to the rear, ded to their camp. Osman 
reached his tent nearly exhausted, and expired during the 
I night. Early the next morning, Vdy and Mumriez, ibe 
’brother and son of the deceased, ded with tho body to their 
fortress, and Che A^hons dispersed themselves in various 
directions. 

The state of the Moghul army wnaauch, that they could not 
pursue the fugitives, till a reinforcement of 300 hwsh cavalry, 
and 400 infai)try. joined them. Sbojaet Rhan tfien p]:iced 
hiplMlf at their head, and followed tha Afghans. 

'the son and brother of Ostnan, seeing (he perseverance 
of the imperial general, found (here was no altereatlva but 
to throw themselves on his clemency : they therefore sent an 
envoy '10- him, to requcsl he would pardon their errors; and 
to state, dint it he voald assure them of personal safety, they 
would proceed to court, sod become bis znajesty's most 
fairtffdl dependAiits and adherents. 

Kban haviag strictly complied with these proposl^ 
lions, the next day Veiy and Uainrles, with a number of the 
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'de€«a6«d Chief's reteCSdns* waited on ibe impbrial federal, 
and presented h1tn 'with forty*aiiie elephants and some )eweli, 
being the only remaining property of the Afghan Chief, With 
these proofs' of his success, Shajaet Khan Immediately 
proceeded to Dacca, and presented them and hiS prisoners to 
the governor, 

As this was the expiring effort of the Afghans to reoovar 
their authority in Bengal, the newa was received at ooact with 
groat satisfaction, ShujaetJChan was honoured with (he Utlo 
of Rustemi ;^eman (the Hercules of the age), and the 
,goeernor was promoted to the coromand of 6000 horse, 

, On the twenty-second of Mohutremi A, H. loaa, 

Boshung, son of the govemcr, arrived at

isf the Afghan Chief, and was most graciously received; he 
alsn presented to the emperor several of the Hughs, jutivea of 
the countries of Pegu and Anacas, who had been made 
prisoners during the war with those rtacions. The customs 
of these people seemed to his majesty very reprehensible, as 
ha was informed that they ate animals of every kind, and 
ciarciad their half-sisters, and that thdr rellgioD was of the 
grossest Idolatry.** 

During the period the troops of Bengal were employed 
Against the Afghans, an imposter, calling himself the pdnee 
Khusero, eldest son of JshangIre, who had been long ecadned 
In eonssQuenee of his rebellion, made his nppaarance in the 
provioee of Bchar. The misfortunes Khusero bad 
rendered biis popular; aod as ludia bat always abounded

poster had coliected a body of 7000 meo: with these he 
advancedagalTiBt the city of Patna; and Af&ul Khan, the 
governor, being then absent with most of the troope, the 
banditti eai^ly stormed the ramparts: an^ the Imposter, 
having given up thn town to be plundered by his foUowers, 
reserved for himself the palace aod poperty of the governor. 
He then caused himself to be proclaimed emperor, under the' 
tide of Khusero Sbtb : and sent orders to the /Zemindars, 

. and other public officers, to cooie and pay their respects. 
Many of these persona waited on him, and*, from the 
plausibility of his story, were convinced that be was the 
prince. 

Afzui Khan, the governor, was at Gszypore when he 
received Intelligence of tbeinaurrectioo, and as he bad been 
one of Khusero's adherents dvulng the tebellicn, and stlU hia 
weU'ffisber,he was at a loss how to act: but before his* 
arrival At PitDa, he was convjaced Of Che deception, and took 
the requisite measures for quelling the disturbance' 

The Imposter, whose real name was Cuttub, was not 
deficient in personal bravery. He laid his troops some miles 
from Patna, to oppose the approach of the governor; but at 
the first onset he was abandoned by all but a few friends, and 
compellad to flee and lake refuge In the palace: there be 
defended himself for sojaelime with much resolution; but 
was at length kilted by a brick, thrown at him from the roof 
of an adjoining building. Hli accomplices were then seised ; 
and th^ acknowledged that he was a jroung RohUla Afghan, 
who, having ^slted D^hly, had been there informed he bore 
a strong resemblince to the n.nfortunate Prince Khusera, 



whose hard fate ms d.pIo«d bj thoaund*; and Aat thuo 

circumeunces bed Induced him to issomo the name of ** 
prince, &Rd.to try to better hii fortune. 

ImprobtblB as was the success of this enterprise, it has 
been frequently imitated ia Hlndoostaa. and fau «Med 
considerable commotions,

Cossi01 Khen appointed w the povsmmfttl—Dispuls iwth the- 

son of the deceased governor respecting his bro:h«r^* property 
—Affairs of ihe Portuguese continued—Sebastian Oonaales 
tfoacherogsly seiM9 the Arracan fleet—Ravsget the cost of Ar- 
racan-Repulsed—Applies 10 the viceroy of Goa for assistance 
—The viceroy sends a fleet to invade Arracair—The Raja, assisted 
by the Dutch, opposes and defeats the Portiiguera—Gonaales re« 
Ctres to Suadeep, and is pursued by the Arracanees, who defeat 
him, and take poasession of that island, whence they make fre¬ 
quent incursions Into Bengal—The emperor, irrllafed ihereat, 
censures the governor, and supersedes him. 

The emperor Jehaogico was much distreased when kt 
heard of the death o( Islam Khan; and, as a proof of bis regard, 

^ appointed Cosalm Khan, the brother of the deceased, to tba 
government, This officer proceeded irnmedUtely 10 Bangal; 
aiid meeting with Kercem Khan, the llfegltimato or adopted 

40 A of hl8 broth or, at Rajeiaahel, disputed with him regwding 

Che iahericance, and, by force, took from him a coniidera&i* • 
part of the effects, and several elephahls, which the yoiSly^ 
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mui contended were the property of t!ie eiaperar. Bj thle 
conduct the fovernor meurred the ro)id diepluseure; and 
ellhough no ootice wee {mcneditle^y (eVen of the cireums- 
unce, il probabfy aecolented hie recall. 

Ae, during the period of (hit oQicer'a government, his 
alteDtlon WAS principally occupied In oppoeinf Che Ineumons 
of ibe piritica] Porlugueae and tbe Mughs, it now becomes 
requisite 10 revert lo their history. 

After the retreat of the army of Arrentn, Gonsalee 
AffeiTsaftb* ireacheroualy invited the ettpuina of the 
PertuzusM con* vessclfi belonging to ibst nation, on board 
daeid. 

which he took posses elon of the whole Arncan fleet, and 
returned with It to Sundeep : but in order to complete the 
measure of hie villany, he immediately iitted out an expedition 
to plunder the coast of Arrscan, which, In consequence of the 
victory gained by the Uoghuls and hie eelstue of the fleet, 
was left totally unprotected. He therefore plundered and 
burnt many of the towns on the coast; and had even the 
audacity to go up the Amcan river, and to seise upon all the 
merchant veseels In that harbour: he was repulsed however, 
in hie attack on the city, and eompolled to retreat: but, 
prevlctis to his departure, he had the mortificalion tn see his 
nephew, whom he had given aa a hostage, impaled upon a 
loffiy hill, by order of the Raja in revenge for his treachery. 
This sight did not awaken in ibe breast of the wretch any 
sentiments of remoraci for bis own miamous conduct, but 
served only to stimulate him to seek revenge, even at the 
expense of hla independence. 

During the whole period of Gonralee* success, he had 
never taken any notice of, nor submitted himself to, the 
authority of the viceroy of th« Portuguese settlements Ia 
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IndU; bul upoo his z^turn to Suackep, he de8patchB<l one of 
his ships* with an Intel ll^ent age bK, (o Goa* to make an odor 
of his obedience to the viceroy, Ood Hierame de AsvedO, 
and to urge him to the conquest of Arrocan, which he 
described os a rich and fruiilul country, and fispable of 
making ytry liule reslsiance. On his pan* be engaged CO 
co-opcraie with all his forces^ and to send to Goa an annual 
trihuic of a shipload of rice: he further nrged* that blO 
conduct against the king of Arracan bad proceeded entirely 
from his desire of revenging the murder of his ceuntrycaoci 
who had bean unjustly put to death by diet priace. 

The vleero}'* ambitious of extending the conquest of hie 
nation to a country whUh had not yel submitted to tha 
PottuguesB yoke* fitted out ttn expediiioc* Consieting of 
fourteen Urge galliots* ona dy.hoat* and a pink; and gave the 
command of it to Dnn Francis de Menaoee* who hod been for 
several years governor of Ceylon; but* cn his instructions to 
that olTicer* he did not sufficiently appreciate the value of^tbe 
assistance to be expected from the pirates, and even com* 
mended that the attack should bo made without waiting for 
their function. 

On the third of October, l6iy. the expedition entered the 
river of Arm can* whence Don Francis despatched i galliot, 
to inform Gonsales of bis arrival: and

resolved to wait at tbe mouth of the tiver 
till his meBMnger returned from Sundeep. 

* S]r>ce the year t7&3, when the Ultmans conquered 
Arracan, European vessels are not allowed to enter that river; 
but is said to have stx fathom water on the Bar, and to be 
capable of conisUklog a very large deoc Its source* however, 
is not above seventy miles from the sea, although ft wad 
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In the mean Ume, the Rafa, having learot the hoatik 
preparaciooa that were making against hltn, prevailed upon 
the mastere of come Dutch vesaele* which were In the harbour, 
^ join him agaioat the Ponugueae. spd, on the t$lh of 
October, attacked the latter with a numercms fleet, led on by 
• Dutch ship. The fight lasted the whole day« but nothing 
decisive took place: and, in the evening, the Arracaoeerr 
returned up the river. In thie altuatlon, things remained tiU 
nearly the middle of (be month of Movemher» when Gomalea 
made hie appearance with fifty sail of veseete, of various siaes. 
He was much Irritated at the conduct of the viceroy; In not 
having sent him Uuiely notice; and severely censured Don 
Jrancis for having entered the river previous to his junction, 
as the enemy had thereby been apprized of their Intentions, 
and were doubtless well'prepared for tlie attack. 

On the t5th of November, Don rrancis, dividing his (leet 
Into two squadrons, took the command of one himself, and 
gkVe the other to Gonsales. He soon after got under weigh;

the. mouth of (he river, where, after burying the dead, and 
consulting with the captains respecting their further proceed¬ 
ings, it was agreed to abaodoo the enterprise, and to return to 
Sundeep.

Ddoaced by the emperor-«Fleea to the Dehkan—Pearlved to in¬

This officer, vho was married to a sister of empress Noor 
Jflhaa, had frequently distinguished himself In xaiHcary 
ecierprists, by which hu had obtained the title of “victorious 
In war," was chosen by the court us a person wolUquallfied 
to defend the country against all invaders. His commission, 
however, did cot (Delude Behar, which was still continued to 
Afsul Khan: but be had permission to nominate bis own 
deputy for the management of Orlasa, to which statloo be 
appointed his nephew, Ahmed Beg. He was also allowed to 
appoint his son, Syf Allah, then only twelve years of age, to 
he snperlatendent of Burdwan.* 

Per Dearly hve years, the provinces of Deagal and Orissa 
enjoyed, under the able government of Ibrabim Khan, a 
Slate of tranquil(Uy and security, which tended much to the 
happiness of the tnhabUants. Agriculture and commerce

to Agra, and then to Surat, so enhanced the price of the 
articles, that in the lollowlng year the trade was abandoned,f 
The spirit of the Afghans was completely subdued; the 
Assamiana were repelled, and the incursions of the Arra* 
canees strictly watched by a (laet of war-boau. Thus 
situated, llengial had every prospect of enjoying an undisturb¬ 
ed state of felicity ; but the llUtimed ambition of a prlnoe.of'.

found, that, in the ye&r of the Hejm 1025, the emperor 
Jehenglre Appointed his third son, Khcorura. to command 
ihe srmy destined for the eonquesc of the Dekken^ sad on 
this oectsion conferred on the prince the lofty title Of Shah 
Jeban ([king of the world). 

The prince was successful ; the Chiefs of the Oekksn sued 
for peace, and agreed to pay an annual Tribute^ and Shah 
Jehan, In the following year, returned triumphant to court. 

In the year J029, whilst the emperor was amusing 
hinuelf in the dellghlfu) valley of Cash^ 
mire, ibc tilbutary prlnceef of the Dekhan 
threw off their aMeglance, and’supported (heir rebelllou by an 
army af do,000 horse. 

Shah Jehan was again detached to the Dskkan, with an 
army of 4O.000 horse; and In the space of a few months, 
wlthourany considerable action, he reduced the insurgents to 
their former obedience, forcing them to pay the arrears of 
tbelr bifaute, which was now seulud at the annual aum of 
fifty-five lacs of rupees.

“That woman," ssys the wxlieiv • ‘Tindliif that-the - 
health of llie emperor declined, was sppcehenaive that (ha 
orown would devolve on Shah Jehan, who had aonetlma 
'heen the determined enemy of her influence power; she 
therefore resolved to rula the affairs of that pnoce, and to • flac 
the succesaion In the person of ShaiUr the fourdiaOuof 
Jehaogire, who was married to her own daughter, by Jutr 
former husband Sbere Afgun/' A sudden Invailon of cho. ; 
Ferslans, and the capture of Cuandahar, was deemed by this 
unnatural son as a fit opportunity to strike the blow. On 
receipt of the Imperial orders to march his army from Burhan- 

pore, and lo repel the Invaders, he threw 
A, D. cdst, _ , 

oft the mask, and on the twentf*serrentfa 
of Jemmand-aUAkhIr, A, H. 1031, proclaimed himself 
emperor of Hindooston. 

His next step was to proceed to Dehly, If not with the 
intention of deposing his father, at least with a resolution to 
assume the powers of government. 

On his arrival in the vicinity of the capdal, he WTQCe As 
-emperor a letter, In which he stated the grounds of his 
oomplalnta, and proposed to return to his duty 00 the follov< 
Ing conditions 

^hat the command of all the imperial army should be given 
ro him without reserve. 

That the governors of provinces should receive their orders , 
from him. 

That be should have the free control and command of alt 
the arse&als and royal magaslnes. T 
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Th&t the impfegnftbk foti of Rentltnpore should be pUced irs 
his heods, u a place of security for hls (nmlly, during' 
his cempstgns against the Persians. 

The emperor, previously dl^leased at his conduct, was 
enraged at these Insolent proposals. He issued an edict' 
proclaiming hie soo a rebel, and conhseating all his estates 
and propscty: he further cammandad all bis lo^al subject? 
immedlatoly to join the imperial army, to assist hlCQ* 
defence of his throne. By these spirited measuree the 
emperor soon found him Bell at the head of 40.000 horse, with 
which he advanced to meet his rebeUloua son. 

The emperor was Impatient to cotne to an action ; but Asiif 
Jab. the VIsier, opposed this measure by affirming that it was 
imprudent to a defeat with so xmafl a force, while reinforce* 
ments were daily expected, tn fact, the army of ibe 
Punjab, under the command of a distinguished officer, named' 
Mohabat Khan, joined the imperial camp the next day; after 
w^ichths ardour of the emperor was nO longer to be 
restr^ned; he attneked the rebels nearTugllickabRd, defeated 
them, and compelled his son to dee to the Dekkan, 

Shah Jeban was pursued by the armies of his elder 
brother, Sulran Purvez, and Mohabet. When he arrived on 
the banks ot the river Nerbiidda, be endeavoured tn make x 
Stand against them; but being mgaio defeated, he fled to 
Golcondab. At this place he formed the bold resolution of 
seising upon Bengal. Having given b!s fugitive iroopa time 
to jolD him. he took tbe route of Orissa; and before 
Ahmed Beg, the deputy governor that province, had any 
Intelligence of bis approach, he entered that territory. 
Abzped Beg, quite unprepared to resist so sudden an attack, 
retreaied with his troops, and left Oresaa (o tbe quiet posses¬ 
sion of Che ptince. 
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Shth Jehftn, alter refreahing his arzB^ ax Cutcuok, 

. appointed Coolr Khan irovernar of the

vadH fiMgai. province; he then advaoced lo Burdwao, 
and laid aeige coth&t cltf, . which after 
totne dv> oapitulaced. During the time he was encamped 
before Bordwan, he recruited bia army, bf taking aeveral of 
The Afghan Chiefs, with the ir folio were, into fa la aervlce: ha 
also wrote laUera to all the Moghul oOieera, of whom he bad 
ao/ knowledge, Inviting them to join hia alandird, and 
assuring them of every favour hie gratitude could bestow. 

It was Immediately after the capture of Burdwan that 
Michael Hodrigues, the governor of Hoogly, apprehensive oE 
an attack upon bis settlement, went to psy his respecte to the 
prince ; as at that period the Portuguese had acQUlred great 
power In India, and had, at Hoogly, a good corps of European 
atlillery. The prince was eicecdingly anxious to attack them 
to his cause: hn received the governor with the greatest 
condescension, and promised him very great rewards, if he 
would assist him with some pieces of cannon, and a detach¬ 
ment of Europeans. 

Rodriguct understood suJtCtent Of the polotics of 
HlndOOBtao, to see that the prince's project was a desperate 
one, and very unlikely to be attended with success. He 
therefore prudently declined the offer of Shah Jehan; but did 
it In such terms that were considered as ar> insult, and, after 
the prince's succession to throne, draw on the unbrtunate 
inhabitants of Hoohglj the vengeance of that monarch. 

When intelligence of ihia unlooked-for InsraBioa reached 
the governor, Ibrahim Khan, ho was evceedingly perplexed; 
part of his army was employed In Chluagong against the 
Mughs ; and Oiner dlvillone of it were Ulsperaed over the 
country, lo enforce the collection oE the revenues.. He,

however, ImiDediaiBly marched from Dacca with «hat forces 
he could coll ace, sndtorjk post at Rajcmabel, where ordered 
all his troops to rendezvous. 

, Shih Jehsni that, in hla sKu«cion, delays were 

dengeroue, and that hie suocoas dspended entirely upon the 
p«c»pt and vigorous measnree, advanced, by rapid matchca.. 
.towards the governor; who, finding that the cUy ot Ka^niaheV 
was incapable oi standing a seige, ibtreated lo the.foruficaUone. 
of Terrlagutry, upon which were moOnted a number cf' 
cannon, served by vagabond Europeans of difterent naclone, 
whom he had encouraged to enter hie eervtce: but not 
coneidering this place safTielencly secure, he entrusted the* 
defence of it to one of his best olTicers, and encamped, with 
hiaarmy, on the opposite bank to the Ganges. 

Whilst the contending armies were thus sltnated, Shah 
Jehan wrote the governor a letter, replete with compliments- 
lorhit fidelity and sttachtnent to the emperor, apd some 
excuses for Ms own conduct, to which, he said, he was 
doubtless Implied by fate i that he considered the province 
of Beegal as beneath h!s notices but that, as it lay in bis route, 
he wa» obliged to pass through it, which he hoped to do 
wUbout oppositionthat if Ibrahim Khan was partial to 
Bengal, he might m&ke choice of any district in It he 
pnfecrad^ retire thither with his wealth and famiiy, 
where be should be permitted to continue In the enjoyment 
of «V4<y iblng he desired : but If he preferred returning to 
Dshly» he was at liberty to depart, taking with him all his 
faenUy and property, for which a safe-conduct should be 
grantedr Rod the prluce's honour pledged for their aecunty. 
To this jnsidioutf proposal Ibrahim Khan replied,thatbia- 
majesty had entrusted to blm the care of that country, and. 
she protection of Us inhabltsnts •, that he was grown old in > 
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the imperial suvjcq. and » .all pTpbabUlCy had ootmaij; 
year!) longer to live; &aC he was wUUng to eactifice cho^e 
years to the performance of his duly; and l^he dled « martyr 
In the'ro;al,cause, it would be a subject of fame, to hunself,. 
and honour to his family: but that as long as he retained a. 
epark of life, Bengal should acknowledge no. master but 
his sovereign. 

Ibrahim Kban having taken the precaalion to secure aU 
the boast he could collect on his side the river, the army 
Shah Jehan was prevented ernssing; neither could they 
advance further on the southern hank, on account of the pass* 
being in possession of ihe royalists. i 

In this dilemma, IDerlaw Khan, one of the Afghan Chiefs, 
whom the prince had taken into bis service, being known to 
some of the semindars In the district of Bogllpore, prevailed 
upon them to produce some boats, which they had sunk, and' 
otherwise concealed from the governor. The boats were, 
during the night, collected at a place some miles down the 
river, in the vicinity of Sooty. At the bfeak of day, Derlaw 
Khan, with his Afghan cavalry, crossed the Ganges, aod was* 
immediately followed by Abdullah Khan, who had deseited 
to the prince at the battle Of Toglickpore, and bad evft;,s,lne«' 
been his principal counsellor. 

When Ibrahim Khan found that the enemy bad crossed' 
the river, he withdrew as many of his troope as could be 
spared from the defence of Terriagurry ;* and, being thus 
reinforced, advanced to meet the rebel Chiefs. Th« number *

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of forooB on Bftch tide were nearly equal, but the irdopa of 
Shfth Jeban bettor mounted. The governor entrusted 
the comroftod of the first line to hia nephew, Ahned Beg, who 
<hftiged the enemy with great vigour r but his nephew being 
tepalsed, the governor advanced witb ibe aucond line; and 
though requested by hia frienda not to risk his person in the 
heat of the engagement, he replied, “ my life Is of no 
consequence; 1 will devote U to the eervioe of his tnajeily, 
and either conquer or die/' Having said this, he rushed 
with his corps of reserve Into the thickesl of the enemy; he 
. , was shortly surrounded and fell covered 
wounds; hia death served as an 
sacuse to hie troops to quit the field ; 
they fled towards Bscea, and left their camp to be plur>dereH 
'by the enemy, 

During the period that Shah Jahen had been contriving 
means to croae the river, hia engineer, Roumy Khan, hod 
pressed forward Ihe siege of Tecrlagurry :* and. at the time 
that Che battle was isging on the opposite bank, ha aet lire to 
to a nine, which blew up twenty yards of the fortifications, 
and opened a breach, through which the rebels rushed with 
Impetuosity, and put the greater part of the garrison to the 
Bword, 

The capture of Terrlagurry, and the desth of the governor, 
decided the fate of Bengal; the authority of the prince was 
e ve r yw here acknowledged and the semindara and public 
officers hastened to malce their terms with the conqueror.

After (Ms even?, the ptlnCe gave audience to the aemlndara 
and pabllc ofRcera of government. He received them 
graciously and having confirmed mou of tbeni la (heir , 
appolntmacti, h^ nonrinated a young oobleman named 
Darab, the son of ICbio Kliai>BO, to the gavernmeat^ oi 
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Sesga!; but, as a sscufit; fbr his fidolkcy, obligod htm to und 
fals son aJong wlcb the ariRf, aa a bosnpe, 

Ait«r jstnalnkn^ a abort tim« u Dacca, Shah Jehan 
n;arcbcd towards Patna, which, at that period, was the jagIcr 
ot tha prince Puives, who enautted the care ahd defanee 
oi It to MoXhliM Khan; but that ofllccc, tanified at the 
approach oC (be rebels, abandoned bli poiW ind fied to 
AlJfthabad. 

Shah Jehan, having, without apposition, obtained posees* 
9 lon of the capital o! Eehtr, occupied Cbe Soubahdar’t palace, 
and sumotaned all the temindari and public oQicera to attend 
hla dourt, and make a declaration of their allegiance. Aa he 
wu now completely maiwr of the three provinces, he found 
no didiculty Jn enforcing hie wishes; and even Syed Muberick, 
thd governor of Rhoiaa, came and delivered tc him the keys 
of that impregnable fortress. This event he conBlderad of 
the grenlest Importance, as It afforded a eecufe asylum for 
bis family, and the wives of bis followers, during the uncertain 
jisue of the approaching campaign. He tlierefore sent oil 
bit AeroM, and alllbls cbUdreQ,«under charge of a careful ofHeer, 
to Rhctu, with orders to remain there, either till his return, 
or till be should send a confidential person to bring there 
to him. During the time this briocb of the royal family 
resided in Rholas, (ho prince Mo rad Bukhsb was born. 

Having refreshed aod recruited bis forces at ?atna, the 
ptlncQ appointed Byram Beg governor of Bebar; aod, having 
farmed his army Into three divisions, ordered Abdul kb 
Khan, with the left, to proceed and conquer Allahabad. The 
eight divliioa he eotruated to Deriaw Khan, the Afghao, with 
direciioas to take possession Of Oude whilst the cenue divliioa 
ufidef command, was destined to secure Joanpore and 

Benares.

Iq the mean time, tbs prloce Purvez, tnd Mohabet Khui, 
who bad lose eight of Sheb Jehao for a conaldertbU period 
after hie (light from tbe river Nerbuddt, heviog beard ol hie 
euccese In Bsngil, marched through Malva andBecvtwhh 
an Intention of driving him from that province ; but on Oieir 
approaching the vicinity of Allahabad, they leanit that he waa 
already in their neighbourhood, and on hie route towards 
Debly* 

Upon the arrival of the rebel forces, under AbduD&h, at 
Joosy, on tbe bank of the river opposite to Allah abed, he 
found that Rustem fieg, the goveriior, had seeored all the 
boata, and was prepared to oppose h^s crossing. Abdallah 
wai therefore compelled to wait the arrival of some large 
boats, which aecompaDied tho axoy from Bengal. In the 
mean time,he employed his engineers in constractlng batteries, 
on vhieb he mounted several heavy cannon, that completely

SlKYinp: taken these piudent precautlone ibe prince 
called a cooncil of war, UX which it was the opinion 
of h)i most experienced ofScere^ that he ahould not 
risk a geaeraJ engagementt hut imain entirely on the de^- 
slve. This .^pinion waq, however eoDtroverie^ hy 
Shine, who declared, that in such a cause proeradiinatlon 
was raki; and shat.

Kis treachery was too apparent; and dm stem AbdiDlsb

The rayal itmy, having halted some days to refresh them¬

)i£ld the dignified tide of Khao Slanan (Chief of the* 
ffobllity) In the Imperial court, and was the locr of the 
celebrated Byram Khan the preceptor o{,Akb«t, oame to the 
royal o&np, and gave himself up as a prisoner ^ tbe prince 
recommended him for forgiveness; but tbe emperor, who had 
cruelly punished all the adherents of his ion Khusero, after 
Chat prince's rebellion, refused to spare tbe favourite of Shah 
Jihan, and commanded that hla head should be sent to court, 
io serve as an example to all other traitors, however high 
their rank and conoections. 

Sometime after this event, Sbeh Jehsn, beidg reduced to' 
greatest dlatsesi, wrote a penitential letter to his father; 
be was forglveO) on condition of sending orders to hla 
adherents lo deliver up all the fons in their possession. By 
these mnos Rhotaa became again eubject to the royal 
authority; and not a trace was left of Shah Jeban's having 
been for two years tbe possessor of these provinces. 

Were we to judge of Shah Jehan's conduct by the rules of 
Christian morally, or by European policy, we should coa> 
demn it as unprincipled and unnatural; If we but refer to the 
events which took place on his accession to tbe empire, and 
several other instances which have aloce occurred, it will bo 
manife^ that had hla elder brother Purves lived, Shah Jebaa 
would have had . no alternative, but tbe throne or the ^ve. 
B, therefore, he co^ld have secured to himself, even durlnjp 
his iatbet’s li£ 4 *time, the kingdom of Bengal, he wonld have

When the emperor was informed of the flight of hia eoa 
from Bengal, he nominated Kohabet Khan to the governnenC*^ 
of chal province, but ae he was anxious that so experienced 
an officer should etUi conduct the war against Shah ]«han, be 
commanded him to continue Che pursuit, and to place his 
eon, Kbanesad Khan, ai his depmy in the goverament. We 
are unacquainted with any part Of the conduct of (his noble¬ 
man, further than that, when hfa father bad seised upon th*. 
emperor, and governed the empire with absolute eway^, he 
remitted to court (he large sum of as,000,000 el rupees lU 
specie, being the aurplus revenue of that provl&ce; but beforo 
ita arrival at Dehly, Mobabet Khan had gauecpuflly r^Dqij}ib> 
ed his power, and the money fell Into the hinda of M* 
enemies. Khanezad Khan. Imitated the

private, and re^oeted hln, If poilble> to segotlaie a peace 

between Ihe brcthere,; and lo per^aede Shujaa'to return 

qtrietly to fiengal. 

WhiUt Shujaa waa buBlly employed In preparing hii bridge 
at Behadutpote> In the vicinity of BenajlA, the army of 
Soliman appeared OD the opposite bank. But, previous to 
the oommancement of hostillUea, the Raja Jy Sing, lo 
obedience to the directiona of ibe emperor, opened a negotia¬ 
tion with the prince ; In which he pointed out to him the 
evils of a civil war, and the impolicy of opposing Para, whO; 
..ippporied by the name and authority of hla father, could 
command all the resourcei of the empire, Shujaa, coovlaoed 
by blittaaonlng, and findlog It Imposilble to conceal from 
bfiatmy tbe recovery of the emperor, agreed to renrm to hie 
govenunent, and to disband hia army. 

The active spirit of Ihe young SoUmin, however, did not 
btooh ihli negotiation which JUja Jy Sing was carrying oa* 
without bit participation: he endeavoured to break It ofi % 
and when concluded, he refused his aiMnt: but, In the caeea- 
time* he hod enployad several persons to search for a ford> 
or to diicover the aanowsrt part of the river, whioh* It being 
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th«n th« 4ry setagn ahhe ynt, wm uafiommonly ]ow. Oi> 
ihe (Ity (be (ruce *vi C«noUded, hit ep^en brought him 
uifefWWioiTfc tbiE, a ft* tn!le» up the Ganges, his caveby' 
might OIOSS «Ith little dlfficalty. He commuoicaled noth}* 
lAttntlons (0 tbe Kaja; but, under pretence of changing the 
ground o! bis efloerDpcDent, be, la middle of the tUghtf 
marched off, end betore bmkol itf, bad erSBaed Hie tivor 
with hie own troops and thoae of Dilete Khan*; He then sent' 
orders to the Raja lo foUoir him ; and, moving on wich 
rapidity, he complsady sorpriaed tbe Bengal camp, 

Sh;^, who had secured all the boats previous td the' 
arrival of hit adversaries, considered the Canges as an 
Insuperable barrier to their attach lag blm ; and, lulled ioto> 
fur cber security bf the negotiation he had concluded, war 
taken totally uaprepsred. Ke was roused from hit sleep by 
the clashing of arms, and tbe shouts of the enemy. Hr 
started up, seised bla arms, ftttd> to render himielf conspicuous' 
to his troops, mounted an alephant; bur all his efforts to stop, 
(heir flight was m vain : a few of his officers gathered round 
him, and fought bravely, but they were compelled, by superior 
numbers, to retreat to tbe river aide, where they era barked on 
board (he swlfc^rowlng boats of Bengal, and were quickly 
conveyed to Patna. The oaptuM of Shu|aa*s elephants, horses, 
ap^ rich camp equipage, gratifled the avarice and vanity of 
Sol [man, and tor a time stopped tho pursuit. Bui the* 
imperial army soon followed the fu^tlvei; and Sbujaa, upon 
their approeehi abandoned Patna, vid retreated tv Monglef. 
The;forUdeat(oas of Moagier stopt Solimtn, till he received 
orders from bis father to return with all haste to Agn, to 
asBist him In opposing hie brothera Aurungsebe aad Afocodr 
who bad united tbeir toroesreod combined agaitut him.'* 

The lecrsat of Solhnan puied tbe dtoopfog spirits of 
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fibuju» tad W hftiKnad tQ Uv/& new atay ; but whn h9 
E«ceiV 9 d LiiftdllgMce oj Lbs doiwt ot Dirt, (b« captMt; gf 
(hs cmpefor, 4nd Ebe luarpsiioa of ths iht9t» b> hit youngw 
• broLbsr, bs iv«s coafsundsd, tad kacw oA 

what to do. Aftsc mach cooilderUiao, ud advice o! bli 
cocofsbora, io order Lo gain ^be wrMe £a 4vui%Mbe, 
oongrtEidatlng on bitaiecwfi>a!Ul icUcUIng a ooadrma> 
tlon of bU ftoveraaaat. ^ 

Tha nawsnperor, jadgjag olothen bf hla o«a fuUngs, 
wu not to b* deciUved by lacb apparent aodenttosi be 
bOTveveCr treated tbe envoy ol Sbi^aa wfth mueb auenclon, 
and vu vary particidet la fail iaqulrlai rsepectlng fair maicer's 
UiBily, aod Uis state of hie healtfa ; be conoludad, by desiring 
the envoy 1^9 Inform his brother, that, in tfae preieiu aiato of 
tfEsfri, (Aa gMoUiig bhn 1 new commiialon fo; fail govern^ 
e&ent wm UAtuooinry, aad, in fact, imprppKr M he only 
CBaaidacad himself the vicsrsgect of Hii father, wboio 
tobitniiiai, jaltbougb they diiebled, him fron sHelding tkt 
jifiaptf e with aSact, did not annul bis former appohtmeats. 
This aaiwer, though bat satisfactory, was perhaps u much 
M Sbuja expected, and afforded him time m complete 
.Ul pxeparalloae; but, in the meanwhile, it alioved 
; Awvngaebe ,aa opponunity of crushing the power of Dam, 
'flUftbduiog aU ^Js Odier .anemias, and firmly establishing 
fatafilE on the Lfarone..

a aumeroue ‘and weihappoloted amyr 
>biit wblob. behtf ipsincipally composed of tfew Jeviat, he was 
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under the neccuity of InftTuetln^ (0 their datiei, whilst 
4dv8ncinj[,lo the eMck of en ermy of velenos. He irrived 
*t AlUnebed, and crowed the Gangei, without opposition. 
He hkUed there for eome da/l; and afterwards proceeded 
thirty ml lee, co Kud^e: at thet place the advanced trcope 
of Aurungzebe, under the command of his son Moheoimedp 
came in el^ht; and ordere were*gWBn to (ha Bengal annr to 
throw up entrenehments In . their Iront and left Bank; the 
right being protected by the river. 

The iiaperial aunderda made their appearance the follow¬ 
ing day. Aurungsebe eacaiaped bis army opposite hla 
brother's; leaving en eatcnalve plain between the two CampSi 
for a Bold of battle. On the morning of tBe i 5 rh, both ermiee 
were drawn out in battle array; and, about noon, the cannonade 
commeoeed.Shulaa had pieced his artillery on a rising ground^ 
In front of his IJne ; and his batteries being well served, the shot 
plunged Into the thickest pare of Aurungsebe'a line* and. alfhr 
destroying a number of hli people, compelled him to raiire, 

At this time, Moharaja Jeswlnl Sing, who commanded the 
Rajepoot and other Hindoo troops in the service of Aurung- 
zebe, not only deserted hli post, bur attacked and plondOKd 
ibe royal camp, which had been left standing somw Alles/b 
the rear of the army. They seised upon the treasure, cattle/ 
and baggAge of the principal officers, and retreated with them 
towards Agra. This event threw the.army.of Aurungaebe into 
great coofusioo ; aud had Shujaa beei^ aware of the RajVa 
Intention, and taken advantage of it, he might have obbuned 
an assy- victory.* . 1 .

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Shujaa took no advantage of the confusion into which 
his brother's arm/ was thrown; but in the evening, allotted 
the whole of his own troops, together with the cannon, to 
return within his entrencbmMit. without taking any pro* 
’CSvCioB to secure the riftng ground, which had been eo 
useful 10 hitn during th^ day. This oversight wae soon 
perceived by Meer Junla, a distinguished officer jo Aurung- 
sebe's service : who having obtained permlselOQ, advanced 
durittg the night and threw up a redoubt on the place, well 
lined with cannon, and defended by a select party of 
fnfaotry. 

As icon as daylight appeared, the negligent Slmjaa was 
awoke by the shot from the redoubt piercing his tents, and 
the cries cf hie women. He arose, and saw his error ; but 
ic was then too late ; and the only remedy left, was, 10 
move hli tents to another part of the line. 

Attrungsebe, who perceived the commotion in the 
eoemy's camp, thought this a proper opportunity to make 
a general assault. His army was already drawn out; and he 
ordered his elephants to advance and tread down the 
antrencbmeots. 

The troops of Shujaa, however, defended themselves 
lirdth great resolution rafter some hours' hard fighting, they 
dbttipeUad their enemies to retire; and, In turn, became the 
assaflauU. ^he prince, mounted upon an enonnoua, 
dephanc, the attack. He saw Anrungsebe at a distance, 
mounted to a eimiUi manner. Fate now seemed to have 
pieced tha decision pf the battle in bis own handa. He 
ordered hit driver to break through the crowd, and to impel 
the animal agauat t£at on which tiis brother rode* One of 
the officen of Aorungsebe, who was also mounted on an 
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elephant, percalving the inlentloca of Shujaa, rushed forward 
to meet him r the officec C7«rturned by the shock; bat 

the elejfhant of Shu]ea sufTered ao much by the concussion, 
that he Mood for a time trembling In ever^ joint, aod could 
^lot be egain induced io move forward. The disappointed 
prince was enraged at his adverse fortune; but, In this 
dHerntrin, a driver of the war slepbsDU that attended the 
'prince advanced against rhe emperor, and by the impetuous 
of the first shook, brought rhe royal elephant on his knMd. 
Aurungtebe, alarmed at hia sicaation, was about to dis- 
mount, when Meer Jumla, who was on horseback near hint, 
•called out, '^Aurungzebe, you descend from the throne V* 
The emperor cook the bint, and resumed his seat: la the 
rnean time, bis elephant, having recovered, arose, but would 
not advance. WhllR in this situaciOQ, one ofthe servantt, 
who sat behind Aurtmgzebe, shot the drive: of the other . 
elephant; but the furious animal still concinulng tc fight, 
the driver of the emperor's elephant dexterously mounted 
him, and drove him off; whilst the servant before men¬ 
tioned, took the driver’s seat in front of hie masKr, who, 
■finding bis elephant very unsteady, end much incJised tie 
run away gave orders for the ebain, which was used to fasten 
'the animal, to be locked round hie feet : by ^thie means he 
-wM'prevented from stirring /Von ibo spot. 

As It often happens that the success of a battle depends, 
apparency, upon an Inadequate cause, this determination 
and coolness of Aurungseba convinced his followers that he 
was resolved to conquer or to die) ahd,' admiring hfs 
magnanimlcy, tii«y' relied round Mm, and repulsed 
‘attack of the enemy. 

Shajaafio^DgUut his troops began to give way, and 
•that the elephant on which he rode was become untnt^bl!?, 
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tbo advice Alivcrd^ Khan { who ia said to iiavc becD* 
bribed by Aurun^asbe in aa uoiucky moment qultccd cbo 
eiephant^ and mounted bU borae. Tbl$ action could havo 
beon seen bj only a few of bis men who were near* his* 
person \ but the greeter park of the army perceiving th* 

am6hary{icil with ^ canopy) empty, 
Sttitsfi Sbojie def«l. ^ , . . . 

«d hy Aorunssabe. concluded their master was slain, and 

Qed with precipLudon. Aurungsebe 
was Dot in a lituation Immediately to pursue; and nJghr 
comiag on, gave the fugitives leisure to effect their retreat, 
though at the expenae of cbeir artineryi stores, and camjs 
e()uipage. 

The circumstances which took place, both In this battle 
and that of Benares, by no meaos entitle Shujaa to the 
panegyric passed on him by the author of cbe history of 
HlndoosCan : In neither instance did he evince any tklll 
or foresight as a general. He allowed himself 10 be shame* 
fbUy surprised on boih occasions, and sacrificed hie troopa 
by his negiigeuce aud wantof circumspection: k was also 
a circumstance well koown, that bis brother Dara had lost 
the victory by alighting from his elephoAC. 5hu|aa ahould 
therefore have taken warning by his example, and have 
kept hifi sear, though surrounded with danger and difficulty. 
As a poUdelan, his talents must appear despicable : doubt* 
less he should hive Had agents in the enemy's camp, to 
inform I him of the dlspceltions of the Chief. The event 
proved, that one«third of Aurungzebe's army, headed by 
,t3st MaharigB, were disaffected to hie cause ; and had the 
‘attack of Sbujaa been combined with the retreat of 
Hindoosv (there can be little doubt that the contut.would 
have terraipned diflerently, So strongly were hie 5con- 
lemporirtes conrlftoed „that be lost the. bat tie from his want 
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•of prudertcfl, that it 1$ Since become a proverbial itying in 
tiladooelan, ' 

''5ula« ject ba3y« apne haat hin.'* 

''Shujaftliiving wen the KHTnt*, tKrew k up wllh his own hinds.'* 

Terror and disgrace were tbecontpenions oi Shgjoe'i fight; 
he changed bis clothes; he threw oS every mark of dletlne* 
‘tlcn ; end hurried back to Pitna ii i privete tQen« He not 
only feared hla enemies, but thoee wbo bad hitberio been hie 
frleode: he app/ebended that the bribes of Aarungaebe' 
»would turn the swords of his oen soldiers sgslnit Him ; and 
•he feared to put coafidence la any man. Ax length, arrived 
at Paine, be fell re«Msured, and annoQoced to bli family a&d 
lubjecte hie safe relum. 

The morning after the bttUe, Aurungaetie datacbed bis 
*aon Mohammed, with ten thouiasid chosen horse, to pursue 
the unloriunale Shujaa. Hi i Orders were, not to relinquish 
the pursuit, till he had captured Ihe fugitive, or reached the 
^tei of Pacoa. Tbc young nan literally obeyed his Inairuo 
<iioo8; and anived at that cUy a very sbori time after h|a 
uncle, who, alarmed at the Budden appearance of the ,enemy^ 
•coniiDued his retiest to Hoogier. 

In the mean time, the anxiety of Auiungtebe being 
'quitted with respect to the consequences of Maharaja Jeswint 
Sing's revolt, he ordered Meer Jumla, who then bore iho 
'title of Khaa Sbanaa, with a numeroas and wolUappoinied 
•rmy, to follow the footsteps of the prince Mohammed, and 
'to assist him lu driving Shujaa from Bengal. 

Soon after the arrival of Sbujaa at Mongier, be was joined 
by a number of his dispersed followers ; and, having received, 
vtocne rcioforcelnemi from Bengal he strengthened the 
<oRlficaUooe of Mongier by deepening the ditch ! wi threw 
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up ciiuenchocneAtB from the fort to the hills, which formed 
e complete berrier eoem^'e advenclitg on that' 

side of, the river. Ha also sane ordera to strengthen the 
vorkeofTerrIagurry and Sick l/gullj, and to place garrisons 
of his best troops therein. 

The prince Mohammed having with llUla difficutl/ made 
hltneelf master of the clt^ of PetAS, waited there for the vrlvai 
of hia coadjutor, Meet Jamla, and the main body of the 
army. 

After the arrival of chat experienced officer at Patsa, h» 
sent iRtelligent splesi to procure him exact inforraatlon of 
Shujaa’s position; and having learnt that It wee such as would 
rSt^ulre much time and difficulty to force, ha summoned the 
zemindars of the neighbourhood of Patna to attend him j 
and from them.he forced the confession, that there was 
another road by which he might enter Bengal, but that it 
was elrcuitoue, narrow, and steep and little used, oo accouot 
otthe difficulties It presented, and the savage maaners of the 
taotsntalneers. This information was aufficlent for Jumla : 
he selected twelve thousand of bis best horse; and, unen¬ 
cumbered with any baggage, he took the route Sheregotty,* 
which is.situated fa the mountarna of Jarcund, In the mean 
lime the young prinoe Mohammed, with remainder of the 
royal army, proceeded, by easy merches, towards Mongler, 
and encamped within a f«w mllei of the fort. For several 
d«ya 4 iftar> lUrmlihlDg parties advanced from the camp, 
and made a ehow as if they lorended to assault the 
entrenchments: hy (base meaai the attention of Shujaa. 

* A mliiciry high read was made about thirty years ago^ 
fay this tome, ^om BeAsras to Calcuta, which Is OQO'thlrcb 
shorter ebsa the old r^d. 
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WAB occupied, lill hlft couriers brougfhr him inonuilon 
thftt the ecnin/ bed entered the Bissualpore clt^ from fata 
rear,* and were adveocio^ against this capital. This inteJli- * 
fence ovwwhslmed Shujaa with grief and astoniehmeot j 
he icnntadiatelf withdrew this troops from the trenchee and 
retreated co Rajeinahel, in which were iodged his family and 
treasures. 

The road being thus left open, the royal army advanced ^ 
and having.stormed the passes 0! Terriagurry and SlcUy- 
gully, invested Rsjemahel on one side, while Mecr Jumisk 
occupied the other: a communication between the armlee 
was speedily eSected ; and in a few days the bstteries opened 
agaioet the walls of the city. 

For six days, Sbujaa resisted all the attacks of tbe enemy ; 
but was then convinced that the place was do longer tenable. 

He embarked hie family and all his valuables oa board boats i 
and during a dark and stormy oigbt, crossed over the elver 
to Tondah, the fortiheacions of which he immediately 
ordered to be repaired. Fortunately for the tugUive prineer 
on the very night that he ma^e ble escape, rainy seseon set 
if) with great violence; the rivers were swollen by Corrents 
from the mountains, and the royal camp was leid nnler 
water. Keer Jumla, seeing It impoeslblo to puesae Shujaa, 
and that there was no remedy, was obliged to canton hla armyr 
fcT four months, in the vicinity of Rajemahel. 

This respite afforded to the unforiuae Sbujaa an oppor> 
tumiy of collecting all his troops from the lower part of 
Bengal. He aUp drew from thence a great train of anfller^, 
which was well served by Portuguese and other Europeans, who < 
willingly entered his service ; for thai prlacc, being of a gerfe- 
roue disposUiOR, and free from blgot^ gave encourigemetil' to 
people of all nations and rctigioos ; and, ft is said, promijMdt 
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monki, who, »iiic« LhcdeetrucClon of Hoogif, wore disponed Id< 
differenlptrLa of the cOontO'i that if he vaa Queceseful, he tyooid 
rebuild tbelf churches^ and restore then the privileges they 
enjo^d* under ibe einperorB rehenglre and Akbar. The 
aSaIrt of tbkt prince begui now to aesacne a more Etvoursbie 
Upecl! his iroops Anding thomMlvaa supported by a good 
tnfn ofartillBry and regularfy paid, reiuned their oonddence : 
and the eastern paria 6 f Bengal, bolag loteraected byrWere 
still afforded many opportunities ot prolonging the war and 
of eabauiting the patience and perseverance of his enemies. 

Dorfog the lime the armlea lay in this position, the war> 
boats of Shujaa frequaolly crossed the river and cannonsded 
the enemy's camp ; and hy night attacks, kept them In such a 
constant state of ^arm that Jumta found It advisable to 
abandon the dity of Rajemahel. end to encamp his army at 
eom« distance from the riverside. 

At thle juncture, an event occurred which, for a time' 
fejolced and animated die friends of Shujaa. and caused great 
slta^ and anxiety to the new emperor and his generals. 

The prince Mohammed who tn conjunction with Jumla, 
^ ^ ^ commanded *lho Imperial army bad, be* 

foTthe ^hc breaking out of the dvi! war, been 
dauihtorofShajae betrothed 10 hie cousin the daughter of 
Shujaa : the animosity between the brothers prevented the 
oprutfoimation of the marriage and the friends of both parties 
e^poeed It waj irrevocably broken off; even Mohammed In 
tbcftumult of the camp seemed to have forgotten the extolled 
ebarma of hli coutifl ; but the prlnceae moved by compassioa 
lot her father wrote to him an affecting letter with ber own 
baod, . She limeoted, ia the most pathetic terms, the hardneet 
of her fate, which had compelled her to see the man wbom 
■he bad long considered as her husband waging relenUeit war

fproipecta of the empire, to forfeit hia father'a favour and to 
abandon ‘‘HI the world for love." bowever, flattered 
himself, that e great portion of Ibe army, who were errongiy 
attached to him for his bravery and liberal(ly, wotlld follow 
him and espouse the cause of Shujaa. 

Sometime after the commencement of the correspondehca 
’the general, Meer Jumla, having removed his camp at same• 
dlatanoa from Rijemahel, the piinoe considered It a 
fovourable opportuoliy to sound the disposition of his troops. 
He eooordlngly invited a number of the ofHcera whom he 
eoaaidered as his best friends, to hla quarters; and laid open 
10 them hie disgust at the cruelty and tyranny of hie father, hli 


' resolution to espouse the cause of Shojaa, and his Intentfon 
of Irornedlately going over to Ton dah, whither he hoped be 
ehouid soon be followed by all hie friends, and a considerable 
pert of the army, whom he considered ae devoted to his 
interest. 

For some time the assembly remained.' mute with 
aslonlshreeni; bur. Instead of opposing the measure, and 
«pOla(lng out to the prince the folly of hie conduct, they, 
with chat hypocrisy and flattery which are so disgraceful 
*tO indlao manners, etid. "whatever your rsyal ^Ighoeii 
does, must he right : and there can be no doubt, 
Wae* M y^tt ffo over to Solwn Shujaa this 

bimceed evening, one-balf of the army wUl join 

leSiiuJee. Standard by suo«rlse." On these 

'vague csBurances t^e prince quitted Rajenahel that evening : 
4 )e embarked In a pleasure-boat, attended by a few of Us 
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confiddnilal eamati, as if ffolog to raoreuo oQ.tb^ 

Ganges; and in a vtty ahoxt (ima wae landed at a smaU 
dieianoe trora ToBdab,* wbaraha i»ae matb; Balund Akhteti 
the soDi and aevexal ofiioara of Shujta. 

, In the mean tine, the ptinoa'a quondam Eriendt returned 
to their tenu: and eaob man aolicicoue of gaioiag hvour with 
the* Imperial general sent oS an axpreaSr to loforni.Meer Jumla 
of the tolly of MohAtnmedi and the neceealtyof hit Immediate 
return Co the army» 

When Jumla received thlt Intelllgenoe, he was struck with 
attonishme&l at the madneet of the priace; but supposed It 
Iqipoesible that wctbouc having secured the allegiance of a 
latfa potion of the army» he could have been guilty of eucb 
an act, of fqlly : be was therefore doubtful whether he might 
venture to Mturo to Rajemah«l» fearing that the troops only 
waited to secure hit person, before they went over to Mo* 
hammed. He |i^c. length retoWed to do bU duty, as a lalthfuk* 
ofRcer, apd hasianad back to Rajemahol. Here he found 
evpl}’ (blog in like greatest confusion; some of the troops 
dispeysiilo plunder the quarters of those Chiefs who retained 
their loyalty, and others desirous of ssiskng the property of the 
prince; and the whole In a mutinous state, and wavering in 
their iDtentlons. 

The appearance of the general, for a time, silenced Che 
alorra : he mounted his elephant, and rode into Che midst Of 
the'ar^y: he then harangued them, and pointed out tho 
fbfiy'o! Mohammed, ; 9 hoin he stigmatized as a weak young., 
man, governed only by bis passion; that the causa ha had 
espoused was desperate; and should any of the troops be 
rash enough to follow blm, they might be assured they wero

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devoting themMivM to degtruetian. He concluded 
iflg he should ra&rch sgalnsl Lbe enemy u tOOn u the nioy 
maon wts over{ sad trueted, ifast before the end of that 
csTnpilgn he should be eomplelety master of ell fiengel. 
Thll speech had the desired effect Mbe majorUy were eon* 
vlflced by his reasoning; and the few who were Inclined to 
support Mohammed were afraid to avow their aentlmenta, on 
account of the paucity of their nuoibera: every man TCnmed 
quietly to his borne; and the general In order to puth^top • 
to further cabal, and to give ecnployment to their minds, sent 
out parties to seise all the boats they could coUecC, and to 
make every preparation for the construction of a bridge over 
the river, as soon as the senson would permit. 

Whilst such was the state of affaire at Kajemahel, the 
city of Tend ah waa a scene of festivity and rejolclog: the 
arrival of Mohammed commumeited hope and dcllghk tO 
every heart: Sbujaa received him with raptures, and' ^e 
fenmies hastaned the preparations for the wedding, Ko 
thoughts of danger, or anticipation of future events, were 
allowed to damp the joys of the present oiooienc The' 
ouptlala were celebrated with greet pomp and rejoicings; buf, • 
alas 1 the festivities were scarcely concluded, when tHey wdre 
awoke from their dreaiu of happiness, by intelligence ol the 
approach of the Imperial forces. 

Shujaa, disdaining or fearing t6 trust to the fortiAcatlons 
of Tondab, encamped, his army on the plain*, some nilea 
dlstam from the olty, and resolved once more to try fa is 
fortune lo a pUebed battle. Ho had great conddence la, bis. 
own troops; end was led to believe, from the assertions* at 
Mohammed that part of the loiperltl aioiy would join him 
the hret opportunity; on which account he assigoed M 
prince a conspicuous post in the ceotre of the fijgtnilMr* 
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wbeDce his stKadurd could be eaaitr distioguiehed b; his 
' frieods, SB the^ sdvaeed. 

The general, bavlog completed hli bridge of 

bosti, or discovered a ford, crossed the river near $oo^; &nd, 
ooQviiiced dI die auperlorU^ of hia hirdp veterans of ibe 
north over the &ew]^*rilHd levies of 8hu)aa, he was delighted 
U) find the enemy la the iieldi He advanced with impadeiice ! 
and when he beheld, from a diBtcnca, the standard of hfoham* 
med, he saleeted one ot his most troiC'Worthy ofliccr to attack 
that post, with direciiona, if poisibisi to secare tbe prince. 
The battle commenced by a distant cannonade, iQ which, 
probably, the army of Shujaa had the advantage : Meet Jumla, 
theVefoce, directed his cavalry to advance; and, when 
aufUciently near, ordered his select corps to make a charge 
> upon fSohammed :, his orders were rapidly obeyed; and the 
Tniogulded prince, supposing it was a body ol-his. friends 
coming to join him, dtreeled his artllldty 

to cease firing. The mode of ihelr attach 
convinced him of hie error, but It was too 
’ late; the first Una was thrown into confusion ; they fled, and 
•communicated their pole (o the second line, when the route 
htcame general. The el deal aoQ of Shujaa was severely 
'S^QUnded i and an Immense number of the Bengal troops 
were slaughtered by the Moghul cavslt)*. 

•Shujaa, and bis unfortunate soii*!n'law, effeeCed thslr 
• escape to the city; but fearing to trust to ite strength, embark¬ 
ed, that Dl|ht, with their famlUea and treasures, onboard 
’^SWtf throwing boats, and made the beet of their way to Dacca, 
whilst fhdtsQopy dispersed, them selves la all quarters. 

Jumla ’Waf Surprised at hia own success V and (he follow- 
'ing morning, igoorant of the filghtol the princes, advanced

When the' firet intelligence of MoHamned'e doeerflon 
reached Aurungiebe, he was overwhelmed with rig« tnd^ 
astonishment, and concluded that the whole arotf WQQld 
follow the example of Ibe prince : he feared, not onlp 
that Bengal was ioSK, hut that Shujaa would again be enabled* 
n> oontend with him for the empire. 

Bat as, notwithatandiog his aumeroua faults, that moDardv. 
possessed the quality cf bravery In a Superior degree, be gave 
instant orders for his army 10 take Che field ; and had acOullyi 
marched several days on the route to Bengal, when he 
received the agreeable news of the success ofhlsumiat 
Toudah. This event ntiafied him that he hid Uctle to fear 
from his btOLher: he therefore returned to Dehly; where, 
rejecting on the strange conduct Of his son, to whore he pvUy 
.owed the crown,* he devised tbe following ilratagsm^ta break?, 
that conDeetioa (he youth bad so- hastily formed; Hw vore 
a letter at if addressed secretly to Mabonoted ; and sent fe 
by a special messenger, wUb dlreciioaa io.throw hlmasl^' 
tn the way of Shujaa's spiss, so that Aft should be discovarsd, 
and the letter taken from him. The contents were ai follow: 

our beloved son* Mobamned, whose happiness and* 
safety are joined wlib our life. It was with regret and aorrbw’ 
that we.paMd with out.eoh, when hii . valour became wem-

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sary to ctrry on the war against Shnjai. We hoped, from 
the love we bear to our Crst-botO) to be graiiried soon with hit 
return ; and that he would have brought tho enemy captive to 
our pTeience in the epace of a month, to relieve our mind 
from aoKiety and fear. But seven months paued away, with* 
outthe oompletion of the wiahea of Aurungaebe. Instead of 
adhering to your duty, Mobammad, you betrayed yoot father, 
and threw a blot oa your own Came. The smiles of a woman 
have over come Jlllal piety. Uoaour la forgotren In the 
brightness oF her beauty ; and he who war destined to rale 
die empire of the Moghuls, has himself become a slave. But, 
u Mohammed seeme to repent of hla folly, we Forget hia 
crimes. He hue invoked the name of Ood to vouch for bli 
slnoerity; and our parental affection returns: he has already 
our forgivenese ; but the execution of what he proposes Is 
(he only means tb regain our favour/* 

The letter made an Impression on the mind of Shujae, 
wbtob all the protestations of MohaoiTued could not remove : 
hebecacne illoDt and discontented. He had an affection For 
the prince; and he waa more enraged at being disappointed 
cn the judgment which he had formed, than at the supposed 
treachery. Having continued three days in this agitation of 
mind, be at last sent for the prince: he (old him, Id the 
praaeflCe of bis council, that, after all struggles oF affection 
With. ibsplcIOD, the latter had prevailed f that be could no 
longer bobotd Mobamiaed with an eye oF friendship, should 
he avaasvei; to hla innocenoe In the holy temple of Meeta ; 
(hak the hQod of union and conftdeneev which bad lately 
suhitMd between them, was broken ; and that, Insteed of a

•Mohammed) on thle solemn occasion, could not refrain 
frore tears. Ke felt the injustice of the reproach; he admired 
the magnanimit; ofShujaa; he pitied his mi^rtunes f but 
hU own conditioQ was equally deplorable. Ke knew the 
stern rigour of hfs fsther. who never trusted any man twicer 
he knew that bis difficulty of forgiving was equal to his 
caution. The prospect wae gloomy on either side: diattau 
and misery were with Sbujaa, and a prisoa was the least 
panlshment to be expected from Aurungsebe. He took 
'leave, the next day, of h/s fathet*in*1aw ; that prineo preaented 
•bis daughter with Jewels, plate, and money, to 1 great amounr; 
and the unfortunate pair purmsd their journey tothalm* 
perial eaiap. 

Mohammed, accompanied by his spuute, tho daughlei 
of^ajaa, moved slowly towards the camp ofjumla. HIS 
meltncboly increased as he advanced rbut whither could bo 
'fiy f Mo pan of the vast empUe of Indte wta Inpervloua to 
tbearme of Auruagsobe; and he was not posiesaed tff the 
means of escaping beyond the llmiti of blS'fether'apbwar: 
he Was even ashamed to shew himself asiongkroopa whom 
•he had deserted. Regret succeeded to foliy; and hescar'Ce 
could (wdect with patfence on the pirr, though the fgtrcaast 
of his misfoxtunss stUI kept be)* dottlaton osar his mind, 
^ving appioacbed 'VltiHiP'e Jew m^s of the imperiahir 
ha sent id simoUBce MiartWal tO’fbC’Vltler. That aiihlRtst* 
butened to recel^^ him with ail the honours due to bis rank r. 
.4 squadron WtH dKwn iwordg formed around 
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they wero hit keepers rather (ban guards. Jumis, the 
next day, received a packet from court, whfch contained* 
ordefi to send Mohan med, aboald he fall Into hla hands* 
under a strong; escort to Debt/. The officer who command¬ 
ed the pasty *ivas ordered to obey tho cominande of the 
prince ; but he at the tame received initructlons to watch* 
hie motions, and to prevent his etcape. 

Mohemnsdi though brave and enterprising like hla lalher> 
vas destitute of his policy and art. Precipitate, full of fire, 
and inconsiderate, he waa more fined for acting as a partieaia 
than ae a general, and was therefore lees adapted for war thai> 
for battle. Haughty In hie temper, yet easy >n bis addreiSf 
and to enemy to cruelty. An absolute stranger to tear, ho 
was daring and active on eccaslone of danger; but he knew* 
hit own merit; and hla self'canceit induced him to ascribe to 
his own descialve valour (be whole success of hie father. Ho 
bad betf^ often known to say, that he placed Auxungzebo 
on the throne, when he have possessed h hitneell, 

Katuraiiy open and generous, he deipieed che duplicity of 
hie father, and disdained power that must be preserved by. 
art. His free conversations upon these aubjecte estranged 
from him the affection of his father, who seems to have 
cofifeSSed bis merit by hia own fears. Had Mobsm' 
mecL accepted of the Offer of Shah Jeban,* when ha 
selasd that prince, he had courage and activity suffU 
olsD^ to have kept poaseselon of the throne of the 
Moghull) but he neglected the golden opporlunily; and 
abewed ,hla love of sway, when ho waa not posseiMd^oE 
aoy laflonal .meana.to aci^ulre the empire. Hts misfciMoei, 
however; were greater thsio bis folly: he passed seven yean 49.

event occurred In the year 1070. 

Meet jumla, having seeded the aRaIca of the wescer& 
Bengaf, marched wUh his forces towards i)acca; and tho 
unfortunate Shuju, whose treasures were now nearly exi* 
haueied, and bls army reduced to Afteen hundred borse, And^ 
ing oppoeiOon vain, resolved. In order to spare the further 
effusion of blood, CO abandon his country,—by embarking oik 
board a ship at the port of Chittagong,* sad proceeding 
from thenco to the sacred shrines of Arabia, where ho 
might spend the remainder of his life lo acts of devotion, 
either at the temple of Mecca, or in the vicinity of the tomb of 
bia ^t^phet. If thl^ measure failed him, he still had thw 
alternative of proceeding co Arracan, and of soUufng cho 
protection of the prince of that couotry. 

Having thus reconciled himself to his adverse fate, ho 
placed his bmily and valuables upon elephants; and attended 
by a small body Of cavalry, atuT a few of his friends, who 
geiurousUy refused co leave him in his distress be crossed the 
^rivetSurbannpooter ; and having entered the wild mounuina

of sending forward an envoy, to explain to the Raja his 
situation, and to solicit hia bospirallty and protection, be was 
met on the frontier by an o£ 5 cer from that p/lnce, witik 
assurances Of his protection and friendship. ; 

These were the first consolatory words Shujaa had heard 
for a long time. He and his family were delighted to think 
their wanderings were now at an end; and, as they had mUI 
a considerable quantity of gold and jewels with tbemilhby 
hoped to pass their lives la com/on in that retired part of 
the world; or that some revolution in the politics of H^doos< 

• tan mighr enable them to return thither as (heir ancestor 
Homayon had done from Persia. 

The royal fugitives were met, at some distance from the .. 
city of Arracan by a cavalcade, and escorted to a house 
prepared fpr their leceptLon. There the assurances of tltp : 
Raja were agttu repeated ; and, as a proof of his hospltali^ 
a large supply of provisions, fruit, &c, was presented^ as 
welcome offering. . .^0% . 
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For Bome tfmo cb« conduct the Raja wa7'aR<f3^:of- 
tionable ; but, whether aUrmad by the thfeara, or wbHb^ the 
brlbee of the goveroor Of Bengal, «Ma' behaviour auddbnly 
ohftBged t be became cold and reserved; and his servants 
M longer attended to the rites Ol hOapHancy. At length 
be sent Shujaa a verbal meseage, that he muat efiher give him 
hie daughter in marriage* or immediately quit kingdom. 

first of theM demands wae an ioiult the uofortunate 
prince did not expect. He replied In haughty terma, that

the neccy of Aurungzebe, who, he dotted not, would forgive, 
thefr attsrohmunt to him, when assured that he no longer 
•existed. epee oh e/as heard ^ Rielancholy aUention 

•mfl > silence; but, when conc^de^ the whole assembly 
dedared theft only sasbillcD was W ibhed their blood Iq his 
.defence. * > 

In th« mean t^e, th« Raja, having astern bled his odtJacil, 
alarmed them'by the . circumstantial detail of a plot, which 
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be pretai^d&d S&u)U. b»d Uld> to BUiiBiiciACe him, tnd to 
take poe 9 «fBipn (ha.throDe of Amcan. Notvitbaten^ttg 
tbe sOV2!i;MjB ia the highest degree impro^le, some of tb$ 
council effected to believe It; aod gave It u tbeir opioioQ) 
that the foreigners should be immediately sent outoftb^ 
country: but as the followers of Boodh are prohibited trom 
shedding blood, except Iq battle, tbe council voold no( 
autHoriae the R&ja to touch the life of Ins prisonec; ttnd 
although tbe ptM^ces of Artac&n were despotic io thelf powpr* 
they wished to have all their acts sanctioned by the coupfltK 
which consisted of a certain number of tbeir principal o^oete 
and mlnlsiera.* , 

The Raja was therefore obliged to limit his orders to bit 
troops, to retriQve tbe Moghule from their present rcsldengo, 
and compel.them to take the route of Cnictagong ; but if, 

80 doing, the life of one of hie subjecte should be I0&, 
officer commanding wa^ at liberty to satiate fail revenge. 
Such a Biibterfuge was ^.mjrthy even of an eastern despot, 
who in hla own mind had fully detennined Che fate o£ his

The spot on which wae aUuared the tempaiary •hpute 
fUled up for Shujaa. was a narrow bank, with the’tfvetln 
tbe front, and aiupeodous cUffs behind: the on^ approach 
was. therefore, by one or other flank ; chase Shujaa had 
Iftken care to bairlcade in the best manner he could; and 
placed bis eon, with cweniycf hid friends, at one end of the 
DaSa, while he, with tbo renalnder of bis adherents, defended 
the other, 'i

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ThQ favourir^ afzns of th4 Arracanners were a ahonv airor^ 
and bodcler; with these ihaf advanced, with horrible fhoota, 
cowards (he residence of Sb^aa, but without discharging any 
missile weapons wMlii the Moghuls, fgnorant of their 
^sjbdioes and instructione, received (hem with t volley of 
■rrova, which laid many of the assailants', level with the 
ground. The object of the Raja was aceomplllihed r b)a 
people now sought reveoge; and terrible as aseallanis^ they 
clambered to the top of the precipice, end hurled down Huge 
stones on the heads of Shujaa aod his friends, whose aiteniion 
was occupied TO defendiag the flanks of (heir position. The 
contest wee no longer equal; the Arracanners, supported 
•very aiomenr by fresh troope, were Incessant in their 
attacks: whilst the Moghuls, wearied by the slaughter of 
their enemies, were at length overpowered, and the greater i 
aumber of them hewn to pieces. 

Shujaa was one of the last who fell: he was sttlnned by 
, a large etoae throne from the precipice. 
eo®ee!«!<idre".Md instantly seised disarmed, and 

bound ; and was afterward placed irt a 
email canoe, with two of his aUeodaots, who insisted upon 
accompanying him. They were carded Into the middle of 
fheetream; when (he boatmen, having pulled cut some plugs 
i(Oi& the bottom of (he vessel, jumped overboard, and were 
MpQ picked up by another boat. The prince, being fast 
bduffdi sunk without a struggle 1 but his two friends made a 
yais effort fo save themselves, by swimoiing; the breadth of 
Che rpmt, or the opposhioD of their enemies, prevented their 
reaching the uboee; aod they obtitned that death which, 
according fo tHe reflations of AeracaO, was ihe exclusive 
privilege of ttb toyjrf family,* •' /

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Tbe wifd and daa^htera of Shuju, in a fit of deepafr,

When the Ra^a had the Insolence to wait upon Piaree 
iRanu (the beloved princess), who was celebralod in Bengal 
foe her wit and beauty, she drew a dagger, and attempCed lo 
stab the wretch; hot falling in her design, she turned it 
against heraelf, and fell by her own hand, Of the three 
daughters, two are said to have put an end to their mlt- 
dorrunas by poUon; the third was forcibly married to ihe 
Raja, but did not locg survive her disgrace. 

Of the sons of Shujaa, the eldest, sixteen years of age, 
was wounded severely in the battle; the other was still an 
'infaoC: they were kept as pilsoasrs for a short time, and 
'then coenmitted to a watery grave. Such was the melancdioly 
•end of Shujaa, and hie family : a prince deserving a milder 
(ate; but bis virtues were bener adapted for private (hao Wt 
public life. He might have filled wUh credit the throne of a 
^eU'regulaisd and esiabllahed kingdom; but he had sot 
energy or ability to contend with such a rival as Auruogpebe; 
e)or prudence to remain content with a pfovlncs, whlU. be 
ebought himself emltled to the empire. Ho prinbe*Denver 
more beloved than Shu j as: rolslorrune, and even death ttself, 
•could not deprive him of his friends: and though his fate i 
•waa not known In HI ndooitan for some years after hia death, ' 
yetrit filled every eye with te^ra i and when the melancholy 

imelJigeace was communicated to Shah Jehan, he exclaimed, 
^‘could not the cursed Infidel have left one 
eon of *ShQ}sa alive to avenge the wrongs

As this oiTicer has made, and will stHt make, a conspicloua- 
figure la this blaCory, it ia thouifM requisite U> jjlve sor^te 
account of Vie origin, and rise in llfr. 

Mohammed, generaily cellevi Meer Joomla, was horn in 
the vicinity of lapahan, a city for many years the c^^ital pf 
Persia. When arrived at the age of manhood, he imitated' 
the example of a number of his successful countrymen, and' 
went to seek his fortune In India. His pro- 
A, D. cfiso. pirtous stars led him to Golcondah ; where, 
about the year A. H. tobo, he obtained an employment, In 
the service of the Sultan Abdallah Koottob Shah sovereign' 
of Telingana; and, fay degrees rose to the command of the 
army. Whilst In this situation, be subdued the country called 
CarnnUc Bala Ghaut, which yielded a revenue of forty lacks- 
( 4,000,000) of rupees per annum, and comprehended the* 
strong fortresses of Gunjy Kotta and Sudhoot. As.this 
district Is very rich, and contains several diamond ntlOA,, 
Meet Jccmla was suppposed to have collected great vrealth' 
for himself: in proof of this fact, ha raised a select corps of 
$000 cavaTry, which he maintained at bis ovu expense. 
This circumstance shortly reused the envy end /eaiousy of 
all the courtiers, and caused suspicion in the mind of the 
Sultan. 


During the period that Meer Jocmla was employed in chS' 

Carnatic he left his son, Meer Mohammed Ameen. to he his ^, > 
agent at court bat the youth, pufied up with pride at the 
success of his father, conducted himsBif In a very dissolute as^ i '' 
disrespectful manner and ha<l the audacity to come to. 
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one in » eiue of lnt9x(eAtlon»An^ fo fal? ejJeep OA ihc 
.prince's ntuiDU<) t* eucK behaviour could not pase unnolioed ; 
he was eeverolj reprimanded, and /orbidden to appear in The 
'presence of the Sultan, 

Wbao Ibla in(eU1g:ence reached Meet Jootnlt, he vvaa 
cOfl<riaced that hli enemies were plotilag hia ruin, and 
Hhac h would be unsafe for him to leiurn to ^oloondab. 
ble Therefore made overturea to the prince \urung- 
.sflbfl, 'xho then commanded the Imperial ariny In the 
IDckhan, which were favourably received j a&d the prince 
having recDDoieaded him to the emperor 
Shah Jchan, an envoy was (A. H. lOdTi) 
sent from Dahly, to tlie court ol Rooltub Shah, lo demand the 
discharge of both father and son ; for the former of whom the 
envoy carried a commiaiion of commander of horse, 
end for the son the rank of Co/onel of aooo, in rhe imperial 
service. 

Before the arttval of the anvoy, Roottib Shah, having 
leamt the object of his mission, eon lined Mohs m mad Ameao, 
.and aaiasd aU the property of ibe father that he could cTiecover. 
This conduct drew on the Sulraxi the vengeance of AurungZebe; 
•afi army, under the command of bis son Mobarnmed, entered 
Telingaha t and, having laid waste the country, and'plundered 
the city of Hyderabad, compelled tbe Sultan to deliver up 
KTesr Joomla and his sOa, with all ibelx wealthy and to 
fptfOhMe his own pardon by a preeenc of one million sterling, 
.and by giving hie daughter In marriage to Mohammed.f

received : they then^ proceeded to )om 
•Aunngze^t by whom they were treated with great respect, and 
«h‘lnt)Tnacy was cediented between the partfee. On'thc 25^ 
of Kamzan they reached Delhy, end had the honour of being 
tDtroduced to the emperor. On this occasion Meet Jooinia 
presented hla majesty with a large diamond, worth two Ucahnd 
sixteen thousand rupeea; also sixty elephants, and other 
valuable oommoditiei; amounting, in all to the value of fifteen 
lacs of rupees. 

In return, Jooxnla was honoured with the title of Mnasim 
Kbsn, the rank of oommaoder of 6000 horse, with the Insignia 
of standards and ketile-drums ; the olTice of Dewan, at>d a 
present of five lacs of rupees 10 specie. The knowledge and 
abilities of Joomla recommended him in a high degree, to the 
emperor; and the place of Vlaier having soon after become 
vacant, bv the death of Saadulla Khan, not withstanding 
all the opposition of the prince Dara, who was averse to 
joomla, from his connection with Aurungsebe, that oSeer vfas 
appointed to the highest oihee in tbe empire. 

In the civil wars between the brothers, for Lbe throne, 
Joomla took part with his patron, Aumngaebe; joined his 
camp near Kudjws, tbe day preceding the battle with Shujea ; 
and, by his abilities and coarage, contributed much to tbe 
success of i^at day. The high opinion smeriatlned of him by 
Aurunftaebe i« evinced by his havlog been selected to carry on 
the war against Sbujaa ; and bis conduct on that oecasiaiS 
'gained for him the applease and esteem of his sovereign. ' 
eras promoted to the rank of generelfsBloo of the

tbeae rivers pour tb^r Uriftsd eireaiDS into the ocean near 
Deccan Shabaspore.* 

The prince ohb'la Country, named Jydej Slug had, during 
the civil i^are, sent an army down (he Burhampoott; which bad 
plundered and laid waste the country as far as Dacca, and 
•carried away with them a number of the inhabilante as slaves. 

To avenge these insults, and to re*«stabllsh the fame of 
the Mogbul government, was an object of great solicitude 
to Meer Joe m la ; who as soon as ti$ was 
satisfied with regard to the prince Shujaa, 
in the year 1071, collected, in the neighbourhood of Dacca, 4 
numerous army, well equipped with aiLlUery and warlike 
atoree, and accompanied by a strong fleet of war*hoals. 

Meer Joomla, having previously obtained the sanctlCA 

^ the emperor, early ia the year (Ofa, 
B«i94r. marched, at cbe head ol hes forces, from 
A. 1661. Dacca. As he had embarked Ma heavy 
artillery and etorea on board the fleet, he directed hia march 
along the bank ol the Durhaapooter : but aS there was no 
regular road by this route he was frequently obliged to cut

(he end, facilitated bia con^ueat; for the Raja of Coooh* 
Bebu, not ex peeling (he ttivaaion from that quarter, had. 
directed all hie attention to fortify and def^d the two Other 
roadi which led to hia capital. Such were the dilhcvirlet 
that occarred In thia route, that Che general was hlmael^ 
obliged 10 set art example CO his troopi by taking the axe ia 
bis own hands, tod cutting down a free. On seeing thie 
action, the proud Moghuls, who, previous to that time, had 
considered fighting as their only duty, alighted from theic 
horses, and exerted themaeWes In clearing the way. By. 
their endeavours, nnd the co.operaiion of a number 
elephants, a road vraa at length formed ; which enabled Meer 
Joomla to approach, with little opposition, the city o! Behart,. 
and the Raja, sensible of his Inability to Oppose SO formidable 
an enemy, took to flight and concealed himself In the woods 
and hills. On the syth of Rubby-aUAvul 
D»miob«n (^hifd month), Meer Joamla took pOS* 

** session of the capital of Cooch Behar; end 

in compliment to the reigning emperor, changed Its name to. 
Alumgeernsgur. 

As 1 C was the iotentlon of Meer JOOtnIa to retain 
PflSsession Of that disirlcc, he appointed Syed Mohammed 
Saduc to be chief judge, with diteciions to destroy all the 
Idolatrous temples, and to enact mosques In their stead. 

1 He, Wever. Issued orders to bis troops not to plunder, or 
li^ute any of the Inhabitants; but to seize upon all the 
property of the Raja, wherever It oould be fouod- To evince 
hlf seal lor religion, the general hlmscU, with a baRle-axer 
broke the cclebcated bnage of Narain (the priodpsl object o£ 
worship of the Hindoos of that .province), and afterwarda- 
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ASCtadtDg to ch« roof of the cenploi procIticneJ the Moham* 
me 44 Ci 61^1 to p»veri. With ehia ex«&pclon on the article of 
religion., ftteer Jooale would not permit hie troops to be* 
guilip of any Injustice to hit new lubjecta ; and inatlcuted a* 
court/or the express panlehcnent of plunderers, or other 
offsodera. 

By these means, the inhabltanta of Coocb Behar bM«me 
reconciled to tbeir invaders; and manyof them» whoMd fled^ 
from the city, returned to their habitations. At lengttt, 
BIflhen <Nara|n, the son of the Raja, who was on bad terms 
with his father, came in: at the iostanca of Meer Jootnla, he* 
was converted to the Mohammedan faith ; and on the 
promise of being raised immediately to the Raja, undertook, 
to seise hi a father. ^ 

To effect this Impious undertaking, a considerable fopee„ 
under the command of Isfundiar Beg, was sent with Blsheiv* 
Narain, who entered the woods, and having pursued the 
Raja for some time, compelled him to take refuge io a hiH 
foxt of Bootan; the Only entrance to which was by a bridge 
composed of Iron chains, |and which was easily taken to 
pieces on the approach of an enemy, Although disappoLptsd 
in seieing the Raja, they captured hii principal mli^ltier, 
with all bis family and wealth: they also found, bv the wood, 
s$o, guuSt great and small, and much other property all 
of which wW forwarded to Dacca. 

Meer Joomla, h|vjng settled the revenues of Coocb* 
Behar at leu face w Narain rupees, and mads his arrange* 
menta, left fourteen hundred hone, and two thousand 
musquereers, under the command of Isfundiar Beg, to* 
Buppoit the new government > and proceeded to the conquM^ 
of Assam. . • i * . 
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Aft Mssr Jaoifila wmi retolved sot to quit alghc of hi* fleet, 
•00 vbiob were caberke^ hia stores end depot of provielons, 
he regained the banka Of the Burhampooter; and, having 
croiaed that river, near RaDgain<jit7, «c ihJ expense of great 
A 0 i«a labour and much ddfly, ho formed a rued 
which enabled him to proceed by eh ore 
•ategee. During this maruh, aa the imperial aemy wae obliged 
to drag the boafe against eiroog current, and the troopa were 
neceaeitated to cross rivers and to clamber over predpicat, It 
frequently happened that ibelr day's journey did not exceed 
one or two miles, •dtUlng which time, although not opposed 
by the enemy in front, they were often annoyed on their 
ilanks, by small parties of the Asstxnese bring on them, from 
behind trees, or wherever the nature of the ground perraltied 
them to sppioach unseen : but ss the general shared lo all 
the fatigues and danger, frequently walking the whole way, 
die troops continued to advance without munnuring, aUbotigh 
thah rest was oftea broken, after a most fatiguing day's 
journey; by the night atracke of enemy. 

After a most wearisome march, the Moghul army came in 
sight of die fort of Semyle,* built upon a hill, which com* 
nkanded the river, and wsa garrisoned by 20,000 men, 
4 ilpporied by a Uset of war*boats, anchored across the stream. 
Meer Joomla iaiiaediately gave ordfira for his boats to attack 
thole of the enuTny, while he invested the fortress by land. 
His esnnoo, which were probably served by Europeans, 
quickly dispeiaed the Aaaameae flee ft; and the garrison, 
dfipirlted by .tbelr retreat, abandoned the post during the- 
nlghl.

The Moghul general, having taken possession of the 
feme99, wbiob he aaiaed AUa Allah (the gift of God), 
placed a garrfaon therein : he then proceeded oa his route j 
and, after capturing a number of other places, on the luctb 
of Shaban (' 3 th month) took posseasioa of Ghergo'flg, the 
capital of the kingdom. 

As the Moghul army required some rest after their 
banssing journey, and the rainy season waa approaching, 
Meet Joomla cantoned his troops la the vicruity of the river 
extending from Ghergongto Mutteapore, a disiancu of seven 
miles; and, as the Reja had fled at hi a appearance, and taken 
shelter in the mauntalns, ho was under no apprehension of 
any molestation from the Inhabitants of the country, to the 
principal of whom he had granted protection, and taken their 
promise of alieglance. Misled by this conUdence, Meer 
Joomla despatched couriers to iho eraperor, Informing him, 
that he had opened a road to China, and hoped, next campalp, 
•to display the Moghul standards in that rich country. 


This inreUigenee afforded much pleasure to Aurungzebe, 
who flattered himself that hie victorious banners would meet, 
io the distant regloa of Chios, those of bis Tartar reladons, 
the descendants of Jeogiez Khan. He, ia consequence, gave 
orders for a numerous levy of troops to be assembled at 
^hly, for the purpose of supporting Meer Joomla, and 
mnintaioing his conquests. The emperor also conferred on 
Mohammed Ameen the son of JoomU an honorary dress, as a 
irstlmony of respect for his father: he also wrote to the 
geoeral a letter, with his ova baod coogTitulating him on his 
'Success aod eDCOuroging him to proceed: but alas I these 
JiOpes were of a shoit-Iived duration.

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The riiln7 season ol the year toys set In vitb uncommoo 
violence; the rivers overflowed their baoki^ 
end laid the whole of the valley of Aasain 
under water; forage was nowhere procurable; and the MoghuV 
cavalry,* ot whom the Assamese were so much afraid that 
hundreds of them often fled before ten horsemen could do 


longer act. 

The Raja returned at the head of hla troops, from the 
mouQ tains; and, having aurrounded the Moghuls on every 
side, cut off all lopplies from the couutry. Provisions beoame 
scarce; and the dampness of the climate, or malignity ot the- 
^r, occasioned a peitileoiUl disorder which swept o 
number of the troops: distress in every form attacked the 
Moghuls; but, as it was Impossible either to advance or retreat 
there was no other remedy for them but patience. 

During the period that the Moghul army was thua 
surrounded with mlafortunes, the Assamese were incessant iu' 
their night Rttacks and succeeded in coltiag oR several of 
the detached parties; they also, wUh poisoned arrows, severely 
wounded maoy of the principal offlceis and killed a number of 
the men and horses. 

At length, la the month of Rubby-al-Avul (3rd month) of 
the year 1073, tho rains begsm to subside. 

A. O, j 66a -3. ground to appear, Meer J oomla 

bat oot a moment In retaliating on his enemies; he sent out 
detachments to beat up their quarters; and wherever an 
opportunity oRerredfot the cavalry to act, they drove the 
Assamese before them, *ilke sheep before the wolf.*' The 
Raja agdn fled to the mountains, and sent an envoy to loRcit 
peace. Meer Joomla either was, or pretended to be, averse to 
any other terms than absolute submission; bm being attacked 
by a vloleut dysentery, and the troopi mutinous to return 
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to B«n^, ho it length listened 10 the sollciulloni Q^ 
Dllere Kban and other oOlcers and agreed 10 withdrav hia 
troops from AasiQ* on condition of the Raja paying a large 
sum of money, presenting a number of eiapliantf, yielding up 
his daughter to be married to one of the princes, and promis* 
ing an annual tribute. ^ , 

These terrT>« having, been accepted by the Raja, to envoy 
arrived In lu,; Moghul eanip on the 6tb of the second Jemmad 
(dch monto), and presented to Meer J00mla so,000 (olahaof 
gold,* t ,008,GOO tolaha in silver, forty elephants and Ivo 
young ladles; one Said to be the daughter cf the Raja and 
the other the daughter of a powerful chief whose territorlea 
adjoined Assam t he also brought four young men, of 
good family) to remain as hostages for the paytuent Of the 
anuual tribute. 

While Meer Jooala thus successfully conducted the war 
in Assam, lafundiar Beg and the other ofllcers whetn ho had 
left in charge of Coocli Eebar, by their oppressions and 
tyranufeal conduct, so disgusted the inhabitants of that* pro¬ 
vince, that they rose In a body, and aolielted their expelled 
Raja, Beemnaraln, to return among thorn, and again. (0 
assume the reins of government. 

As soon as the Raja found him self sufficiently powerful he 
sent a polite meassge to Uhindiar Beg, and Mobemmed Saleh, 
the governor and coiumander of tbc iroope, that if they would 
retire peaceably and quietly fcoca hia dominions, they migljt 
do so unmoiested ; but if lliey persisted in lemalni&g, they 
should have reason to repent their obstinacy. 

The Moghul Chiefs at first: disregarded this menace; 
but after several skircuishes. In which they lost a number of

In the middle of J«nm»d Awsny (fiih monlh.I Mftor 
Joomie commcaced Ms retuta to Bengal. At this period hie 
army was $0 much reduced by famine and sickness that nine 
men out o^ ten were with difficulty Iransportad ; and many of 
them daily perished on the march \ while the ^eoewl himeelf 
was oearly oshweiad by hie disorder, 


In the end of Slie^baa ( month ) the army arrived at 
Gbowhatty on the confines of Cooch Bohnr ; and, notwllh- 
alandhrg tbe weak state of Meer Joomla, he selected ftU the 
efficient part of the army, and seut them, under the command 
of Resheed Khan aod Asghur Khan, 10 reconquer that province. 
He then proeveded, with tbe remainder of hie forces, towards 
Btcea i hut on his arrival at Khixerpore, his constitgtion being 
exhausted by fatigue and disease, he resigned bis soul to ihc

Meer Jumle was 00c of those characicre who have risen 
more In consequence of their owft abilities than by any pecgllar 
LniWQce of good fortune. He possessed an excellent under- 
Standing, great cooUieas of mind, and ondaunted courage, 
He was calculated for the intrigues of the cabinet, as well as 
ht tire sKalagems ot the field. In private life he was amiable 
and just. H« disdained to use ungenerous means agalnK 
his adversaries, and even expressed bis Joy on the escape ^ 
of Saltan Shujaa from ble arms. Till his death he retained 
the tUle-of Vljier, though the duties of the office were perform¬ 
ed -by hie deputy, Raja Rat^gonalb. Hii death wee s^en 
regretted by «« EtfropBane, who had formerly complained 
of bis exacLiotfs, 
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Wb0D th« emperor w&s informed of the destb ot H«er* 
Joomla, and' the unaacceaeful (efoioation of the expedition 
IQ Aetam, he tvas greatlf distteaaed; and not the prince 
Mobamtoed Muazlm to condole vtth the family of the 
deceased Chieti and to assure bU soa, Ameen £han, of 
the imperial favour and support: but the eaemlea of 
Aurungzebe were of oplojon that he was much pleased

Af TEK the death of Meer Joomla, the government of Bo)- 
gal was conferied on Shaiite Kbanj the Ameeral-Oocab^.jISIs 
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of tbe celebrated Vitter Asuf Jab, and nephew of the empress 
Hoorjebaa; bot as that ofltcer had not then recovered from 
the grounds he bad received *81 Poona in the Paccan from 
the aiaaseins of the MahratTa Chief Seva^e,* he was 
permitted to govern tbe province by his deputy Daoud Khan, 
and did not proceed thither notil the

year 1074. 

The affairs of the province, at that period, required tbe 
presence of an able governor ; for the Raja of Arracan, finding 
that no notice ^vaa taken of hie conduce to Sultan Shujaa, 
concluded that tbe Moghuls ware afraid of his power; end 
when he heard oL tbe death of Meer Joomlai he directed hla 
troops to possess themselves of all the eastern coast, to the 
mouth of the Gao gas. He also again took into his employ¬ 
ment a number of the Portuguese adventurers, whose know- 
ledge In maritime affaire enabled him to construct and 
navigate vessels of a luMelent slse to carry cannon 1 with 
these, and hie own swlft-rowlng war>boate, he extended hie 
ravages (o^all the Islands not In bis possession, and seized a 
number of boats, richly laden, in different parti of tbe Ganges. 
Such was the extent of their depredations that the inhabitants 
of Paces trembled when they heard tbe name of Mughs, 
whose general practice was to kill the men, and to carry Off 
tbe women and children as slaves, 

One of the first acts o'! Shaista Khan's authority was to

The Asets sailed frost Dacca; and coCering the great 
^ver Megna, which is formed by the JuncUon of the Borbam' 
pooler and Ganges, Uosaen Beg took by etorra tbe forts of 
Jugdea and Alumgeemagur, which were situated at the raoutb 
of the river, and had been for some time ia possession of the 
’Kaja. Heuee he sailed to the island of Sundeep, of which 
tbe enemy had been for many years in 
posaession, tnd where they had elected 
several strong stockades in various places. The Mogbcili 
were fortunate in surprising, In that place, a part of the 
Arracan Aeet, wbeefa they took with Utile trouble ; but the 
capture of tbe stockades was not so easll}' effected and several 
weeks were required to expel, or seize the whole of the 
Mughs, who are celebrated for their dexterity, both in the 
construction and defence of such fortlAcailon. 


Hussen Beg, having thus completed tbe object of hie in> 
'strucliaas, waited for tbe arrival of the army, which had 
proceeded by land : la the mean time he wrote, with the 
sanction aod in the name of the governor, both to tbe For* 
tuguese who were ssRled at Chittagong, and to those who 
were In the enployraent of the Rejft, offering th era, 11 they 
would eoter bis service, to give them note advantageous terms 

’tnd upoo their pleading toabtllty, he threatened to stop <h0ir 
\ rafhe In laltpetre Indian Xte^dt, Vol. ilL A. D. clS6e> 
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they bad from ihat Chief, and a grant of lands for Lh^' 
SBtUement of their fam’dies is Beogah He at the same time 
tbreacened, If they atUl adhered to the cause of the Raja, that 
he miuld, on the capture of ChUtagoog, destroy every person 
of their nation whom be found.* This letter had Ibe desired 
effect on the Bortugueae j they n'ere teirlffed at tbe power ot 
the Moghuls; and calling to mind the severe punlahmeot 
ioBlctod on them at Hooghly, they agreed to his prcpoeaJs, 
and pTomlsed to desert, with their vbsmIs, the hrtt 
opporconlty* 


* The following horrible account of these people Is given 
by Bernier, in his travels—‘^Rakao had been the rufuge of oil 
the runaway Portuguese from Goa, Cochin, Malacca, and 
other places which they had in the Indies ; as well as of their 
slaves, and other Europeans. They consisted of such as bad 
abandoned their monasteries; had been twice or thrice 
curried ; murderers, and the like. The king of Rahan kept 
them as a guard of his frontier against the Mogol, in the port 
called Chategon, which he had taken from Bengal; giving 
them lands and liberty to live as they pleased. Their usual 
trade wu robbery and piracy; they not only scoured the 
«M*coasts. but entered the rivers, specially the Ganges; and 
penatraUng forty or fifty leagues up the country, atu- 
pt(led sAd carried away whole towns and villages of people, 
Mfh 4rdat cruelty, and burning all which they could not car^ 
avVay.

The Degot}«(ion vrea ecercely concludul, when one of the 
partj' communicated it to tbe lUje, who waa much irritated» 
and cespived to take ampte vengeance, by putting them all 
the Bvord : tbe Pcrtugueae were therefore under the neceulty 
of abandoning their property, and of bnrrying on board their 
boats during tbe night. In the morning 
they aet tall, and arrived sate at Suodeep, 

A H 10 j 6. where they were meet graclooaly ftcelved 
by tbe Imperial geaeral, who, having 
selected the most efficient of them to aaaiei in the expedition 
against Arra<mn, sent tbe remainder to the governor, who 
assigned for their residence a place twelve miles below Dacca, 
BtlU called Trlog? Baser, or European town, where many of 
their descendants jet reside. 

The army under Omeld Khan, having advanced by 
short marches on account of the badness of the roads, at 
length reached the river Phenny, which formerly coDSilmibd 
the aouth>eaat boundary of Bengal: here they found an 
army of Arracanners prepared to oppose their crossing : but 
tbe appearance of tthe Mogbul cavalry, an object they bad 
never before seen, alarmed them to such a degree, AaC ^y 
fled with precipl ration to Chittagong. 

Jn ihe mean time, Hussen Beg, having obtained intelL* 
gence that the army was arrived, set a^I from Sundeep, and 
endeavoured to form a junction with It } bat, oppoalte a place 
called Comoiorea, be wae attacked by the Arraeao fleet, con- 
aistlog of three hpodred armed vessels, pf different sises;. 
and although, owing principally to the assistaace of the Pgr- ' 
tuguese, he was enabled to lepulse, Che enemy, and take Cf, 
sink several of their vcMele^ yet be was so much alarined 
this new species warfere, to which the Moghuls hadjUOV 
been accustotned, that he ran the fleet close to the shoie, end. 
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sought protection from the arm;. Oreetd Kh»n immediatelf 
detached to bis assistance all the arllllerf and musqueteera; 
and when the Arracannera. early nett moramg, renewed the 
atUck in shallow water, the gone opened a heavy and unexpec- 
ted fire on them, and compelled them to retreat. 

The united forces then proceeded to the ci^ of CbltU- 
gong» to which they laid aieae; and 
thoaghitwaa well-fortified, and defended 
A, O. iCfid, by ft number of cannon, the gaitlelon, 
alarmed at the retreat of their fleet, endeavoured, during the 
night, to make their escape. They were pursued by the 
Moghul cavalry, and aooo of them seised and sold as 
slaves. Twelve hundred and twsnty-three pieces of 
caflnoo, different calibres, and a number of stores 
were found in the place ; but the captors were dls- 
appoidted In the quantity of wealth they expected to have 
shared. Omeld Khan changed the uame 
of the cUy to Islamabad* (the residence 
of the faithful); and annexed It to the 
province of Bengal ; leaving a considerable foree to defend it^ 
from the incursions of the Mugbs. 

Shalsta Khan governed Bengal, with great prudence and 
vigour, till the end of the year 1^87 ; when, 
A* at his own request, be was re-called to 

-Cbtirt. On bis arrival, he presented the emperor with thirty 
iffQS.offtrpeei (nearly 350,000/.) in specie, some elephants, 
add a namber of curiosities. He was most graclonsly received, 
•%A 6 soon after appointed governor of the province of Agra. 

It it exceedingly difficult to do justice to the character of 
tbla officer.

the oppresior of the hucnao r&ce. The following fect$ are, bow* 
ever, etroog presumptive proofs io favour of tbe veracity of the 
tormer. Dun ag the government of Shaisti Khan, tnecom* 
rnerce of the English, notwithstending the alleged oppreiaioAs 
'Of the governor^ continued to flourish : besides their factories 
“at Ballasore sod Hooglj, they had established agents at PaUu 
CoBsinbasar, aod Dacca; their exporcalica of laltpetrealone 
1ti some years, amounted to 1,000 tons; and their importation 
of bullion, in a single year, to 110,000/: further, although no 
Eaglish veaaels were allowed to sail up the Ganges befoie his 
lime, vis. A, D. 166^, yet it appears that, In the year the 

'Easblndia Company bad, by his permission, formed a regular 
establlehment of pilots, for coadueting their ships up and 
•down the river. He also, In the year 167s, granted them an 
‘Order for freedom of trade throughout the province, without 
the payment of any duties.* 

Oq the otiier band, the company's agents complaioed, that 
he frequently stopped their trade, aod seised upon theli 
^saltpetre ; that, Instead of the annual present of j.coo rupees, 
eeitled in 1^53, he exacted from the same duties that were 
paid by the Hindoos i and that .his officers were guilty of a 
thousand eXBCllona.t Thar, in Hoogly, tbe officers of govern* 
ment compelled the libdoo merchants to take their money 
at 25 per cent interest; and frequently called 00 them to 
repay tbe principal at'the end of nine months, charging tbe 
full year’s interest. That, in coneequence of various con* 
fiicationa, the public officers had frequently a quantity of

The precise period of the Introduction Of the Dutch 
It not recorded tf but the agents Qf these nallons prudently 
obtained ground, on which to erect their factories, at some 
distance below Hoogly, where the present towns of Chln6ura> 
Chandemagore, and Sentmpere, now stand. The English 
agent, on the contrary, buiit his factory In the middle,of the 
town of Hoogly, which WS" the cause of frequent disputes 
With the InhabiUfitB, and terminated by Ibelr being expelled 
from the county. 


NUWA» FEDAl KHAN AAZIM KHAN. 

On the resignation of Shaista Khan, the erttperor Auruog* 
zebe was pleased to appoint hU own fuier^brolhtr, Fedai Khan 
16 be governor of Ecagal, with the lofty idle of AaBim Khao.

When uitelligence of the death of Fedal Khan reached the 
court, the prince Mohammed Aazim, third son of Aurungsshe, 
who then governed Behar, was ordered to take charge of 
Bengal. He arrived al Dacca oa the t 9 (h 
1^ Jflie 3©. nSyS. ^ Jummad.al*Akhir of the year xc88 ; 

aad toward! the end of that year, detached an army to repel ^ 
the Assamese, who had been for some time trouhlesooie on 



the frontier. 

Upon this occasion, Che prince sent for Che agents of the 
English and Dutch factories at Dacca ; and having received

lh»m In th« most gncioua tnanner, he requested then 
aselat him wUh seme Europeans, who understood Che manage¬ 
ment of ardltsTy ; but, upon their pleading their inabUltf, be 
did not enforce the demand : however, ms he ^ras in want of’ 
money, he accepted the shqi of SX^ooo rupee's from the 
English ; for which he granted them hia Kisban, or order, for 
a free trade, without the pa>'ment Of anv duties.* ^ 

Upon ihe approach of Ibe Imperial forces, the Assamese 
ralirsd, and Che Moghuls took posseseion of Ghowhatty, and 
die villages depending thereon. This transaction was magnifi¬ 
ed at court Into anew con qoeit; and an honorary dress, with 
a diamond necklace, valued at Iwo lace of rupees, was for¬ 
warded to the prfnce, ss a lestimony of iha royal favour. This 
circumstance so 0altered the vanity of the prince, that he 
resolved oa subjugating the kingdom of Arracan ; and had 
commenced his preparations, when an event occurred which 
put a stop to all hli pro]eccs. 

In the year T089, the emperor Aurimgsebe having giverv 
great offence to all hia Hindoo aabjscts, 
A, D. 67 p. ituposilion of a capitation tax, by the 

destruction of their temples, and by bi$ wanton attempt tO' 
despoil the orphan children of £taja Jeswont Sing of their 
inheritance of Joodpore, all the liajepooC princes bad recourse 
to arms: and so powerful were they in reputation and force, 
ihac Aurungzebe, who was then engaged in a waragaiost the 
MahratCaChlef SevAgee, found U rreqniiiie to order all hie 
most cooiideRliel troops and disUnguiahed oflicers to joliv 
him.f

At midnight, be, and bit son Bedar 
Bukbt, Iheo not oloe years of age, got into their palanqueenl^ 
and were carried by relays of htarert, tlU daylight: they thea 
got out, pexfonrted their ablutione» and eaid their morning 
prayers ^ after which they mounted on horseback, aod rode 
till midday. In this manner they arrived at Benaiet in twenty- 
five days: but of a corps of J,coc chosen horse, which left. 
Dacca with tbe princes, very few persons were able to keep 
up with them. 

Prom Benares they arrived In the imperial camp, then, 
between Ajmere and Joudpore, In twelve days : during this 
part of the journey, ^esh horses were provided at every stage 
by (he public officers, for (be prince and his party ; who on.

One day during the journey, the princes having outilddeu 
Lhelr attendants, and Bedar Bukbt being overcome with thirst, 
they stopped at a well, and desired a villager, to draw tbera 
some water, After they had drunk, the prince gave the man. 
two aiirujii! (gold mo^s)'. which so much excited thw 
fellow's cupidity, that, ignorant of the rank of the travelleia, 
be demanded all their money, aVid refused to let them 
proceed. The prince bore his insolence for some dme; but,.

One of the attea- 
danis went Into the caravanserai, and having procured some, 
brought it to the princes la a large wooden bowl: altbongh 
they were both very hungry, neither of them could bring them* 
selves to taste It out of such a vessel; and the father comforted 
the son by saying, "please God, the bestower of all gifts, In a

On the aeroe day that ordera were cleapatched to z 6 'Gc\i\ 
Sultan Mohammed Aazim to court, the Kuwab Shaista Khao

end of the year 1090. 

Immediately after Shaiata Kban'a return to Bengal, b« 
was compoilad, io obedience to the regulations of Atirung- 
zebe, to enforce the ^ufO| 01 polUtas, front the Hindoos 
which circumataDCe rendered both him and the emperor 
very uopopular throughout the province. At Hoogly, 
bis oncers demanded payment of this tiue by all Europeans 
and other Cbristlans; but the Dutch and English refusing to 
pay it, the demand was cnodided Into a present of Feraian 
horses for the Huwab's use. 

About the same period, a number of the Hindoo temples

To the year I 095 i & young 
isaa, calling himself the son of Sultan Shnjaa,^ made his 
appearance at Patna; who prelunded he had, with much 
difficulty, effected his escape from Arracan;and called upon 
the people to espouse his cause ; but Syf Khan, Che governor 
of Bebar, obtaining intelligence of the circumstance before he 
l^could procure any parUsaos In his favour, seised him, and pat 
him in Irons. 

A few days after this event, Gangaram, the zemindar of 
Behar, rebelled; and, having coltected a number of followers, 
plundered the city of Behar. Immediately after, Jie advanced 
to Patna; giving out that the prince Akbar, who la the 
preceding year had rebelled against his father, had taken 
refuge with him; and exorliog all those who were dissatisfied 
with (he present Government to Join the standard of the 
young prince. The Nuwab, vdio was detested for his tyranni¬ 
cal disposition, end who had neglected to keep up a proper 
ettablisbment of troops, was M much alarmed, (hat he had 
not tfag courage (o meet the rebels, but shut himself up in the 
Che fortlficatJODS of which being very deficient, the

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InhflblUnrs were fliceisivdiy elariaed, end the merchenti JcM 
ofi all ihe{r most vtluabk property. The elege contiooed' 
ior some Ume; but owinjc mo/e to the awhvnrdneu oi the 
flflSftiUnts than to the courage of the garriaoo, (he former 
failed In their attempt, and were obliged to eontemtheihselvea 
with the plunder of the adjacent villages. Some of the 
floldtera of the garrison, however. commlfleraLlng the elhiatlon 
of the pretfloded son of Shujta, struck off his Irons, and 
permitted him to escape to the rebels; which added etren^ 
to tbelr party, and Increased the suspicions and alarm of the 
l^ovemor, At length, reinforcements arriving from Be&area 
and Paooa, the rebels dispersed, and the gates of the city 
were again opened. 

During the period of this dislurbanco, Idr. Peacock, and 
the other English gentlemen, continued to reside unmolested 
at tbeir factory at Singee, distant ten or twelve nllei from 
Pfltiis, among the saltpetre grounds; which circumstance 
inducing the Huwab to suspect they were in league with the 
rebels, he oot only forbade them purchaslog any more saltpetre 
that year, but threw Mr. Peacock Into prison ; whence it was 
with much difficulty and Intercession that he was released. < < 

The affaire of the Company Had also, for several yaarfl. 
been much annoyed by the interference of Mber BriHshflub* 
jecls ; in consequence of which, the governor at Hoogly, Ur, 
Gyfiord, in the year 1097, made an applloatlon, "fo the name of 
the Company, to IbeNuwab Sbaista Khan, 
for pennies inn to erect a fortification In the 
month, or on the banks of the Ganges^o prevent the ships of 
those perioni, whom they denominated interlopers, from 
entering the riverand for the better protection of thelt own 
properly. But the INuwab was too experienced, a statesman m 
trust foreigoers with such power: he not only refused the 
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re^u^si, but notwithet&nding: the emparot’s fit(n»n 

upon ibe English ps^lng three end e bell per eeat. duties upon 
all their Imports, Instead of the aonuel sum ot 3000 rupees, 
which they bed formerly paid. 

This circumiUDCe, eggnvered by tHe ^pretelooe of the 
Foujeder* of Coaslmbeser, brought on a dispute between ibe 
Nuwab and the English^ which so injured the uade of the 
lecter, thee their ships ware obliged to leave Bengal wlibeut 
oblalning cargoes. The Nawib, nevertheless, stated the affair 
la such a light to the emperor es much excited hli enger 
egelnst the English. 

Whilst the minds of each party were thus extspereied, 
there seemed to be no other remedy for the English than— 
either 10 lelluquish the trade to Bengal entirely ; or, by hav- 
Jng recourse to arms, 10 effect by force whec they could not 
obtain by entreaty. 

The EasSlndia Company ceasured their agent In Bengal 
for having been too submissive to the despot; and directed 
the governor of Fort St. George to make ittenuous application 
to the emperor for a Srman. or order, permitting the English 
to occupy one of the uninhabited Islands in the Ganges; also 
to fortify the port of fnjelee, on the wesrern bank of that river, 
that (heir agents, in future, might not he subjected to the im- 
,p 03 ldonB of the Kuwab, or his Inferior officers.

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Td fifteen thii objftce, an expadtUon was fitted ou! ^|) 
EogUnd, consisting of ten ships of war, cw/ing 
twelve la leveoty goni each, nodar the command of 
’Vlce-adnirsl Nicholson; and on board theao ships Oift* 
balked a regiiacntof six huadred aoldleta, whlohi on hi 
arriva] AtMadrAs, was :o bQ augmenied, from that gA^ison, 
to one thousand men, 

Admiral Nicholson was instructed, first to proceed to 
Balasore; end having brought away the Cootpan/'s Age^ 
from thence, he was then to continue hie voyage to Cb^tta* 
gong, on the eastern side of the Bay of Bengal; and having 
taken poieeasion of that port to foiCily It in the best poasible 
mennoritar which purpose two hundred places of cannon 
were sent ou board the fleet: and in order to lacUtCato. this 
'enterprise, and to forward the futare views of the Cotnpaity> 
the admiral was diractsd to eoter into a trasty of alliance 
with the Raja of Arraoan; who. It was supposed, would readily 
co-operate with the Eogliah, from hia aolmostty to the 
Moghul govemiacoi, with whom ho had been fre(|uontly 
engaged in war, and who had receody wtesnd from him that 
pan of Ms dominions.* 

The admiral was further Instructed to enter into tamls 
with the Hindoo Chiefs, or aemlndars, in that neighbourhood; 
10 establish a mint ; to collect a revenue; eod. m short to 
Tender Chittagong a p^ate of arms for the Eagllah on tho 
•eastern side of the Bay of Bengal, .ao Fort Sl George wad, 
•on the western shore. 

As soon as this object should be accomplished, the troops, 
^d smallest veeaels, were to proceed agalsst Dacca; and, ae 
«as presumed, the Nuwib and his army would abandon

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that city, peace wu then to be oSerred to him on the follovln; 
COadidons: that he should cede the city and territory ci 
Cbittft^ng to the Company, and pay the debts due to theav 
by hie sob j ecu. That he should allow the rupees coined at 
Chittagong: to pass current b Sengal; and restore to the 
£Ag)iah all the privileges they were e;itltled to from the 
firmans of former emperorn That each party should bear 
their respective losses artd expenses In the war; and that this 
rresty should be ratified by the emperor, and the president (of 
the English nation) at Surat. 

But as ic might; be coosidered ungenerous to make such 
an attack without some previous notice, the admiral was fur¬ 
nished with letters from the Company, addressed to the Nuwab 
and to the emperor explaining the grievances the English had 
BUstaised, by the breach of the firmans under which they had 
BO long acted ; by the eelsure of their property; and by the 
repeated extorKone made from their agents. 

This spirited, if not rash, enterprise was defeated by the 
eereral vnforeseen accldente: the fleet was long detained 
by contrary winds; It was dispersed during the voyage; 
and several of the ships, instead of proceeding to Chittagong, 
entered the western branch of the Ganges, and anchored at 
Hoogly. 

XA the mean time, the Madns government had Bent round 
40b soldiers; and bad directed Mr, Cbaroock to raise a 
altOf^ company of Portuguese Infantry, to be oMeered by the 
Coorpany's aervaom. 

' Tfte arrival of such a force in the Ganges humedlately 
Musfld She Buspicioos and feari of Sbalsta Khan, * He 
offered to^ deiapT^lBe the difterences with the Engilsh,

pany of soldleri were, la consequence, called out for thefr 
defence : afterwards a second company, and then the tfbolo 
of the English troops t and as, upon the first alarm, the 
Howab's forces, vbo were encamped outside tite town, also 

joined their countrymen, n general action took place, SbUy 
of the Moghul troope were killed, and a considerable number 
of them wounded. During Lbe cODflicC, Admiral Kicbolesd^ 
Opened a cannonade on the town, sod barntfive htmdeed 
houses; amongst which was the tbe Compare’s facioiy, valued, 
with the goods th«raln, at 300,000/ ; and a party of his aetmetk 
having landed, 'Spiked all the guns io the bailesles. 

The Foujedar, much alarmed by theM eveau, solicited a 
suipeniion of hostilities, which was granted, on condUion.of 
hIsf^iAg aMlsiaace to convey die UUpetre, and other goodb 
that might be saved from tbe conflagration, on board Cbe 
ships ! this eilpulationhe immediately acquiesced ; and*, 
at a coaferenoe heldbefrween him and blr. Cbarnock, agreed^ 
ro westote to* the English all their privileges of trada,;UDSli« 
they could obtain anew firman from tbe emperor, • , C^jK^*** 
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It 1 $ proboblft thBt this RCt of coad«sceT>$ioo, oo ths ptsl 
Oi the Fouj^dar, wu forced from Sim by bis teftie; or tSiC he 
floughl merely to csln lime ; for m soon is the cireumstane^ 
^sre made known .to the Nuwtb SSaisB Khin, he dlreend 
the English ftcioiles at Paine. Melda, Dacca, and Couimbtaar 
to be conjSecnted; and ordered a very considerable body, 
both of Infantry and cavalry, to proceed Immedlaiely to 
Hoogly, and to expel the English from the country. 

During ihle Interval, the agent and council at Hoogfy. 
considering that they were likely to be overpowered If they 
remained In (hat licuatlon, retired, on the soth of December. 
to Chuuanuuy (part of the present Calcutu), as being e 
stronger and safer post; where, being under the protection of 
thsir ships, they might remain In security, til) matters could be 
accommodated with the Nawab. 

In this iltuatton of the English afiatrs, the Dutch and 
French took advantage of the dipute, particularly the fcnuet, 
who having eleven ahlpa in ibe river, obtained valuable Invest¬ 
ments of goods, and re*e8ublished their faciories *, which, in 
<onasquence of the various oppretsiocs they had sustained, 

' they bad pravlously determined to abandon. 

As that part of the English shipping, which had conwycd 
the expedition to Bengal, required considerable repairs; and 
•as cnacy apprehensions were entertained for the safety of the 
retnelnder of the Qtei, on board of which was enbarded the 
greater ^au ot the troops; It was the oplalon of both Admiral 
Kicholson, and the council of Hoogly, that, Instead of carrying 
V Into effect the Company's designs upon Chittagoog, they 
lik might couiidor^nMlves eiriTemaly fortunate if they should 
' be able to lutoie matters to the same footing they had been 
on, previous fo the eommeocemeol Of hostlildes; and so 
strongly was Freildent Q)€ord, end the govcrDC^ent ..o£ 
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Midr^s, ^ersiuded of th« untONV&rd rem^natlon of the tzpedi* 
^ios, Lbat lliBj* sent a peckion to the emperor, prt/lefi: for 
forgiveness of wh&t hsd passed, and eoHciting e conStmadoo 
of tiieir former drmans. 

1 a ibe end of December, three of the Nuwab’i ministeri 
•came from Dacca to Koogl/, where, having been ipet by Mr. 
Charoock and the merebara of his council, a pfelUDlnary 
treaty, ceding particular advantages to the English, was agreed 
upoa ! but cble measure seems (o have been adopted by the 
Kuwab merely (o give him an opporrunlty of assembliag his 
troops i for early la the mon^ of Febraary, a auraeroua army, 
consisting prindp^ly of cavalry, arrived 
at Hcoghly, with tbe avowed incentlon of 
driving the English out of the country, 

As soon as Mr. Chamoek was informed of the circuma- 
stance, he judged It imprudent to remsln longer at Cbatlanuny, 
and immedietsiy commenced a retreat to lojelee. On their 
route to that place the troops stormed and plundered ths fort 
of Tanna tea miles below Chuttsnutty, on the wesiem bank of 
tbe river, and burned down several msgasines ofialtaad 
gTsoaries of zice belonging to the Moghul aubjeCUi > They 
also took several Moghul ships, which they found in ^e 
river. 

Injelee !e an IslaDd in the mouth of the river Ganges but 
separated from tbe western bank only by a earron stream: the 
greater part of it is covered with long grass tbe babilatlon.of 
iigere: nor does (t produce a drop of good water. In C^is 
jpot, perhaps the anhealtblest of the whole province, Mr. 
Chainock pitched his camp, a&d erected batterldr oh tbe ^ 
4 aosr accessible, pane of the island ; whilst the ships, 
hie had caused to be anchored in the middle of the Rrenm 
completely commanded the passage of the river. . 
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lo ibis situation Abdul Sumud Kiian, the Moghul general, 
very prudently allowed them to remslD with llule znolestacion ; 
well convinced, that the peatilential air and blachiBh water of 
Injelee would prove to them a more formidable enemy than 
any force be could bring agalnet them. Hie conjeoturee were 
conpleiely. verihed ; tor In three monthe more than half of 
the European troop a died, and the remainder were only ^ 
subjects for an hoipital. 

At tbii critical period, oveiturea of peace were mado 
by the Nuwab, and were joyfully accepted by'Mr. 

Charnock and hi« council : hoatilitiea ceaa*

od ; nod, on the iGtb of Auguac, a treaty 
was signed, by which the English were permitted Lo return to 
all their factories in different parts of the province : the duty 
of siper cent, waa abrogated ; and they were allowed to 
eipcc oiagaclneB and to construct docks for their shipping at 
Oiuabepsa, a populous village situated on the western bank, 
aboutetghty miles from the mouth of the river, and twenty 
below CslcuUi. The only stipulation made on the part of the 
Huwab, was, that the Eogllsh should restore the Moghitl 
vesieis they had taken, and that their ships of war should not 
itgain approach Hoogly. In'order to account for this favour¬ 
able ohanga In the sentiments of the Huwab Shaiata Khan, 
S. U-WUlsite to stale, ^t, at the same period Admiral 
fleet was fitted out in England for the attack on 
ChAttgoifg. orders had been aeot to the governor at 
Bombay .40 withdraw the Company's factories from Surat, 
■ttd ich« Ather Moghul ports on the western side of India, 
^ ftDd to WBQMnbe hostilities against the emperor Aurungzebe, 
by duecUagt the SngJisit crulaera to seize upon all 
ships and veaseH >Af ^e. Jdogbul subjects, wherever th^' 
hcuJd be found.: ' • 
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In con plianca wUbthtse orders, Sir John Child and Che 
principaltaccocs^ lefc Surat on tb« J5th of April; and the 
Zn^llah crnisera having in a short time captured a number 
tbe Moghul vessels, the emporor became sollcitoos for peace,, 
and authorised the governor of Soiat to depute an envoy to 
Bombay, to learn on what terms U might be obtained. He 
aJao, sent orders to Shalara Khan, to compromise matters 
with the English in Bengal, and to permit them Co re*oociipy 
all their factories. It was in consequeoee of these ordere 
chat Mr. Charnock obtained such favoorable and unexpected 
terms. 

In virtue of treaty, Mr. Chernock, not wishing to return to 
Hoogly without tbe ships of war, took possession of Oalaberea, 
and comroeoced making docks for careening the. vessels t but 
after a residence of three months, be took a dislike to the 
place, and obtained permission to return to ChmtsouUf, 
where the factors and troope lived In huts, till proper habi¬ 
tations could be erected. 

When' intelligence of the total failure of tbe expedldou, and 
the disastrous consequences which ensued, reached Englaad^f. 
the Coznpauy were much dissatisfied with Che conduoc offholr 
servants abroad ; and resolved, that unless a fortidcaU^'lPlrh 
a district round it, In Beogal, to be held as an fvdettpedent 
sovereignty, should bo ceded to them by the bmperor of 
Hlnditsiau, with penniaslos CO com inenoy which Should be 
eurrenc throughout all hie .domloioDs, they would no 'longer 
cany on any commerce with that country, but annoy b Im and 
his subjects by every means In their power. 

To effect this decercaination, a reinforcement of a line>o^^ A 
battleship and a frigate, on which were embarked ooe ^ 
hundred and sl&ty soldiers, were despatched, under the ^ 
command of Captain Heath, to Bengal, either to prosecute flse J

In (he moan lime, the emperor's clemency to the English 
in lengal not having put a slop (o their hostilities on the 
coMt 0^ Malabar, the Nuwab found htmaslf at liberty to recom* 
mence bis oppressions on the agents of the Company. He 
ordered them to return and settle at Hoogly; and not to 
build, rrith either stone or bricki at Chuttanutty. He alsoi 
granted free permission to his troops to plunder all their, 
property : and demanded from Mr. Charnock a large sum of 
money, as a recompense for the damage his country had 
enstained by the late hostllillea. The egent, being neither in 
a condition to oppose him by arms, nor to appease him 
with money, sent two members of his council to Paccl^ la 
jcy if he might be softsned by submission. They were 
directed to represent to him that the object of settling at 
Chuttanutty was to avoid the frequent disputes which had 
arisen from the facrory bening situated in the town ot 
I^ooghly: and that the part of the river opposite the 
town alio ted for the English vessels wss .choked up with 
9 ind 10 as to be undt for the purpose. They therefore 
ftqueitsd permission to remain at ChutcaouUy, and to be 
allowed to purchase from the aemindar ground suiScient 
fW -ifelr fttctory. 

Svoh was the state of affairs In the month of October; 

when Captain Heath arrived with his 
reinforcements ; but being a person of a 
vefy Wimv dispdsl^on, he was enraged at the duplicity of (he 
Nuwab ; and, tmts^^standing the remonstrances of ;Mr; 
Charnock, herescited'torecommence the war. . *

hlnglish deputies were Still at Daeca, as well as tvto 
other factors In different parts of the country, Captain 
Heath landed with a party of soldiers and seamen on tho

A. D, t68B. redoubt ol thirty guns, and plundered tbe 
town of Ballasore. The English factory, on this occasion, 
was butned by the governor; and the Company’s servants, 
who had been previously taken prisoders, were eariied 
up tbe country, where all subsequent efforts For their 
release were urtavalling, This outrage was unfortunately^ 
eommitted on the very day that governor of Ballasore 
received a copy of the treaty which the Nownb had made 
with the two deputies at Dacca; by which ft vas idptN 
laud, that the English ships should co*operata vrlth Che 
Moghul army, In an Attack upon tbe domlnloos of the king 
of Arraean. 


After the troops and seamen had glutted thentielves with 
.. the plunder of Ballasore, Captain Heath

sec sail wlch his neec, oo the 13th of' 
Deooobsr, for CbHtagoog, where they arrived on die lyth 
. of the month of January ; but finding the works and gani-* 
aon much stronger then they expected, a council of war 
was assembled, in which It was agreed to delay prod^Sdlng*. 
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10 further hoetUillea, and agaia to write to the Nuvab at 
Caeca, etating tbeirgrierancea and demands, and to await 
his answer, whether he would redress them, or compel them 
to make use of the power then is chier bands. 

Captain Heath, however, instead of waiting for the \ 
^QWab's answer, or endeavouring to seize on Chittagong, 
proceeded with the fleet to the entrance, of the river which 
leads to th» ei*v of Arracan, where he arrived on the 31st of 
Jenuary ; and according to the metructlons received from 
thf Company, sent proposals to the king, offering to co* 
operate with bicn against the Moghuls, provided he would 
grant the English a settlement in his dominions. But oearly 
a fortnight haviug elapsed without hie receiving an answer, 
and not being of a temper to brook the proorastlnatloa of 
an Indian administration, he ns suddenly took disgust 
against this now ally ; and, on the Tjth of rebruuy, without 
vailing for the result of bis proposals, sailed away with the 
vholeBeet, consistlflg of fifteen ships, (having the Bengal 
goveciter and council, with the Company's efTeecs, on boards 
ejad airived at Madras, on the 4th of March, where he 
apologiaed to the governor of Fort St. George for his con- 
duct, by saying that nothing but falsehoods had been told 
on either side. 

As the English had completely set at defiance the 
gttthorlCy of the emperor Aurungzebe, by fortifying both 
Bopvfasy and Madras, and by extending their territories jd 
the vlclnUy of these places, and had also captured a number 
oi hii aad had even entered into an alliance with his 

nunt inveterate sDomy, the Mahratta Chief Sambsgee, it 
csinnot bo deeiaed surprising that tbe haughty mind of that, 
monarch vae inceose 4 against them : he, ia con< v 
. sequence, Issued orders to his commanders to exUrpafe the 


.f 
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English from hh dominioas; tod to sfilse or deiCrOf all 
4 heir proparty, wherever U might be found. Tc teat in 
•obedience to these orders, that the factory at Manilipjtam 
^vas seized by the governor ot that district; and that the 
warehouses of Visagapatam were plundered, and a 11 the 
Sogli&h genllorcen put to death. 

The Nuwab Shalsta Eban, was also under the neceeait/ 
•of complying with the emperor’s orders, so far as to seqnea* 
ter Lbe whole of the English property in Bengal, and Co 
place the Company's agents at Dacca in irons. Other 
authorities, however, lead us to suppose, that it was not 
ShaisB SbaD, hut the person who ofliciated as governor 
ater his departure, named Behadur Khan, that commiLted 
this act of severity. 

We are not informed of the precise time, but It was 
about ibis period that the Nuwab Shsista Kban, being far 
advanced in years, and anxious to return io his native 
country, obUtned permission to resign the government of 
Bengal, blotwithstanding his harsh conduct to Europeans, 
bis memory is to this day spoken of with the highest reSpsot 
in that province. It is related, that, ^^ring hla goveratOlNtt, 
grain was so cheap that rice was sold at the rate of 
<teight for the rupee : to commemorate wblcb event, as he 
was leaving Dacca, he ordered the western gate, through 
which he departed, to be built up, and an Inscription to 
be pli^ed therecn, interdicting any future governor from 
openiug U, till he had reduce<^'^t^ price of grain to the 
same rate : In consequence of which injunctiCQ, the gate 
remained closed ElU the goveCDibent of tbe Nnvrab Serferag^, 
Khan, as will hweafser be related.' •

Upon the final resignaiiOD of Shaista Shan, the emperor 
selected, for the gOTernment of .Bengal, 
Ibrahim IChan, son of the celebrated 
Persian nobleman, Aly Murdan Khan, who delivered up the 
fortress of Candehar to the emperor Shah Jehan. Thia 
Chief was, In character, the very reverse of his father; he 
administered justice with strict impartiaUty, and encouraged 
agriculture and oommbree ; bur was totally deficient of all 
military abilities. 

The first act of authority, after assuming the government, 
was one most congenial to his feelings, 
>. viz. the Uberatlon of the Company’s 

agents who were confined at Dacca; for 
as we have seen, in the preceding chapter, that the English, 
in consequence of the oppression they h&d sustained from* 
the Nuwab Sbalsta Khan, had entirely abandoned Bengal, 
it now also became a{>leating part of his duty to, conciliate 
and rec^ the merchants of that nation. 


It has been hefbre stated, that the emperor, beiag highly 
incensed against the English, had commanded them to be 
expelled from every part of hit dominioas: but as Aurung* 
zebe ever made his pas^ons subservient to policy, and was 
sensible that he derived a eoDsiderable aid to bis revenus 
by the ccmmerce carried on by the English ; also, that their 
ships of war could much annoy hie subjects, and preveat-a^. ' !

090. Mecca,—impwased with these ideas, he, 

in the noiith of January, whiUt encamped ac Vlsiapore, in 
the Bsbkan. authorized his minlners to form a treaty with 
Meurs. Weldon and Navarro, tvo BngHeh commissioners, 
wbo had been sent from Bombay by Sir John Child, the 
Director-general of the Company’s aettlamenta, to solicit 
peace : and upon the appointment of Ibrahim Khan to the 
government of Bengal, Che emperor Inetrueted him* to 
invite the English to return to rliat province. 

In consequence of this permission, the Nuwab wrote 
letterSi addressed to Mr. Chunock at Madras, Invitiog him 
to return, and re'CStablish all the Company’s factories; with 
an assurance of a periecc oblivtou of every tlimg which had 
paeeed, and that the KufiHsh should be placed ca a footiag 
with the most favoured foreign nation ■. but Mr. Cbaraock 
and hla cooncU were aware, from the deceptions which bad 
been before practised, that admltiiog the Nuwab to he sincere 
in hla oflera, they should still be exposed to the vexatious 
demaiide of tlie inferior of^ce rs, and to the avarice and 
oppressions of his successors { and being also displeased at 
Che humUiatlng Ann an which had lately been Issued for 
Sum;t they therefore replied, that they could not accede 
bo the proposition, unless the emperor would grant to the 
Cbmpeay a speeije fimfn for Bengal, stating the precise 
terms upon which they were In future tc carry on their 
tndel 

A second letter was written by the Nuwab to Mr. 
Chamber, inibrmiog him, that he had made an application

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to the emperor fbr the dealr^d firman : but that as severat 
monihe mast elapse before it could* be procured, he migbr, 
in themeancime, return, and be assured of hU friendehtp 
and protectiOQ. In consequence of this invitatioo, Mr. 
Charoock, with his council and faciors, attended bp ais 
escort of tbircy goldleri, returned, on the 24Zh of tbe moofit 
of August, to Churtanutcy ; where, in obedienca to the 
K uwab’s orders, addressed to Meer Aly Akbar, the gpvernoi* 
of Hoogly, they wero received with much civIUcy. 

The next year, the Nuwab forwarded to Mr. Chainock, 
aecoidmg to his promUe, a Au;j 
or order> from tbe enperor Aurungaebe, 
authorising the English to trade to Beog&l wiihout paying any 
Other duty than an annual present of 30QO rupees.* However 
advantageous this licence mar be considered in a pecuniary 
Ifght, it fell far abort of the expectation ot the Cooipaoy'a 
agents, who were siiil left exposed to the oppressioos of the 
Nuwab or his inferior officers, and had no security for their 
personal aafe^. It was therefore their opinion, that, unless a 
fortification could be procured, with a district rouivd Ity p/sr? 
fectly exempted from the jurisdiction of the Niiwa£k fbd f 
commerce of the Company could never pro^r: they, for 
these reasons, only establish eel a factory at ChuUanuUy ; and 
sent ageatf to make purchases in different parts of the country. 

The year of the Hejira 1104 was marked by an exira^ 
ordtaary circumstance. The Grand Slgnior, 
having been Informed that the ’Europeans 
procured great ^antUies of one of the iogredlenti tor making 
gunpowder from India, wrote to AuiungRebe, to desire hr; 
would no longer permit his subjects to dispose of tbst

tion of ihe followers of MobsmoiBd ; thM ih^reFore, whoever 
supplied them wss sccessory to the death of the true believers. 
In consequence of this request, the principal source of the 
East'Indla CoiDp8n)’'s commercial advantages was for some 
time, cut off, by a strict injunction to the governor of Ceugal 
not to allow them to purchase or manufacture any more 
safrpetre. 

Three years after this event, the commander of a large 
ship belonging to the interlopers, or per* 
sons not licensed to trade to India, arriving 
In the rndian seas, commenced that system of piracy which 
was aiierwards carried to such a height, under the celebrated 
Captain Kyd and his assoclales. This parson seiaad two of 
Uie Moghul ships, which were going to Judda and Mocha 
with pilgrims. So gross an iniuU drew down upoo Ihe agents 
of the Dutch, French, and English nations, the vengeance of 
the Moghu) govemmeot: their factories were all laid under 
Be^vestratlon, and a stop put to their trade : In Bengal alone, 
owing 10 the clemency of the governor, Ibrahim Khan, ihe 
English agents were allowed their personal freedom, and 
persiiUecl to carry on tbelx commercial proceedings lo a 
lacret icanner.* ‘ 


Buch was the state of intercourse between the English and 
the Moghul government, when an iDcidest occurred which 
enabled the former to obtain, without sny remuneratiun,

to join him in ovarlurnlng die governmenti Having united 
Uieir forces, they advanced to Burdwan, and, in a pitched 
batUe, slew the Raja Kiahan Ram ; end, with the exception 
of hla son, seised hie family end ail hia property. 

This Buecese Inspired the rebels with great hopes, and 
induced a numbet of sc hirers of fortunar and other vigabonde, 
io Hock to their standard. 

Jnggui Rai, the aon Of Raja, having effected hia escape to 
Dacca, laid his complnlnta before the governor, who ncit 
considering the matter of much Importance, contented him* 
Self with Ordering Nur Allah, the Roujedar or ixiilury eom- 

maader of Jeasore, to p<miah the loaurgente. But that ofiiobr, 
who loBtead of attending to bla own busiDeea, had long 
omployed himself In commerce and in amassing wealth, and 
possesaed nothing of the mllinr}' character but the name, 
having, after much loss of time, Golleered a few of ibe sooo 
horse of which he wss the commandant, marched from 
Jesaore, and croased ibe river; bat on the approach of the 
rebel a, he shut himself up in the fott of Hoogly, and Implored 
assistance from the gOTenor of the Dutch sealement of 
Ch insura. The rebeia convinced by this pusllianimouv^ 
conduct that they hid little Co (eir from the merehant roliitTg'' 
advanced boldly, and laid aiege to Hoogly : they ’carried ob 
.(belr altaeks with such vigour, that the Roujedar became 
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alarmed for hl» personal safely, and during (be night, haviog* 
croiaed the river in a boat* mads hie escape to Jcieore. Th» 
ganilOO, finding their commandent had fled, opened Ibe gates 
and (he rebeli got quiet poasusica of that opulent cUp without 
apy lof R. 

On the breaking OQl of the rebellion, the three European 
teslemente, vis. the Dutch at Chinsure, the French at 
Chandernagore, and Che English at Chultanutty, hired n 
number of the native soldiery (o guard their property; and 
profenTng them selves the avowed friends of governmect^ 
requested permission from Che Nuwab to- 
*»4 put ihflir factories into a state of defence 

tliiir (leterlw. against en enemy whose rosentmeot they 
most Incur by their adherence to him. 
The Nuwab ordered them, In general terms, to defend them- 
aelves; and they, taking for granted what wm not positively 
forbidden, with great diligence raised walls with baetiona. 
round their factories. 

Such WM the origin of the three European forts, or towns, 
ofChiniura, Chandernagore, and Calcutta; aad they were 
the first which the Moghul governmeut suffered foreigners to 
h^d in any part of their empire ; for oelther the cerriioties 
of Madras nor Bombay had been subdued by the Moghuls 
prarlous to these places having been coded to the English. 

The cebels now assumed a haughty tone, and sent out 
detachmeots to every part of the country, to plunder tUl those 
who rb^sed to join them. This procesdtng caused the 
^eateit consternation among the ri<di and well-dlspoted 
inhabitants, All those on the wesiam side of Che river, wha* 
could obtain admittance, took refuge in Chiosura. At leoglh, 
the governor oi that place, couched with compassion for 
their misery, and hoping to recoin mend bimeeli and nation 
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to the emparor, fitnd out two fthips of war^ and, bavia^ 
embarked a number of Europenn soldiara on board thecv 
anchored, ia a ehorMime oppoalta Haogfly. 

The rebels, fgaorant of the Inlenllooi of the

The wretch lived but a («w hours; and was succeeded In his 
estate aod power by bis brother Him put Sing, who exerted 
himself to the almost in ravaging and plundering all those 
persons of opulence who would not join In the rebellion. 

• When Intel ligence of the death o! Soobha Sing reached 
the rebel army, they unanircously chose the Afghan Chief to 
be their Jeader; and he, In order to give dignity to the station, 
assumed the loyel title of Reblm Shah. By this time all 
the country on the west side of the river, tram Rajemahel to 
Midnapore, was In possesslco of the rebels^ no measures 
had yet been adopted to check their progress. 

Day nfter day, news was brought to the governor of the 
alarming progress and fncrease of the rebels: but he, as rf 
Infatuated, replied bo the remoostrances of his son and 
•‘Counsellors, *‘thatA civil war was a dreadful evil, in which the 
lives oi God’s creatures were waatonly expended: that the 
rebels, if let alone, would shoriJy disperse of themselves: and 
tbeofvly COD sequence would be, the losa of a small portion 
•of h£s m^jes^’s revenue.’' 

What tbe governor; would not attempt had nearly been 
*«l!ected by desperate hand of an Individual. 

Kebtm Shah continued his progress through the country, 
everywhere plundemlog or compelling the'people Co join him. 
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Upon hia trrinl (n (ha diatWcC of Mukhraorabad, b« socnmond 
Niainui Khan» an officar who bald a jsgiar or ro^al granr^ of 
lands, on which he, with his depend this, resided, to }Oiii 
his standard. Hia;nut replied, that beiog bi^car in 
(he imperial service, and i lo/al aabjceh It was cooLiary 
both to bis duty and Incimatioa to espouse aueb a 
cause.'' The rebel Chief incensed at ibis repl/t ordered a 
party to seise Klamtxt; bat (ha friands and (iepeodanis 
of the latter, having by this time aexetnblad in hia defence 
*l was not 80 'easily eifected. Ruhlm Shah vaa (bare' 
fore uuder the neceaaity of heading a body of his Afghan 
cavalry to effect his purpose. When he arrived at the ascate 
•of Klamut he found a small, but united, band drawn up to 
receive him ; as the combats in India were, even at that late 
period more frequently decided by duels between the Chiefs 
or champions, of the contend mg armies, than by a general 
engage me ntTchuver Xhan, a nephew of Kianut'e, ^vell mounted 
and armed, advanced Into the plain, and challenged any of (he 
Alghaoe to meet hfm. No single warrior daring to advance, 
A parly of Afghans at once rushed forward, and before his 
friends could go to his assistance, cut the youth to pieces. On 
hearing of this event, Nkraut Khan, although only> dressed io 
a aingia vest of hne muslin, without waiting 10 pm on his 
helmet or armour, seised his sword, and vaulting on hlahorsa 
which stood ready saddled, rushed Into the held. Hie aieention 
was soon attracted by the standard olffehim Shah; he advanced 
towards hfm and the Afghans receded tc the right and left. 
Mian nc saw bla enemy and boldly spurring on his horse, 
sCrach the rebel Chlat on the head, Ureadful must have been 
bis sensations, when saw the blade of his swoed shivered 
by the impenetrable helmet of (he Chief sod his opponent sffil 
uomeved from his seat. Rage notv strengthened bi wn 
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Uiretv (he h&ndle ot svrord M Eehun Shah, the knob or 
poise of which eulkins him «Uh great ?io(eoce on the side 
feUed him from his horse, Inscaoily dismounted ; and 

drawing the dagger ol the rebel attempted to pierce his tliroat 
bur the ehaio ol the helmet sg&ia intervened ; aod before 
NUmut could effect bis purpose be was surrounded and cut to 
pieces by the Afghans : many of his friends were also sUto. 
and ail his property plundered. 

The rebels then advanced to Muksoosabad; and after 
defeating 5000 of (he royal troops took and plundered tliac 
town. The merchants of Cosaimbasar having however sent a 
dentation to meet the rebel Chief, he spared that place; 
but. for this conduct, Golah Chand, the principal merchant, 
was afterward severely fined. 

About the same time, a party of the rebels approached 
Chuttenutty, and set fire to (he villages; but the zemindars’ 
in the nolghboiuhood attacked, and killed, ninety of them. 
Another party of the rebels laid biege to the fort of Tanna 
but the English having, at (he reciuest of (be Foujedar 
of Hoogly, sent a frigate to support the fort, the rebels 
were compelled to retreat. 

In the mean lime, the Europeans worked day and night 
in fortifying their factories st Chinsura, Chandcmegcro, and 
Gbutianutty: at the latter place, the English constructed 
regular basiions, copabie of bearing cannon; hut to avoid 
giving offence, the embrasures were filled up, ou thu outside, 
^ ^ with a wall of single brick. In the 
month of March, the rebels took, 
posseftlon'ot Rajemsdiel end Malda, and seized upon the

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Dutch and Eaglisb faoiotks at the litter place, In vhich 
they found coniiderable property. 

The fint InelKgence the emperor received of these 
eventi was through the newspaper. Hir surprise sod 
indignation at the conduct of the governor was excessive; 
4nd to rnsTh bis displeasure, he immediately appointed bla 
own grandson, the prince Azeem Oosban, 
government of Bengal, 
Ocshiit Goviroer Bcliar, and Orissa. He, however, sent 
orders to the Nuwab Ibrahim Khan, to 
remain till the arrival o{ his auccesaor, bn 
in the mean lime, to place his son Zubberdusc Khan at the 
head of the Bengal forces, aod send him immediately against 
the rebels. Orders were also Issued to the governors of 


OQde. All^rvbad. and Behar. to co-opsraca, by every meins In 
their power, with the governor of Bengal, hi quieting the 
insurrection, end extrlpaimgthe rebels. 

On the receipt of the imperial orders, Zubbezdust Khan, 
who had long beheld with regret Che apathy of hie father, 


quickly equipped an army, consisting of both cavalry lod 
Infantry, with a good train of artillery, and attended by a 
number of war*buatB. As aoon 08 every thing was In reuU** 
fiese, he marched from Dacca, and proceeded up the right 
bankofihe (Hogea. 

In the mean time, the k sources of Rehlm Shah beiag 
greatly Increiesd,* be bad much augmented his army; and

of the approach of the imperial troops from Dacca, he 
encamped bfs army on the banks of the river, in the viclnl(7 
of Bogvangala, resolving to risk bfa fate in a pitched battle. 

But during the time that ZubberdustEban vm advancing 
bf short marches,^ with hla cavalry artillery and inUnfry, he 
detached the greeter part of bis cavalry to beat up the quarters 
of the rebels, who were in possession of Rajeoiabel and Malda.

dtftsp th« nfaeli, rebels were defeated at Rajemahel; an 
A. D. Afghan Chief, named Ghyrel Khan, tvaa 

killed, and the greater part of their plunder retaken, That 
which belonglDg'to the Dutch and Tilnglish was rC'Clalmed by 
the agents 0! these nations; but ibe Moghul commander 
refused to restore It without the orders of the governor. 

Zubberdust Khan, having arrived within a few miles of 
the rebel camp, landed his infamry and guns from the i1 set: 
and, afrar reconnoitring the position of the enemy, ordered 
his war*boets to harass them from the river, while he 
attacked ihem by land. The first day was spent in a 
cannonade; during which the guns of the Imperial army, 
being served by the Portuguese in the royal service, dismount¬ 
ed most of those of the enemy, and silenced the redoubts 
Which he had thrown up along his front. The neat morning, 
both armies being drawn out in the battle array, the attack 
was commeoced by the Imperial Infantry; but in a short ' 
the engagement became general, and continued for 
several hours. At length the rebels were overcome, and 
coOipelled .to retreat, leaving their camp to be plundered by 
the royalists. 

Zubberduat Khan encamped that night on the field of* 
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bftUJe, and amployed bffl InfaBtry la buryln; Ihe dead, and 
aasisLina the ivounded of boiK pariLea. 

Tbe folloirinff day wna employed io w/liing: to al! the> 
semindaTi and jagiardara, aonoanclng to 
tbem the victory alined by bie majelly's 
troops, commanding tbem m cut off all 
coniBiiJDicadon with the rebele, and to prevent their receiving 
any supplies of provisions. The good effect of these Orders, 
aod of the victory, were inimedialfllv apparent; many of the 
setnfndare in the vicinity of the field of battle hastened to 
the royal camp, aod offered to }oin the army with (het» 
ijuecas of troops. 

ZubbetduBtKhen, having made all ;tbe requialio acnxige* 
ments. marched to the neighbourhood of Mnkheoosabad, and 
eocamped on an extensive plain, to the eastward of the town, 
intending to attack the rebels next morning; but during the 
night Rcblm Shah crossed the river, and took the route of 
Burdwan. The imperialists followed him to Burdwan ; and 
having driven him thence, pursued him from place to place.

this history, it is presumed that the followlog short account, 
given of him, and of the Fpolley of Autungrebe, by an eye¬ 
witness of the events, will not be deemed jiDpettinent. 

'^Aseem Ooshan, the aecond son of Behadur Shah, was 
a statesraan of winning in an neis., Aulumgeer (the emperor 
Awungzebe) had always pursued the policy of encouraging 
hie grandsons, and employlng«them in public affairs; for as 
his sons were ambitious of grrat power, and at head of 
armies, he thus prudently^ controlled them, by opposing to' 
then rivals in their own families; ss Bedar Bokbc to Azeem 
Shah; and Ascem Ooshaa)[to Shah Aalum BehadurShab. 
To Azeem Ooshan he had given the advantageous government' 
of the three provinces of Bengal, Behtr, and Orissa."* 

Upon the prluce'sj arrival SstS^Hahabad, he unt orders to 
tbs governor of Dude Immediately to > join him with all bis 
f»t«t he also issued his commands to all the aemindara in 
that neighbourhood, and to • those of Benares and Behar, to 
jdln hia camp as soon taa he should enter ihelr respective* 
terfUoftos,.oo his route to Bengal.

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When the ptloce arrived at Petna* he beard of the succese 
of ZnbberduBC Kban ; and fearing that to active an officer 
woald gather ell the laurels before hit arrival at tbe scene of 
action, and leave him nothing by which he might gain credit 
with the emperor^ he sent positive com- 
A. manda to the general not to risk another 

engagement until ha ahouM join him with 
hit victorious army. Zubberdutt Khan taw clearly the object 
of this order, and was much hurt et having bis bands thus 
tied up ^ but ae'Che rsiny season was juet BDttlog iai be 
cantoned bis army io tbe vicinity Of Burdwan, and waited 
patiently the arrival of the prince, who also cantoned his army 
at Mongier and did not advance tn Bnrdwantill tbeend of 
the year. Upon (be approach of the prince, Zubberdust Khan 
advanced several miles, to meet, and to pay hie respects to, 
the grandson and repreaentailve of the eoipurcr; buieo cool 
and distant was the reception be met with from hia highness, 
that he resolved imnediately to quit (be army, and to proceed 
with hU father, the deposed governor, to court. 

Having delivered over the command of tha troopSi be 
made known his request to bis royal highness ; who, 
jealous of the fame that Zubberdust Ehnn had so justly 
acquired, was graciously pleased to oOmply 
A. O. 1^, wishes i although, byso doing, ha 

greatly reduced tha strength of his own army as sRarly 8oao 
of the belt troops were tbe dependaots or followers, of thO' 
geneml and bis father, and went away with him. 

The departure of Zubberdast Khan was a subject of great 
joy and exultation to (be rebels; they dreaded the activity and 
coura^ of that officer; and boped to gain soma* advantage 
from ibu want of experience and local knowledge of the prlh^ 
Rehim Sbau igjmadiirtel/ Bent< duQcfions to all Hla (uiloirers; 
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whOi in order ro concefll themselves^ had diep&ned 
in various paruofthe couatr/i (o jolii him on a caslain 
daj. 

Thus while prince was amuain; hlnaseir at Burdwan. 
and (Eceiving the codgratultUons oi the setnindara and 
principal men oi the province, the rebels again collected In 
great force ; and bed the audacUr, not only to plunder the 
districts of Kuddeah nnd Hoogly, but to encamp within 9 few 
miles of Burdwan. 

Duriog the time the prince wtti at Burdwan the Dutch Chief 
el Chineura sent an agent to the camp who re presented, that 
while his nation paid a duty of 3^ per cem on all ihclr 
commerce the English only paid the petty sum of 5000 rupees 
per annum ; and therefore soUeitad that the Dutch might be 
put on the same footing. 

As It was notorious that the prince was of a very Indolent 
dllpOsUloUi and would not give himself much trouble to 
asoeitaln the original cause of such a distloctlan; and that he 
bad come Into the province for the estpreas purpose of amase* 
Ing a fortune, In consequence of which no buaioess could be 
transacted without a bribe and that the judicious application of 
money might procure any favour ; the English also deputed, 
as their envoy one oE the most Intulllgent Of the Company's 
flStvanta, a Mr. Walsh, not Only 10 oppose the intrigues of 
^0 Dutch, but to procure from bis highness a grant of the 
vHlagea of Chuttanuuy, Gobindpore, and CaUcotta; also to 
deraapd restitution of tho Company's property, which was 
taiulo Cimen cbo rebels at EsjetnaheJ, and detained by the 
Moghol, gpDgnl: was furtber aurtborized to solicit a 

conhinUlioivgt^aflogllsh privileges, by the prinoe's special 
Nlahan, or ordpTitOr troedom of trade, without the psiyment of 
any duties. 
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Mr. Walab Arrived Id the prince'i camp, at BurdWfl, in 
Jinuer^; but owlof IP the int^ruptlon oi 
A, o. ,1^, by the war against lb® rabele, and 

various other procraatinaiioELS, he did not effect the object ofr 
_ his mission till tha month of Tuir; whan, at 

lariber 7rwM«M» I«ogth» by the payment ot a consraartblo 

A, 0 , itfs* sum of money, the prinee'e order foe tho 

purchavu of the laade was forwarded to Chiuianutty; but on 
being shev/Q to Iho semindare of tbe three villagesr they refuwtd 
to malts over Che lands, as tbe order wai not countersigned 
by the king's Dewan. This clri^um stance ceuaed a further * 
delay ■, and it was the cod of the year before the busluQflB 
was aeiiled to the satlshcliOD of ibsi English : nor did thQy 
receive tbe prince's order for freedom of trade till the mootl^ 
of January jyoo.* 

Erom this digression we return to the account of the war, 
as given by tbe native hleeerians. 

When Asteem Ooshaa was inforoied of the proceedlogi o£ 
the rebels, instead of attacking them with vigour, he bad the 
weakness to send a letter to Rehlm Shah, admonishiog him 
to return to his duty, with a promise of forgiveness, and of 
being taken into the royal favour if be compiled. The 
rebel received the letter with bypOcHileaJ marks of respect ; 
and relurnod a verbal message, **tbat If the prloce woilld sand 
to bltn Ehuaje Anvur, his chief counsellor, with assurances

The prloce^ whose disposition was open end siaceroi gave 
his enemy credit for an equal degree of candout; and 
ordered Khuaje Anvur to proceed early the next morning lo 
the Afghan camp, and bring the rebel Chief to' bis presence. 
Tbe Khuaje reposing the same confidence as the prince did 
In the assurance of Rehim Shah, advanced^ with a small 
pB«iy of attendants, to the boundarfes of his camp ; and sent 
a message that he was there, ready to give him the required 
assurances of safety, and to conduct hem to the presence of 
the prince. 

‘Whether Rehim Shah had changed his mind during the 
bight, or wished to be more highly honoured in the sight of 
followers, he insisted that the Khuaje should come to his 
tent ; and there, *m the presence of witnesses, repeat the 
prince’s Invitation and assurance a of safety. But the Khuaje, 
suspecting some treachery, declloed going Into the camp, and 
attempted to lelurn home. He waa pursued by a party of

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Afghans: mad after defending himeelf to the lest egtrenlCy, he 
and all hie atTendants irere cut Co pieces* 

After thia aCrooluuaact of villainy* Kehlm Shah, convinced 
that be had nothing to expect from the cleffieoc/ cf the prince, 
ordered to mount, and to mtke sudden and vlgoroua -auaek 
‘On the royal camp* 

The movement wae executed vUh euch rapidity, that 
Ateem Ooehan had barely time to mount hla elephant 
before he was surroundarT by a party Oi the Afghans, head¬ 
ed by their Chief, Kehlm Shab; and would certainly 
have been taken pcieoocr, bad not a brave Arab ol&car, named 
Hamid Khan, called oat, that he wae the prince, and ebaU 
lenged the Afghan to single combat; at the etime moment 
diecharging an arrovg which penetrated cbe rebere$lde:B 
second atrow from hie hand, wounded his antagonie 7 a hor^o 
In the head, who thereon reared up, and 
Ho ^Ula ground: the Arab 

A. 0. tdjg. Ineiantly dismounted, and having cut off 
Rehire Shah's head, held It upon the point 
ofhiilaace. « 

Tbe Afghans, eeciag the causrropbe of their Chief, wore 
•struck with panic, and Oed on all sides. Alter which thdp 
oSotred to submit to the prince, provided he would Mke them 
•into his service; which being agreed Co, a ger^eral amnesty 
Hvaa passed and peace restored to the harassed province. 

Alter this unexpected victory, the prince proceeded to the 
tomb of Shah Ibrahim Sukka,* in the vicinity of Burdwaa ; 
and having returned tbanke to tbe Almighty for bla luccees. 


* This person wai originally a water-carrier; but having 
aaaociated with the Soo&es, he became a celebrated author 
of poem’s and religious works, Alter his death he vai cwo- 
Aieed, and bla tomb b still resorted to by pilgrims.

The prince continued to reside for a coDsiderable liroe in 
Burdwin ; during which period ho directed his atienilon to 
repairing the Injuries that had been committed by ihe rebels, 
tad In bringing back the iRhabRance of those districts, who 
had been coispetled to abandon their homes, He restored 
Jug;pu(|Rcy> the son of the murdered Raja, (o his semindary 
of Burdwan ; and recompensed alJ those persons who* having 
wnained firm In tbelr aliegiance, had been dispossessed of 
iVtdr lands by the rebels, For ihe bravn Hamid Shan he 
proeiued, from the emperor, the title of *Shuoishere Khan 
Behadur, and the olhee of Foujedar, or military commander, 
•of the diaVictk of Bundasil and Sllhet : he also IlherAlly 
rewarded all Iha other officera who had disllnguiihed tham> 
selves on this occasion. During the period that Aseem 
Oosban resided at Burdwan, he bulU, In that city, a public 
Btosquo : he also caused to be constructed, lo Hoogly, a new 
h$ar. 10 which he gave tho nnme of Shah Gunge i but the 
people. In compliment to him, called It Aseent Gunge. He 
regulated the customs of the port of Hoogly at two and a half 
oent. on til goods belonging to Mohaminodana; but 
t^npelled the Hiodoos * to pay dve, and the Christians 
three and a half per cent, on theic merchandise. He also 
astablUhed Ibe Inland duties, called ratr, upon various com-

■ The £ngliih were exempted from this duty, as they pal^ 
a specidc sum annually. , 
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inoditi85 paeein^ from one place to another, In the Interior 
of the country. In short, the prince devoted much of hSs 
time to the pettornsnce of the duties of htr oiUce. and 
to the improve meat of the re venues. He also every dif 
allotted several hoars to the conversation Of the leaioed 
and teli^lous, and bad fre^uentlf passa^a from the beat 
authors read to him. He often visited the hermits and 
derveishes, and solicited their prayerx for his succession 
to the throne. 

Odc day the prince sent bis two sons, Keream Addeen' 
and Ferrokhsere, to visit a celehrate<^ 
calth^d*'«vUh. Bayeaid, and to re^^ueet 

Xhas the holy man would take the trouble of 
comiogtotbe palace, ^pon their arrival near the saint’s 
dvrelUng, Ferrokhsere alighted from his horse; and approach^ 
Ing, In the most respectful manner, paid his compllioents. and 
delivered his father's (nesaase, whilst the other brother scarcely 
deigned to return the Sooly's aa1utHt1cpo< 

The saint was muc^ Irritated at the conduct of Kereem 
Addeen, and highly pleased by the humlll^ of Ferrokhsere: 
he therefore took the latter by the hand, and^ causing h|m to 
sit down beside him, blessed him, aod said blA/'to you V»- 
thiv day given the eropire of Hindooatan." He soon s^sr 
arose, and accompanied the youths to the palace. 

When Aseetn Ooshan was ioformed of the approach of the 
Soofy, he arose from his seat, and advanced to meet him; and 
after having made many apologies for the trouble he bad given 
him, seated him on his owo musnud. Ha shortly after 
cOrnmnnlcatud to the faint the object of his wleheaian'd 
supplicated hie pn^sr^ that he might one day succeed to tb»

nhet joix desire has already been given to your eon 
'Ferrokhsere : the arrow of my prayer has been shot from the 
bov, and cannot be repeal led."

'adieu, and retired to his call, leaving Azesre Ooshan quite, 
diicomfited by hia prediction, to which ha gave much credit, 
dad which in the acqnel, was realteed. 

The villages ot Cbuttanuity, Govlndpore, and Callcotta, 
which in virtue of the prince’s Htshan, bad been putohased 
iromtbe zemindars, with their districts, entended about three 
Qillefl ou the eastern side of the Bhaggirutty tlver and about 
one mile InJaod. The latter of these villages takes Ite name 
iroin a temple dedicated to Caly, thb Hindoo goddess of time : 
•and from It the Eogltsh called their town Calcutta. 

In theyear i5pp*i7oo, the factory of CaleuUa, which, in 
consequence of the fortifications that bad 
Ceioutts. **' been added to it during the lebeUlcn, was 
digalfied by the appellation of a fortress, 
vie oamed, in complimeAt to the king of England, Fort 
Willlaa;: and, as a number of opuJent natives, in consequenee 
of the security given to their property, and facili^ to their 
brade, had been Induced to build houses In the town, and 
make It their residence, ha proeperUy excited the jealousy of 
4ha Foujadar of Hougly, who, pretending that he should be 
punished for suffering to many of the Moghul subjects to 
ert&^w themselves from his jurlsdictfoa, tbreaicocd to send 

4 Casy, or Mahomedan judge, andolScers of the poJlce, to 
administer justice amongit the natives living under the pro* 
teotlon of the fingUsh flag : but as tbli measure would have 
ubmUnd tha’English to the same Inconvenleuces which 
(hey formerly soffered at Hoogly, It was counteracted by a 
bribe seu tothe pr\nM, ‘«hb forbade tbe goveroor of HooghJy

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from prac««dlDgio Ms InienClons. My Chie couc&nt atten- 
lioo to the accunulfttion of w««Ilb, Azeoin Oaah&n H to 
baVO . carried vieh him, out of the province, three mlllioes of 
■pounda aterJinj^ io specie, and foveis to a very great amount. 

The prince, after n residence of nesrety three years in 
Burdwan, having regulated the sSnireofthe weetera part of 
Bengal to bis satiafaction, ordered the 

A. D. tyeo.! atM^boftts which had been built during 
the goverament of SMteo Shufaa, to be collected ia the 
vicinity of Hooghly! and embarking at that place, proceeded 
with great pomp to Dacca, and took poaseseloa of the royal 
palace. 

By the advice of eoiDe narrow^aighted politician, the prince 
waa laduccd, about this time, to adopt a meanre whicb not 
Only gave great dtagasC to the comtnerdal part of the 
•communis, but drew on him tbe displeasure of the umpemv 
Aurungzebe. 

The prince wished to become the sole merchant of alf 
European aod foreign goods brought to Bengal; he therafoie 
established agents at all the ports, with authority to purchase ' 
tbe cargo of every ah Ip that airiTed, at a low price; and 
afterwards retail tbe goods Co the merchant at a considerable 
profit. To this species of comtneroe was assigned the 
oplibets of SfuAli A.A<» and Setiefai Aam, special and gene* 
nl purchases. 

He also, In order to gain popularity with Che Hindoos, 
celebrated their hnlidays, putting on yellow smd rose> 
coloured garmencs, and entered Into the sports which are ia 
pnetleed on the anniversary of the return of spring. 

When thrpugh Che medlom of the newspapers, .tb ,</ 
emperor received Information of the princess conduok hO ^ ^ 

wTOCe him, wUb his own hand, a letter replete with Irony 1 • 
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sarcasm; obsarvio^ ibaC a lurbin, and rose- 

coloured garmente, suliad but til wlLh a beard of forty-i{X 
year'a growth. He alaoexpl^aed that the monopoly, which 
he bad dlgnibed with the name of Soudsi 
' JCAat, was AOlbing leas than individual 

InBAoUy and public opprcaaioo;* and to evince >co his sub* 
jecte that be would not sanction any aa of injustice, even by 
bis aonr or gimnd>ehildren, he struck off SCO horse from the 
prince'* military rank. 

The gteal confuaion occtaioned in India by the contest 
between ihe rival EneUah Cempanles, and the depredalloos 
of the pirates, Induced his oiajeity King William, iu the 
ygtf 1693*9, to depute Sir Wiliam fforris as his Ambassador 
to the court of ibe emperor of Uindoostan. The object Of 
tbia miisiou was to solicit firman/, or privileges, lor the 
English nation ; and to reader the new, DrEnglinh Company, 
iu rapresentelive la India.* 


The siDbassador landed at Masuiipatam on the s^th of 
September 1699, where he wax detained by various obstacles,

Rban, one of the Vlslora who happened to be there. Some* 
time was spent In adjusting the ceremonies; but the am* 
baasudor, requiring to he admitted to 1 conference, preceded 
by drums, trumpets, &c, which the Visier refuaed aa being 
Inconaraleat wiUt enstern uAegss on such oceaeions,, the 
ambjsaador hold this refaaal CO he derogatory from hia 
diginity, and left Urampore without having any conference 
with the Vlsler; and on the yih of April reached PernaUai 
near which the camp of Aurungtebo was siLuUed: and as 
soon ai he had notiGud Ms anival, he was perntUted to pitih 
his tenta io the vicloily of the royal residence. 

Oo the rStb of April the ambassador obtained hja first 
andience. and was most graciously received, He, In coast* 
quence, made an application to the emperor to luuS' 
firmaru iof Irecdom ot trade to the new Company.

trttb *00 gold ,* and the buBines* seemed to be ia a. 

fair irain of eucces*, when intelfigence arrived from Surat, 
that three Moghul ehipa, coming from Mocha, had been 
capCuied by an Englleb pirate: in consequence of this In- 
fomiatlon, the Visier demanded that the ambassador should 
not only give security for the return of these ships, but that 
he should guarantee the future ^ safety of the mogbul* 
commerce against pirates of every description. The am¬ 
bassador declined entering into this stipulation: and was 
tbeieoR Informed, that **be Icnerr his way bach to England.” 
Considering this answer as a dismission from the court, Sir 
Williarn Norris desired passes to be Issued for his safe return 
K Surety and on the morning of the 5th of November 
quitted (be Moghul camp. 

Some efforts were made by the Vlslers to Induce the am* 
baasador to alter his resolution; and he was forcibly detained 
atBrampore, till alener, and a swoid, for the king of Eng¬ 
land, from Aurungeebe, arrived. 

On the 7th January, Sir William Norris was permitted^ 

to continue his journey, and arrived at 
;R, O. xyoe. Surat on the !*th of April. On the apth*

This 
person wae the eon of a poor Brahman,• and during hie. 
jcoutb, WAS purchased by a PereUn merchant, named Hajy 
Shuffia, who took him to Ispahan ; and, having clrcumcitcd 
him, changed his name to hlohamed Hady, and educated’ 
him as one of his own children. Upon .the death of the 
merchant, his ^eirs manumitted the youth, and permitted' 
him to proceed to the Dekkan; where, soon after his arrival, * 
he obtained on inferior employment id the service of Hajy 
Abdullah, Dewan (superlntendcot of the revenues ) of Berir: 
lo ^Is situatioo be evinced such a knowledge of aceouDU, 
and eapercoess In baeloess, that within a few years he was 
recommended to the emperor Aumngsebe, as a fit person to 
fill the office of Dewan of Hyderabad, then vacant: he was In 
conseqiKnce appointed to that office, and dignified with the 
title of Ku Tulb ICtan.

During ihe despotic reign of Aurungzebe, the offices of 
Nazim (military governor) and Dewan were kept perfectly 
distinct: the business of the former was to defend and 
protect die country from foreign insult or domestic Insurrec- 
CiouSj and to enforce a strict obedience to the laws: to the 
latter was assigned the collection of the revenues, and the 
dtabursements of all the requisite ezpenses.f He was, In a 
certain degree, subject to the orders of the Nazim; being 
obliged CO comply with all written orders, for money, from 
that officer,for the service of government: but the NasTra 
was responsible to the exchequer for any improper use of 
that power I he received his regular salary from the Dewan, 
and was not entitled to any fuKher emolument from his 
office. These two officers were, however, commanded to 
consult with each other, upon ulHinportant affairs: and to 
act in concert upon every public emergency, according to 
1^0 regulations which from time to time were Issued.

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Meorahud Cooly lChao» soon after hie eppoifilttont, 
proceeded to Becc&i end entered with tlacritj upon the 
huiitteei of hie office. He fouad that the country was .rich 
and productive, but that the pubLc 
A. D- tevenue had been absorbed Ui improper 

channels. He therefore appointed hl6 own collectors to the 
different districts; and In a short period ascertained that the 
revenue of Bengal amounted to one crore (ten mUiioDs) of 


rupees.

This conduct acquired for Moorehud Cooly Khan srent 
celebrity at coun; but the haughty eplrlt of the prince 
A?eem Ooehan, could III brook the 
A. . tyoe. Interference. In all pecuniary 

treosactlooe^ of the Dewea, and hla frequent opposition to h<s 
royal highnees’ commande. besides these caiisee, Che ptlnce 
WAS exceedingly jealoue Of the high favour in which Moorshud 
Cooly eiood wVh the emperor; and Che courtiers and favour^ 
itas of the prince, whose eximvagenee, or assumed powere, 
were consuntly controlled by the Dewan, fanned the flame, 
and added fuel to his already exasperated temper; Azeem 
Oosban was therefore exceedingly anxious to get r!d of bis 
rivah if could be ejected without rlsklag the displeasure of 
tbs emperor. 

As lo the oaal there have been at all limes iound people 
ready to commit the moat daring acts, or to perpetrate ibe 
most airocioue muxderi, when supported by the hand of 
power, oc bribed by the icmptaiLoii of wealth; an Officer,

money. The offer having been accepted, .Abdal Vahid 
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ordered bis meo to waylay tha Dflwan» tho non time be came 
40 pay Kli reapeciato the prince. 

An'opportuBUy 8Q0Q alter offered: the* Dewan, who was 
sever deficient in etiquette and reapecc to the viceroy, left 
hie house one moraing:, to pay his obeiatoce at Che palace; 
but before he had so^teo half way, h la retinue was stopped 
In the street by a large body of the Nukedy regiment, who, 
in a clamorous manner, demanded their pay. Xhe Dewan, 
wbo alwaya went abroad well armed, and was attended by a 
oonaiderable number of armed followers, Immediately jumped 
ontof bis palanquine; and, drawing hie sword, commanded 
bis atcendams to clear the road, and drive iboee fellows away. 
Tbe Hukedies, seeing bis resolution and firmness, sbniok 
and allowed bicn to proceed unmolested to the palace 
where, as soon as be entered, he loudly accused the prlnoe 
of being the author of thle conspiracy. He then seated 
himself, Iq a rude and Indecorous manner, opposite to hiin; 
and putting bis hand to his dagger, said, ‘'if you want my 
life, here let us try the contest: if otherwise, fake care that 
j:iotbing of tble kind ever agairt occurs.'* 

The prince alarmed by hii threats, and dreading the 
severe justice of tbe emperor, was very much ablated; and 
after protesting bis innocence in tbe most solemn manner, 
eeoi for Abdal Vahid, and severely reprimanded him for tbe 
fisgitioas conduct of his men, threateDiog him with tbe 
severest marks Of his displeasure if they were ever again 
,gulJ^ of such disorderly behaviour: these excuses did not, 
however, satisfy tbe Dewaa; he proceeded Immediately to tbe

Moorehud Cooly then returned home; and having dravn 
out a statement of all the circumstances, had It authenticated 
by the signatures of the public officers; and forwarded It, with 
a representation from himself, to (fie

After acting-in so spirited and independenC a manner. 
Moorshud Cooly deemed It unadvisahle to remain In the 
same place nitb the prince; and having consulted wllb bts 
friends on the most advantageous situation, he resolved to 
fix bis residency at Mukheoosabad, as, being nearly in the 
cc dire of the province, and equally convenient for collecting 
the revenues f.'om all parts. Havlog decided on this 
meaaura, be left l>scca ad thou C taking leave of the viceroy : 
and carrying with him all the public officers attached to the 
Dewany, proceeded to Mukhscoaabad ; the name of which, in 
order to commemorate this event, he some years afterwards 
changed to Moorehudabad ; thus to hand down bis own name 
to postexliy.

Tbe caallo and fortification cf which he repaired, and, by 
eennieaion of the emperor, changed the name of the cUy to 
Axeemabad ; by which appellation U i« eilll dUtIngulahed by 
all ibe followers of Moharomed. 

It has been before Stated, that, on the abrupt termination 
of Sir William Norrie’ embassy, the, emperor had Issaed 
orders tO selae, and confine every European In his dominions r 
in consequence of which i« the month of February jyo*. »he 
whole of the EngUab aeUled at ?aina and Rajemahel, with all 
their effects, ware seised, to make good the damages done 
by the pitatas : the amount of the property, however, provlqg 
ioconsiderable, the Company’s servants were confined for 
AJlyona days In the pnblic jail, but were afteiwarda liberated 
«n their parole. On ibe 30th of March the order was ex¬ 
tended to all the European factories; and the loasaftha 
English Company, on tbls occasion amounted to aixiy-two 
thousand rupee*. In this month also, the Foujedat oC 
Hoogly issued an order to seise all ibe Company’a effecla at 
•CalculU; but tbe President, Mr. Beard, having previoM, 
notice of his Imentions. had ao well prepared for his defence,, 
etat the Foujeder hesitated to attack the factory; and, by thft 
private iaierwndoo of ibe prince, wbo durst not op^y 
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oppose the emperor’s commends, et len|th desisted from hifr 
intentions. He, however, seised upon ell the goods belong* 
ing to the Compaay which were coming down the iWec to 
Calcutfs ; but (he spirited conduct of Che English, on this, 
ooculon, b/ preventing sty of the Moghul ships from passing 
down (he river, obliged him to release the property. 

During the whole of this business, (be prince Aseem 
Ooshsn evinced the greatest moderation; and would not 
have carried Into effect the orders of the emperor, had be not 
been goaded theieto by the imperial ^ewan. In the month 
of October, he sent orders to liberate (be company’s ageota. 
confined at Bajemahe), and directed that they should be 
permitted to proceed to Calcutta ; shcrUy after which an 
order arrived from court to take off the embargo on trade. 
On this occasion the Dewan relaxed in his severity, aod 
offered freedom ot trade to alt the Europeans, provided they 
would make him and the prince handsome presents, which- 
*tbp English refused. The Dewan, however, insisted upon 
agents of the three European nations producing thw 
original firmans upon which they claimed their privileges. 
The Dutch and French produced theirs ; butthe firman of 
Suftan Shujaa, having been lost, by one of the English agents 
In going to Madras, forty years before, the English wste 
obliged to bribe the Dawan’s secretary to let the matter drop,. 

Moorshud Cooly Khan, having fixed Kis resideace at 
Ivbihhaoqdabad, assembled there all Ihe public officers of his 
department; aird aC the end of the year, having made uphis< 
accounts, to which was clearly exhibited the great iocreass ho* 
hadl mudo to the-sisvenue of the provinces, prepared to. aek 
outtor.’cotfrt, m order personally to lay (hem bs/ore the 
emperor; on presenting the papers, however, to the twa 
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CAneuogMi,* wbMO counfer*5lfnAtur«« ver« requisite for 
ibelr being Audited in the Imperi&l excheqoer, one of them» 
OAined Dberp NArftln> refa»ed bis sigseture, unleas bribed b)r 
A presenr of three lees of rupees ; but the 
A, I). i7P3*s. Dewsn, conscious pi the accurncy of hIS 

stAtbment, refused his demand; and having obtained the 
sigDSture of the other Canouagoe, aotwltbsfandin^ his belog 
OD bad terms with the prince, proceeded to the Imperial camp 
In the Dekkan ; and, having fifsl presented the emperor end 
KIs ailniaters with a very large sum of money, end a number 
of curtoaitisa brought from Bengal, he Chen submitted bla 
accounts to the impenel exchequer: they were Immediately 
audited by the Vialer, and much credit slven to hire far his 
exertions. He wsa, in consequence dignified by the emperor 
with a dreaa of honour, standards, and kcltle.^tuma; and 
rc-appointed to Bengol, as Dewan of the three provinces, and 
deputy Karim to the prince in the provinces of Bengal and 
Orissa. This circumstance gave great oSenes (o Aaeem 
Ooaban ; but knowing the despotic temper ol hla grandUther, 
he could o&iy repine In alienee.

Such was the state of affairs in Bengal, when the greet 
age end bodily infirmities of the emperor AuruagzebeT 
having given rise to many intrigues tor the Riiccesi^lan to the 
empire, Sultan Mohammed Ansim, who for a short time 
governed Beagal, end who, although only the second 
aurvTviog son of Auningzebe, openly leld claim to the throne, 
end was, In fact, ibe fevooriie end iotended heir of his father, 
being jealous of the great wfaith pns^^esscd by his nephew, 
the prince Aseem Oosban, and the poiwer whi&h the govern- 
nent of the eastern provinces threw inio bis hands, procured 


his recall; and that prince, a lew moolha 
**w!!»lled before the death ot the emperor^ having 
appointed hjs own son, I<*errokh8ere, (o be 
his representative In Bengal and Orissa, and Ser Balund Khan 
to be depul/»governor of Bebar, proceeded towards court. 

Although the connection between Aseem Ooshan and the 
history of Bengal terminates with his departure from Faina; 
yet as the fate of that prince Is not recorded In any regular 
bistqry of India, It Is presumed that an account of It wHl not 
i>e considered as uninteresting in this place. 

7 bie monarch's title was properly Aalumgitr (Con> 
queror of the World) j^ot as he Is better known in Europe by 
the appelietioit he bore as prince, It Is retaloed in this 
History. 
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Th« omperor Aurungzebe Aalumgosr doparted this lif^ 
on the sSih o( Z^kaed (iich month), of ihe >ear of the 
Hejim I Its, In his camp, in the vicinity oi Abmedoagor,* 
DeitKefA aged ninety-one years and thirteen days; 

ethe.F^.ai, 1^7. haVcog verbally made a diviaioa of his 
empire amongst hii three sons* Tq the 
'eldest, Mohammed Muasim, he assigesd the t'rovinces of. 
Cabul, Lahore, and Moultan; to the second, Mohammed 
Aasim(tben called Aazlm Shah,) he gave the central parts oi 
HiodoosUin; and to the yonnger, Khan fiukhsh, the provinces 
of the South, or Lekksn. 

The day alter the deatlt of the emperor, his second eon. 
Aazim Shah, entered (he Imperial camp, vnd took posaesslon 
of the royal tents and treasures; and, as

Buunit the ihrone soon as the funeral rites vere performed, 
of HtndoMisB mounted the throne end gave audience 

to all the nobility, and officers of the army. He coDfirmed 
all the ministers of the late reign In their appointments ; and, 
shortly afterwards, commenced his march covarda Debly, In 
order to secure the capital agaiosi bis elder brother. 

The prince Aseem Ooshan, who had, by (he emperor’s 
orders, left his government of Bengal (o proceed to (ho 
presence, had lakso the procaullon lo bring with bim a 
coasiderable detachment of his best troops, and had reached 
(he vicinity of Agra when he heard of his grandfather’s 
decease; upon which evuiit, he inarched, with all eipedltlon, 
(0 secure that city for his father Mohammed Muasim, then

A seem Ooshan, having, besides, brought with btm the 
Iratnense sum of nearly eight crores of rupees* from Bengal, 
tmmedletely commenced levying troops ; and upon the arrival, 
of his father at Agra, muete red before bim 300,00 well mounted 
cavalry.f Ahhoogh Bakir Khan, the governor of the citadel 
of Agxa, had refused to deliver It uf> to Aseem Oosiitn, he did 
^ot hesitate e moment to send the keys to Shah Aaluoii who

means of which he speedily refitted bis army, and advaticed'

The contending armies met on tbe plains of Js)oo. not 
ihany miles distant from Agra; and as the command of the 
first line, which bore the brunt of the battle, was entrusted ro- 
Aseem Ooshan, much of the success ot the dsy may b» 
attributed to his exertions.

had been uselul 10 him on various ocoaslooe, and had puti- 
cutarlf dieiiogulshed themselves in the late engagement, 
Thsse two per sons ware broth era, and boasted the honour of 
belog descended £roin the Arabian prophet. To the eldest, 
named Syed Abdullah Kban, he give .the gevornment of 
Allahabad ,* and to the younger, Syed Hussein Aly Khart, 
that of Baliar, Alter these vntogemenis, the prince con* 
mntly attended at coorc / and, by bis sbllilies and suavity of 
manners, g&lned a great Influence over the mind of hie father, 
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In the year 22S4, ine emperor who was ihen stiAhore, 
was lakan hi of a fever, which affected his 

brain, and rendered him totally locapable 
• of buainose : ar>d as his eldest eon Moisaddeen, had for some 
time decliited coming to court, oq account of the preference 
> which bis father gave to Aaeem Oosbsn, all the affairs of ihe 
empire were, for eome linie, transacted by 
tile prince/ which clrcamstaoce enabled 
him, upon the death of Behadur Shah to 
^ake possession of the royal treasure, jewels, and artillery, 
4 Qd .tO mount the ibcone. But havlog. by his pride and 
^Mtulanee, given offence to Zoolfeear Khan, theAmeeral* 
•Omrah, and other of&ceri, they took part wllb his three 
broUuiSi*

were, Molzaddeen, Jehan Shah, aud 
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At this time th« whol« the impeiitl troif viis encamp* 
ed in the vicinitj' o[ Lahore : the emperor's 
upo« one Sid« of .h. rlv.r 
(RavyX and those of AzeeiQ Ooshan upon 
the c^posite bank / but a constant communication waa kept up 
between both, by means of boats: and as soon as the emperor 
died, Aseem Ooehan took possession ot the Imperial tenre. 
The ground of encampmeat of the three other princes wes 
between the emperor's tents and the town. 

Had Azeen Ooshan acted with promptitude, and Icn* 
medlately attacked his brothers, he would hare probably beert 
successful/ but hoping that the army, Hading he was In 
possession of the treasure and arLiJIery, would Hock to hla 
sandard, he resolved to reinalu on Lhe defensive; and gave 
orders to have ble camp entrenched. 

While Aieem Ooshan thus Hattered himself with an easy 
conquest, the three biotheri, by the advice of the Amccc%ul 
Omrah. drewseverallarge pieces of artillery from the forti 
and encamped their united forces in one line, making tne 
city their defence to the rear. 

In this situation affairs remained for four daye^ dor log 
which heavy caanoiude was kept up on both aides ,* but the 
advantaga being manifestly on the part of the three brothers, 
and the troops of Azeem Ooshan beginoing to desert, be 
found k requisite to alter hia plan ; and on the film morning 
inarched from bis camp, resolved to conqueri or to die. 

As prevlons to this time most of the experienced generals 
had left himi the troops were drawn cut without any proper 
arrrangemant ; the artillery were placed .in such a situation aa 
to be perfectly useless, and were not supported by any body of 
legulax troops. Kerecm Addeen tbe eldest son of the priBGe> 
who was the nomloa] commander of the first line, remai&ed In 
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•the reserve with bis feiber ; &nd none of the offlcere knew to 
whom ihftj should srPly for orders. 

In the meafi time the enemy edvaneed slowly, but In 
'Vc^uUr order lOT^rds Azeam Ooshen. whose terrified troops 
^egan to disperM. The misguided, bat truly brave prince^ 
when he la# hlB fortune thus adveree, (though he might have 
saved himself by quitting his elephant and mounting a fleet 
bcrssi which would have carried him back to Bengal.) disdained 
the proposition, which hu^ been suggested to him by Ameen 
Addowlehj one of his attached friends; and continuing to 
advance, although nearly abandoned by all his troops, his 
elephant driver was killed by a musquet shot; and the animal, 
having been severely wounded by a cannon-ball, became 
furious, and. rushing to the steep hank of the Ravy, precipita¬ 
ted himself and master Into the stfeatn. The dead body of the 
olephant was again found, but no rraea of the prince was ever 
discovered ; and for a time It was hoped by his friends that be 
•bad escaped. Such is the accojnt given, both lo the Sler al 
Mulakhereen, and the Muntakhub ai Lobab / but by Eradui

Khan's statement, the body of Aseem 
Ooshan was found on the field of battle, 
covered with wounds, and delivered to his 


‘brotberi. Moharoued Kerccm, the eldest son of the prince, 
was made prisoner, and put to death, by order of his uncle 
Alpisadeea, who bad then aseucued the title of Jehandar Shah. 
These event occurred In the end of Suffer (second month) of 
she year xia*. 

Such was the catastrophe of the uofortunaie prince Aaeem 
Ooshor v^o for eleveri years governd the provinces of Bohar 
a&d Bengal with much tolcraace and moderation ; and which 
conduct, coolraated with that of bli successor places his character 
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In a vary fa«^9nb)Q polQt of view, It qif. hoover, be te marked 
that the priocei of ^be houae of Timour have evinced in Indift 
a mildneasof dlapMkloa not correaponaing with the Idea we 
have of Tartars ; and, that the epithet of ^'cruel despot ’has 
not been'^ applicable to a ny of that iarail/r for although 
Auriangzebe was a bigot, and persecuted Ibe HindooB, It ma^ 
be doubted whether be was oaturally of a cruel disposition: 
at ail avenla, his country nan eniirely acquit him on tba score 
of the murder of bis brothers, as eo act of self-preservation : 
and it has been .justly observed, by a native of India, "that 
princes should not be judged of by the rules of comaaon 
life,"*

1 | has been znenticned, in page 391, that Moorshud C00I7 
Khsn» the Dewan, having .waited upon the emperor 
Aurongzfibe, at his camp in the Dekkan^ 
had been most gncionsi; reo^ved by that 
monarch ; and, in reward for his service^ had. been re¬ 
appointed Demn of Bengal and Orissa in bis ova rigbCy and 
Deputy Kaalm or governor of the two provinces on the part 
of tile prince Aaeem Ooshan. He tvas also honoured with 
the lofty tides of Kuvab Moorshud Cooly, Mutimun al 
Mooik, Ala Addowaleh, JalHer JChsn Neaeery, Nasir Jung. 

The first act of the Nuwab, on his return to Bengal waa 
to change the name of the olty Of Mukhsooeabad to 
Moorsliudabad ; and| by establishing In it the mint, and by 
erecting a p^ace sod other public ofHces ot government, to 
tender jt the, capital of the province. 

We accordingly find, that, In the year tii8, the Engiish 
East'lndla Company was induced to pay him *5^00 rupees, 
for permission to establish a factory at 
Coisimbazar, In the viclolty of the new city, 
for the convenience of having the bullion, which they sent 
Eucope, coined into rupees at ibe mint. 

Itr this year, also, the d^arture of the prince Azeenv 
dsthin fron Behs4 threw eke whale of the authority ioio the 
haods. of the Kuvab, and gave bliA the unlimited Control 
•Otefthf i^yinces: for although the prince appointed 
hti^ko|tjrsioo^a9re.(i^tewards emperor), to be bis rcpte* 
eentadve in BeagtJ, it does not appear that he was authorised 
todo sD bycheeApKOr ", and ^e Dewkh paid Utlld affenlloiv 
to his ooDiinatlbiu ' 
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Wlien, after the eaooeeatoa of Behidur Shah, be Was coo- 
firmed'In Ibe appoiRtmeni ot depat^ Nsshn, which Oih 
odieea of Dewan and NwalcD, C which from the reign of Akbar 
had been separated ) were now, by the abience of the piinde, 
united In hla pereon^ he appointed Syed Ikrafn Khan to bb 
hia deputy iDewan over the province of Bengal; and hit ions* 
lit'law, Shujaa Addoen Mobammed Khan, to be hl6 deputy 
Dewan In Orissa: he at the same time appointed Bhooput 
Roy I and Reiior Royi two Brahman b, probably relarhino of 
hia own, to confidential situations, the first, secretary tb1hb 
traasory t and ibe latter his prlvata secretary, He alao an> 
nezed the dlatrlcC of Midospore to Beogal, although it had 
always before conslltaicd a part Of Orissa. 

He sow cDuuncnced to pot In piaciice a syaum Of thd 
greatest oppression Upon the zemindars, or Hindoo 
holders ■, which, although U much augmented the revenue of* 
the state, teodered his name dreaded and detested tbroughout 
the provinces. 


In order to mahe a full Investigatioii of the value of the 
lands, he placed the principal semlndan In close cooQnQtBsnt, 
and gave the collection Into ibe bands of eip^rt AudUi, OC 
collectors, wbo received the esausments {rGOl the fetmers, 
and peid the amount into the public ire^u/y. He also 
^ ordered tie whole of the lands ttT'be re- 
* measured; and having aecertalned the 

i^uantlty of fallow and waste ground belonging to every vllUge, 
he caused a eoailderable proportion oi It to be brought into 
cuUivatlnn ; for which purpose the collectors were anthorind, 
to make adyg^nces of Btfinej to the Ipwer order of, jiusband* 
men, to purchese stock, ,aod to reimburse therbfi^qfi 
ceriain portion of the produce. 
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Whsn ho had ihiu eotirely diaposie&aed the xemlndari of 
all interference ia die col!action, he assigned to them an 
allovAticft; eUher io lend or ctooey, for the eubeiucoce of their 
funillee, called nankar ; to which wee eddhd the privilege of 
fauntiag, of cutiiag wood ki the foresti, and of fiahing in the 
lekce and riven: these immunitiee are called iutiAar aod 
iuMar.* 

The only persons who were exempted from these despotic 
regulations were Che Zemindars ol Bheerbhooni and Blshen* 
pore. The first was a popular and virtuous character, named 
Aseud Allah, an Afghan Chief, who, with hli iollowen, under* 
took to defend this territory against the wild mountaineers of 
Jarcund, This person dedicated half hts income to charitable 
purposes, either ia supporting the religions and learned, or in 
relieving the dlstrestes of the poor and needy j he wae besides 
attentive to all Che duties of his religion, and devlaCed not ^ 
from the ordinances of the lav. To have ntucked such a 
character would have exposed the Huwab to greet opprobrium, 
and would have Incited against him the popular clemour; and 
possibly vould have injured him in the esteem Ol every devout 
Mussulman. 

The other zumiodsr owed his security to the nature of hla 
country, which was full of woods, an^ adjolnlag to the 
spOuntalosofJareund, whither, upon any Invasion the district, 
he retfted to places inaccessible to his pursuers, and annoyed 
tbeu seKcrcly in their retreat: thp country was besides un¬ 
productive ; and the expenses of collection) and of mainCala- 
Ihg Tb-HWld bavO exceeded the amount of the revenue. 

. These two Zemthdars, therefore, having refused the suraoioas

Tbe Rajas of Tipperab, Cooch Beher, and Aasam^ vhow 
oountrloi, althcugh they had been ovairnn by the Moham> 
medan armsi had oever been perfectly subdaed, and who 
therefore continued to spread the umbrella of Independence, 
and to stamp the coin Id their own names, were so impressed 
with the idea of the power aad abilities of Moorabud Cooly 
Khan, that they forwarded to him valuable preaeais, conshtog 
of eiephaats, wrought and un wrought Ivory, musk, amber, and 
various other articles, io token of their subcnlssion : in reiurD 
for which, the t^awab lent them Meiaaft, » honorary dresaei, 
by the receipt and putting on of which they acknowledged h^ 
superiority. This interchange of preseots and coaplioienn 
became so annual custom during the whole time ol bis gov- 
ernmenti withour either party aiterapilng to recede from, or 
Advance beyond, the Implied line of o»duet. 

Moorshud Cooly devoted two days In tho week to Che 
adminialration of justice, presiding in parsoD it) court:;, and bq 
U npaitial was he in his decisions, and so rigid in thAezeoutloa 
0.^ (he Sentence of the law, that he put his owi^ sotf to death 
for. an Infraction of Its regulations ; end bis 4 ^si 0 ni thereby 
became celebrated throughout Hiadocstan.* TltfS,'|ioweTer, 
must be considered as respecting Mohammedans ; for in the 
collection of the revenues he allowed his oflioera W ba guilty of 
great cruelty and oppressloo; and wherever any peraon oppos- 
ed bis will, he marjted him as thevicUn of.^ls revenge. 

It has been bsfore mentioned, that, when be wished to lay 
his acoourttj in person before the emperor, Oherp Naraj^i 
one of the chief Ctnoungoes, had refused to audit them 
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his signaiure. Tho circumst&Ace rankled In (be tnlnd 
oi Moosshud C<io)fj\<but as Cha Canoungoe haM bis ap> 
polntsneaf .'Ic^peodentl; ot the Bovesnor, and was onlf 
Bccoaotnblo to the imperial exohequer for his conduot* 
the latter duxsc not aiake.an7 open attack a^eioithtm, wlthoat 
inounlp; tbe dlspleaaare oi the emperof. Ide therefore 
tnoted him* for several j’eara, vlth g:reat respect aad 
atnntioo; aod contulied hloi upon all busloass regarding; 
• die revenue. 

This behaviour gained &e frendthlp of Dherp Kanin, 
and lulled him Into fatal security; for upon tbe death of 
BhoopiU Roy, the Raiabkarl Ehalsan, drat clerk of the 
neasury. and who, In fact, managed all the business ot that 
offieei'he «ae prevailed upon, by the Nuwab, to undertake 
that eTDploytnenc. 

Whilst in this dangerous sUuitlon, Moorahud Cooly 
aarrowlywntohed all hie auions, hop log, that by having thus 
extended his authority, he might be guilty of some mis¬ 
conduct, which should place him totally lo his power. But 
Dhe^ Karain, having a thorough knowledge of the baslnasa, 
and beiog well acquainted with every particular regarding 
the revenues of Bengal, and only anxious to recemmend 
bimeelfbytho faithful diecharge of his duty, by the moet 
alnute Investigation, and by the reduction of expenace, 
.fincreffisd tbe revenue from one crore and thirty lacks, 
:(1 JbOiOco^^) fto one crore and fifty lacks of rupees, 
wbl^ be oeuaed to be actually paid into the 
pubUo treasury ^ but In so doing, he curtailed the allowances 
granted te thb st^ladars, tfrrd infringed upon tbe emolumenta 
of people In offloof which rendered him very cnpopuler, aod 
gave 'thfr Mkiwab aOfOpportuoUy of eccuslog biio of malversa¬ 
tion In hla o£Rpe>:aad under pretence of eoruibiaing bis 
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4 CdOUAC9» lu. Jcept him lo cioie caofinBicdntt •>od dtftnivAd 
hiiti. 4 ij^BU A^enjoyueot$ of bU ; vliieh.' i»VBrlt7 
tho QiBd ‘9plrtt of Bheep Mirifn; tbct hefeliiatOB 

•d^dioO) sind^R a sHort t(iii« died. Sut na the Kumh ;>v«s 
4 uspec(ed «f beving accelartted the'tele o£ htfl ptisoner» ho 
fttceinpted to efface that Jmpreailoa b; faia kindaeaa os the son 
of the deceased; for vhon he obtaiood, from. th« enperori 
his kther’e cffige ol.Cmouagoe, with as addillon ofi ons<fourfb 
of the emoluments of the otlter Canoungoep who In conse** 
<)uence of hU having signed Moorshud Cooly*0 accounts nhen 
Dberp l^araln refused Uls signature, expected to have had hli 
oafary increased, Instead of being dimtnlehbf. 

For 'sonie years previous to the accession of Moorshud 
Cbbly TO the Dewanehip of Beh^b the ofHee of Foujedar, ot 
governor of the port of Koogly, had been rendered indepen* 
'dem both 0! the Denan and of the Nasim of the province; 
but as soon aa he bed united both offices in his own person, 
be represented to the eceperor, Behadur Shab, the absurd 
'^qWcj Of in imperitm in ifn^eria, ot mfxed authority In gov* 
emraenC; end requesrad that the governor of Hoogly ffiigh 
be'subjected to his orders, and rendered aceourtUbls tb hhn 
for hie conduct. The emperor immedlaUly saw the fo^e of 
<bi8 argument; and Moorshud Cooly waa perakltud Id* appoint 

offlodr ht his own confidence to the thifrerfiifairdVnce Of 
(hat town. 

The person whom he selected for tbl» purpose was a 
Moghalt.nsAsd WullseBeg ; upon whose aVrlval at Hoogly 
.2/0 Addeeo, the deposed Foujedar enctraped vrith i|{| 
retinal,.pndl*'deplipdafUar'oulfefde. «£,.,thd. town, j'intending' 
.^juietly H gepn aa <he had delivered over the charge' ef 
bis office,, to proceed*: to court ; ;bQt Wullee 5 eg» 'havh^ 
•demanded ghat di^er<Sein sba'Peiahiar or hcadr ot^ 
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ghooJd rem&in behind tiU the sccounti yrere examined (he 
late Foujedei reslated the demand end both partlea appeal^ 
ed to anct. Zyu Addeefii luvisg Ingratiated himself with the 
Dutch at Chioiura, aod the French at Chandenugore^ wu 
euppcrtcd hy them; and Wollee Deg, bavmg applied for 
Buceour to the Muwab» was In a abort dme reinforced by « 
ccnsiderable detichmant, both of iofantry and cavalry, Under 
the command of a Hindoo ofQceTi named DllputSIng. 

Both partfee encamped In the Tklnlty of Chaodernagore,. 
and threw up entrenchments In fort of their camps, which 
were dlitiat a uwle from each other; and although the 
Hawab bad, on the commencement of tba disturbance, sent 
poilliva orders to all tbu European settle menta net to inte&< 
fere In the quarrel, nevetiheleSB, both the French and Dutch 
contlausd to assiet Addeen, and suplied him with an 
excelleat ttun of artillery. 

After a oonilderabie time had elapsed In tbls state of 
imVith'llyi asd inch party waa endeavouring to clrmimtweit 
llte OtbOr by siratageia, the deposed governor sent aa agent 
to Dllpot Sing, tbe Nawab'S general, to negotiate terms of 
peace; and previous to his departure, as a mark of his 
special favour, he threw over the shoulders of the agent a 
krge scarlet shawl, which rendered him very conspicuous at 
a dialance. 

It happened that when the agent entered the opposiew 
cnmpi DUpuc Slag' was employed In viewing tbe ramparts of 
his. aOlMnobment; i&d dicected . that Iho agent mlgbc be 
brodghbthftW. He accordingly , ttama; and while they Wb> 
wet* etandiog ,$toavers1ngi or the top dfthe rampart, a 
Fredch gufin«c>4facha*gdd a caonorf frOttl one of tbe advanced 
batteriba/^ the balkcioi'liThjch struck*'Dhpui Slngv sod tore 
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him 10 pieces, without injuring tbe egeiu in the amKllow 
degroe. 

Although tho cireumitance was probahijr accldantal. It was* 
eonaidorod A 9 premaditaied : much marll wu auigned to the 
audipr of the eontxivuce, and a haadnma raward givco to 
the Eurap&aa for hla dazterlt/. Wbother lateational Of 
accidcDtai, it bad cho edeot, howover, of throwing tho 
Nuwab '6 army into groat coDfuaion; of which Zyh Addoea 
taking advantaga, attacked and drove them Into the town of 
Hougty: alter wh(ch hOi r^uledy and ulmolasGed, proceeded* 
with hla deputy aod retinue to Dohly, wheie he died a short 
time after hi a err! val« without any notice having been taken,, 
by (he mlnleiera, of tbe transaction. 

After the death of hie patron, Klnker Sain returned from 
Dehl)’ to Moonhudabad ; and, without betraying any signs o£ 
fear, waited upoa the Nuwab ; who with his uaual policy, 
apparently forgave hiis. and appointed him collector of the 
reiienue 0! the dlatrla of Hoogly, but at the end ol akw 
year, when he came to settle his accounts atMoonhudaM, 
confined bim on pretence of malversation and ordered him to* 
be fed on buSaloe'e milk mixed with salt, which occAaloning^ 
a disorder In bla bowels, he lo a short time died. • 

Mooiehud Cooly ICbaa coatlnued to make the collecilDna 
through hia Avunlla by displaclog the semlDdars, t^th a few 
exceptions, where he foimd the latter voxd^y of trust and 
conddence. He admitted no chargee for troops, but those 
paid and mueisred by himjaif. Two thousand cavalry anc^ 
four thousand Infantry, under the eoBunand of Kazlr Ahmed 
who had|been.origl9ill7 a,private rotdier, wera found sufficient, 
tp. Cl Jorce the paypiaat qf all thn tavdbucs of Bengal: for so* ' 
severe were bla j;e|uUiioiia, and such the dread of his powtesr 
^ re^uTlon, that ills commands were implicitly abexatU. 
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Bii4 it W 8u£Sc!»nt for his £o send a fiingto aei»eRg«r« to 
sequeeter a eemind&ry, or Co seiro on a calprit at (he 
diitanco. 

8ucb <were*tbe respaetutddig’Ol^ kept«^ by (he fovernoi 
at bie court (batr m hi* <preeehce, n»^ereoitwM allowed to 
^ nisa or apeak (o another; nor were any of hla ofhcetB or 
Rajaa allowed (o alt before hls» 

Qe prohlbUad the semindari, and other Hlndooi 
opulence from riding In paUoqoina; obliging (hem (o make use 
of an inferior kind of conveyance, oaUed a Dootyf 6r 
Cbowpalehi Whoever devtated, In the am allest degree, from 
hia general regulatlone, woe certain to experience the effects 
of hie resentment. 

In the alHira of (ha government he shewed favour to no 
one : and always reworded merit wherever he found It He 
employed none bat Bengally Hindoos In tho collection offhe 
revenues, because they were most easily compelled by threat* or 
punlehmem, to disclose4heir malpractloes and their confeder¬ 
ates; and sheirpustllanirBity'Secured him from any Insurrcc* 
tion or Gorfiblnaclon against the state. In the few tastances In 
which be found that they had defrauded him, or had made 
away wUh the revenue, sad were uaable to make good the 
defideacy he compelled the offebder, 'with hts wife and 
oMdren to become Mobammedan*. ' 

.'Haja Oodyoaraia, whose family had long enjoyed (be 
•‘Maiittd&ryof the district of'Rsjesbahy, was so distinguished 
by hlS ibihtiei and eppUCattoa, that tlieKuwab entrusted hfffi 
wIIIp the ffupertnCendepce of fhe greater portion of (he coINc^ 
flOHt,' and pTaoed under hi*'orders Oholaum MohamnMd 
JerntnadaP) 'irtth two' hunderd home Id a shottthKe 

becifneagna^y&vouflte of his priddlpa^ ;'bdt ht cdnse^odnce 

ofbla pay b^vlhg been kept for many monthly the 
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JamiDftdar'fl p90^1a,mu^sted, and the withonc In^uir-' 
iag minutelfirUd the matter, ordeced a eboieo detechmeat t& 
•qaaU4!be disturbance. A coodict ensued in the ^claity o^the 
Raja's tbouse^ io which the Jemnadar ^va9 billedt'acd manf of 
’hjs ’^ec^Ie put to death. TMa circumstance se hart and 
’tevaded Oud^narain that he pot aq end Co his own existenoe. 

The semindtrf o£ Rajelhahy was in Conseqaease, lahen 
away from die famtl/, and dooferred on fUinJemin and 
Eanoo Kenoor^ two zemhidara who teaided on the eastern 
side of the river, jn coneide^atioo of theli having beea move 
puaotuaj in the payment of their rents than the other zemtadars 
of Bengal. 

The Kawab, however, never placed confidence in any 
man; he himeelf examined the accounts of the exchequer 
every day; and if he discovered any of the zemlndare, or 
others, remiss in their payment, he placed either the ptiocipel 
•or his agent in arrest, with a guard over him, to prevent hta 
either eating or drinking till the h^siness was settled : nnd. In 
order to prevent the guards from being bribed,^ Or negligent 
in their duty, he placed spies over tbeoa who informed him 
of the smallest deviation from his orders. ^ 

A principal instrument of the Kuwab's. severicy vtaa bivSit 
Abmed. to whom, when a district was In an’safi he us^d to 
•deliver over the captive zemindar, to be tornuitfed by every 
•speMS of croelcy; as baagbg up by feet; btstlaadoing; 
•setting them jo the nun ia summer {. and by stripping them, 
naked, apr^kUog them freqaearly with.cold water in winter. 

But all'these acts of severity were but trifles, compared 
with the wanton and cruel conduct of Syed Reza Khan, who 
was mamed to Nwfiissh fiegTitOy the gsuid-daughtcr of the 
Huwab, and who, >ijpon the .death •Syed Unm Khan, had 
Aeen appointed deputy Pewan of the province. Inoidvio, , 
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eolorce tbe paymeot of the reveouds he ordered k ^od to 
he dug, vtiioh 9 iit iihed «hh every thing dliguiting ; end 
the stench oi which wae so offen&Te, as neerly to safFocate- 
whoever appioached It: to. this shook! og place, in coDtempt 
of the Hindoos, he gave the Dtma of £kktfion/, which, in their 
language, iseans Parodist \ and, after the asmlnd&rs had 
aodergone the uausl punjabmeots, If thetr rent was not forth> 
coming, be caased them to be drt^wn, by a rope Ued under 
the arms, through this infernal pond. He is also stated to* 
have compelled them to put on loose trowsere, into which 
were introduced live cats. By euch cruel and horrid methods 
he axtroted from the unhappy zemindars every thing they 
possessed, aod made them weary of their lives. 

Tbacoilections of the preceding year were always com¬ 
pleted by the epd of Cheyet (the first month of the new year); 
and in the beginning/of Bysack (the second month) the 
b^wab generally despatched to Dehiy the royal revenue, 
aaounting from one crore and thirty htce to ona crore and 
fiiif laot of ropeea. (ij500|O00/.) the greater part la specie. 

The boxes of treasure were laden upon two hundred or 
mora carte, drawn by bullocks, and escorted by a guard of 
goo cavalry and 500 lofanrry, accompanied by one ot the 
•ub*treazurers. Along wltb revenue, he sent, as presents to 
the 'emperor and ministers, a number of elephants, hill 
horaei, antelopes, hawks, ahlelde made of rhinoceros' hides, 
Mofd'biades, Sylhet mats, ffitgre«’‘Wbtk bC gold and ailver, 
v^rosghtJvecy, Daoa tauallns, sod' CbSsImbazar silks ; also a 
Aumber of Suropsan articles prOcSired at thb royal pon ci 
Jieogly. 

>. ..The attended by hUi priacipal officers, acobmpanb 

ed th& QflfivQf Bsme miles Moorshudabad: andlnonler 
to take off any fdrrbegRiSpORelbfit^ from hlmseff, IndepeadeRS 
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of hit own despRtcSu to e)io Viiier, be hnd tho event 
recorded b tbe roy&l Gssellee which all the ^vemore 
•on the rouia were apprised Of the circunitance, and were 
obliged by the regulations, (9 have carts and an escort 
ready to forward the treasure to the caplulthose of Bengal 
being relieved at Patna and those of the Utter place at 
Allahabad ; the convoy and Ita value, frequently Increasing as 
41 went OR by the collecclotu of each province. 

By each conduct Moorshad Cooly Khan conciliated the 
•favour of the ministers and of the emperor; and (he appoifltl 
menu In Bengal were made chleffy at hie recommendation: 
but If through any other Interest, a person procured the 
oominatloo to an olSce io that provbca, evexy menns was tahen 
40 thwart him and to render hla situation so unpleassmt^ as to 
induce him quickly to resign It. 1a proof of the former fact. 

It lA stated that $lef Khan tbe grandson of the celebrated Amyr 
Khan having been appointed to Bengal u tbe recomxucndattoa 
of the governor, was upon his arrival, received in the most 
graciocis maoner, and appointed Foujedar of Porecah, with 
absolute power over that district and with permission (0 
oonquetfrom tho Baja of Morung as much territory fls 2 ie 
pleased, without any Increase of revenue to the Btate : If-fs also 
said, thal the Kowab offered him hli grand^daughrer, Nuttsah 
Begum in maTriige; but that Slef Klian, beln^ of in UluStrlous 
ftmlly, declined the conoeotlon^and She WMtharefett united 
40 Syed Bese. 

Shortly after Slef Khan had taken possession of his office 
he expelled Beer Sah the leoiladar* of Beernsgur who ventur. 
ed to oppose his will; after which, he Imprisoned all the othec 
semlndars ot Furoeah aod coUeeted anaually from that > 
41 siricc eighteen lacs Of hjpees be ^rplus of which, rtqyo 
(be former revenue of ten or eleven lacs be appropriated to 
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owr. use. H« tlso cootider^bly eiieaded his bouodar7 by 
brln^ln^ into cultivACion cenalo waste lands lyisg batweea. 
Purneah and Morung ai neuoal ground, but Lo vrbicK tKe 
lUja of Moruog. iDtiiuldawd by Sief Sban's power, gave up 
his elalm. 

All these circumstances were well kbown b iha Kuwab ; 
yet having a great iriendship Ice Slef Shan, he not 
Interfere ; but annually Invited him co spend some dene with 
him at MoonhudaOad, where he used to rally his guest Ofi the 
peculiarities io bis character, particularly cn his mode of 
paying hie troops, which was by giving half the amount in* 
goods either plundered, ecquesiered, or purchased at a cheap 
rarei and the remainder In mouey; aUo for his mannaa 
of rayrarding his companions and favourlties, by giving them 
bis caet-off coDcublnea, on which account he conferred on 
him the title of Zea Bukhsh, /At bu/owtr 

In evidence of the other tsaenlon, It is relaced; that a 
person of ao lUiutrloui family, named Syed AI>oo Turab, 
having, through the Interests of one of the Viziers, obtained 
the Office of Foujedar of Bhoesnah jq Beugal, adjacent to 
which resided a refractory Mialndar, named Sltttram, who 
lupt In bis pay a band of robbers, with whom bu used to 
Infest the roads and pluoder the boats on the rivers, and even 
oan^ off the catde from tin Ullages, setting at defiaoco the 
power of the Foujedaxj—;(0 csUrpaia this public depredator,. 
Aboo Turab applied for aislstance to the Nuwab; but, 
instead of affording him the required hid, be was sopposed, 
m an underhand manner, to, countenance and encoorage 
Sftttram. , . ; . / , 

• ' 0^ gold," la a coamon tppeUa- 

tlbn for liberal u^o. 
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At leng^ tbeFctaJddftr, finding he had nothing fo eUpedf 
from the gOv«m6ri took Into own iQ Afghah offieer, 
named Pedr* Shin, with }00 of hla followers, veil moanfod and* 
armed, add seat him to beat np the quartan of'tbe depU* 
datbr ; but SltUraht, hiving intelligence of the dreumicaoce 
moved to another pdYt of the country, where by Chance he 
fell in >vlih the ^oU}edar, whO was amuaing hlmeelfdti'fannb- 
Ing, and attended by a very email escorL The robbara 
immediately attacked the Foujsdar aiid hie and, 

before chair Chief came up, killed Aboo Tur&b. When* 
Sietaram found that it waefiha Foujedsr be had stain, he- 
much regretted the clroumstaace, and* told hie followers that' 
the Nuwab would certainly revenge Che Insult offered to his 
government, by> flaying them alive, and by desolating the 
pargunnah ot Mahmoodabad: be then reipeethilly delivered' 
the body to the Poojedai'e attendants, who csrtied it b>' 
Bhoosnah, and Interred it In tba vicinity of that town. 

When the Nuu^b received intelligence of the murdei of 
Aboo Turab, he was greafly alarmed, being apprehensive of 
having incurred the displeasure of the emperm by his neglect' 
of eo respectable a person; and whom he 'knew had*' maoy - 
frlecde about the court, who would not tail to represent .^e > 
state of the case. He therefore appointed Bukbsh Kban 
to succeed tbe deceased; and sent with hhn a coniiderible 
fotoe with lAstru^ions, to seise Sittanm and all his party. 
Ordesg w«jw riao Isened to ah the neigbbcorl^g seRllfidars, tO' 
assist in seising the'offender/ and they were futontted, that 
if'be was tdlgifed Co make his escape through any of their 
ditcricli they'8h061d bb'expelled from their lands, ^&d suffer < 
other gribv^i^^'pffhfthaiehU. These orders bad an mslantw^ *-*>< 
hbooi raised their rnnf/hfw," wd^ *' ' 

hcmVned the 'Ydbbiffr'ifr on evety side until Bukhsb vUy tonn- 
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arrived, who seUed Sittaram* hia woman, children, and 
accocnpIiCBS, acd aen( them in irona to Moor 8 hudtha 4 , where 
SUearm and the lobbera were impaled pJlva, aod the women 
and children sold as slares* These proceedings were entered 
>in £he public records; and the governor wrote a particular 
repreaeo cation of all the circumsiancae to the emperor, 
placing hie own conduct In the most favourably point ot view. 

Troin the disgusting detail of such traniactionsi we now 
ium to a more dignified subject 

In the history of the prtnce A2eem Ooshanf U was stated, 
^ ^ ^ that, upon hlS} being summoned to court. 
g^e»F 9 rtc»f in Che year of the Kej Ira iii 3 , he lefc hrs 
second ton, Terrokhsere, to be hla agent 
in Bengal and Orissa. That prince continued to reside for 
'Some time at Dacca; but after the demise of AurUngaebe, and 
the ncceasion of his grandfather, Behadur Shsb, to the throne, 
A. H, he removed to Moorshndabad, and fteok his 
rtfsldfioce at the palace called the LaU U) that 'Oity, 

where ha lived upon terms of much cordiality with Modrshud 
Cooly Khan, ooij interfering at all with the gavernmeot; the 
whole management of which had been placed by Behadur 
Shah’s desire, In the hands of the Nuwsb. 

,;Upon the death of Bahadur €hah, aojf the accession of 
. the worthless Jebandar-Shah, A. H. itae, 

lyja. . priflce applied to Moorshud** Cooly 
IDian t9 gsaist him .la avenging the death of bis father, and in 
hil viewA i4pon the ernplre^ but tl\e Nuwab positively refused 
him, ^AQiazing that no consideryilmvahbuld make him depart 
hH so Jehandar.Shalb he now considered o 

his iavtiui sovciwgn j bpt in 4' frlaiidly auumei advis^ .ch« 
prioce Immedlataly to quit hCo^ah^bad, last ao 
ahould arrive for hii being seised and. sent pfisoiwr.to DaW*- 
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Feitokhseredid not pn» tbo Numb my turiber; bat, 
setting out with bis faisDy &od a few Attendants^ took the notice 
of Patna, hoping to obtain sods ABslacance from S/ed Huk$eln 
Aly Khan, who had been appointed governor of Bebar by hli 
father ;* and on hlS way was joined by a few of the adhercDta 
of his family, from Daeca» 

Upon Us anlvaJ at Patna, Inetead of enlctiiig Cto cUy, be 
took up hie re Bide nee in a caravaoierai, near JoSer Khao'e 
garden* ; whence he eant a reapectfuf and doleful massage to 
Hussein Aly, siaitog bis deplorable aitualion : Tetoindlitg him 
Of thu favours conferred on him by Ateem Ooshaa, and 
entreating him to protect and support him. 

The governor was much alarmed and distressed b^ ibil 
mesaoga : be woe boaod, by every tic of grotluida, to tbs 
family of Aseem Ooalian ; but dreaded the power of Jehandar 
Shah, who seemed to be supported by tbe principal aobili^, 
and securely fisted on the throne. He therefore reiurned a 
polite, but cold answer, to Fsrrokhsere, expressive of bla respect 
for the memory of the prince’s father, but lamautlDg hit 
iaability to be of any service to him ; and conjuring him to 
depart frooi Behar Immediately, otharwits be should be luidar 
4he necessity of seising hem, conformably to rbo oedars which 
ha received from court. The prince, however, not diacouraged 
hy this refusal, again solicited, that If he could lupt asG(St him, 
he would at least favour him with a visit, and advise him bow 
ha should act in the critical situation in which be iVos placed. 

Hussein Aly IChan could not refuse such a request from 
the eon at his patron : be ihecafora went privately to pay hip 
respects to the pirince ; and was tntrodoced Into the same tent 
where the fhmalas of tbe fsaily were, sud who ware only 
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cooGeflIed from vl«w by a screen. Be nes received bj the 
prince in the most grtcloaa tad coDcjllatlng menoer possible, 
tad dotbed in oac of bis hishoess' superb dresses; after 
which they entered into t long conyemtioo cn the state of 
public al^lrs, ia which Ferrokbsere represented, that the fate 
of his elder brother tod the other prlnoss, who btd been put 
to death in cold blood, subseqoem to the battle at Lahore, 
convinced him that be had nothing to expect from hil uncle 
Jebandar Shah, but death, or lingering and wretched Imprison* 
mem: he therefore conjured Hussein Aly to support: his 
cause and If they sueceededi be ehould share the empire with 
him* The goverrtor stIU remaining unmoved by these 
entreat lee, Mllekl 3 eman, the daughter of the prince, who had 
been tutored for the occftsIon, came from behind the screen, 
and falling st hie feet, besought him to have coinpsealon on 
ber father and hia wretched family : she reminded him of 
the obligations he was under to her grandfather; and called 
os him, in the name of his ancestor, the prophet Mohammed, 
who had commanded his followers "never to forger benefire 
conferred," not to forsake them In their distress; and desired 
him to reflect an what posterity would say of bta ingratitude 
and unmanly conduct, should he now abandon them, end, 
without an exertion, let them fall Into the hands Of tbelr 
enemies. Before sbo had bniehed her speech, she was joined 
.by the widow of Axcein p^^Bban;* whilst the other ladles, 
■ -

froia behind the curtain, combined (heir ^ntre&cifts to prevaU 
upOD bim ; aod from eobs and teirs pme eded to ecrsaoia and 
laraentatione. The govenor ccuid n i longer reeist such a 
acena ; andi >iclriinK IQ their rapplicatMine, mid, "all I have to 
offer !9 my life; and 1 non* devote U to your Bernice." Tho 
prince then presented him his o«n swoM, end avero sever 
to prove un^tflfu] for hla kindnese. The govornbr, iffime' 
diately after, rewmed home, and trrote all the eircQiiiSlancca to 
bis elder btother, Syed Abdullah K an, tha governor of 
Allahabad, who also owed hla elevation i>» Aseem Ooshan.a 

The following day, the prlncr* Ferr'>knHerc was introduced 
into Patna with great pomp ; and, uimn his alighting at the 
palace, was placed by the governor -a the musmid, and 
saluted as emperor of Hindoo«tait r • nrcdamatlon was also 
iatned, and the leners wrlttca to varlou;* parts of the coumi^, 
insiting all oCfieets and eoldlers to join his majesty’s 
standard. 

When Syed Abdullah Klisn received his broihur*a letter, 
be was ovetwheimed with astonishment t for beaidea the 
perils in which they were thus phmged, their wives and 
children were at Dehly, and consequently In the power of 
their enemies : bot such was his affection for his brother, that 
he resolved to run all risks, and to rise or fall with him, He 
therefore commenced making military preparations: and ne 
the convoy, with the year’s collection of Psngal, had tust 
arrived at Allabsbad, under the charge of Shnjaa Addee^ 
Khan, the Bon'in'law of the Kuwab of Bengal, he seised the 
treasure for Feirokheere'a uee« This was a most fortunate

In the mean time, Husssio Aly, by his loflueace In Patna, 
borrowed a large sam of money from the bankers; and pro- 
ouied from the tnerchants all the ntalerlala requisite for ibc 
ouiCt of his army, without any othef security ibso the prince’s 
bonds, payable, with a heavy Interest, as soon as he should be 
filed on the throne. Whilst the two brothers were thus actively 
employed In preparing to take the field, the emperor was 
informed, by his spies, of alt tholr rraneactlone; and Im¬ 
mediately Bupereeded Abdullah Khan in hie government; 
sending at the same time an active oHicec, named Syed 
Abdalehoffar, with li.ooo borse^ to dispossess bim. 

Abdullah Khao, uoable .to oppose such a force in the 
.field, took refuge in tite fort of Allaliabad ; but encamped his 
QOOpSi consisting of less (lian aeveo Uiousand cavity aod 
infaauy, under tbe command of his three younger brothers, 
for the convenience of vrater and forage, at some miles 
distance from the fort: of which circumstance the Imperial 
general having obtained intelligence, by a forced inarch got 
•^tweeo them and the fort; and asnc a taunting message to 
4 he governor, that oot wiabiog to play with children, ho bad 

(them bshiod him, befog dMirous.-of trying his, tbe 
^gsySroor's, aklll In the game Of war, This message having 
^enyepoued to the young meo, fodamed them with rags; 
A«y iaQAediately attacked tbe rear of tbu imperial army } 
and, oflex a hard«fought battle, complciely routed them; not, 
bowever, «lthoat the loss of i number of their own men, and 
tbaeof 0&« of thsU genenlSp Koor Addeen Khao, the favourite 
brother of tbe govsnor. 
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This flv«nt cftuwd mucb alarm ii D 0 HI 7 : abd the emperor, 
io hopes ol deuchiv Abdullah Khen ftoai ibe cotifedertcy, 
meanly condeeceodcd 10 »y, lhat he never had any Inlenllon 
of euperaeding Him ; and sent him a new coramiiBloD for ihe 
governreent of Allahabad, which wm accompanied by en 
honorary dress of ihe moal splendid kind. 

In iha mean lime, iho prince Ferrckhscra having anIvBd 
at Benaraa, wte enabled W borrow a large sum of money 
from Ihe Uanketioi that oUy. oi» the same terme or whteb 
Ihe loan had been regoilMed at Pflina; and, proceeding V 
easy marches, daily augmented hie army by fraib Icviei, and 
was joined by several officers of dlslIncUon, who had mken 
disgust at the conduct of JehandftT Shah and his minlitan ; 

so ibat, on bla CTOseIng the Ganges at Allahabad, and afiei 
his Junction wilh Abdcllan Khan, he mustered an army of 
as ,000 cavalry, and an excellent train of artillery, 

The prince loon after advanced to Cudgwa,* attended by 
the two brothers, Syed Buiscia Aly and Abdullah Khen, with 
ell ibcir friends and parlisins i and on the syh Of the month 
Showal, A. H. iiS4, deafeeted Al^dcUen, 
AT"i5ti JehandarShab,audget 

possession of all bl$ artillary and oamp 
efluipege. In conaequence of this victory, many of the 
irnperial iroops joined the sundard of Forrokhsew ; and 
Abdullah Khan, who directed all the mllllary movemenla,.

his conduct, and assuring him of (be royal favour,

Having thus conducted Ferrokhaere to the perilous 
pinnacle of hia ambition, whenoe In a few years he was to be 
precipitated Into the abyss of destrucclon, we now return to 
ths affairs of Bengal. 

When Ferrokhaere assumed the Impel ini titles at Patna 
^ ^ he was persuaded by one of bis dependents, 

^ oamed Rashecd Khan, to appoint him 
governor of Bengal: and knowing that Moorsbud Cooly Khan 
d(d not keep up more troops than those employed btthe 
coltecCion of the revenues, he was in hopes that Rasheed Khan 
•■igbt, by an expeditious inarch, completely surprise ibe 
Muwab ; and, without difficulty get possession of the province, 
#ktoh would serve as a place of refuge, should he be dis¬ 
appointed in his views on the empire. The maner was there- 
Ion kept a profound secret till the prince coturnenced bis maroh 
llom Patna; when Ruheed Khan, instead of accompanying 
Wnt,h&Dkcbe route ot MoorehUdabad ; and before the Nuwab 
m 4waY0 of fate intention}, hatf ebured the passes of 
TdtVn^y add Slcklygolly, The T^vih, not at all intimidated 
by the clreuipstence, ordered his corps of soco cavalry to*

troops to two olTicers, named Meet Beogally and Syad Anwar, 
and ordered them to oppose Raeheed Khan : an engagement 
ensued, in which Syed Anwar was killed, and Meer Beogally 
compelled to retreat t the Nuwab, however, who was a staunch 
predestinarian, was oot at all dismayed by thu event; but 
collecting the palaes-gtiards, and a few other troops, pro* 
cecded, on bis elephant, to the assistance of his retreating 
army : his presence gave vigour to the troops; they returned 
to the attack; and an srrew, from the hand o! Meer Bangaliy, 
having pierced lUeheed Khar>} he fell from his horse: his 
army was, in coDsequence, totally routed, and many of them 
taken prUoneta, The Nuwab returned in triumph to the city ; 
and gave orders that a pyramid should be immediately erected 
on the road to Dehly, with niches to contain the heads of 
Rasheed IChan aod all bis followers that were slain in the 
battle, that It might remain a monument of his victory. 

But as soon as JerroKbsvre was firmly established on tbe- 
thi^e. Moorshud Cooly prepared the usual pressntj, aod' 
sent them to court, with the amount of the year's CoilecilORs, 
with the lame punctuality as he bad hithern done : and the

Da*ao, DCrtvIsih, loo of the deputy Nazim of 

Orrwa, whom he Intended lor his heir, with the splendid 
title of Serfens Khan. Bur, as it was the cuetom of 
RlndoosCan, that on the death of any pahlic officer, or 
Immediate servant of the crown, all hie wealth and pereonal 
property were sequBBtered end taken poseeseloo of by govern* 
mtnt, leaving the family frequently quite deatituie,—In 
order to prevent such an occurrence in hla family, the Nnwab 
took the precaution of purchasing from the Talookdar of 
'Chuoacoily, (be semlndary of the city of Moorsbudabad; 
and had the transaction registered In the books of the 
Canouiigoes and of (be exchequer; changing the name of 
the new purchaser. In compllmenr to bis grandson, to 
Assudnagur; that, In the event of his death, the profits of tbs 
•eatafe, after paying the royal reveoue, might yield co bis 
famlTy the necessaries oC lUe. 

He also conferred the office of deputy Nazim of Dacca 
on Mim Lutf'Ullah, whe married bis granddaughter; and 
<procured for him his own cUU of Moorahud Cooly Khao; 
|bus bestowing upon bis own family all tbe lucrative offices 
^ govarocnent, and endeavouring to render bis name per* 
'OUnwt In the province, 

' As « further proof of the Influence which Moershad Cooly 
itaCb t^afr«d at dte court of 2>eMy« it Is stated, that Nejum 
Addeen Ad^ Shan, a brother of tbs two celebrated Syeds, who 
bad rilsed 9 %nt^hfrers to the ^som, wUbed for tbe title of 
Naalr Jutlgi' which bad been formerly conferred oa the 
governor of Bengal, and whd was, in consequence, now 
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requested to exchange it for another equal 1? honofitablel 
but the N^a^vab wrote, with hla own hand, to the emperor, 
that be would never part with the title conferred on him b?

Hoorshud C00I7 Khan was senaible that Cesgal owed 
much of its wealth to Us external commerce: he therefore 


gave every encouragement to foreign mecchantB, especially 
to the Moghuls and Arabiaos, from whom ha 00I7 exacted 
the prescribed duties of a ^ per cent, and did not permit the 
ouBCom*bouse ofQceri to taio mors than their regulated fees ; 
but he was too keen a poliilclan not to observe with jealousy 
thefortiQed factories of the Europeans, and the greai ad¬ 
vantages which the English had over tbo marchanta, in conse¬ 
quence of the hrmans; whicb they had obtained (he said) by 
tneana of bribery and corruption and which permitted them 
to trade eirber duty tree, or for the paltry conaidoratfon of 


- 3000 rapees par annum. When therefore 

•efsa^de^B ^^1^ hImaeJf perfectly secure in his 

^ivikgM of t1s« government, he set at nought the orders 
A ^*1713 prince Shujaa, and of the emperor 

Aurungeebe, and demanded from Ihe 
Xngllsh, either the same duties that were paidbyHhidoo 
a abjects ora constant renew el of presenis, both to'himself 
and to all the Inferior departmeme, Such conduct, of course, 
irritated tbe English .agents, who wrote a detail of chelr 
grievances to ihe Directors of tbe Coupsay In England, and 
solicited, permission to send an embassy to Dehly to Coniplain 
to Che emperor Of the Nuwab’a conduct. Tbeir suggestion 
wea approved of by the Company; and orders were eer)t to 
the goveroors of Madrae and Bombay, to unite their grlevaiuis^ 
in tbe seme petition those of Bengal . 

The nomination of the ambassadors was left to Mr. 
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Hedger, (he governor of Caicutir, who selected, for thlfr 
purpose, Mr. John Sumen and Edward 
^biw 5 *» oJSy. Siepheusop, iwo of the ablest faclors in the 
Bengal accvico; jolnlug lo them an 
Armenian, named Kbojo Sechaud. who uaderaiood both (ha 
English and Persian languages, and who had been for many 
years (he priocipal merchant In Calcuile. Mr. William 
Hamilion also accompanied the emhusy, at surgeon. 

At ihac period (he governmenc of Calcu(Ui tvere very 
Ignorant of (he polUlca and Inirigueaof the court of Dehly; 
and the ambaseadore had no other lights to direct their 
procMdiagr, than such as they obtained from the Armenian/ 
who, although he had never been at Dehly, had procured a 
certain degree of Information from some of bis countryment 
whose extensive commercial concerns led ibem ever every 
part o! India; and who was very soHcUloua to be admitted 
into this honourable commission, (n hopes of acquiring a 
large profit by the goods he should carry, fri^e of charges and 
duties, in the train of Ibe embassy. The preseats designed 
for the emperor and his ofTiCers consisted of curious glana* 
ware, clock-work, brocades and the finest loanufaclurea of 
woollen-cloths and silks; valued, altogether, at 3o,oooZ; which 
^^a Serbaud, In bh letters to Dehly, magolQed to roo,ooo/.{ 
gave such a description .of the varieties which were 
oofiflng, that Feitokhsere ordered the embassy to be escorted 
by fhe foveroore of the provinces through whose territories It 
mig^t pass. The tralu proceeded on the Ganges from 
Calbutti to Patna; and (hence by land to Dehly; where they 
arrlvelf on lha Stb.ofjuly, after a_ match of three months.

lathe meert time, the Nawab of Hengal, who had from,

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Qi i)iero>ftl muniAcenoe,* ** promi4«d lo grant ac? other favour 
he rhould ash. Mr. Hamilton, instead of requesting sn^ 
further reward for himself, besought his majesty to concede 
to the Sftgileh ambassadois the object of their misslan, The 
emnsror, surprised at Mr. Hamlltoo's dismterestcdnass, pro* 
mised, that as soon as the marriage ceremonies were over, he 
would take the petition into bis ktIous consideration, and 
grant the English every indulgence he conid, consistent with 
the dignity of hts own empire. 

Shortly alter thie conversation, the marriage feetivala 
commenced, and were celebrated with greater pomp and 
oiagnlhcenee than .had ever been witnessed In Ilindoostan. 
Thia event Inturrupted all other business, and obliged the 
ambhseadots to wait for six monihe before they could procure 
a favourable opportunl^ of presenting (heir pctUloo.

Khan Dowran, wham the ambassadors had chosea ae- 
tbeir patroa, not dsriag openly CO espouse theit cause, ad* 
vised them to act as if they had no other reliance than on 
Syed Abdullah Khan, the Ylsier: and the empei^r, aU 
though he professed a general approbation of the petition, 
directed the severs! articles to be discussed by the different 
ofBcera of the state, to whose cognisance they were deemed 
to belong. 

This eubjeoted the whole pecUion to the judgment of the ; 
Vlaler ; who, not without candour, disputed all the material 
articles, snd readily allowed those of less importance. A ^ ' 

second aod a third petition were thereforo presented {0 the.* 
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{eroperoi ; in consequence of wbich the Vtsier was ^ length 
induced to give up all his objections : bj;t, co the great disep* 
pctotmeni: of the ambassadors, the mandates were issued, not 
under the erupeior's, but under the seal of the Vizier ; whi(h 
although carrying great authority io provinces uear the 
capital, was likely to be little respected by the distant 
viceroys, to whom theae orders were addressed, 

To increase the dlfllcuitice of tho embassy, Rhoja 
Serhaud, having been checked by Ills colleagues in some 
! irregular proceedings, perplexed all their operations, and, aa 
they thought, betrayed their councils. Nevertheless, Messrs. 
Stephenson and Surnmn, with greet sLeadineaa and becocniog 
returned the mundaces; and determined to wait until 
they should obUia patera ta under the imperial seal. 

In the mean time, the agents of the Kuwab of Bengal 
exerted themselves to thwart the measure 
, }fi 7 . much as possible, and by thejr influence 

and bribery postponed the business lor fourteen months. At 
length the ambassadors were advised to bribe a favourlta 
eunuch io the seraglio ; ai)d although not very sanguine in 
fhelr expectations from this rfteasure, were Induced to comply: 

and to their great surprise, as soon as the 
paid, the Vizier, and all his 
' tbe emperor, dependants, appeared as much incliued to

bien averse ; and soon after, thlrty^four patents, embracing

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These papers were dsHvered to the tmbassBddrt bhfoi'e 
they had discovared the re&l cause of their anccess; vhicbf 
however, was fixpUtaed to them before they ]e& Dehly^ by 
oneofKhsQ Dowrao's officers. 


In the year 16&7,* s little while before the fleet from 
England began to take the Mogbul ships, the Englieh 
sgenta at Surat retired to Bombay, aod continued there dit 
peace was reatored, Daring the period the ambastadoia 
were at Dehly^ president o> Bombay, hndJng that the expeasas 
of the factory at Surat, In consequences Of the imposlKoui 
practised by the Idogbul officers, far exceeded the profica, 
had ordered It to be withdrawn ; and the governor of Surat, 
reasoning from former experience, look the alarm, and ] 
€rmly believed that a fleet was on eta way from England, to 
commit hostilities, as ia idSy ; which would have been 
attended with the sarne co&tequ«nc«e, at many valuable 
ships, belonging to tlie Moghul merchants, were thenet sea. 
He therefore wrote privately to the eunuch, who. be knew, 
had great Influence over the emperor, aud was highly 
respected by the Viakr, to represent to them the dangeroup 
consequences of a further refaenl of the English pedcio^. 
This suggestion was readily listened to both by the eatptror 
and Abdullah Khan, and the euoucb, foreseeing;the change 
that would shortly ensue, determined to reap eome advantage 
from hia intelUgence, and imposed hlmaelf oa the ambtssa' 
ders sj the sole author aod Irutigator of the msaaure. 



The ambassadors, having thns accomplished the objeot 
^ of thsir mission, took leave of tbe emperor 

• } 7 < 7 * month of July, tno years after their 

arrival at Debly. The patents addressed to tbe Soubah of 
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Che DftkkftQ and tbe Nuwab of GuserM cook effect as soon 
ftsthey were published, becauee the/ afforded no poUClcii 
pretext for opposition; but In Beng&l tbefr meaning >vaB 
much disputed cr evaded. 

The article irhicb permitted the English to purchase 
tbirty-eiKht towns would have given them a district extending 
ten ntiles eouih of Calcutta, along the banks on each aide of 
Hoogly river; of which the passage, lu this extent, might have 
been easily commanded, by the erection of batteries or 
rtdoubta; at tho same time that the revenue of the tract would 
have defrayed the expense ; and the possession of such a tract 
would have brought under ibelr' subjection and authority a 
considerable number of the Moghul subjects. 

The prudent foresight of Moorshud Cooly Ehan, added 
to his resentment at the success of the embassy, made him 
behold with Indignation the concession of this article; bat 
not daring openly to oppose the imperial mar>dete, he privately 
threatened the propKetors of the land with denunciations of 
bis vengeai^ce. if they parted with their grounds to iheEngUeh 
upon any terms that should be offered : and the Company's 
servants, confiding too much In the sarciloo of the emperor's 
firman, neglected the more efBcacious means of bribing 
the Kuwah to compliance with their wishes. T^us the 
noit important concession which bed been obtained by the 
embassy was entirely frustrated 

The Nuwab, however, complied with the orders contained 
In the first article ; and the privilege of granting dvsiue^, or 
paaipons, by the president of Caicutta, was recognised all 
over province. This cireiunstance greatly augmented and 
fscilfiated the circulation of Che Eagliih trade whicb sow no 
loi^r paid castoms, not was liable to be stopped byrfhe 
olficers of government. But a question arose, whether the

emperor's firman Implied ao reatrlotions; but thoKuwab 
ineisted thauSe immunlt/ exteBded only m auch aiiidea aa 
were oilher imported, or intended to be exported, by if a; 
alleging, that [u salt, betelaut, tobacco, and leveral other 
Articles of general conaoi&ptlcn, were either farmed out la 
monopolies, or taxed with heavy duties, if the English were 
allowed to trade In these Articles, It would not only bo a groat 
Injury to all the other merchanta, but a very coneidetable 
diminution of the public revenue. 

Convinced as much by the reasoning of the Kuwab, as 
deterred by bis power, the servancs of the Company receded 
from their pretensions and applied themselves to make the 
moM advantage of those privileges which were not cootested. 
Success produced new adventurers ; and besides a cumber of 
Gogllib private merchants licensed by the 
Company. Calcutta was, In a abort time, 
peopled by Forluguese, Armenian, Kogbnl 
and Hiadoa mereijants, who carried on their commeree under 
the protection of the English flag : thus the shipping belonging 
to the port, In the course often years after the embassy, 
amouDted to ten thousand pounds and many Individuals 
Amassed fortunes, without iajuring Che Company's trade, or 
incuTTlng the displeasure olthe Moghul govemmcoL The 
president, neverlbeltss, found It requisite to coQol)late the 
Kuwab frequently, by preaents, In order to eecure the 
Company’s Inveatments, aad to facilitate tbe coursa o( 
their business aC the subordinate factories; but the inhabU 
tants of Calcutta enjoyed, alter the return of the eoibasiy, 
a degree of freedom and security unknown to tbe ofber 
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Bcbjectfl of tho Moffbul ocaplre; ood ihftl cUy, )n coitre* 
qwnco, inereasQd yearly, In oxtrnr, beauty, and richea. 

In tbe 7ear ri^o, Moorrhud C00I7 Kban obtained from 
c»urt the patents bo had long solicited; 
coaforringon him the government of Behu* 
in addition to the united oflices of Na«lm and Dewanof 
Bengal and OrrisM; nhidi thietv Into his hands greater 
pocvers than had been entrusted to any governor, since the 
Inlrcductlon of the emperor Akbai’s reijulations. 

In the year of (he Hijira r J31, the unrorlunate Ferrokhero

About ibis period, the governmcnl of fien|al wm m aaiDe 
mceiure diHurbed by ea allempc at iasurTflctioa, by two 
Of the Afghan seminders of Mohmoodabad; who, ht^i^g 
collected a number of follotferei plundered the adjoining 
districu, and had even the audacity to eeiae upon do,ooo 
rupees of the public treasure which was oi\ the way to 
Moorahurlabad. As ’socui ea intelligence of this clrcumetance 
rvached the Nuwab.’he ordered Ahaen Aly Khan, ihc Foujc* 
der of Hoogbly, to march against the Insmgenti: and that 
officer having, by a rapid movement, surprised them, took 
them ell prleonsre, and eent them loaded with cheine to the 
Nuwab, who conliacaled all the property, banaterred Iheir 
semindaries to Karojlwun, his favourite Hindu collenor 
and condetnned them (being Mohammedans^ to perpetual 
Imprisonment; but in order that the government should not 
he losers b/ this disturbance, and to prevent a repetition 
of similar outragea, he caused all the zemindars in the vlcinfCy 
of Mahmoodabarl to pay Oielr proportion of the 60,000 
rupees, public money, which had been plundered. 

Moorabud Ccoly «u indefatigable 111 the exllrpallca of 
robbers. Wherever a robbery was committed, he compelled 
the Foujedar, or the aemindar, either to And out Che thief, 
or to recover the property. The goods, or their equlyatenc 
In money, ware always restored to the persons who had been 
robbed: and the thief, whenever caught, was impaled alive. 

At Culwah iTid Moorshodgunge he erected goard'houes,, 
for the protection of bravell^rs; and gave the command 06 
Ube police guardir to'one of his slaves, named Moharenadl 
Jan. who was of a savage disposition aod who, was alwayw 
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aiModed by a band of oxecutioDors; and vheaevar he caoghe 
A thief used to have the body split In two, and hung upon 
trees on the high road ; from which drcumsutncee he was 
nick>naiBed the Eolbnreb, or axe. 

Ey these severe mesas, during Morahud Cooly Khan's 
government, travellers were protected on the roads, and every 
men slept securely in his own house. 

Having) in the preceding pages, given what may be icnncd 
(he dark side of Moore hud Cooly Khan's picture, we have 
now much pleseurs lo reversing the object ; although we Fear 
the portrait will still not be approved of by Englishmen, Both 
sides are however drawn by the same author; who although 
anonymous, Is allowed, by the Mohammedans, to have 
written wirh truth and lmpart1al)t>.*.

offenders; in short whose whole administration so much 
leaded lo ibe benefit of miokiiid, and the glory of the Creator.

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they were as much respected and obeyed es the decrees of 
those monarch! whose oatnes are raoet renowned foi equUy 
4 nd justice. He was such an observer of his wordi that be 
never failed in the performaDce of any engagement; he slept 
but littlci and caTefudy observed the seated Umee of prayer: 
from breakfast to noon he employed himself in copying the 
Koran and lo administering justice : and every year he sent 
iCorans of bis own wrltingi with valuable offerings* lo Mecca, 
Medina, and other holy places. 

*‘He maintained above two Choasand readers, beadsmec* 
and ebanCers* who were constantly employed In reading tbe 
Korao, and in other acts of devotion, during the first twelve 
days of the month Rnbby al Avul* which include tbe birth and 
^leath of the holy prophet, he feasted people of all conditions 
and OQ those nights, the road from Maheeoagur tol^ll Baugh, 
which is above tliree miles, was lllumiDaled with lamps, rC' 
piesenling verses of the^Koran, mosques, trees, and other 
figures. Nearly a hundred thousand persosa were employed 
•on these occasions; and, on the firing of a gaj),^the whole was 
illuminated at once, exhibiting, in an instant, such a sheet of 
light as astonished the beliolders. He also kept the festUal of 
she prophet Kbiser, when paper boats, decorated with lighted 
lamps, were set afloat upon tb# river** 

'^Besides feeding a multitude of people, he also provided 
dood for the beasts of the field and tbe fowls of the air. 

‘'He always provided against ftmlne, and severely pro- 
biblted all monopolies of grain i he constantly made private 
inquiries concerning the matkoprlce of grain ; and whenever 
be discovered any Imposition, the offenders suffered the moi( 
exemplary punishments. If the importation of gra'iu to tho*

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dci«« and towns fell short of what had beeo usual, he sent 
officers ioto the country, who broke open the hoards of iii> 
dlviduals, and compelled cheai to can/their grain to ibe public 
markets. Rice was then commonly sold, at Mocrshudabad 
at four maunda foe a rupee; and the prices of other provisions 
were io proportinn. He also strictly prohibited (he orportatloo 
of grain; and theh'oajedar of Hooghly had eapresa orders to* 
see that no ship, belonging to Suropeans or others was 
suffered to carry a^ray more than was aufliclent for the victual- 
ing of the crew, during their Intend ad voyage; neither were 
any merchants suffered to have any stores of grain. 

“ He was so punctual In the performance of all tokens of 
respect towards his sovereign, that he would not sic down in a 
royal boat; and when, In the rainy season, the emperora's fleet 
of state boats came from Dacca, for an exhibition, be went out 
to meet it; and turning hlaface towards the teat of govern-* 
menC made bis obeisance, presented his nusn'r, and kissed Ihe 
deck of the royal barge. Eogagements between elsphanta 
being prohibited from court, be did not allow thear withiu hla 
jurlsdictlen; but used to exhibit and be present at those between 
elephants and Ctgera, and other animals. He took no delight 
in hunting; he never Indulged himsell with splrlluousliquors, 
nor any Inioxlcaitng drugs; neltber did ha areuee himself 
eiogere or dancers. He always kept aooetant to one lawful 
wife; and^out of hie excess of delicacy, would not suffer any 
airange women, or euntiehs, to enter the apartments of hie. 
adragllo. • . 

'^He despised all the reAnementa of luxury,^and partloulaidy 
jQ dress; and yefralned from every ti^g that ia prohfUted in 
the lawt MiQ high Hkaoned dishhs weie terved up to hit tablet* 
neltber frozen ehisrbets,' Por creams, but only plain Ice. Dur¬ 
ing the winter, Khyzli Kbasi; h>r JtOuee-itewajd, used to coHecr*. , 
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in the mounUiins pf Rajeuabitlj % ouScUnt stock of*ice foe tho- 
rest of the ^ear ; and the whole was done at the expenae of the* 
Zemindarsotthat dietrtet. Iq the man£^)e season, there wae 
Gtatiooed at iUjemahel ao overaeer, who used to keep a re* 
gular account of the choicest mangoe^trees la Maldah, Eut- 
walee^ and Kosscinpoor; and his guards were placed over 
them, to see that no one purloined the fruit and that It was 
regvlerf/ sent to Murahudabad. The Zemfndara furnished' 
every thing that was required for this purposes: and they durst 
not cut down a manKoe*tree, touch any of the fruit, that the 
overseer had appreciated to the naslm's table, 

'*He possessed very extensive learning, and paid great respect 
to men who were eminent for their piety or erudition; he wrote 
with great elegance, and was •; remarkable fine penman: his 
skill in srithmetic enabled Mm to scrutinize all accounts him¬ 
self : he signed all orders and accounts with red Ink: he was a 
brave soldier, and a liberal benefactor, upright and just In all 
his dealings, the steady protector of the weak ; so that during 
his government, the meanest peasant was secured from in¬ 
justice and oppression. 

He made no retrenchments in any royal grants or thO^ 
of former Shubahdars, In charitable purposes; but, on the ooh-- 
nry, increased them : do semlndar or Aomll coufd with Im- 

J ublty, oppress any one; Vakeels were contlouallyla searcM 
f oomplalnaots ; and wbeoever they met with sny person who< 
had reason to be dissatiaded, they used every endeavour to 
pacify him ; but If ft happened that a well-founded complUnC 
reached the ears of Moorshud Cooly, the c^ender was sure to 
suffer severely. If the oflicers of justice, out of partiality, or 
respect to rank, neglected to redress the meanest person, upo0'--'lv 
a representatioa thereof from tbe party aggreived, the " 

tried the cause himself: and hli decisions shewed neither 
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fivov nor sfiection to any one* the rich and the poor baering 
equal value !n his srgbt,* 

''In tbe beginning of Ihe governmeDt of Murihud Cooly, 
ibe Cutva) f of Hoogly forcibly took aney a young girl from 
ebe bouse of her father, a Moghul; and Ahsenullab, the Fooae- 
dar of that place, suffering the offence Co pass uonoticed, the 
lather carried hie complnlnt before the Nut^ab, «bo comiDUid' 
ed that the offender should be stoned to death, oonformably 
to the ordinance of the Koran: and notwithstanding all the 
entrsdies of Ahseouliah, who was a great favourite, the sen* 
teoce was actually executed. 

*'A Mahoiaedan beggar having asked charity of Bindra- 
''bundi a Hladoo landholder of Chunakholly he was displeased 
at his manner, and turned him out of the 
house. 'Hie Faklcr collecCed together a 
number of bricks, with which he erected a 
'wall on Bindrabund’s road, and gave It the name of a mosqoe; 
and (ram It called the people to prayer. Whenever Bindra* 
’bund passed that way, he vociferated* the summons to prayer, 
and so vexed him, that In rage he threw down some of the 
‘bricke, abused the fakier, and drove him away. The fakier 
'Complained to Moonhud Cooly ; and Cssy Mobaznmed

Blndrabund tu be put to death. The Nuvab wu not willing 
to take 8waj hes life ; and asked the Caey whether there was 
not any way ot evading the atiict Uuar of the law, to save 
(he poor Hindoo. The Casy answered» 'there may be ao 
mooh delay as to allow time lor ilia imercessor to be put to 
death first; but alter that, be oiu$t absolutely be eiecutad/ 
All the eodeavours ol Moorshud Cooly, in hie behalf, ware 
Inelfeciual; and althodgh Blndmbund was reootnended to the 
emperor's mercy by the prince Ascum Ooahan^ yet It ^vu of 
no avail : for the Casy killed blm with an arrow from his 
own hand. Aftertbe exeeution, Aaeem Ooshan eomphlned 
to Aufungsebe, that Osy Monmmed SQeief had killed 
BIndrabund In a fit of Insanity ; but the emperor wrote with 
bis own hand on the princess letter, 'Casy Sheref ts on ebe 
side of Ood/ At the death of Aurungsebe, Casy Sheref 
applied for leave to resign i and ill ibe entreaties of the 
Knwab could not prevail upon him to continue la ofRce. 

"The Nuwib, being now Jar advanced in yeara, and find* 
Ing his health decline very fASt. gave orders for building bis 
tomb, with a mosque, and a kthianh ( a equate, with shops, 
Morad Ferash, a confidential but menial servaw, WU the 
person employed to superintend the work. He plKbed upon 
a spot situated in the Khavi Talook, on ^e,east side of the 
•city. He pulled dowo all the oelghbouriog Hindoo temples, 

>and uaed the materials for rising the new work. The zemln- 
•dars, and other Hindoos^ would have preserved their (empleB

juedcQ, had rerrdered hlmaeU respected and beloved in the 
province which he governed. 

Tbia person, aware dI the intentions, of the Huwsb, 
privately employed iolelligcnt igenu to Carry on a corres* 
pondencD. and negotiate for him, whb»K.haD Dowrao, who 
had succeeded Syed HuskIo Aiy Kban M Anteer al Ommh,. 
and who *ss a great favourite with the emparor, Between these

he deputed this transitory life. Serf eras Shan Immedltately 
sent intclliscncc of this event to Dehly ; ha 
also wrote,to his father (of whoee Intentions 
be had no suspicion ), to acquaint him of 
the circumilancea ; and, eonformahly to inscmctlonl contained 
Id his grandfather's will, deposited his remains In the tomb 
which had been previously prepared, under the steps of the 
newly*erected mosque. He then assured all the public ofTtcers 
of his Intention to retain them In their stations, should ho 
be coa£rned In the government; and afterwards removed ail 
the treasure, and effects of the deceased from the palace to hla 
own bouse. 

Of the first Interview between the father and eon, after this 
event, there have been two accounts wrlucn. In the Stir 
^bj^Merrm It Is Stated, that the first Intelligence Seferaz 
Khan had Of h)s father^s arrival wss from the sound of the 
imperial music, Astonished by the noise, he Inquired the 
cause, and, to his utter coofusioo, learned the unexpected event, 
He immediattly called a council of his Intimate friends, who 
unsnimousiy advised him, tbet, as bis fatbor had received and 
proclaimed his commlaiion had taken possession of the paiacu, 
and was acknovriedged by the public ofTtcers. he bad only to 
submit witii a good grace. The young man, either agreeing 
In opinion with his friends, or averse to oppose his parent, 
histond without any retinue to the'pslace, M at his father's- 
feet and congrstulated htnjupon his neeession to government. 

In the work translated by Mr. Glad win, It Is related that 
Sciferas Khan received early IntBlIlgenca of the approach of 
bis father, and that he made preparations to oppose him ; but 
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tbfit his mocKer and grandinotbor, both woman rcmarlcabla' 
for chair prudenco and great sagacity^ and for wbora h» 
entertained the utmoet affection and respect, iaieiposed, and 
represented to him, that his father being an old man, could 
cot keep him long out of the government, or at least, from tli^ 
inheritance to Moorshud Cooly^ Khan's private estate and 
therefore advised him to be satisfied, for the present, with the 
ofhce of Dewan of.Bengtl; and not to be guilty of the horrid 
Impiety of appearing In arms ngainst bis father, which would 
fix a reproach upon bis oame to all eternity. These arguments 
prevailed to entirely over the ambition of Ssrferaz Khan, that 
be advanced to meet hla father, and conducted him to 
Moorehudabad : and. after resigning to him the palace, reUred 
to his own house at Kuktakhaly; and from that time neveri 
failed to pay hli respects to him every morning.

Ddvan of 
Dacca, irno redcicaa the pflca of grain, and opens the wastam 
gate erected by ShataCa Khan—Resign# bca office—Sayld 
Ahmad, Povijedar of Rungpore. invade# Dlnagepore and 
Cooeb Bihar, and obutid# much treasure—The KowaO 
appoints Serferas Khnn bis hair—Hi# death. 


This officer was, by descent, an Afshar, of tho trlbo of 
Turcomans, who formerly Inhabited IChoraisan, tha eastern 
•province of Persia, and were estoeroed Che bravest Qoldlota In 
thiC kingdom. He was born in the city of Bhoorhampoie. in 
the Dekkan; and during Ms youth, having coutracted an 
iDtlmacy with Moonhud Cooly IChan, who wa$ iben Dewan 
of Hyderabad, married his only daughter, namod Zyaet'al- 
KIsaa. Begum; by whom be had a don called Miraa Aasud* 
allth, whoM title was Serfera^ Khim: ho had alto anothar 
son by a concubine, named Mchammed Tuckee. 

When Moorshud Cooly was appointed Dewan of Bengal, 
hi# aGn*m4aw accompanied him tbUher; and upon the 
former being promoted to the nnlted govemmeols of Bengal 
ud Orissa, he sent the iMier, as his deputy, to govern OrlSH, 
InthU sltuatloa Sbujaa Addeen Kban, cortducted himself as 
a public officer, with much propriety: but being of a luxorlou 
•disposition, and addicted to gallaotry, be 'gave much offence 
to hi# wife; who lo consequcRce soparaced from him, and, , 
with har son, went la reside at hCoorsbudabad. 

Shortly after this event, a person, named Mirza Mohatth 


med, who bad married a near relation of Shujaa Addesn 
Kban, came, with his two sons, from Dohly to Cuttack; ud 
a^ete all three admitted into the sarvlc* of the governor 
Tha senior of tha brothers was named Hazy* ^^hmed; 

ITyy 1j a Uile conferred oo aU persoas wqp have ^ 

<ha pilgrimage to Mecca : h# had jiut reiurnad from Arabia. 
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jUDtor, MlrsB MohamiDBd Aly, b«a«r known by ihs tU!e of 
Ail Verdy Kban. Thesa wore both men of liberal edacatlon 
and distingniabod abllklM; and, by their counuis, not only 
^ ^ Ingratiated themaelve* with the governor, 

but rendered hla government popular, rea* 
pectable, and beneficial to the empire. 

In the preceeding chapter it haa been elated) that when 
Moof^ud Cooly Khan found h\a diasolutlon approach! itgj he 
had eodeavourad to procure the auccesaion to hlB government 
for hlf grandaon, Serferaa Khao •, bnc that Shujta Addeen, 
had, by lha exertione of hie agenls at Dshly, eRecCed a 
dltferent iTTangemenl; by wbfch he waa nominated the deputy 
of Khan Dow ran, (he Ameer.&UOtarah, who had procured 
from the emperor the government for himaelf | and that 
Shujaa Addeen, by hie dexteroua mAnagemenl, hid Obtained' 
poaaeaeion of hla office without my oppoaltion. 

The governor, in order to reward bla eon for hie forbear- 
ta6a«and to reconcile hlznieU to hie wife, nomiuead the 
foBmer, Dewkfi of Bengal ; but la that office required an 
Intimate knowledge Of acCOonia, and much attention to 
buainoaa, he appointed Xloy Alum Chund, the compiioller of 
the houeehold, to be the deputy of the young man ; by which 
the latter'WM rallevedi from all the tolls and reapo&llbllity oC 
the office, and hts father waa eetlBfied that the duty would be 
dlUgentiy performed. The Kuwnb, immediately after, seleeied 
’«flQuiL0i], cons laekig c£ the two brotbera, Hajy Ahmed and. 
Aiy ^fdy Khan ; Roy Alum Chund, for whom he procured 
ebe Uile-Oi Rcy Royan; and the Imperial banker, Juggut Seat ; 
and by th^r advice coudooted himaetf bi all the meaeoree of 
kli gbvobisent. The two latter were Hindocii and were 
well fl^^uilnted With the minute detaita of buBlaeai and oUdte* 
intTicBolea of thweevMue departnment. 
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Sbiijaa Addeen ciMnnanced hie goveriinent by an act 
ciemoney and juRtlee, which doee him (ha hl^heat honour, and 
rendered him extroisaly popular through all the three 

prcviftcee. 

.He ^ve ordere that the uob&ppy zemiDdare, who had 
been kept In a miserable autte ol confinement durinfr tbo long 
government of his predaeeaaor. should, upon gWlQg security 
for their good ennducl, be pcrcnitled to return to their famlUss 
and homes, and to ibe management of their foruo. 

He also immedhtely despatched the sum of fotty lacs of 
rupees In ape^e, being part of the private fortune of his &ther> 
in*iaw, to the court of Mohammed Shth ; and sent aleo n 
(lumber of elaphanu, and ether valuable prtsenta^ Co the 
emperor and to bis ministers : in return for tvbich he received 
a confirmation of his appolotment, as fovernor of Bengal and 
Oriesa; a commlssioo of commander of 7000 horse; and <bs 
additional htlee of Moticsun'ol-Moolk, Shojaa-ad.Dowtab*

The government of Behar was however again separated, 
and Conferred on an officer named Nusserltyar Klian, and 
afterwrds on Fakher>ad'Powlah» Aa soon as Shajaa Addsm 
was coofixmed in his govorament, be disposed of the public 
appolotmeots amongsi hia coonectlona and frtends In the 
following manner: to hio son Serferaz l,ChMi| as formerly 
mentioned, the office of Deirtn : to hia other sea. Mohammed 
TucKee, the gov«;nment of Criasa. He coafirmed Mpor^hud 
Cooty Khaii> hU son-in-law in the deputy government of' 
Dacca. To the three aona of bip chief OouiueMor, Hajy 
Ahmed, via. Nuasish Mcbamiued, Sayid Ahmed, and Zjq, 
Addeea, he gave the office^ ofpaymgBier-geneial, Foujaderof 
Kungpore, and Foujedor of, Rvemahal; and open Shtd^ 
Cool?, an old scivam, be conferred t^e office of 
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Hoogly. His oth«r counsallcr, Aiy Verdy Khui, hsd not sny 
sons, but his three deuihters were married to the sons of hij 
brother Hajy Ahmed. 

The new governor ImitACed Che conduct of hi$ predecessor 
in deipauMng to court regularly, at the end of the year, the 
amount of the revenues ; and had the satisfaction to find, that 
notwitbslanding h!e .liberal treatment to the semmdsrs, the 
revenue, Instead of beln'g diminished, had increased : for 
whereas Moorshud Cooly had setdom remitted more than one 
crore and thirty lacs of rupees, the amount of his collections

and foriy>eight lacs, all of which was 
remitted to Mcrehudabad by the agents of the Imperial banker 
Juggut Seat, without any difficulty or oppression. 

His mind being thus freed from public cares, he followed 
the natural hent ef his tnclinaHona, and lived irva style of 
splendour and munificence tbst far surpassed any of his 
perdecessors. The palace of Moorshud Cooly Khan being too 
coftffned and I It-contrived, he ordered it to be pulled down, 
add erected ftoother more eulrabla to his Ideas of grandeur and 
comfort. He was vary liberal to his servarrts. and paid great 
attention to men of learning and piety; he ins also very 
einritable, and administered justice wHh great im parti alley 
Reordered the conduct of Kasir Ahmedand Morad, two of 
the oppressive insCrumenta of his predecessor, to be closely 
lovenlgatad; dnd. having proved them ^lUy, of various crimes 
and oppressions, condemned them fo deafh. Being convlooed 
that the very reduced military eitabllibnie'nt kept up by 
Moorihud Cooly Khan was in8de4uato to the securltyadd 
peace ot tlie eountiy. he abgmeniedhis army to 25.000 con* 
elating ot sexual oucibeif of 4avalTy, end Infantry armed with 
match lobs. la Shoic, by hh generat conduct In Ae early part 
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of hU g:overnment, Shu)aa Addeen evinced 10 the world ihkt 
he was deserving of bis good fortune ; but after some years 
he became indolear, and abandoned hiasBlf too much to 
lokijty and pleasure, leaving the business to be managed 
by his council. 

. In tbe village ot Dehpareb. on the banks of the Bhag- 
garuiiy river^ Nasir Abmed had begun to build a mosque 
in the middle of a very eatenslvs garden. After tbe 
execution of that person, tbe governor fiuished tbe mosque 
in a superb style, and laid out the garden with great 
beauty and elegance. To this place he gave the name of 
Ferreh Sag (tbe garden of happiness); and in the summer 
retired tbtiher with his seraglio, and passed his time in rbe 
enjoyment of every luxury. 

In the year ii 43 > Fekher*ad*I>owiah, the governor of 
Behar, having been guilty of some im>

propnety, was removed from that omce; 
and through the influence of Khan Dowran, tbe paymaster- 
genera], the government of that province was ag^o annexed 
to Bengal; and Shujaa Addeen Khan was, In coDsequence^ 
ordered to appoint his own deputy to that important sltuaflbiu 

It wu tbe wish of the governor to have appointed one of 
his own sons; but Zyne>u 1 *KlBsa, his wife, irho^ AS the 
heiress of Moorahud Cooly, Interfered ^equanily In the 
govemment,* refased to part with her son Serferas Khan; 

* $0 strong an opinion had this lady of bet own conse- 
quence. that when it was determined Aly Verdy Khan should 
be appoiiued to Behar, she sent for him to Ihd gate of b^ 
apaitments, and conferred on him the KkUaat or robe nf

titOation, and to keep In subjection, the semfodars of that 
province, who were noted for their independence and strong 
spirit of insurrection. Al/Verdy Khan was, in consequence, 
fj^vested with the robes of office, and wae sent to i^atna, whh 
an escort of 5,000 troops. 

Upon the krrival of Aly Verdy Shan at Patna, he found 
the whole province of Behir Iq the greatest confusion ; a band 
of Tobbars, called SvrtJareA. who had entered it under the 
preteDCo of purchasing grain and other commodities, laid the 
oountry through which they paaaed under heavy contribution, 
Aad plundered the collectors of the revenue. The seralodars 
of Beniah Phcolwareh. Chuckwar, and fioujepore. were also 
.Ilk a„ atajie of inaurreccion, and had for some time set at 
deAance die authority of the governor. 

Tp reduce these people to submisaion, Aly..V6r^ Khan 
found it requisite to take IntQ his service a corps of Afghans, 
under the commaud of their Chief, Abdol JCereem Khan.

la the metn time, one of the prirate tbtpe arrived In the 
Caages; and, by the tssrstance of the French at Ohander- 
nagore. succeeded in procojing a full cargo ; and Che capt^n 
of this ship, previous ic his dspanure, made appHeatlon to 
Moorehud Cooly Ehan, then governor of Eengal, for grOund< 
10 erect a faetoiy, should the cioinpanybe established. As the 
^fuwab was not only anxious to Increase the trade ol the pro* 
Vince, but also desirous of introducing more rivals to the 
English, of whose privileges it has been already seen he was 
exepailvelf jealous, he Immediately complied with the ret^uesc, 
and assigned the village of Bankybaaar, situated on the eastern 
side of the river, llfteen miles, above CalcutA, for the re* 
sidence of the Gennans. 

In 1714, being the first year after the estiblishment of the 
net? Company, an Ostend ship, oaizied the Emptfor Cbarlesf 
mounting' thirty guns, arrived In Bengal, but, was lost in go* 
ing up the Ganges. The geeaCer part of her cargo was 
however saved i and the oKcers and crew took poasession of 
Bankybasar, and erected temporary houses. 

In the two following years, three< ships, of a larger else 
than the flta, aitWed m Beugal, and com;^ete)y estabHahed 
the O need trade in that province ^ and aa they undersold the 
other Europeaoa in. vat iQuatfticUs, their factory quickly rose 
hi esdination. 

AC drar, the factors Resided to houses egostrueted of mats

Thus the affair of the Osteod Company seeme.d to be in 
a flourishog state : but la the year 1797, the strong remons- 
rraocesofthd three great maritime nations com polled the 
emperor of Germany to withdraw his charter, ahCl to agree 
that all traffic between his subjects of the Austrian Nether¬ 
lands and the East Indies should cease for seven years. Kot- 
withstanding this prohlbillOo, the private merchants occasion* 
ally sent out ships to India; and, as the agent of tb« head of 
Ofe factory In Bengal was a person of great actlvi^ and 
determination, he continued to furnish them with cargoes. 

This traffic, although carried on clandestinely, could not 
escape the notice of the Dutch and

English ; tbe latter of whom, In the year 
1730 Sent a squadron, under the command of Captain. 
Goefright, of the Sblp Focdwlch, to blockade the river Ganges. 
The commodore sailed up the river; and having obtained 
intelligence that two Ostend ships were anchored becepen 
Calcutta and Bankybaaari despatched two of his squadra4 to. 
take them. Oo the first shot being (ired, tbe Salnc Thexess,. 
the smallest of the Osteod ships, struck her cpleurs, was 
Immediately taken possession of, and carried to Calcutta;, 
but the other slipped her cable, and took sbel^r Vhder 
guns of Bankybazar factory whether ic was 00c deemed ex* 
pedient to follow her; aod she afterwards had the good fortiuvi. 
to escape.

Khdjeh Fa Bel Cashmeery, one of the principal ICogfhul 
raerehants of Hoogly, having also efiered his services as a 
mediator, sent hie son with a message to Bankyhazar; but 
•the Germans seised the young man, aod detained him as a 
4iostage for their own security : and the Foujedar had such an 
for Kbojeh Fesel, that In order to procure the 
dJberatloa of (ho youth, be for some days suspended hostiUlles t 
bat MvTog procured hli Ubentlon, he again renewed the 
stsge «(th more vigour, both by Jdbd and by watery tlfl,

ibe actives of every description deserted, and left the liuropehos

•occssiooed by (he Fou|eder of Hoogly stopping a boat, Udao 
with bales of allk, belonging to the English Company ;1n eon* 
'Oe^uencu of which a party o! soldiers was was despatched from 
Calcutta, who terrrlfied the Fou)edar, and caaled away the 
silk and other goods which bad been stopped. This traniaC* 
tlon was repressnied to the Nowab as a vary heloous offenc^; 
and he in consequence prohibicad the natives trom supplying 
Oalcuita, ot any oi the subordinate factories, WRh grain. ' The

tt bM been previously itatedi that on the succession of 
Shu]aa Addeea Khan to the government, he confirmed hi» 
eoti'in'law, Moorsbud Cooly« In the appointment of deputy 
Kaafm of Dacca. Morshud Cooly employed as hjs Dewan a 
person named Meer Huhbeeb, a native o! Shlraa In Persia, who 
had been a broker al Hopgiy ; and who although ha « 30 uld< 
neither read nor write possessed groat actlvtly oi mind and 
erpertaes In business. This man'was very industrous In olRce 
and made conslderabla retrencKtnenca In the boat deparUnent 
and other expensive establishments. Hs also acquired larged 
sums f^bis master by the sale of monopolies: and la said to 
have traacberously put to death Noor Allah, the Zemindar of 
Jillalpore, OD account of his great wealth. 

Some lime after this event, a nephew, of the iUja of 
Tlpperab, having displeased his uncle was banished the coun¬ 
try. The youth took refuge with a Mohammedan ssmindar, 
Mmed Aka Sadik, and entreated bim to assist him In recover¬ 


ing the share of his inheritance. The semlodar being 
lotjmately acquainted with Mesr Hubbeeb, recommended tbe* 
cause of tbe young man to him; and pointed out the favourable*

Aided by each n guide, they reached the eapieal before the Raja

governor of Bengal. The whole country, incQn«eqaeheb|>q^letiy 
aubmitted : and ^ue the province of Tipperah^ which froAia 
time ImmemorUl had been an independent kingdom, became 
BTinexed to the Moghul empire ; and in order to support the 
young Raja against hie uncle, and at the aame time toMCura 
hlB fealtry a coniidetable number ot Mohammedan troops were 
left In the couotry, under the command ct Aka Sadik, who 
was nominated Foujednr. On receiving intelligence of this 
eveat, the Kuwab was much plsaied, and cheaged the name 
ofTipperah to Roshenabad* (the country of light), and gave 
(0, or procured for, Moorshud Cooly the additional tide erf 
Behadur ; and to Meet Hubbeeb that of Rhtn. 

In the year tr^d. Mohammed Tuckee, the illegltiraate 
^ ^ son of the Nuwah, went, from Orleea ro pay 

bis respects to Ms father; but during hli 
residence at Moorabudabad, disputes ran so h!g^l between him 
and bis brother, that each drew out their followers, and would 
aoiaaily have come to a pitched battle, had they not been pre¬ 
vented by the Interposition^ of tbelr father; whose auibcxlty, 
joined to the mediation of the females of the family, effected 
an apparent reconcUlation | and Mohammed rstttmed to 
Cmtack, where he died In the following year.

Xbsn 3ehadur, ^ whom h« procured the 
csde of Rustem Jon£ (tho Horoulei In hetde )y to the deputy 
governmsui of Oci»a; who urrled with him to that provliice>, 
his DaW) Mete tluhbeobk Through the tDenageroant of 
the letter, cho reveauAe of Orloa were conaider^ly bereea- 
ed, and the expoiUM dlmlnithod. During the goverament 
of Mobimaod Tuckee, the Kale of Pureotem had c&rHed 
away ftae idol of Jagornut* ecroM the river Jalkeh (Chllka 
lake}, beyond the boundury of Ori»a, and placed it in a 
moaotain •, which droumseance ii^ured tbs revenue of 
Oflist CO the amount of nine lacs of rupeee per annum^ 
belog ibe usual amount of the ooilection from the pilgrims, 
The first care of the new governor aud hie indefadgable 
Dewan, although atrlcz Mohammedans, was to compel [he 
Rflie cdPursotem to restore tbe tdo] to its aneienC Matple ; 
where it bas ever since remained undisturbed ; and ebntirmas 
to attract a number of votaries to enrich the rulers of the 
pfdVlnoe. 

When Mcershud Cnoly Khan was. reqiOVed to Orissa, 
the Nuwab gave the goverumeot of Dacca iRl^s. son ^rforaz 
IQtan ; but Ordered him to send Chlthei^ <as deputy, Syed 
Gbalib :Aly Khan, e person, who descem from 

tbe kings'of Persia: be aleo nomina^d Jemnt Hoy, who had 
been ^rreceptor to Serferps Kb^ito be Devran, and to hpve 
the actual management of ^ all affairs. The Bup$rintends|AO* 
df tbe boat depar^ent ww entrusted lo Moorad Aly Kbah,.

When ibeee officers arrived at Dacca, Jeewant Roy ww,. 
ID obedience to the Nuwab's ordare invested with tbe entire 
management of the revenues. He had been eduoued ttAdAr 
the lule Nuwab, Hoorshud Cooly Khan, whose example he 
emulated, in piety, Integiity, and indefatigable attentlotk to 
bimneas; and in forming his arrangemenn fbc the b$De£l$ of 
the government, studied to render cbein 
condudve to tbe general ease and hap* 
pinau of the people. He abolished the monopollee which 
had been introduced by Meor Hubbeeb, and also the impo* 
sliions laid upon grain. 

It was relatod, In the account of the government b 
Shaista Khan, that when he left Daces to return to Dehly, he* 
built up Che western gate, and Inscribed over it an ex¬ 
ecration against any future governor who should presume 
CO open it till be had reduced the price of grals to a iunru 
per seer, or 640 pounds weight lor the rupee. The gate had 
continued closed to this time; when Juswam Roy, 
luccaeded In reducing the price of grain to Slialsle EhAn's 
staodard, ordered It to be opened. 

By the prudent edmlnletracioo of a system,.of aouod 
policy and humanity, the rich provLace of Da^a was cvl-. 
ilvated in every pert, and abounded In every thlog requisite 
for the comfort and gratiheation of its inhabltaDte. Justice 
was administered with Impartiality; . and the conduct 
9taUb Aly Khan and Jeswant Roy gained great credit 
tbur principal, Serfetea Kl^aR. , ^ 

As the Huwab was far adweed in years, be i^elapd lo^ 
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hfratModon to busin«9ft.And entru$ted ihe maoigsmom of 
ftfTain laucb to hit ton ; ordering hsm, however, CQaitant]7 to 
consult whh Htjy Ahoied, and the ether metnberi of bis 
coiflltil The young mtn dSd oar, however,^ comply with 
>thbp injunction, end tbe cifOumeunca caused jealousy to 
arise betweflA biifi and the ibjy. 

After some Une, Nul^eea Begum, ihe sister of Serferaa 
JCbaii, persuaded ber husband 10 recall Gbalib Aly Bbaa 
from I^acea, and to promote his son*indaw. Murad Aly, ro 
the goTemmenL Tbta young man ap* 

< pointed KajabuUub to be PaUhkar, or 

haadcl6rk> of the boac department : and oommencsd his 
.government with many acts of opperssiOQ. Jeswanc Roy> 
tbe Dewan, who had gained so high a reputation for his 
•Oondutt, beheld thaac measures with aversion; and re* 
sOhlng aoC to be a participator in them, resigned his 
4 pp0iatn\ent, and returned ta MoorsKudabad, Upon hla 
revigttatlon, tbe new government gave a loose Co tbeir 
rapacity and violence, tlH they reduced the country to a state 
of comparative poverty and desoJaCiou. 

About this period, Sayid Ahmed, the second son Of Hajy 
Ahmad, who, uponihe succes&ion of Shujaa Addeen Khan, 
•had been appoinCed Foujedar of Rungpore, and who la 
aoeosod of hiving ruled that district with great oppression, 
having ^ocured Irom Moorabudabad a considornbioarmy, 
»iDttdad>i)iuagepore and Cooch Behar; ahd after compolling 
thv Rajas eo take refuge lu the woods and mountains, got 
poBseasion Of those countries, together with the immense* 
treasures which the Rajas and their ancestors had amassed. 
Whea intelllgcncb of this event was received at Moorahuda* 
bad, the Nuwab waa pleased to confer ifae title of Khan 
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Behadur oa Sa^M Ahm$d * a c^rcusi»tanp$. vhicb vm 
'«xce«dingi^ flatt«rir\g to (he young nan's fetbef. * 

The scemles ofihls have asaertad, that Doinich* 

'laading the nuiseroua benehts conferred oq then by Shujaa 
Addeen Khani (bey were coaiUntly plotting to render 
tbsmsslves liidepeadent of bis aoa by sending their tyiuidi 
to Pataa, and by nnuttiog large same of money to DfiUy, 
to procure for My Verdy Khan, upon (be death of the 
•Kuvabi the distlacc gcvcirnmenr of Behar ; but of this patf 
of (he accusation there does not appear to be any proof. 
Eveo had be done ao, although moralists might oondeom 
hia conduct as a breach of private friendabip, he would have 
been perfectly acquitted by those acquainted vlth che 
politics Of Hindoo Stan and the conduct of public men ; as 
it is evident chat Serferaz Khan had no more to the 

goverumenCi than the boo of cl^e nobleman who nau/ h^ds 
that Imporcauc ofHce has to the succession. 

The only attempt at insurrection during the goveromeiu 
of Shujaa Addeen Khan, was by Che seminrhr c/f Beerbbootn* 
named Budy-al-Z 0 tnan,t who was inr k short trme in ». 
4tate of rebellion. He was booeve. quickly reduoedi! and 
oompelied to pay, in addition to Ilia former reveme, the 
eum of three lace of ropees. 

At the period that the Beisian aeueper, Kadlr Shah, enierad 
inco Hindoostan, and that the court of Debly was in a stare

Immediately on the decease of bis fatherf Serferas Khan 
took possession of the government; but 
. 1739. notwithstanding his unconteated succession, 
be was so apprehensive of the I Qhlgues of hie enemies, that 
he would not venture oat of th^ fort to attend the funeral 
obsequigs of hla father. In obedience to the commands of 
the late Nuwab, he at fir»t entrusted the management of affairs 
to Hajy Ahmed, the Boy Royan, and Juggut Seat^ ’but 
despatched an envoy to Dehly, with a large som o( money, 
to solicit the confirmation of his appolnunent. 

Serferaa followed the example of h'is grandialher, Moor- 
shod Cool/ Khan, so tar as regarded the external formas^ 
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derDiiDD, by recslo^ng: a number ot raaders of the Koran, and 
other leUgiouj personi, In hl$ pzy •. but he assumed a rnuoh 
greater degree of pomp* and w&a alvaTi attended a Miact 
OOrps of aooo cavalry. He was afeo much addicted to the 
pleasures of the Aar^m ; and his seraglio it said to have 
ooniisCed of 1500 vooien, of various deecriptione; amongst 
whom be dleslpaiad much of hU time, and entirely neglected 
buefncM. In effort, ail chat could he Mid ia bis favour waj, 
that he was neither a drunhard nor an oppressor. 

A very short time after Serf eras Khan bad iaker> pfluesslan 
of the governtnenC, end before he was con*

AhcDod aad Eke other c«o counaeUors, not onlf paid thfr 
money, but sciutlty ordered coin to be emck, tad the 
Khootbeb to be read from the pulpitfl, io the name of bfadir 
Shah. Theae clTCumataaeae were afterwardi laid hold of by 
the enemies of, the young Huwab, to asperse bis character, 
and to render hicn aospected by cbe etDperor Mobamncd 
Sbah. 

In order to account for ibe animosity ivhich JuggutSeat. the 
banker, bore against Serferas Khan, It Is related, that lucb vak 
the young Sawable passion for beauty, that it could not bfr* 
raslrairted within any bounds | and that ha having learned 
that the eldest son of Juggut Seat was married to a waufan 
of exquisite beauty, the curiosity Of the Kuwab waa eo much 
lodamedi that he insisted on seeing her, although he kntw 
the disgrace which would be hxed on the family by shewinff 
a wife uAvelled to a stranger. Keiiber the remonstrances of 
Juggut Scat, nor his power to revenge the indignity, availed 
to avert the Kuwab from bis insolent, and futUe lesoludoa. 
The young woman was sent to the palace la the evening ^ 
and after staying there a short space, returned, uavlolatsd^ 
Indeed, but dishoDoared to her bueband. , 

This event waa soon after followed by an attempt, on the 
part'of the Huwab, lo compel Hajy Ahned to break efi a 
marriage, the preliminaries of which had been all adjusted, 
between two of his grand.children; viz. Mlrza Uahmood* 
the son of Say id Ahmed, who was alto adopted by Aly Verdf 
Khan, and a daughter of Attah AJleli, the Bondndaw of tbo 
Hajy, and to unite the young lady to bie own aoo. ThfSV^ 
two eircuusuncei were the cause of muob

tlM Nuwab. QJSCOBtent, and afiorded the COQjpi mw pf 
sufficient ground for coraplalnc,> AgSSf# 
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vere sent off to I> 9 h\y, lo bribe the flagiUou* nIniUers of 
Mohammed Shab^ to set aside the eppolmnisQt of Serferu 
l^an, and to Dominate AI7 Verdy Kban to the government 
of (be time provinces. To effect this echemei they lepraaent- 
ed, in (be blackest colouri^ the eagerneie with which Serfecaz 
Khan had coined the money in the name oh and had pro- 
cl«imed> Kadir Stub emperor of Hindoostan. They promised 
* to pay a fine of one crore of rupees ; and agreed to twin it to 
court the whole of the property of Serferaa Khan, amounting, 
as they supposed, to many crores of rupees : and to forward 
the amount of the revenaes of the three provinces with the 
same regtJarity aj had been pmctlted in the time of the 
Nuwab Moorshud Cool/ Khan. 

At the same time, He|y Ahmed, and Juggut Seat, by tbetr 
attention to the young Nuwab endeavoured to lull him into 
aecuiity: and actually bad the address to prevail on him, 
by way of retrenching his expenaes, to disband a conaldertble 
part of hie army; all of whom immediately repaired Co Patna, 
tod were enlisted by Aly Verdy Khan. 

At length Serferaa IChao, having received iotelirgence from 
his agents at Dehly, of the plot that was eariying on against 
him, resolve^ to counteract Ibeli designs; and determined 
not only to recall Aly Verdy Khan from Behar, but to 
displace every person of that family from the offlclal situations 
i^ich they held.* But these latentious having been secretly 
dtsoovared by the Hajy and his colleague^ they waited upon the 
Nmbr and, with the most downright effrontery, denied the 
aoouwtlCD; and^ by their solemn protestations of inviolable

ten months after the departure of Nadir 
Shah," through the interest of Isiae Khan, one of die* obUf 
coansellors of the emperor Edobammed Shah, the pRentsf!^' 
the government of the three provinces trere made out lo the 
name of, and forwarded to, Aly Verdy Khan; who being no# 
resolved on marching against Serferas Khan, desired an 
eiaineni astrologer, on whose predictloni he reposed an 
unlimited confidence, to fix the day for the commencement 
of his journey: bat, in order to deceive the Nuwsb, and the 
other persons to whom bo did not yer wish to communleata 
the secret, he gave out that be was going to march against 
tbe refractory semindars of Boujepore. In the meanSme, 
he intercepted all correspondence between Patna and 
Moorabudabad, and stopped all tiavellera on the road. 

Having appointed his son'Indaw, Zyn Addeon, to be bis 
deputy during his abaeoce, and all things being prepared forldsj 
departure, Aly Verdy Kbsn commenced 
Mwhw" rtii?Ihe towards Boujepore, in the end

Serfaras Khan was surprised and oonfoooded at thie io* 
ulligftDce; tad immediately called a general assembly of bl6 
mlniitera and eibcers; where having summoned Hajy Ahtoed,, 
he accused blio of being Irr league with Uia brother, and 
ihrealflUGd Instantly to put him to death. The Hajy, with 
that coolness and ap^rent indiQereoce for Which ha was 
Doted, assured the Nawab that Aly Verdy Khan bad no cdier 
i&tentloDsthiD those expressed In the letter; and that if ho 
would permit him to go to bis brother, he vrOuId prevail 0(b 
him immediately lo return towards Patna. This proposaL 
was variously received by the members of the counoll : some 
of them nere of opinion, that the Hajy ought not to.be 
trusted : but others, ihlsleiBg that hie delentloo could be.eL&CK 
consequence, and that it would be better to put bis veraelty so 
the lest, prevailed upon the Nuwab to let bim depazb 

TKe Hajy lost not a moment la quitting Moorshudabad 
with all bis family; and whilst on his way ro meet hts 
brother, he wrote to the Nuwab a letter to the following.

Hsjy Ahmed joined bis brother, while OR the mareb, 
in the vlolnity of Rsjenshel i end in order nomlnslly to fulfil 
the promlie be had made Che Nuwab, he prevailed upon 
AJy Verdy to turn his eiepbanti and to proceed a short 
disiance os the way to Pane. 

In the meaRiime, the Nuwab, haviog summoned all the 
<FoiqedarB to hit Btiiataocei aiiembled his troops, and ordered 
them to encamp on the plain betwse'n Gherta and Qomra, 
about twenty-two miles north of Moorshudsbad. His srmy 
Is said to have consisted of 30,000 cavalry and Infantry, 
and a numetona ttaio of artillery. His troops were, bovrevhr, 
not equal In courage or discipline to those of Aly Verdy 
Shan ; and the commander of the ordnance, named Sbarlar 
£ha&, a connection of the Hajy’e, Is accused of having 
’trcacherousiy neglected to take to camp any shot for the guns ; 
^ut psavlous to the cooimeDcement of hostilities, the plot 
was discovered; and a Portuguese, named Panchoo, wae 
^)polnted to command the artillery. On tbe stnd of Mohur- 
^ rem, a. y. il53> the Nowab joined the 

‘ Oomra, but halted there to receive 

the report oi two ageala whom be had lent to Aly Verdy 
IChan to discover hla real iDlentlOns: these persona shortly 
returned, and rapreseoted that Aly Verdy SHU professed him¬ 
self a fsUhful and iitecbed servant r diey were however accom- 
paaledbyan sgensd Aly Vetdy's. earned Mobat&ned Afy, 
who presented i petition from his master; ‘vhictr, after 
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v&riouc lubjftcls of doiliplunt, requested thet cortiltl 
pwions belongio^ to tbe court, who were hU enemies, might 
be btnished, eiter whLfih he would edvance unaCtanded, and 
pay hie respects lo the Nuwab ; and in proof of Ms sincerlif. 
be sent by the sgeot a case, said co contain a Korao, upon 
which he had sworn to adhere to his engagement* 

Aly Verdy Khan having arrived within twelve miles of (he 
Nuwab's camp without receiving any answer to bla paCftlon, 
again sent aooiber messenger, to request the Nowab’a for¬ 
giveness, audio state his lotenclon of paying his respects the 
following day; the b^uwab was deceived by this stratigein, 
and gave orders that an elegant eneeriainmenc should be pre¬ 
pared for the occaeion ; the troops of the bfuwab also, under* 
standiog that matters were to be amicably seUled, were totally 
off their guard. 

Id the evening, Aly Vsrdy Khan Itsned orders to hia 
troops for tbe attack : he divided his army into three eolurena, 
one of which had directions to proceed during tbe oight, tod 
get into the rear of the Huwib's camp; and upon beariog 
che attack of the other two columns io front, to unite their 
efforts. At the dawn of day, Aly Verdy Khan, having ad¬ 
vanced to the skins of the Nuwab's camp anpercefved, 
opened a cannonade. One of the first balls, puSlng dirough 
6 erfera2 Khan's wnt roused him from his lethargy, and 
awakened him to a sense of his danger and the perfidy 
of his enemy: he howevei y la the most uodaiinted maooer, 
mouoted hia elephsnt: and calling to hls troops to follow 
bim, advaficed towards Aly Verdy Khan. 

The elephant driver, seeing that very few of the troops

Amany, and Yeasieea Khan, the Foujedar, made pceparadons 
to defeod the;Ci^ i but the troops refusing to support them,, 
they weift obliged to submk to the conqueror, wbo im- 
mediately despatched the brother, Hejy Ahcned, to secure the 
fatBlly and ttfasurea .of tbe deceased, and to assure the in- 
hebltais oi hte pbOleodoa end favour.

During the time he wae delivering this message, b« seem¬ 
ed greatly affected ; but as no answer was returnsd, he tgala 
mounted hIs alaphftnt, and proceeded CO the CAeAei Se/ff*Ut 
a palace built by hhujaa Addeen Khan (or public ceremoDieS, 
which wu surrounded by a colonade of forty pi liars;, and 
imiacdlatel/ upon entering tha hall of audience, ho too^ 
possession of the oiusaudiof state, and received the ofleriogB 
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sad cDogniulftVionA oi tl) th» psrsons present:; whUe the 
event wse pruoUimsd to the CIC7 hj a royal salute from the 
artillery, aad by the souQde of marriaJ music. 

Having taken possession of rbe neasuroe of the unfortu¬ 
nate Seif eras K.haa, which bad acetuaulaied to aa immense 
ameufit by the savings of his father and grandfather, Aiy 
Verdy Rhansent a orore of rupees in apecle, and ro the 
atBOuai of seventy Iocs In jewels, plate, silks, and reueUns, aa 
offerings to the emperor Mohammed Shah and hli Vislers : 
and the former, In return for this proof of his ohedienee 
and loyally, shortly After conhrmad him In (be Government 
of the three provinces, and conferred on him the renk of 
eQtsmartder of 7,000 borae, with the additional titles of 
ShujAA aI Moolk, and Hissam ad Dowlab. Tides of honour 
were Also conferred on bis three sona-fn-law: vlt, on (he 
eldest, HuasUh Mohammed, that of Shehamut Jungon 
Sayid Ahmed, the second, that of Sowlut Jung ; and on Zyn 
Addecn, the youngest, that of Shokut Jting.* For his grand¬ 
son, KirzA Mahmoud, son of Zyn Addeeo, whom he itad 
adopted SA his beer, he procured the title Of Sertje ad Dowlah. 
Shah Cooly Khan, Bahadur; and ior the younger brother 
of the latter, ihe title of Akrem ad Dowlah.

AI7 Vftrdf Khan boce wUh the evil tMl It wu 
bocoTTiing dtogeroua; but on iba generara damandlDg ibe 
province of Behar, feering, from bka Qwo conduct In ft elmllar 
iiniation*» tbit Musitpha Khen would /uiaDy dlreci cbe force 
which that government would give blm ftgalnat hfi petroRi at 
behmtMlHnd dotieegeioat the unfouu&ete Serferta Khan, 
he posUivdj refused. He boverer endeevoorcH, but In Vain, 
by ^ every other nieens to ^atia^ him for kit hreacb oi 
promiM. MueraphA Khan had reaoived to eatihllsh himself 
in Bebar and would Bor be esiiaded with any thing less. It 
la aald, that ke bad even views upon Bengal to accomplislv 
which he would not have spared the lUa of hiB iQftBtsr. 
Jealousies now took place; nnd each party became lusplcfoua. 
of the other’s Intentions, knowing that assassination was an 
eagloe they each could make use of without remoraOi and 
which, parhspa, both watched an opportunity to employ* 
Appearances of regard were however kept up between thn 
^uwab and hie general; but the l&Uer now always went well 
guarded in his visits to court. Ac length, an accident brought 
aSairs to a crisis, which produced an open rupture, 

Musiapha Khan one day Irttendingto pay bre reapecte to 
A D t745 Nuwab, deepatched before hlrn two 

of hie principal officers^ to observe the 
stare of the audience chamber, and remark if there were aay 
signs treachery agijo St him; a precaution he had used 
since tbs .coolness bad take a place. The officers, having 
made their obeisance to the ptluse, lat down to wair the 
sTrlvsl of the general ; when, juei as it was annoonoed, a 
eunuch came from the interior apartmenU, and Informed thfr 
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NuffBb» thftt hii «as tutfden'y tftken Mt, snd dMirad 

to lea him: the Nuwab roia up, fthdi rettrtng,desired thht 
the officers woMld'excuse him for & few minutes to their 
general. At this loetant, the treed of feet aod uncoenmon 
ruailln^ were heerd b the pasaage to the iaretny wbieh die 
officers^ ever luspleioua of treachery, tuppoiing to procwd 
from armed men concealed to aeuasinate their lord, aad the 
Nuwab’a dep iilure giving’ colour to their apprchensiohs, they 
roahsd out and Informed Muatapha Khut) who was note 
AiighUn^ in the court of their fears. The general, prepared 
for aiarm hy iho consciousness of hla own evil designs, 
remounted: and hastening precipitately to his cantonmenrif 
refused to return : though ihe I^uwab, who had almost 
Instantaneously came back to the chamber of audfenca^ 
deepatched after him bis nephew, Nuazish Mobamroed, to 
inform bim that he was waiting to receive him, and anxiotis 
to inquire the cause of hie sudden departure, with aoleon* 
assuiancea that no treachery had been Intended. Go the 
return of J>is Dsphew, Aly Verdy Khan would have gone la 
person to persuade him of his sincerity ; but the enlreedn 
of his family, who were alartusd for hl5 safoty, prevsrled apOn 
him to give up that harardous design. Ovary trial was made 
to calm the ippreheiulons ol the general, but In vain, and ho 
now openly declared bis intentions of quilling the Kuwab'S 
aetvice, and demanded the arrears of pay due to hirnaeli and 
followers. Aly Verdy Khan gladly complied with bis wishes 
and paid without delay seventeen lacs* of rupees, without 
examining hU accounts; at the same time commanding him, 
as be waa resolved to leave bla service, to quit his domlnloni. 
Muattpha Khan, emboldened by the readiness with which thb

vadraas; hut to DMitrny for no cause, or to behave ungrate- 
lu)1y ip diqtr beneNiceor, they esteemed base and dlbhonour- 
able. IV Nuwab took care (o emprave this good dlspositloQ 
V preseot gratuities,^ and promises of favour to the loyal 
Chiefs and their followers ; but, not willing to hssard (ho 
safety of his coital by proceeding to extrsmhiss against the 
rebel, was content to guard the city front Insult, end to welt 
patiently for his departure. At length, Mostapba Than, 
iuiving used every art, b<ft without efieci, to corrupt the army, 
c&arched from Moorshudsbad wUh upwards of ’eight thousand 
horse and a great number of foot, with the Inteobon of 
pcssessjog him seif of Behar. The inbabitants of the cHy, who 
during the quarrel had been under the greatest alarm for thasir 
^rscns and properly, received new life from his departure. 
The Nuwab having liberally rewarded his troops for their 
^eli^, partJnuiarly Serdar Khan, Rahim Khan, and 
6hUm^esr Khan, who had been gained over from jalnlog 
the r^el, now prepared to puxsue him. After a few days, 
laavlfig the city in charge of his nephew Kuaslsh, he began 
hia^ateb; at the saniq time wrUjng tp^yn Addeen, goveroor 
ctf Pa&u, the capital 4f Behar, not to hsaard an ang^gmear 
fnthed^; aerd it thooghc that clqi not defenslbdh,^ (o 
cross jhe riw, and loovp down the opposite bank, till he 

could /ora» a jcb«ion with hie grand umy. i 
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Udslapha Elhftn having pltfn<l«t9d lUiemabnl, and (&k«a 
ponewion of aoioe elephants ioi cannon atadonad thsrey 
prooeaded to Mongkr, of vhiefa he gained posasaslon 
(Utle los9» the fonresa befog In a rujnom stale. He oent 
^dvaoced toivards Patna, hoping to make an easj ooaqueas 
of that oftj; but intelligence of his defection havfng reached 
Zyn Addeen, the aoa*in*lav of the Nawab, who was Cheor 
engaged In some operadoos on the opposite bank of th« 
Ganges, he returned expeditiously, and encamped naarthw 
town, resolved, notnlthstanding the conUfary advice of hi» 
uncle the Huwab, to oppose the enemy, however superior la 
number. He despatched a messenger to Mustapha Khan, 
desiring to knew his intentions; declaring, that if diey were 
to seise the city, ha must produce the imperial orders (o that 
effect; but if his design was only.to pass through the 
provjoce iato Beneras or Oude, he was welcome to pursue 
his route any way but through the capital. The rebel 
inaolently replied, 'Uerriloty is for him wKo can conquer Itt 
'*there Is no occasion for an imperial grant.” He cou» 
eluded by asking, ''by what authority waa bla uncle lopporteA 
"in seising Bengal, and murderiog his soverelga, Seifersr 
"Kfaan V 

Zyo Addeen, not Intimidated at the rebel's approach, 
prepared to receive him, though his army did uoc ooneist of 
more.^an live or six thousand horse; great pan of them 
raised In a hurry, and Inexperienced. The enemy soon 
appeared, and attacked his camp; when Zyn Addeen was on 
tbe first onset deserted by aH his troops, except a {ow hundred 
veterans who guarded bis pereoh. Mustapha Khao wa» 
furiously charg^g this smell bodf'i whea bis elephant driver^ 
being killed by a musquet shot; the animal became unrul^,. 
and at tbe same time two of*Ms principal officers were nortq^ 
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bounded. Uoiible mni^ge hit sJaphanr, he allghMd In 
crdet. ,(& mc^Dt t horse ; but hit troops, oa mftting him from 
sup^Ctlag him tlaJp, vtM seized wlih t panic, 
«nd cetreated in confo^on <o;ivarde thcr cvn camp. 
bfusUpha Xbtn erideavoored to rail?, aad convince them of 
theV error, but was tUo obliged to retire. Zyn ^^ddeen, not 
(hinhing It prxjdent to pursue, was contented vUh the 
repulse of the enemy, and remained within hie lines. A 
distant csnnonade and akirmlshing was kept up for seven 
days between the two armies; butcn the eighth, tlie rebels 
After: seeding off his baggage and tcnls saiue miles to the 
westward cf Paine, again attacked (he ilnei of Zyn Addeen, 
Irho defended hfs peat with gallamry and resofution. Mui' 
SaphaKhan, ailll unfortunate, in the beginning of tfie aaeaulc 
was wounded In the eye with an arrow, which obliged him to 
retreat; and having now intelligence of the near approach of 
Aly Verdy Khan, he judged it bes( to give ever hia designs on 
Patna, and to march towards the frontier of Behar. He was 
pursued by the Nuwab and hla nephew from place to place ; 
tttt expecting soofi to he joined by a body of Mahraitas, in 
Conjunction with whom he hoped to be mote successful; and 
not choosing CO hazard an engagement with hie own troops, 
dispirited by chdr late repulses and the lose of their two 
principal Chiefs; he passed into the terntoHes of the Huwab 
of Oude, sod took refuge under the walls cf Chuuar, wblther 
^y Verdp Khan, fearful of embrolUog himself wlib SuSder 
Jungjdtd not choose to pursue hioij but returned to Patna. 

.Scarcely had he reached (hat olty, when he received 
iMeQlgtntie. that ttagojee BhoseJa, encouraged by assurances 
of oasiiibKie from Mustapha Khan, and eager to revenge'

At the eeme lime be tent an ambeesador 
(0 ondeavour to divert Regojee from hie invaiion; but tb*f 
Ohief) supposing Bengal to be In a einte of dMecUoii and 
the offers of the 14owab to proceed from fear, dernanded 
the unresaonabie lam of three crorea of rupees es the price 
of hie forbearance, Tbe Nuvtb, Lliougb resolved not to 
consent to terms so eanrbiuot and dlihanourable, yet willing 
to gain tlcne, In bopei that tbe rainy icaaon, now near, would 
atop the MahrAita from action, and allow bim effectually to 
punish Muaiapha Kban, instructed his ambassador to amu^fr, 
Ragojee with professions of compUence. Iq conaequeocs of 
tbli, nearly two months were wasted in oegociaticn at 
Burdwan, where the enemy encamped ; and, at the expirailoa of 
that lime, Aty Verdy Kbin received intelligence of tbe defeat 
and death of Musiaphe Kb«n, wbo had, with great a^djtloni 
to bis former force, inmded Bebar, Ihloklng to find It aA easy 
conquest, whilst the auentlon of Aly Verdy Khan was engaged 
by the Mahratia invasion, but the ^lliiles and good fortune 
cd 2yn Ad dee n prevailed against bin.* 

The f^uwab, who had continued at bli capital la order to 
convince Rago^ee tbu be wae sincere in Ms desire of peacOf 
now ordered hU ambaasadcr to ^return, and aent bIm tblS'

In the beginning of the cool season of 115S, Aly Verdy 
Khan marched from his capital, to offer battle to the enemy. 
Shit £agojee, alartned at bis approach, moved into Behar, In 
or^r ro-fotm a junction with the remains of hfustapha Khan’s 
'adherents, who still continued to Infest the hilly part of that 
piSJvince, under MortntzaKhkn, eon to the deceased Chief, 
aUhb'ugh too weak to venture into the open country alone, 
The l^uWabV not being able to ovenake the Mahrutag, 
egdUjS? at Bahkipore, a short distance west of Patna, for* 
ocosa Amebut on hearing that the enemy had crotied the* 
Soane ro'join the AfeBani, he proceeded to Mohlb Alsepota^ 
OD the hanky of that elver, ‘

several flitgageriieots look place, in all which the latter waft 
victorious; particularly la one, when the Mahratta generfd 
waa 80 completely eurrounded, that he muai have, been 
prhoner, had not SiiujD sheer Khan and Serdar Khaa> two ol 
Aly Verdy Khan's Afghan officers, who were prl^tely 
negoclating a trea^ with the enemy, purposely let him. asohjtei 
This discovery of treachery alarmed the Huwabf and he again 
offered terms to the Mahratta : but Ragojee would not accept 
them ; and seeing nr> advantage in opposing Aly Verdy KbsR 
In the field, by advice of Meer Hubbeeb he proceeded rapidly 
towards Moonhudabad, in hopes of being able to plunder 
that city before the Huwab could reach it with his armyt 
AJy Verdy Khan, however, rnovetl with such expedition, that 
he arrived only one day after the enemy, who had only liaie 
to ravage part of the suburbs, and on hie approach, retreated 
across the river Bbagaruljy, The Nawab followed Bagojee 
to Cutwa ; near which bo obliged him to engage, and defeated 
him with great slaughter, when the Mahrattas retreated towards 
Midnapere. Here, having received intelligence of lasurr^ 
tlon-ln his own country, Ragojee returned basUly to ^etar 
with the bulk of Ms army, leaving Meer Hubbwb.and the / 
Afghan Chiefs for the defence of Cuttack ; upon which th^ 
Nuvabi giving up for the present the recovery of that pto^ 
vinde, returned to hb capital, in order to refresh hla troops, 
and to correct some misdoings which he bad dlscovsred^ 
amoag bis principal officers, 

It has been' already mentioned) that Serdar Khan antk , 
Shumebeer Khan, durbig- the CAMpalgn; had suffered Ra'go^eor^ 
to escape, when they might have made him prisoner, 

Nuw^ had also, while theMahrattas were in the nelghbouih^lw 
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•of lU c»pU»l, entruittd ^he prwecUon of Ae roidi 
beweeh It and Bogwaoffolah) from wbenco the eUy wM 
'furniihed with (oppikf from tbB eaetwitd of the 

•<ffttnge«, fo ibOK offi<!er® who, either Ihfough neglect or 
•dillgij, fHowed the Tnaraudere more than onoe to plunder 
the coflfofe. Tbe Nuweb upon this remoTfd them from 
that doty, which he entruewd to his nephew, S»yld Ahmed, 
who fuiailed If to bl8 BSililection, tnd intercepced leiten from 
cRagojse to the Porzner eommenders, which proved their 
•Coonivuice. AlyVard/Khen bad eoncealod Ms susplclooe 
tiU the retreat of the MahraUae; hut, upon his returned to 
ACoOrshudahad, he diamjeaed them with thetr followers, 
*boUt six ihoueand men, from hi* aetvlcc, but allowed 
them » retire to their borne* fn the district of Purhurga, on 
<the eastern side of the Ganges, In the province of Behar. In 
tbia season of temporary repose were celebrated the marriage* 
•of his grandson Scwie*ad*Dowlih, and 
* ' AhrcTn*ad*DowIah, son* of Zya Addeon 

Ahmed, the latter of whom bad been adopted by Nuaalsh 
Nohsotmed, who had no children. Upward of two thousand 
rich dresses were distributed on this occasion among the 
attendants at court ; and, during a whole month the populace 
' 'Were feasted at the expense of ihe Nowab, The mcgnlflcenoe 
:d? these nuptials, tbe brilliant Ulumlnailon*, splendid pageants, 
•and grand procession* of the bridegroom*, are still spoken 
with admiration by the Inhabitants of Bengal. 

Aiy Vdrdy Khan, having now resolved to attempt the 
(heMahrattas aod Afghans, from Cuttack, ap* 
»poldf«d ^eer JsfGer Khan* ro the commiod of a considerable

small body of the enemy; wheni bOlUg 
ffluoh addicted to luxuiy and indolence^ he did not pursue 
hie advantage, but put hie troops Into cantonments; (hou^ 
-tlie Nuwab had ordered him to proceed to Cuttack vtlttRnit 
delay, before the enemy could be reinforced from Eetar, the 
Chief’s SOD of which, Jniinjee, was preparing for a fresh 
Invasion, At length the expected Mahratta army entered 
Cuttack ! and Mecr Jnffi'T, not chooeing to hazard the defence 
of Mldnapore, rcLreaied towards Burdwan ; when the advanced 
party o£ the enemy, observing his pusillanimity, hung upon 
his rear, and plundered his baggage of seTcral elephants, 
Aly Verdy IChan, upon ibis, despatched Attah Allah Khan 
with a reinfnrcemerti, to supersede him in the command ; and 
moved also himself from the capital with his army, to support 
him, if necessary, AUab AJIah engaged the enemy st 
Burdwan, eod diif^jalud tbvm; but having secret deslgoa On 
>tbe government himself, the accession to which he h»d been 
Untold by a fanauc officer In ble service who pretended to 
the gift of prophecy, he thought thn present a proper occuion 
CO assume Indepuudcnoe. Fct this purpose, he endeavoured 
to corrupt Meer Jtiffier by a promise ot the government Of 
Eebar, if be would is^iist in deposing the Nuwab. Meer Jaffiei 
at first listened to the proposal, but, at the remonstrances of 
his friends on the danger of tbs ettempt, withdrew his cod- 
•curtence. Intelilsence of this treacherous cambinatfO^ 
however, bavlDg reached Aly Ver^ Khan, he delermioed to 
lessen thoir infiuence, and, on. his arrival at Burdsmt, 
eaprjmanded Meer J^er severely for his conduo^^ 
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MMoftpvre; upon which refrijoed from hii utnal

Aly Vardy 
Eban was not to be moved, and he accordingly retired w^tb 
Ua followers to Moorabudabad. The Nuwab would now 
have overlooked the faults of Meer Jafller, and, on the death 
of a relation, oondeeceudlngly went to pay him a visit of 
oo;ndolence, as a mark of returning favour; but that Chief, 
supposing this honour to proceed from a dread of hla 
influence, Insoleatly neglected the complimentary advancw 
from his tenr to meet him ; on which the Nuwsb, in great 
wrath, laid aside his Intentions, after h^ had gone balf<way, 
ud returned to hie camp. He now ordered him to giro In 
tbe accounts of his office, end to send Sbujan Shlng, hi a 
deputy, with them to the durbar. Meet Jafller refused ; upon 
which the Kuwab removed him from all bis employments;

Masr 
AJf Aiglr, the prophuaying faaalic, was now obliged hf the 
Kawib (0 quit the provinces; though Kuasleh Mohammad 
uiad aVery cntreaiy with bia oncle to olJow him to remalo In 
the cby with Attah Alldb Khan, whom the Nuwab yet 
pemltted to reside there, 

The rains had scarcely subsided, when the Nuwab pFOpir- 
ed to march against the Mahrtltas; and was enoampod at 
Amauoea Gunge, not far from the capllaJ, whan he received 
sudden Intelligence of an ineurrcctlon In Behar, the aseaesina- 
Cion of bla nephew Zya Addeen, and the captivity and 
dligracefal death of bis brother Hajy Abmed, It hae been 
already remarked, that the Ntiwab had dltcbarg:ed from bis 
service the Afghan Chisms. Shemsheer Kben and Berdtr 
Khan, with their followers. These generate bad resided 
since that time in tbelr jagiers io Purbuoga; but the existcace 
of sbeh a body of anaed men, free from any coatrel of the 
governoi’ of ibo provloce, could not loug continue without 
cndafigeiing Its safety. Zyn Addcen, according to some 
reports, dreading their rebcllloni of, to oibers, by attaching 
the Afghans to his Interests, neanlag so laiuce bla sudceasion 
to bis uncle, or to assume bdepeade&c« oo his authc^ity, 
bad, during the rslns, represeated to him by h!s agent, that 
the dlsebarged Chiefs were sorry for their past oonduct, and 
desicous of being readrelited to his service t he therefore 
requested that he might be si I owed to entertain them, as the 
otxiy mode of prevsDtiog a commotion, to which they would 
bisva recourse, sfaouid their petition be rejected. Tbs

^ndetcervded to visit them with a few attendants. He was 
cecejved with proper respect, and a day was tned for their 
croeeiog ihe river wlih their followers. The governor re* 
turned to his paUce aatlafied of th«lr fidelliy, and Issued 
orders for (he provision of boats for (htfir conve)auce. On 
(be day appointed, the Afghans crossed tiie Ganges, and- 
encamped neat the city; when Zyn Addoen again visited 
Serdar Khan.* The two next days were chosen for the 
generals to pay their respects to him separately, at the 
palace; and the governor, in order to obviate any fears they 
might have of treachery, oomcnaaded that only his domestic 
suvaots should attend him, even to (he exclusion of ht& 
usual bodyguards. Serdar Khan caoie the CrsC day ; and 
baring received the customary tokens of esteem, returned to 
his camp. The following morning tiio governor repaired to

and the palace being fUlod with the traiiors, aJio the icreccs 
pf the city by the soldiers of Shumsheer Khan, no resistance 
could be made by the dependar^ts of the governoc. The 
Afghans commlildd great excesses In the town, the lobabl- 
tante of which had no remedy but to eubmic to theU* 
authority. Shumsheer Kb an ordered Hajy Ahmed Co be 
broughc before him, and demanded an account of bla 
treasure; but declining a dlicovery. he was tortured In 
various modes for seventeen days, till at length be expired; 
not unjustly puntsbed for his treschery, and share is the 
murder of the unfortunate Serfsras Khso. About seventy 
lacs of rupees were found burred In his house, besides jewels 
and other veluables to a great amount. The eSecta Of Zyn 
Addaen were selaed; and bis Begum Ameena, the daughter 
of Aly Verdy Rhaa, with hia Other womeb, fctclbly carried*

A]y Verdy Khan, though inwardly alTeeted at the deitli

•«rlBie, did not lose hit Intrepidity Of nlnd ; bur suimlned the 
atorma of calamity with manly resolution, and prepared to 
combat (be attacks Of misfortune. He convened his principal 
• officni, some of whom be had reason (o eiippoae connected 
with the rebels, being of the same (rlbee; aad desired their 
advice for hll conduct In the present unhappy juncture of hie 
affairs, They uanniraoualy declared, that they would 
loyally obey his commands, He replied, that his beloved 
brother and nephew being slain, and their families plunged 
In disgraceful captivity, bo found life, under such mlsfortunee 
vnrevenged, intolerable ; therefore knew no remedy bus to 
punish the rebels, or die la the auempCi If therefore any 
wtshed to.follow him CO this wtremlcy, he would spare 
CDthipg Co reward them j bat neither would he detain tUoae 
whb mighc choose to quit his service, having already recelvad 
coo&oobligadons from them than he could re-pay: and as ha 
had taSoIved lo death rather than Uad a dishonourable 
iKb; hut few followers were necessary to enable him to obtain 
ehe'f6Ad«'.

The semindars were so well pleased with his conduct, that' 
during the war with the Mahrattas they advanced him a crose

Miras Mshmood was the eldest son Of Zyn Addeen, the 
youngest of Hsjy Ahmed’s sons, who married one ofAiy 
Verdy Khfin’a daughters. Ke was born at the period that 
Aly Verdy wss appointed to the government of Behar; and 
who, consIdcriRg the birth of a grandson t,ftt that time as sn 
auspicious event, declared Ms imenticn oFsdoptlnghlm ai 
bis'.own child. 

Tbe boy was therefore Indulged in every caprice of his 
mind; and, being nrurally of a cruel and perverse temper, 
this vices ripened with his age ; as hs grew (up, ha associated 
with none bat Inbmoui and profilgaLe campaniona j and at * 
their head, used to patrol the streets of Moorshudabad, and 
insult every person of respectability whom (hey met. It la 
scarcely possible that these circumstances oould have bean 
concealed from his grandfather; but the old man was so 
Infatiuued wUb the besAity and* lively dispoaitioii of the yokth, 
(hat he took no measures;to correct his Hagltious conduct. 
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Thii young m»n, lo tbe year of the Hejtre n6y, A);- 
V«r4y, KbeA dopUxe^ be hla succenor:: 

A- D. 17S3» hfljestid hiaon tbeiWMOud, and, having 
made him the a^cutminar; oiteiingi and gratulaiipna, 
^Iged all tba courtiers and oficesa V> do the same; and 
ifom that time suffered hin to Interfere In the government 
Of the provinces, and to maie a very bad use of MS' 
awhority. 

In the folioving yeafi Seraje 9 d-Dowlftb being jealous of 
the power and Induenee wbich bla uncle, Muaacah Maham> 
med, pOBsesud, as gorernor of Dacca and the eastern 
districts, but not daring to eueod his arm against him, 
PMsed both bis deputies, Hussein Addeen, and Hussein« 
Cooly Khon, to be murdered. The former be effected 
by private aaaassinationi at Dacca; bub 
the letter \r%i openly executed In tbe- 
sCcaela of Moorshudabad, m bis presence, Alter this event, 
Huatsish Mohammed appointed Rajbullub (wbo, under tbo 
former governmant, had been employed as superintendent 
of the boat establishment at Dacca, and had thereby accu¬ 
mulated much wealth), to be hie deputy*governoi of Dacca 
and Che eastern districts.* About this time died Akram*ad- 
Dottiah, the younger brother of 9eraje>ad*DowIab, to whom a

died extremal/ rlob; Che wealth of the former was never 
publicly ascertained, as It was taken poasessloa of. first by 
hie wife, Oheseet/Begum, and was afterwards plundered by 
Sera^o-ad'Dowlah: but In the treasury of the Inter wae 
found sixty-ono lace of rupeeSi ybs.osof. starling, in gold and 
sliver; and the value of his Jewels, plate, elephant. Ac. 
aotounced to as much more. 


Previous to the demise of Sayld Abroed, the Nuwab htd 

been lor some time labouring under a dropsy, and bo hopes 

of hla recovery were entertained. Sa/ld Ahmed had, therefore, 
made preparations to Asaeit hla claim to the succession, In 
opposUlon to the determination and will of Aly Verdy Khan: 
but hla premature death left Seraje*ad*Do«iab without an/ 
other rival thaa this cousin, Shokuc Jung; to quiet whom, 

Aly Verdy Khan bestowed the Foujedaty of Pumeah as a 
jagier; is she same time, conjuring him to be oontent with 
his portion, to live upon amicable terms with all his relations, 
and so support bis father's attendants: but as the/ouch waa

Theae meaturea he easily 
effected. alCboti^ the lad^ had hired a number of people to 

He also demanded a 
Hrge sum of money from Ra]bullub, the deputy'governCpT Of 
Dacca, and eo alarmed blm, that he sent off pllvaieiy hll 
property and iamily to Calcutta. He ofterwarde diapleced 
many of the ofllcere o! gov«rnreent, and filled their appoint* 
nents with youog men, the companroas of his pleasures. 
Mbbun LoU) a Hindoo, who bad been Dewaji or superinten¬ 
dent of hla boufleboid, he promoted to be Bewan of the 
province, and his prime-minister ia ali affairs. Ho eoa* 
ferred also on hlai the titles of Msbaraja (great prince X 
and commander of $000 horse.* Meet Mudden, another 
person of mean origin, be appointed oommander-lo.

Koweb, entered into a correipondeace with Sbokut Juag, the 
governor of Porneah, and exhorted him to aasert hia claim to 
the muenud : the young man readily fell Into their meaiurel^ 
but, by the prudent advice of rone of his counsellors, he 
deemed It re^ltlte first to procure from the court of Debly a 
coiDmiuloD, appointing him to the government; be, in 
conaeqnenca, applied to Chazy Addeen, the Vizier of Aalam« 
gear the Second, from whom be obtained a promise of the 
patent be required, on condition of tending annually a crore 
of rupees to the Imperial treasury.* 

These IranSiCtiODs having been discovered by Seraje*ad> 
Dowlah, he pieced biraself at the bead of bis troops, imd 
marched towards Furoeah ; but, upon his arrival at RajemaheV 
he was diverted from bis purpose, by letters received from 
Calcutta, respecting the refusal of the English to deliver up 
KIshen Bullub, the son of RejbuUub, who some mootba , 
before had left Dacca with hU family and property, and bad 
taken refuge aC Calcutta: also by Intelligeaee that the 
English were adding to the fortifications of Fort WlUlamr 
and Increasing the strength ot the garrison. 

This information irriutad the Knvab to a degree of rage 
which astonished bis officers. He instantly chanced bla 
resolution of marching Co Furneab, and ordered hie army to 
retur& to Moorshudabed: where be arrived on the isc of 
June, and laid ekege CO the factory of Coarimbasar; tbe

’‘*lhat Mr. Brake, the governor, had grievously offended blot; 
^nd that he would not suffer the English to remain In hla 
“countxp OD any other terms than were allowed them under 
''the govefnmeilt of the Kuwab Moorsbud COOly JafRet 
"Kiian.*' 

In (hli diteinma, as id hopes of aiBUtanca could be 
<€kp<cted in time from Madras, Mr. Drake applied tO'H>e 
HUt^ at Chiuura, and to the French at Chaodarnagore, to 
help biia ; but the former positively retused; tod the latter 
added Insult to the refusal, by desiring the English to tbandon 
Calcutta, and to repair to Chandemagore, where they would 
^teotthem. 

The English, finding that they bad no other resouree than 
fn their own exertions, armed all the Europeans, native 
(^rtugtiefie, and Afiaoalans, and took into, the tr service 1,500 
Hindtw QhteKloek^nien • dtey wlso laid in a store of grain 
asd'OtbbrprOrislohS; and added such works for their defence 
Urihe ahbrtnesB Of (he lima would adoiii. 

TTjRJB-ftnrfMil of Sera)e-ad*)Dowlah in the vicinity of 
ChlnfoH itrfi C&tffidetkiagore, he sent leners to Dutch 
and French, comnendiag them to aselet him with theli* fbrcei 
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in bia deiigna 4 ^ainst CalCURa : ^ut th^y plotted Qie tfCBtltfl 
ntbiiiting:betweentbeirnstiona and the £ng!)ah In Eurcpe, 

.ae a reason why they could 001 obey hie eommasda. Tliii 
rehsitl he highly resented \ but at (hat time repreeaed his 
mdigostion, lest they ihould unite with (he Euglisb. 

On the idth of Rarnaan, the Nuwab’a troops crossed the 
*7tvar St Hooglyi and on the following day came Tn eight 
of Caleutia ; but not being aware that tbe 
^a'ouur*ju!iW5 Mahrslla ditch had never been completed, 
they were stopped by that part of it whieh 
had been excavated to the north of the town, and a tesipoiary 
advantage ae ihaC evening gained by the Englllh. 

The factory, or Ion, wei situated on the barth of the riven 
Ua length from east to west was no yards: Ua breadth on 
the eouth aide was 130 yards, and on the north only too 
yards : It had fear beetions, mounting each ten gum ; but c&e 
curtains ware only four feet thick, aod the terrace, which wae 
the roof of the store rooms, formed the top of the rempatte : 
tbe gateway on the eaetern aide projected, and mounted five 
gun»t and along the bank of the river wea a line of heavy 
cannon, mounted io embraeuree of solid meaooiy : ap tliKt 
the place might have made e long defence againet such an 
enemy, had not (he houess of tbe principal Europeesa and 
the Church, overlooked end comoanded (he ion. 

On the iptht all the outposts were stormed by the 
Kowsb'f force# ; upon which the 1500 isatohlock>mea, and 
^ other native uoepi In the English lervlee, 
^l**e*i > .• deserted ; whilst the Portuguese and other 
inbabllanis of (he town, who bad been injudiciously admltied 
dnto ibt fort, ceuMd greet coofuelon and vprotr. Ob tbe 
jrit, tbe besiegers reaawed theh uucke ; and having ereetod 
4 baltery of three guoi, began to cannonadie the ton ; wbilK 
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ch«iT iifticKloek'moD) icvcS um«d< with unili piocei^ 

(ire4 froB the (opi of the houaet iiEhlch Wflre mil dBt*joofed^ 
uptio the gerriaont ■, > 

, Dsakc, the govem^r^ eltijiough not » »Uiury aaQ> 
had not beinjcd any aigoa ot pvaoai^ fea^i but cspoied- 
hiii penon on th* ninparttf ind wheT«*«ver hli pro* 
s«nce woo thought reQuUite, uotU he race Wed li^elUgettCfr 
thgt (he remaining gunpowder la the magesine wis danp 
end unfit for eervlce : when finding (hat there was no eha(tce 
of much longer defending (he place, and being verj' apprs* 
heneive of (be reKRtmenl of the l^uwmb, who had threatened* 
to pot hira (o death, he ambirked on board a boat, and In a 
short time was conveyed oo board one of (he ships which 
were (hen anchored at Govind pore, nearly three inllea down 
(be river. The exereple of the governor waa Imraediaaly 
/oJloved by ell those wbo could get on boerd the shipr. 

After this abaadooDeBt,^ the number of Europeans 
remaining in the fort were tpo persons, at the hud of whom 
waa-Mr. Holwell, one of the members of councils; who, In 
order to prevent further desertion, directed the gate (owardi' 
(be river (o be locked and guarded. It was however bit 
intention to have embarked, with the remainder Of liiC' 
garrison, on board a ah Ip which was till anchored above (he 
fort: Fur ibis purpose, he sent orders to the captain to* 
hriog her cIok to the fort, as soon as the ebb*iide would 
punit: unfortunately, (ho ship, on her way down, struck dcl 
o^nd-bank, where Che crew, being exposed to the lire of 
thpwenemy ^ops Che (ops of the houses, were obliged to- 
a^iAOdoa her. . 

Xhe gavtsoa Maiinued CO defend ihemMlves wlUf greah 
vigour .doting the wihole of that <day and nlghc; and mad^ 
many slgn^ to the ships anchored at. Govipdpora to .re(ur» 
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AQd uk« the 01 on boerd, M all the boats bad beon oliher 
loM oc oariied a»ay by tba ntiivea ; but in ihia last oipecut^ 
tion of relief they were dlHppoltited, lor not a single veml 
moved (o tbelf assistance. 

On the a tst ol Han)sen, the Numib’e (roopa recommeno* 

ed their attack with Iresh vigour: and

Mr. Hoi well to capitulate; who, to calm the minds of thos« 
who desponded, threw a letter from the rampart*-Written, 
by Omichund, a Hindoo merchant Of consequencei whOBL 
the English had» together with Klshenbulbb, detained aa 
prisoners od the approach of the Nuweb's army—addressed 
to Maoickchund, the Foujedar of Hoogly, who commanded 
a body of troops before ibe fort, requesting him tointeresde 
with the Nuwab to cease hostilities, as the English were ready 
to obey his commands I end only persisted In defending the 
lor(» to preserve their lives and honour. The letter was. 
Immediately taken up ; but for many hours no answer waa 
returned, whilst the enemy continued (o push on the attacla. 
with vigour. At four o'clock In the eveoing a person waa 
observed advancing to the fort with a dag of Ince, which 
Mr. Holwell answered with another from the south*east 
bastion. A parley ensued, during which many of the 
Kuwib'l tfoops approached to the walle cl the fort,, and* 
endeavoured to escalade it; at the same time someofeha 
soldiers of the garrison, having broken opea the arrack. 
cvllaTs, had iaioxlcated themselves, and forced open the gate* 
neat the riverside, with an Intention of seising on vrhatsyejr 
boats they could flndi and of proceeding to the ships ; just, 
as they opened Che gate, a party of the enemy, who hivd' 
also got on that side, idv t them,^ uid at once rushed info 
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fort, another pitt; « che nnw moment mounted the'if&lla 
ofiJi^ war^hauajj. indji* sceoo ofoonfueion no r«Utanc«

At live o'clock 00 the ))nd Of Rttnten, Ser»}e-ed-DowItb,

igiiD reitcred to his office, and Hwral 
otter'officer*, entered the fo/t. He Immediately otdertd 
'OttfAnad and Kiaheebullub t <5 be brought before blra, and 
rtcefved them virith civility. He neat directed some of hie 
offleora to fo end take poaseaelon of the Company’s (reaaury ; 
be then proceeded to the principal room of the factory, where 
he let In state, and received the coCgraCulfitions of hlS 
courtfeis OD the Important cooqaest. He soon after sent 
for Mr. Hohrell : and expressed much rewntmeht 'at the 
presomptioo of the English, in darlog to defend the fort; 

• and gleet dilsatisracicoQ at the smallness of the sum found 
la the treasury, which did not exceed 50,000 rupees, Mr. 
Holweil had two other conferences with him dn this subject 
before seven o’clock, when the Nuwab dismissed him with 
assurance of safety. 


Mr, Holwell reiureing to his unfortunate companlonB, 
them surrounded by a strong guard: he also per- 
«lved that several places Jn the fort had by accldenC been sec 
cftfl’ fife, and that the flames approached, on both sides, the 
M which they stood.

Mr. Holweil wai cirried to the Huwab» who, to far from 

ehowing any compassion for hie situation, or remorse for 

4he death of the other prisoners, only talked to him of the 

treiiures which the English had burled, and threatened him 

with further punishment if he did not disclose whera'they were.

half i whicb diiTeteace, It is said, he made beeauae (he latter 
bad supplied hin with rvo hundred bvrela of gunpowder, m 
be was marchiog towirds Calcutta. 

On bis arrival at Koorshudabad, he Issued orders cos*

no discoveries could be obtained coacerning the treasures

Soon ftfier Sers]e'ad*Dawleh’a return to Mooishudabad, 
hci In order ro tr/the alleglsnce of hfa couein, appoiotad ■ 
penoo named Rasbehsry to the Foujedary of Bixntgurin 
Pttrreah, and ordered Shokut Jung to put him Immediately in 
.possession of the office. Nothing could exceed the rage of 
Shokut Jung on the receipt of the order: he directed the 
bearer of ll tO be beaten: he then called for the Vinier's 
letter containing the promise of the patent; and having caused 
It to be read aloud in open courti commanded one of his 
secretariee to uirtle a letter to the folioviog purporL 
^^Know, that I have received from the imperial court ihe 
'^commission of governor of Che three provinces. On account 
'"ol our family connoctlon, I have no wish 10 do you any 
*'pe»ooal Injury; and you may make choice of any o( the 
''eastern dlsulcis for your residence, where you shall receive 
"aa ample allowance ; buC I desire thec you vriI) Imtnediaiely 
''quit Moorshudabad and do doc presume to taka with you 
*'any of the treasure, or other valuables. Send me an answer 
^'quickly, as 1 am waiting with one foot in the stirrup/’ >,; 

Thia letter would have Irritated a less psssiooaia. maa 
that Seraje-ad-Dowlmh. He Issued his command for his 
army Immediately to take (be field ; and sent orders to Raja 
Ramnarala, whom 4 ly Verdy Khan had made deputy.govet> 
•nor of Behar, to assemble hie forces, and, having crossed the 
river, to enter Punieah. His own army iriarohed in two 
divisions j that under hU immediate com cn and proceeded OQ 
the south'west aide of the Ganges to Rajemahel; while the 
other, under the nrdera of Raja Mohun Loll, crossed tbit 
river at Surdah. and marched rewards the appointed phtseo** 
'the north-cist aide.

^'Jung ; both equelly vein, cruel, and incapable of govern- 
<^Denl: and who, by their flagitious conduct, shcrtly ctuaed 
‘the kernes of destruction to burst forth from the edifice 
‘‘erectsd by ihair progenitor.'* 

When Shokut Jung was informed of the advance of 
^ SeTmjc*ad-X)owlah, ho ordered Lia ofltuera to fix on a proper 
spot for the rendetvous of his arnv. 

Oeiobtr, , , , ' 

A. D. 1750. where be mtght be able to oppose hie 
adversary with the greatest effect. Some 
Of the oflicere who had served under hla father, and possess¬ 
ed good sbllltleSf ssiectad a siraation near Nuwabgunge, on 
the confines of Furncab, whiob was strong by nature, and 
might easily' be defended against a superior force: it was. 
covered in trout by deep morasses of many miles extant,, 
across whlell there was only one causeway; whilst (be rear 
of the posltSoHi being open to t productive country, insured. 
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an ample iupply ot ptovlalon# to the oamp. In dnwinj tip 
the iroopr, however, the greatest irveg^uhrity was practlietf ; 
for at Shokut Jang knew nothing of the matter himself, and' 
wouW not entrust the command to any other perBoli, the 
commandant of each corps encamped In what ha considered 
the most convantont situation; thus parts of the anny will oh 
was not very numerous were separated by an interval of four* 
miles : and Shokut Jung, Instead of dally reviewing fhe 
troops, did not join the army till the advanced parties of the* 
enemy appeared in eight. 

At length Shokut Jung came to the camp: he was attend¬ 
ed by a body-guard of cavalry which he bad raised himself, 

another corps of horse commanded by his brother, and a 
regiment of 100 o matchlock-men, Ae soon as he ar¬ 
rived, she principal officers waited on him » pay tbelr 
respects; but even at that time. Instead of ingratiatlag 
himself with them by his complaisance, he added to their 
diagustby the moroaeness of hts behaviour; nor would 
he give them any orders for their conduct, but desired then 
to return to their respective encampmenis, and there awalchla 
commands. About nine o'clock, the division of Seraf«.«d- 
Dowlab's army,' under the command of Raja Mohun Loll end 
Meer Jaffier, came in sight, but drew up at a very considerable 
distance, whence they commenced a cannonade, The balls of 
the smaller pieces fell lute the lake or morass, but those of the 
heavy .guns lodged In the camp; and one of thsm passing 
near Shokut Jung he was much alarmed, and ordered the 
sandardf and ocher insignia cf his rank to be lowered down 
An old Afghan officer, who had seen much service and was 
atan6ng gear said, ‘‘my lord and master, whaC kind of a haitie ^ 
“Is this f I never wrny thing like it. When I served In th» *' 
«Dekksn, under NUam el Moolk; this ii not the way • hsta* 
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“avtfy man does as h« picflsei. The arny should be drawn 
'’out in lines, and ran^d in haRls«siray; and the artillery 
‘‘should be .placed in front j. the 7d9ps must be nnited in com* 
{“pact bodies, and ect together: then only can victory be expect* 
‘'ed." Sbokat Jung took this remonstraaoe very iP. He abused 
’HIsam'sl'Mooik as a blockhead, and said, have no occasion 
“to be uught whst 1 ana to do, for I have nyielf fougbc three 
“bondred battles/’ 

In the mesa lime, Sham Sunder, tbe Hindoo commander 
of the artillery, who was possessed of much bravery but no 
experience, finding thet his guns would not reach those of the 
enemy, quitted hU entrenchment behind the morass, nnd 
.advanced over the causeway to the other side where be com* 
mencsda cannonade. On seeing this Shokut Jung sent 
. orders to the cavalry also to cross the moress and attack the 
enemy. The cocnmanders of the cavalry remonstrated, that he 
was giving up the advantages of his situation; aod that he 
fboutd wait attack; as whoever crossed the morass must engage 
lo great disadvantage. He sent them another message, that they 
were a set of cowards : that they cughr to take example by 
.Sham Sunder, who although a Hindoo jxri^, was bravely pour¬ 
ing bis balls into the rank of the enemy while they talked of 
prudence and caution. These taunts provoked the commanders 
of the cavalry, and they ordered their mea to moont end to 
cross the lake. 

It being then about three o'clock In the day, Shokut Jung, 
^vjng takeri bis inebriating draught, retired to his tent. 
^0 ^use himself with the songs of his women. After some 
hjcftil^gence was brought to him, that the cavalry, having 
wad^.tbrough the mud, were engaged with the enemy, who 
had klUeda numberof them, aod were pressing on the artillery. 
At this time he .was ao oiu^ Intoxicated that be conld not sft 
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) but ai^faii prea«Qo« was requisite, to en courage the Qoopt^ 
•ome ol the officers placed hin^oo bis elephant, with a seevaat 
to support. Um ; and caused the driver to advauce towards the 
auMwajv where in a short tine a musquet-ball atruch ShoKot 
Juog in the forehead, and sent his soul to the other world, On 
beholding this event, the rauce taecane geoetal, and every aan 
made the best of his waj to Puroeah. The troops of Sera^ 
ad DowLah, having bad a long march that day, did not pursue: 
bat mo days after, Raja Kobun Loll entered Pureeah( a&d 
look possession ot all the wealth and property ot Shckat 
Jubg; which he despatched, with the women and childfea 
beloaging to the deceased, or ol his father Say!d Ahmed, to 
Moorshgdabad. Ho then regulated the country : and, having 

plaoad hla own son In charge of Furneab. he went to join hia 
master, wbo had not proceeded further than Rajemahek 
Sera]e<ad'Dowlah, however, assumed great merit from this 
•conquest, and returned with great pomp and rejoicing to 
Moorshudabad, 


It now becomes requisite to revert to the affairs of the 
English. 

It has been before stated, that Hr. Drake, the goverflor of 
Calcuita, having, with part of the garrlsou effected hbescnpe to

posaession of the eoemy, pyocaedsd down 
the river to FuUa, where he was joined by several vessels 
coming from sea : the Compan/s agents, likewise, from the 
suboedinktB factories at Dacca, Jugdea, and other places, 
haviog, on the first alarm, escaped from those situations* 
resorted to the fleet, For some time, no provlsioos ooul^r- 
be procured: but as soon as the Huwab’s army left Calcut^ ^ 
the country people vsnwted to supply them. The waaf^ 
35 
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onTcnifl&lihelnr,anci ebo feir of b«lng lurpKsed^ oblige! 
tbem ftl{ CO alMp 00 board (ho vc9lel« ; which weraao much 
crowded, that all laj pronltcuOUSlT^ on th« daeka, wlthcat 
aheUer from the heavy ralo ol the aetion ; and the lower part 
of Bengal, between the armi of the Oangel, beiog perhape 
one of tbe mon unhealthy oountrle^ln the world, a mtlignaot 
fever shortly broke out amonfsc them^ from whioh none of the 
ahlpi were evampted. 

Mr. Praka having resolved to remalo In that lUuhttoct tiU 
he ehonld receive orders from Madras, bad early In July 
despatched Mr. ManniAgbam la a, small vessel to the coast. 
VpOB the arrival of (hat gentlemaa at Madras, the governmeat 
ol ?or( St. George which had Joet received Intelligence of the 
brcaklog out of a war with France, were cverwhelcDod with 
regret iwnd astonishment; hot, after some time spent In 
debate and conaultatlop, they at length, la concert with 
Admiral Watsoo, the commandefln-Chief of hia Majesty's 
ships In India, resolved id make war on the Muwab of Bengal; 
and. not ooly to compel him to restcra Calcutta and the other 
factories, but to make him pay for the losses the Company 
bad sustained, and all the expenses ot (he war. 

As soon as this point was determined, a Quieksailing sloop 
was despatched to Mr. Drake, to inform him 0! the Intentlona 
ol the Madras goverotneDt, and to desire him to take such 
steps*as he thought might conduce to the success of the 
enterprise. 

Motwlthslsnding all the exertiooe of Governor Flgot and

consorted of 900 Eurapesn soldiers, tnd 1500 Sepo^i, 
under the command of the CQlfibraled CcJooel Clive. The 
ColO.ael carried leuert, written bf Ssiebut Jung*, the 
Soubshdsr of the Dekkeo, Mohemed AJy, the Nuwab of Areot, 
end Governor Plgot» exhortio; Sanje ed Doivish to meke 
reperAiion to the Engiishfor the ln)arl«s tbey bad aai^red 
from his unprovoked hoatUity. The instructions to Colonel 
Cliva recommended the attack of Moorshudabad itself, if the 
Nuwib continued obstinate i and the capture of the French 
settlement of Cbandemagore, If nevrS of the war should arrive 
whilst the troops remained in Bengal. 0 

The fleet ealled from Madras the idth October; but as the 
north-west monsoon had by that time set ia^ they were 
obliged to cross the Say of Bengal, and to beat up against it, 
along the wostern shore ; by this advene clrcumstance, half 

the fleet was separated, and The remainder were six weeks in 
making the voyage, which at a favourable season Is dooa In 
elv or seven days ; and it was the soth of December before 
they could reach Pulca, and even than with the absence of 
two of the vessela ot moat consequence ; vfs. the CumberWd 
ofseveniy guns, on wbcch was embarked S50 of the best 
aoldiera; and the Marlborough, the Company's ship, on wiilcb 
had been embarked all The field adrlUery. Upos the arrival 
of the expedition at FultB, Colonel CiWa sent the letters hw 
bad brought from Madras to Manickehund, the governor of 
Calcutta, acoompanted by one from himself and the Admiral j 
but the latter being coached i& threatening and Indecorum 
terms, the governor refused to forward It. 

On the ayth of December the whole fleet got under weigh}. 
and on the foUywlog day reached Myapoxc, tea miles below 
Budgebudge. Colonel Cilve having resolved to attack that ^ 
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ion, landed hl» men duilag^tbe tiight, nnd tome boars-before 
dty, on tbft s^tb, >o(mi(oemeedrbU rauoh^; bac tKe roads botes 
' •reels i)^ bad^ and the guide, .ba*h)g led tbern astray (he 
afiA had hh^n rlaen above an hour bofore they reached the

enttfiiai&ed of theh being any artaed force, ezcept'the gvrieon. 
te that neighhoutbood, the uioal precaudona of pctung 
Tplcqheti and leatrfss *ere not observed, hit a ehort time« lbs 
iseD« being much fatigued, teli asleep ; io tbia ettaatioa they 
were artaobed by Manjchcbond, governor of Calcutta, wUb 
i$opcavalry and acooinfantry; and If the former had done 
Ihcifdnty, might have out ^ the English to a oian. 

A scene of great confusion ensued; but the English, 
baring at leogth opened their' field*pieces, and directed 
ihem^cowarda Manickchund, ffbo was rendered very conspi¬ 
cuous by being moonted on an elephant, and one of the balls 
Itesiing close to his head, he was alarmed, and gave the signal 
for a general retreat. Abput this time, the Kent, of slzty-four 
guns, having anchored opposite the fort, quickly silenced the 
cannon thereof ; bur the troops being much fatigued, it 
was determined to delay the assault till nest morning; as 
eooR, however, as It was dark, the garrison abandoned the 
place; and In rhe ni^U one of the si^prh, baviog got druolc, 
Struggled to the ditch, which b^' and climbed up 

the rstfnpart; where finding ncT ^called out, to the 

oearest Eogilsb guard, that he had ^e^^ori. 

On the gotb of December the deer took possession o£ the 
forts qi Grhur and Taana, withcmt any opposition. 

In die qxein Umcj Manlokchuad, and the govornor «f 
Calcaua and, Jfooghlyi having been much alarmed I9 the 
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eagngacneiiK at Sud^bud^a, hastanad Ca m«at tha Kunb, 
leaving onl/ a garrlioa 500 Ben in Caioutti. 

On tba fKt i>f januar/, Colonel Cliva, with the gtuMK

and on the following day Mr. £>take was restored to Ms

On tba ftb of the month, a dataohmeni, coDSlstln? of 150 
Zuropeans and 200 Sepoys» was ambatked on board the 
twanif'gun ship, a sioop of war, and threa other veaaals, and 
proceeded to the attack of Hoogly. Owing to the twen^-gun 
ebipatrlklng on a sand-bank. It was the lotb before tb^ 
reached thafr dertlnatfon. The troops ware thea landed? 
and (ha ships having la a few hours made a breach. It wa» 
atormad, and tha garrison, consisting of sooo neo, made a 


precipitate retreat. 

About this time jntalligaace reached Cileuttap that ttgr 
had been declared beiween France aad Great BhUio, fit Che 
precedIeg month of May. A 0 there t^re $Oo SOldlbrl sod 
good train of field artillery in Chandetnagorv, rhe Gcntmor 
and CounojJ of .QaJoutta were very appcahenslve that tire 
French would lasQedlatalj^ ioln the Kuwab, with whore It 
wu thought the' SogTlsK force would boc then be able to 
contend. In ihli psraukslon, they detennioag to open a> 
nagotlatloB fpr peace: WMOtdlnglyi CoLooel CUve wrote t 
latur to the baokers oC Moorshudabad, oamed Seatj, aod»1r^ 
Omlchand, the Galcufta reetcbaar, requeaiiog them Co aotto 
medlatose. . 
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It (I probftbl*, thst jHhe<0 orerturei h«d bMCi mAdeprt' 
viouf to the cipluce U001I7, bive been attend* 

«d but ifwr that 'event, the Nuwab'lre* » exaepefited, 
that he vowed reogeanne agelort the Bnjlleh ; ind even hli 
no It favourite <ooiiniere duntnoi mention to him the tubject 
•hilAhiBiecreteneinlee were anxious to see him 
eaibrolled with a foe, thwogft whose ttiietancfl they might 
hope for a revolmioft, 

The Nuwab therSfere, aftet the utiul delay of eattern 
courts, eomiseoced hla tnarcb* With a numeroua me ray, for 
Ctlcutta; and on tbe 3otb of January recroeead the river, 
aboot ten miles above Hoogly, 

In the meantime, the Bngliih had aol beea negligent 
ifi making preparations to oppoie hli ptogresi, They with* 
drew their troops from Hoogly; and fottifled a camp, 
with several outposta arouad rt, a mile to tha north of 
Caloutta, and half a mile from the bank of the river. 
Thera was, however, a epaeo laft unguarded of nearly two 
ml lea between the right flank of the camp and the salt* water 
lake : though thla opening the Huwab passed with bis army, 
and encamped with his own troops withiniide of the Mihritta 
dftoh, but the greater psn of hli forces lay between the 
^Mahrana ditch and ihwlake. 

Tbe proximity of 10 large a force determined Colonel 
Ctive to make an attack upon the fluwab^a camp at inld> 
lit^ht. The •troops destined for this enterprise wen 600 
sMtoft arned with muiqueta; the European bsttalipn, coDSjst* 
Higof dyo rank and die; too artillery men with six held pie Ml, 
and dob SepOyi; but ss there were neither horses nor bull* 
•oekfs with the army, the guns were d rigged, and the am muni¬ 
tion curried, by iauarj and sailors. A* Ihile before dawn ef ' 
day (he English line entered the Nuwab's camp and,. 
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>«Qmn9nc«diIti&g to cliQ tight uid UU } hut ft thick fog cocntftg; 

on, iho;' lose the rood, ftnd wind«r«d About thft ftncAmpmest 
Hveiftl hourft, without ftSectlog wn^r thing of coniequ«aoft» 
4 ad roiotned to their own amp about aoav. 

The Newftb wu, kovavfls, so much tlarmed, thst the day 
•after be moved hla camp Several mllea dletaot; and desired 
Runjeet Roy, the agent of the Seats, who site tided him on the 
expedition, to write CO Colonel Clive that be waa willing to 
enter (nio a negotiation. In consequence of thie communiea^ 
(Ion, several meiiagei were brought and carried hy Orolebuad 
•and Run]«et Kay; and on the 9tb of February a treaty wat 
oonoluded,* 

On the rsth, the Kuwab removed a few miles further off, 
«tid sent ikA«Iaaf 4 , or drasses of honour, to the Admiral aad 
Colonel Clive; and through bie agetua, Omiebuod and 
Runjaat Roy, proposed an alliance^ offensive and defensive, 
against,alt enemies. This proposal was accepted without 
hesItatioD, and the treaty was ratified and sent back the nme 


At the request of the Huwab* a party of twenQ^ atUllfijK 
men was sent to him, ae an escort; and Mr. Watte wae 
-appointed to reside at his court This bueluesa being settled, 
4 he Kuwab proceeded towards Moorsbodabad. 

It has been before stated, that when Colonel Clive took 
•charge of expedition, he was Instracted by the Madm 
goveromenc, that should InMlUgenoe arrive, whilst he was in 
Becgai, ot the actual commencemeot of boiiiiides between 
the French aitd £ngJJah, he should eadeavour to seise upon 
aba French seUleGoent of Chandaroagore. The above in- 
nelllgenee did arrive while the Zagllsh army were emplc^oA' 
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in 4Ja» cuptufe of Hoogly; bat ro f^mdftble mi tbe Fnach 
force ti CilUUTd^riltgfM*j tAMtOd ol ctttcVfog It, tbs 
gevenor end Couadll of CrieutUi von very epprehenilve 
dtetthe French would jofo the tiUwKb. 

3cK M tboji %9 peftce wm conoloded between the Kuw«b> 
nAd the English, end dte treaty of altUaeft, oCUtive and 
dofinmve, the kUer, through thetf egeac OnMiuRd, 

ukei hli peflnitslon to attack Chandenagcrfe. Thiitq>pU«' 
cation appetri 10 have hm quite unexpected by the Numb,, 
add very eonuaty I9 hii Inoltaartoos; bat ae he wai afraid 
* another rupture wtth ib» English, he declined glvlog any 
orders on the subject. Colonel Clive therefore determined 
fo'^roenoie ihb siuafprlee; and on die t6th of February 
cffitaed me r Ivor, a fow nt ilea above Oalcutta. and ehcempsd 
on the opposite shore. 

Freviooi to ehil ov«rt act of hoitili^, theFreoch bad obtain* 
ed Urttdhgdabe of CcdOuel Clive’s designs; md ImmedWtelF 
seat tabeVa to thQNuvrsb,u he valued his own safety to prOMct 
tbelr settlement. Their messengers overlook him at Agua** 
deep, a town forty miles south of MoOrahudabad ; where be 
hatted, and immediately wrote a letter peremptorily comman- 
dii^ the English Co desist from iheir inteotlon. >He also sent 
CD the French a present of ioo/»a rupees, aod dtreoted 
KbcobBiar, the governor of Hoogly, to assist them. He hlto 
dlttotsd a refnforcement to be sent from his army to Hoogly,^ 
ehvse cffcumsunccs he tfteHrard* denied ; and OofoseJ 
adding'btm so WaverIn his cKipOBltioo, after a «00* 
iNOiSblo delay oceasloned by objections and gerupiss on th» 
paR.of AdQ\1ra\ Wktsob,. gave orders for the aHabk «of 
Chatsdemrgbfo.

Cne<«r«A^^t« fought with grest bravery ; but at Alne 
uken, o'clock the French hung out a flag of 

truce, end s( thne, Chsnderrtsgore was taken, During ttie 
ihae that messages were passing concerning the terma oi 
anrrendflr, s part of the garrison niarched away, to eSer'their 
aar^iecs to the Hnvab. 

In oidei to account for 6«r^e*ad*DQWiah'a Havlug thus 4

TbU ^rcuoiiUDCe vai iakea bold oi by tHe ptcUtana

ep 'obvloaily hiB iriierest.; ter at tbja Uia9> M««r JtiTier 
Rhaii, Roy Duthib the Dewan, the Seate, and GheMOty 
Begtim, were ell BO dii^eted with 8Qntje«ad*Poi*}ah’B can* 
duct, that they fiere anxious for an opportunity of depoalng 
41a. 

Tbe part of the gairlton which had escaped from Chtndsr- 
basore reached the Ftcoch factory av CoBilmbacar In safety, 
<and>'«re Imcnediaiely taken under (he Nu«ab*a protection. 
On thle« Colonel Clive wrote to bimi to demand not only 
tbeir being delivered Qp» but aleo that the Engllab ahould 
be rtl lowed to take poBeeeBlon di tbe French lactory it 
'COBSiinbasar. So bold a demand provoked Sera}e*ad*Dowlab 
d0in«tp9aBof pajBlon, and be threatened Mr. WattB with 
drydut datih; but eoon recollectiog the Imprudence of thia 
•threat, which would doubtleaa bring on him the vengeance of 
•the English, and being at the earne time BoUeltoue of preser* 
ving toe French for future contingeoeies, he fumiahed Mr. 
Law, the chief of the Cosslffibaxar factory, with money, arma, 
and .aiDiDunltfon ; and ordered bim to march, with all hfi 
Den, ta if procoediag to Patna, but with a promree of reaiUog 
4ifil, ahould bi« services b« required. 

Mr, l^w, who appears to have been well ecquainted witb 
nhg^jincaof hfoorahudebad, told the Nuwab, that tnoat of 
hie chlefe were dlaBaciaficd with him, that they were leaguing 
’wththcSagllBhagalnethim, and that, on the departure of 
Ahe French, the enothered flame would buret forth and 
destroy him. Seraje-ad-£lowlah felt tbe truth of his obiemllos. 
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but hud not resolution o detain bim; he' however pro- 
cviaed to send for >'•111^ should any tbhi^ occur: bat Mr. 
Saw propheticalty y«id, know we ahali never meet agiais/' 
AccDTdingl;, I ,a. body 0^ adventarere, cODSitting of lOO 
Europeane, liicg' Coromandel sepoye, with thirty etnall 
<arriaBe$ and lour elephintsi paseed throagh Moorihudabad 
00 the i6ib of April) and, having crossed the river, procended 
towards Behar. 

But tfaia lime, the mutual auipicions between tbe Xawab 
and tbe English were so much Increased, that Colonel CUvaJ 
thought a rupture inevitable, and therefore determined' lO> 
send a deiBchment In pursuit ol the French ; bat before he 
bad time to carry hia resolution into eSect, he received 
locolligence from Mr. Waue, that the conspirators bad made 
overtutea to him. Tbe person first employed in this negoda- 
tion was named Yar Luttlef Khan, an officer wbc commantled 
eooo horse in the service Of Seraje-ad-Dowlah, but vtho 
received a monthly allowaace from the Seats, to defend them 
again at any aa ol oppression, even from the Nawab. This 
•overture seems to have been nude loerely to sound tbe 
dIapositioQ ol the English, but was soon after follobvd by a 
spedfio proposal from Meer jaffier Khan. It 'stated, that 
being In daily fesJ of his life, he was, from sell«defence, 
*C9nipeUed 10 take measures for deposing tbe Nawab ; that he 
was well supported by the Lewan Roy Duliubt, Gheseety 
Begum,%e Seats, end.many*principal officers of the arrpy; end 
bad DO doubt of success, if the English woald joiO', hln : and 
that for such asustence he would recompense ibemlnfbo 
enoet ample manner, and grant them every privilege. w1Uk 
regird to trade, that they might desire. 

The Oovernor and CouncU of Calcutta cossidered ^ 
propoial made by Meer J affier at the most fortunaa event 
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which cod) dhapjMaiM, In the ^mbanMwd »nd perplwe* 
state of ibelr affairs. It was iiapo« 3 bla for them to make any

fit the Qeao time, Sertje-ad-Dowlah received Intelligence^ 
from, M« eploi. that the English were making military 
preparsiloos; and euspectlng that they intended W march 
tfiwda Meorehudabed, be ordered the division of Wi army 
which was encamped near PUesey to be reinforced; and 
believing that the Eogllsh ihipi of war might proceed Up the 
eafitem branch of the Ganges, to the northern point of the 
CMSimbasar iilaod, and come down the Sbagtrutty t0> 
J!^rs^4abad, he ^mmanded immeBee piles to be driven li> 
<he jiver at Sooty, by which the passage of that river has bseiv 
r^fTfld merely navigable by boats, and that only during half 
Ihe year.

Oa the lotb o! June, the trettr vae brought v> Cilcatu; 
•■4 bf foote loadvertencx the eiroumateoce become Looin. 
Oelosel Clive therefore found It requisite cither to celioqateb 
the oontedfree/) end ebaodoo the conspirelora to tboir'leter 
or to eo&insnce hoetilitlea without daisy. Oa the luth, the 
irodps which were at Cakutte, with 156 ttulQcs from the 
iquadron^ proceeded and joined that put of the arn^ which 
«n» quartered at Chandernagore, All tbeie seoe^auy 
preparations having been prevtoualy made, the whole tfEsy 
lurched from Cbandarnigore oa the followiog day, leavlitf 
t hufldred aellors to gitriaon that place, The Eoropqana 
and artillery proceeded by water, on board of two hundred 
large boa»: and the aepoya marched by road whloh na 
near the river elde. * 

Upon the boate approaching Hoogly, tbs governor refused 
CO let CbeiQ peas : but the so irun ship

coiDJGg up, and anchoring before the fort, 
together with 1 threatening letter aaoc to him by Colonel 
Clive, induced to forego hi a intentbn, and the fleet paeaed 
on, 

As soon as’the army bad passed Hoogly, the Colonel jant 
away two of the Nuwnb'a measengore, Who were In hie oamp, 
with A letter: accutlng hli highneaa of not having fulfilled the 
treaty of February j and of having Invited and given 
eneooragement to the French, and oppressed and Inaulted 
the Snglhih. He concluded by nying, he was gn hie way 
to Moorahudabad, to demand justice. 

Previous to the delivery of this letter, the Kuwab had 
received some confused intelligence of Lhe intrlguea of 
Meer Jaffier, and resolved to seise him I for this purpose, hp 
•ordered a party of troops to euiroufid his house ; and ntagy 
.meaaages of threats and deflaoce passed beiwcdO them. 
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As loou, howeT«T| M tf« Nimb waa inbrreed of the mtroh 
of tha Eoglish troop^i tnd (be dsMrdoa of Mr. WitCs, ho 
wu ovorwbolnud with tstoaiahcnant and dismaf but 
hoping Blill to ba abja.to detach M«ar Jaf&er bom fai» 
confodetao; witb the English, ho revoked the orders he 
hod given for atlackiag him, aod enplo/ed several officers 
to briog shoot a reconciliaiion bet ween theaa. But Meer 
Jaffier continuing long, uotraotable, and refusing CO visit 
the Nuwsb, the latter got inCo his palanquin, and attended 
by a smsU rednue, preceeded^io Meer Jaffier’a bouse. This 
visit produced an arrangemeot, sanctified, ss usual, by 
tnutual oaths oa the Koran. Jsffier promised neither 
td jofn nor give sisiataace to the English In ibe Impending 
contest; and the Nuwsb agreed to permit him, assooo as 
peace should be restored, to depkc with his family and 
wealth, wherever he chose to go. 

ThcKuwsb, the day follcwieg this iotervieir, ordered 
bit tebole aceny, In which ajas iocludsd the troops of Meer 
Joffiar, to assemble, with the utmost diligence In the 
vicinity of Plsssey ; sod sect orders to Mr. Law, wlto waa 
waiting with his party at Bhaugulpore, to come to bis 
assistance with the utmost expedition. 

• The English army arrived and halted on the l6th SC 
Puttolee, a village where Che high road to Mooribudsbad, 
on the south aids of the river, CertnlRstes; but as it was. 

. then the rainy seaacia, aod the greater part of the army 
proceeded by water, it wag still requisite to keep by the 
rtaer gld«, and to pass the fort of Cutwa, famous for Che 
defeat oftbs Mahrattss by Aiy Verdy Eban. Tbe governor 
I of chls place was in the lotsrest of Meer Jaffier, and had 
promised Co eutreader It slier a pretended resistance *. M 4 )or 
Cooie wu therefore sent locward on tbe i;cb, with cvo 
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hundred Eucdpeinn^ Soo Bepoy», one fieM*piece« nad a amftH 
morufi to flucnmoQ the <ort j hut on the Major's sfrival' t< 
Cuhro, he found the governor hod changed Ui miniit 
therefore beoaoie neceeury u attack it, and ocdera were 
accordingly given: but aa soeo aa the garrlion aae the 
troopa advandng, thay.aec fire to the nat building'in the 
fort« and absconded. The main body of the Bngilah ertoy 
arrived In the evening at Cutwa, and encamped oa the 
plain : but on that night the rains lec In with such violence, 
that the iroopa were obliged to cake ah alter io the town end 
adjaoent vdlagea. 

Colonel Clive had deipatched a letter every day, from 
hli leaving Chandaroagore, to Meer JaHier; but had only 
received an answer to one of them ; it was dated the idth i 
aad In this Meer Jai£er acknowledged hia aaetning recoa* 
ciliatjon with the Nuwab. but laid he would still carry iotoi) 
execution hia coveoaDt with the Sogllah. The coldneaa of 
thii letter, at so iraportaot a time, caused atrspidons la the I 
mind of the Colonel that treachery waa intended ; be then* 
Fore determined not to croaa the river uotil ble doubn 
should be removed. The two next days were spent In a 

state of auapenae ; but oa the 19th a messenger arrived vlih 
two letters from Meer Jaffisr ; one of them addreseed to his 
agent, Ameer Beg, the other to the Colonel: the coateots 
were similar, via. that the Nuwsb’s army would march from 
Moorahudabad oa that day, and that his post would be on 
one flank of the army, whence he would sand more explicit 
loteUlgenoe. This communlcstios, although It abated 
Colonel Clive's suspicions of treachery, did not point out 
any mode by which their plana were to be affected ; nor dM 
it give him a high oplnloa of Meer Jsffier’a rexolucion 
energy. Ho therefore determined to coosult hie olBoers. 
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number ot who® wcr« twenty i end having Msemblod 
Aem, he proved to i^eic ccaulderation, whether the armj 
•siouid immedret^Iy wois the end at all riaki stuck 

the Kuwab) cr whether, availing themeeJvea of the gmt 
quantity of rice they had taken in CiAn, th^ ahould remaio 
there during the rainy aeaioa, and Invite the MahraUai to 
.«nter the province and loin them* 

After much debate^ the majority of the ofBoera dedded 
fot the latter plan* ^there being only seven who voted fbr (he 
ienmediate attack. 

The aanctioo of the. council of war did not, hitwever, 
'ftlleyiate the anxiety of (he Gcdonel; for aa loco as it broko 
he letlred alone to an adjoinirg grove, where he re> 
^natned nearly an hour In deep meditation ; which convinced 
'.him ofth^ abrurdity of stopping where ho was : and acting 
, now ecdrely from the dictatea of his own mind, he gave 
ordera that the army should cross the river next oioTuingi 
* The sick were lodged in the fort of Cutwa \ and at 
gosiite, On the asnd, the army began to cross, and all were 
landed on the opposite side by four in the after>Qoon ^ at 
which time auother messenger arrived from Meer Jaffier^ to 
inform the Colonel (hat the Nuwab bad halted at Munoara, 
village only six miles south of Gos^nbazar, and intended 
to et’tccnch bis camp, and wait the event at that place; 
.where Meer Jaffier proposed that the English, by taking a 
•l^rcvltauB route, and getting In hja tear, should attack him 
by-iui^jiee, 

;>£l;^nelCj;ve immediately lent back the messenger whh 
kDiwer, iduc he would march to Plaasey wlthoBi delay ; 
and ^ ae»mbtQing would advance to Daoodpore ; wh«M>, 
if Meor Ja£er dldi^ot meet hbn, he should make peace with 
the Kuwiib* 
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At aunsBt tb» troops utfdevvma ; tnd, tint & tal^uin; 
tDtreb, utlvid, Al 'oofl o'olock is tho momlA^, at PiUMy; 
and immediate)^ took poiaeaiion of a BiDgOe-g’rova, eight 
buBdred yards in leogth, and thm hundred In breadth, wbieb 

aurrounded by a alight bartk and ditcb t but, (o their 
great lurprlae, they found, by the frequent louAd of drums 
and irunpeti, that they were, at a very little distance ifotn the 
enemy'i camp. 

It appears that the Muwab had changed hla deierminatfon 
of entrenching bla camp at Muocara, and had arrived In 
^clnity of Fltaiey the preceding evening. After giving hIS 
orders for the security of his caDp, he dlimliaed the oiBcers. 
and sat ruminating In bla tent on the events that were likely 
to ensue. It chanced that his attendants quitted him. one 
after another, to say their evening prayers; wbeo a thief 
entered the tent unpercelved, till he had nearly approached 
the Muwab ; who, itarting up from his reverie, called out ta 
hii attendant; and. on their coming, abused then for their 
negligence, aud asked them if they considered him as already 
deed } ' 

As soon ts it was day, both armlei drew out In line Of 
battle. The E^gHih force caniited of 800 European bifsnity, 
ICO vllUerymen, and fifty sailors atl&cbed to the guns, 
which consisted only of eight slx*poiinders. and two how> 
Users : there were also lOoTopaiies, or Indian Portugueoe, 
and s,joo sepoys. The Nuwab's army consisted of iB.co 
weJUmounted and armed horse, 50,000 Infantry armed with 
various weaponi, ai mitcblocks. bows, rockets, spears, and 
awordi, and fifty pieces of caunoo, ehlelly CweDty*four and 
thixty-two poondcr. He bad aho forty Frenchmen with foBf 
pieces of light artlilery»

During tU thia time, no mexaiga or InteUlgence arrived 
from Maar Jaffier, and (ho Colonel began to be aiiaplcloui of 
* hll Intention : he therefore Bent for Ameer Beg, and puealloned 
' blm on tba aubjecl. The agent replied, that the trOOpfi who 
engaged the Eogflah were thoae under Meer Muddan and 
' Raja Mohun Loll; and ai aoon as they ahould be defeated, 
he waa certain bla muter wouM ^oin the Colonel. 

The Nuwab had remained In his tern, out of the reach of 
dinger, continually fiattared by his attendants with amraocea 
to! 'fictory; but soon after twelve o'clock a cannoD^biU struck 
iMeer Mudden. who waa truly a brave man and faithful 
servant. He was Immediately carried to the Nuwab ■, and 
hnTiog uttered a few words, expressive of his own loyally, and 
the want of It In others, died In his presence. This Affecting 
sight Quite overcame the courage of SeraJe>ad-DowlAb: ho 
was Involved in dispair, and knew noc what to do. He at 
length sent for Meer Jsffier ; and placing his turban at hie 
leer, laid, '1 now truly repent of my behaviour towards yoa ; 
'(and call upon you, In the oame of your respected brother^ 
'aa-lftw. and my grandfather, the late Nuwab Aly Terdy 
''Ebapi to forgive what has passed 1 1 now regard you as his 
'*reprM>UUlvs ; and conlure you. out ol respect to hfs 
"merncry, and as a dsieendant of the prophet, to protect ay 
“life and ay hoDOur." Meer Jaffier promised be would* do

Mohun LqU» to return to the camp. The fU|a reoimed a 
polite but determined refusal, sa^log, that If he should taklre, 
alarm would tiiereby be spread among the troops, who would 
probably take to night, and throw tbe whole arirtf into cod- 
fusion. Ueer Jaffier, however, ioalstad on the retreat, and 
MobuD Loll, reluctantly returned to ibe camp about two 
o'clock lo the day. 

Ae soon ts Meer JaSer returned to bis own leot. he wrote 
a letter to Colonel Clive, inforalng him of what had pasiedi 
and advising him either to pttah forward Imroediately, nr^< 
attack the camp ai nJght: but the meweDger, fearing t» 
proceed while the firing continaed, did not deliver tbe letter. 

The ponderous can nun of Ihe Muwab, which daring ttiO' 
eitgageroem had been advanced a considerable dieitnce la 
front of the camp, were mounted on platform* of a very large 
sfse placed on wheels, and not only oooyeyed all tbe 
ammunition, but avoided ipacofor tbe men to wo^ (he gun i 
each of these required forty or fifty yoke of oxen to move 
them : great therefore was (lie cocfuiion when they oom* 
menced their return to camp, exposed to the unremitting 

of the field-pieces of the English ; who, tsieitig advantage' 
of the clrcumstascei advanced towards the entteachmint of 
the camp, but were loma ttma kept jo cheek by tbs four light 
guos managed by Siofrey ami tbe other Frenchmen, and by 
•howera of mauHtock-balle from the anUenchmsnc. Abotip 
the same lime, the troops of Meer Jaffier approached tomntf

The Nuvab’i Croopt^ te Hajt Mohuo Dsll bgd predicted, 
OB seeing their anillery returning to the camp, concluded 
that a general retreat was ordered: they therefore began to 
quit tbe field in large bodies ; and Seraje ad Dovlab, obeerv- 
iog this desertion, and much alarmed by the approach of the 
English, mounted a camel, and, accompanied by sooo boree, 
rOtreakd towards Moorshudabad. He arrived at hie palace 
«Mly neit morning; where although he besought those who 
had accompanied bim from the camp to remaia till be could 
pre^re for hij escape, and fix upon some place of refuge, 
he eould 00^ prevail ou thorn to stay with him. Fortune had 
tUBted her back, and mankind abandoned him. He remain' 
od at Muosoorgunge till midnight; when, taking witb blm 
bis jewels and a large sum of money upon elepbents, accom¬ 
panied by his wife Iooft-aI'l^sa> and one or two other 
women, m covered carriages, be hastened to Bogwaogola; 
where he embarked upon some of bis own boats which wen 
stationed &ere, and proceeded up the river, in hopes of 
meeting Mr. Law with tbe Freoch detachment whom he had 
eoidered to join him, cr of effecting his escape to Purneah ; 
buLon bre airlvsJ opposite to Rajeoiahel, he and bis women 
being oppressed with hunger, they stopped at the cell of a 
Kohaomiedan derveish, named Dana Shah, and requested' 
him to procure them some food. To this man Sera}e*ad- 
DowUh, in the days of hli prosperity, had offered an affront,

They firet conveyed bin to Rajemthel, 
and then proceeded wUb him to Jaffier Khan’s home in 
Moonhudahed, where be arrived on the 15U1 of Showal iipoi 
Meer Jaffier beis? Ihett abaent at idunaoorguBg’e, he ml. 
delivered to Meerun, the son Jaffier» a young man 'of a 
very woitUoia character, who luuedlately offered a sum of' 
money to any of hia arteodenia who would go and put an eoS 
to Seraye'ad'Oowlah. For some time they all refused ; hot 
at length a wretch, named Mohammed Beg, who fron bai 
Ibftncy had been nourished by the favour of Aly V«^ 
Rba&’a family, offeretLU) eiecute the horrid deed. 

At the Ume they eeiaed Seraje^ad-Dowlah, and while they 
were eonveying him to Moorehudabad, he requested the officer 
commaodiog the guard to make It known, that il they would 
spare his ihe, he would willingly retire to any pare of tkt 
province upon a small pension. When therefore the aeiaasio
